CHAPTER 1.:. 

I N the ;begiiiiiiiig Cxod created; the 
hea¥en and the earth, 

2^, And' the.. earth was without form, 
and void ; and darkness was upon the 
face of the deep. And the Spirit of God 
xaoved upon the face of the waters. 

3 And God said, Let there be light : 
and there was light. 

4 And God saw the light, that it \ 
was good : and God divided the light | 
from the darkness. 

5 And God called the light Day, and 
the darkness he called Night. And 
the evening and the morning were the 
first day. 

6 And God said, Let there be a 
firmament in the midst of the waters, 
and let it divide the waters from the 
Waters. 

7 And God made the firmament, and 
divided the waters which were under 
the firmament from the waters which 
were above the firmament : and it 


was so. 

8 And God called the firmament 
Heaven. And the evening and the 
morning were the second day. 

9 IF And God said, Let the waters 

under the heaven be gathered together 
unto one place, and let the dry land 
appear : and it was so. ^ 

10 And God called the dry land 

Earth ; and the gathering together of 
the "waters called he Seas : and God 
saw that it was good. ^ 

11 And God said, Let the^ earth 
bring forth grass, the herb yielding 
seed, and the fruit tree yielding fruit 
after his kind, whose seed is in itself, 
upon the earth : and it was so. 

12 And the earth brought forth 
grass, and herb yielding seed after 
his Mud, and the tree yielding fruit, 


whose seed was in itself, after Ms 
kind : and God saw that it was good. 

13 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the third day. 

14 IF And God said, Let there be 

lights in the firmament of the heaven 
to divide the day from the night; and 
let them be for signs, and for seasons, 
and for days, and years : ^ 

15 And let them be for lights inPhe 
firmament of the heaven to give light 
upon the earth : and it was so. 

16 And God made two great lights; 
the greater light to rule the day, and 
the lesser light to rule the night: he 
made the stars also. 

17 And God set them in the firma- 
ment of the heaven to give light upon 
the earth, 

18 And to rule over the day and 

over the night, and to divide the light 
from the darkness : and God saw that 
it was good. ^ 

19 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the fourth day. 

20 And God said, Let the waters 
bring forth abundantly the moving 
creature that hath life, and fowl that 
may fiy above the earth in the open 
firmament of heaven, 

21 And God created great whales, 
and every living creature that moveth, 
which the waters brought forth abun- 
dantly, after their kind, and evevy 
winged fowl after his kind : and God 
saw that was good. 

22 And God blessed them, saying, 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill the 
waters in the seas, and let fowl inuiti- 
ply in the earth. 

23 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the fifth day . _ 

24 IF And God said, Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature after 
his kind, cattle, and creeping thing.

25 And God made the beast of the 
earth after his kind, and cattle after 
their kind, and every thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth after his kind : and 
God saw that it ivm good.

and let them have donxinion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over the cattle, and over 
all the earth, and over every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth. 

27 So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created 
he Mm; male and female created he 
them. 

28 And God blessed them, and God 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and mul- 
tiply, and replenish the earth, and 
subdue it : and have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over every living thing 
that mo veth upon the earth. 

29 ^ And God said, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, 
which is upon the face of all the 
earth, and every tree, in the which is 
the fruit of a tree yielding seed; to 
you it shall be for meat. 

30 And to every beast of the earth, 
and to every fowl of the air, and to 
every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, wherein there is life, I have 
given every green herb for meat i, and 
it was so. 

31 And God saw every thing that 
he had made, and, behold, it was 
very good. And the evening and the 
morning were the sixth day. 

CHAPTER 2.. ■ :■ 

T hus the heavens and the earth 
were finished, and all the host 
of them., 

2 Anti on the seventh day God ended 
Ms work which he had made ; and he 
rested on the seventh day from all Ms 
work which he had madk 
3 And God blessed the seventh day, 
and saiietified it : because that in it 


he had rested from all his work which 
God created and made. , , 

4 IT These are the generations of the , , 
heavens and of the earth w^hen they 
were ^ created, in the day . that the 
Lord God made the , earth and the 
heavens, 

j 5 And every plant of the field before 
i it was in the earth, and every herb of 
1 the field before it grew: for the Lord 
I God had not caused it to rain upon, 
j the earth,, and there was \ not a man , 
I to till the ground. 

6 But there went up a mist from 
the earth, and watered the whole face 
of the ground. 

7 And the Lord God formed man 
o/ the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life ; and 
man became a living soul. 

8 IT And the Lord God planted a 
garden eastward in Eden; and there 
he put the man whom he had formed. 

9 And out of the ground made the 
Lord God to grow every tree that is 
pleasant to the sight, and good for 
food ; the tree of life also in the midst 
of the garden, and the tree of know- 
ledge of good and eyii. 

10 And a river went out of Eden to 
water the garden ; and from thence 
it was parted, and became into four 

I heads. 

I 11 The name of the first is Pison: 

I that is it which compasseth the whole 
: land of Havilah, where the7'e is gold; 

I 12 And the gold of that land is good : 
there is bdellium and the onyx stone. 

I 13 And the name of the second river 
is Gihon : the same is it that com- 
I passeth the whole land of Ethiopia. 

I 14 And the name of the third river 
I is Hiddekel : that is it which goeth 
i toward the east of Assyria. And the 
I fourth river is Euphrates. 

I 15 And the Lord God took the 
; man, and put him into the garden of 
; Eden to dress it and to keep it. 
i 16 And the Lord God commanded 
the man, saying, Of every tree of the 
garden thou mayest freely eat : 

17 But of the tree of the knowledge 
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"■of^good and evil, thou shait not eat- 
of it : for in the day that, thou eatest 
thereof thou shait surely die. , ■ 

^ , 18 '.iI;..And.the Lord G-od said, It is 
..not good that the . man slio.uld be 
alone V I will make him- an help meet 
for Mm. ■ ^ ^ 

19 And out of the ground the Lord 
God formed every .beast of the field, 

' and every fowl of the air ; and brought 
them unto Adam to see what he would 

■ eall them : ■ and whatsoever Adam call- 
'ed every living- creature, that was the 

name thereof. 

20' And' Adam '.gave names to ail 
cattle, and to the fowl of the air, and 
to every beast of the field; but fox* 
Adam there was not found an help 
meet for him. ^ ^ 

21 And the Lord God caused a deep 
sleep to fall upon Adam, and he slept : 
and he took one of his ribs, and closed 
up the flesh instead thereof ; 

22 And the rib, which the Lord 
God had taken from man, made he a 
woman, and brought her unto the man. 

23 And Adam said, This is now bone 
of my bones, and flesh of my flesh: 
she shall be called Woman, because 
she was taken out of Man. 

24 Therefore shall a man. leave his 
father and his mother, and shall cleave 
unto Ms wife: and they shall be one 
flesh. 

25 And they were both naked, the 
man and his wife, and were not a- 

■ .'.V- shamed. 


CHAPTER 3. 

IVT OW the serpent was more subtil 
than any beast of the field which 
the Lord God had made. And he 
said unto the woman, Yea, hath God 
said, Ye shall not eat of every tree of 
the garden? 

2 And the woman said' unto the ser- 
pent, We may eat of the fruit of the 
trees of the garden ; 

3 But of the fruit of the tree which 
is in the midst of the garden, God 
hath said, Ye shall not eat of it, nei- 
ther shall ye touch it, lest ye die. 


4 - And the serpent said unto the 
woman, Ye shall not surely die : 

5 For God' doth know that in the 
day: ye, eat thereof,' then your eyes ■ ■ 
shall be opened, and ye shall be as 
gods, knowing good and evil. _ 

6 And w^hen the woman saw that 
the tree good for food, and that 
it was pleasant to the eyes, and a 
tree to be desired to make one wise, 
she took of the fruit thereof, and did 
eat, and gave also unto her husband 
with her; and he did eat. 

7 And the eyes of them both were 
opened, and they knew that they were 
naked; and they sewed fig leaves to- 
gether, and made themselves aprons. 

8 And they heard the voice of the 
Lord God walking in the garden in 
the cool of the day : and Adam and 
his wife hid themselves from the pre- 
sence of the Lord God amongst the 
trees of the garden. 

9 And the Lord God called unto 
Adam, and said unto him. Where art 

thou ? , , , • 

10 And he said, I heard thy voice 
in the garden, and I was afraid, be- 
cause I was naked ; and I hid myself. 

11 And he said, Who told thee that 
thou wast naked ? Hast thou eaten of 
the tree, whereof I commanded thee 
that thou shouldest not eat? 

12 And the man said, The woman 
whom thou gavest to be with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 

13 And the Lord God said unto the 
wonian, W^hat is this that thou hast 
done? And the woman said, The ser- 
pent beguiled me, and I did eat. 

14 And the Lord God said unto 
the serpent, Because thou hast done 
this, thou art cursed above all cattle, 
and above every beast of the field ; 
upon thy belly shait thou go, 
dust shait thou eat all the days oi 

: thy life : . 

I 15 And I will put enmity between 
I thee and the woman, and between thy 
! seed and her seed ; it shall bruise thy 
I head, and thou shait bruise his beel. 

' 16 Unto the woman . he saia, 1; will, ■ 
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greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy i 
eonception ; in sorrow thou shalt bring | 
forth children ; and thy desire shall 
he to thy husband, and he shall rule 
./over thee.:' 

IT And unto Adam he said, Because 
thou hast hearkened unto the voice of 
thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, 
of which I commanded thee, saying, 
Thou shalt not eat of it : cursed is the 
ground for thy sake ; in sorrow shalt 
thou eat of it all the days of thy 
life ; 

18 Thorns also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee; and thou shalt 
eat the herb of the field ; 

19 In the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread, till thou return unto 
the ground; for out of it wast thou 
taken : for dust thou art^ and unto 
dust shalt thou return. 

20 And Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve; because she was the mother of 
all living. 

21 Unto Adam also and to his wife 
did the Lord God make coats of 
skins, and clothed them. 

22 % And the Lord God said, Be- 
hold, the man is become as one of us, 
to know good and evil : and now, lest 
he put forth his hand, and take also 
of the tree of life, and eat, and live 
for ever : 

23 Therefore the Lord God sent 
him forth from the garden of Eden, 
to till the ground from whence he 
was taken. 

24 So he drove out the man; and 

he placed at the east of the garden of 
Eden Cherubims, and a fiaming sword 
which turned every way, to keep the | 
way of the tree of life. i 

i 

CHAPTER 4. i 

AND Adam knew Eve his wife;’ 

and she conceived, and bare 
Cain, and said, I have gotten a man ‘ 
from the LordI | 

2 And she again bare his brother A- 1 
bel. And Abel was a keeper of sheep, | 
but Cain was a tiller of the ground. 

8 And in process of time it came to I 


pass, that Cain brought of the fruit 
of the ground an offering unto the 
Lord. 

4 And Abel, he also brought of the 
firstlings of his fiocfc and of the fat 
thereof. And the Lord , had respect 
unto Abel and to his offering; 

5 But unto Cain and to Ms offering 
he had not respect. And, Cain was 
very wroth, and' his eduntenance fell. 

6 And the .Lord, said, .unto.' Gain, 
Why art thou wi’oth ? and why is thy 
countenance fallen ? 

7 If thou doest well, shalt thou not 
be accepted? and if thou doest not 
well, sin lieth at the door. And un- 
to thee shall be his desire, and thou 
shalt rule over him. 

' 8 And Cain talked with Abel Ms 
brother; and it came to pass, when 
I they v/ere in the field, that Cain rose 
up against Abel his brother, and slew 
him. 

I 9 IT And the Lord said unto Cain, 
j Where is Abel thy brother ? And he 
said, I know not : Am I my brother’s 
I keeper ? 

I 10 And he said, What hast thou 
I done? the voice of thy brother’s blood 
j crieth unto me from the ground. 

I 11 And now art thou cursed from 
the earth, which hath opened her 
mouth to receive thy brother’s blood 
from thy hand ; 

12 When thou tillest the ground, it 
shall not henceforth yield unto thee 
her strength ; a fugitive and a vaga- 
bond shalt thou be in the earth. 

13 And Cain said unto the Lord, 
My punishment is greater than I can 

.bear. 

14 Behold, thou hast driven me out 
! this day from the face of the earth ; 
j and from thy face shall I be hid ; and 

I shall be a fugitive and a vagabond 
in the earth; and it shall come to 
pass, that every one that findeth me 
shall slay me. 

15 And the Lord said unto him, 
Therefore whosoever slayeth Cain, 
vengeance shall be taken on him 
sevenfold. And the Lord set a 
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mark : upon Cain, lest any. inding 
Mill,: should Mil Mm 
'.,16 IT And Cain .went. 'out from, the 
.presence , o.f the , Lo'ED, and .dwelt in 
the land of Nod, on the east of Eden. 

17 ■ And Cain knew his wife ; and she 
conceived, and bare Enoch: and he 
builded ' a city, and called the name 
of the. city, after the name of his son, 
Enoch. 

18 And unto Enoch was born Irad: 
and Irad begat Mehiijael : and Mehu- 
.jael begat .Methusael : and Methusael 
begat Lamech. 

19 % And Lamech took unto him 
two wives ; the name of the one was 
Adah, and the name of the other 
Ziilah. '■ 

20 And Adah bare Jabal : he was the 
father of such as dwell in tents, and 
of suck as have cattle, 

21 And his brother's name was Ju- 
bal : he was the father of all such as 
handle the harp and organ. 

22 And Ziilah, she also bare Tubal- 
cain, an instructer of every artificer 
in brass and iron: and the sister of 
Tubal-cain was Naamah. 

23 And Lamech said unto his wives, 

I Adah and Ziilah, Hear my voice ; ye 
I wives of Lamech, hearken unto my 
{ speech: for I have slain a man to 
I my wounding, and a young man to 
f my hurt. 

i 24 If Cain shall be avenged sevenfold, 
f truly Lamech seventy and sevenfold. 
i 25 IF And Adam knew his wife a- 
I gain ; and she bare a son, and called 
I his name Seth: For God, said she, 

■ hath appointed me another seed in- 
I stead of Abel, whoiU' Cain slew. 

I 26 And to Seth, to him also ' there 

I was born a son ; and he^ called .his 

i name Enos : then began men to call 

upon the name of the Loed.

4 And the days of Adam after he 
had begotten Seth were eight hun- 
dred years : and he begat sons and 
daughters : 

5 And all the days that Adam lived 
were nine hundred and thirty years : 
and he died. 

6 And Seth lived an hundred and 
five years, and begat Enos : 

7 And Seth lived after he begat E- 
nos eight hundred and seven years, 
and begat sons and daughters : 

8 And all the days of Seth were 
nine hundred and twelve years : and 
he died. 

9 IF And Enos lived ninety years, 
and begat Cainan : 

10 And Enos lived after he begat 
Cainan eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

11 And all the days of Enos were 
nine hundred and five years : and he 
died. 

12 IF And Cainan lived seventy years, 
and begat Mahalaleel : 

13 And Cainan lived after he begat 
Mahalaleel eight hundred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters; 

14 And ail the days of Cainan were 
nine hundred and ten years : and he 
died. 

15 *1F And Mahalaleel lived sixty and 
five years, and begat J ared : 

16 And Mahalaleel lived after ho be- 
gat Jared eight hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

17 And all the days of Mahalaleel 
were eight hundred ninety and five 
years : and he died. 

18 IF And Jared lived an hundred 
sixty and two years, and he begat 
Enoch: 

19 And Jared lived after he begat 
Enoch eight hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters : 
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20 And all the days of Jared were 
nine hundred sixty and two years: 
and he died. 

21 11 And Enoch lived sixty and five 
years, and begat Methuselah : 

22 And Enoch walked with God after 
he begat Methuselah three hundred 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

' 23 And all the days of Enoch were 
three hundred sixty and five years : 

24 And Enoch walked with God: 
and he was not ; for God took him. 

25 And Methuselah lived an hun- 
dred eighty and seven years, and be- 
gat Lamech : 

26 And Methuselah lived after he 
begat Lamech seven hundred eighty 
and two years, and begat sons and 
daughters : 

27 And all the days of Methuselah 
were nine hundred sixty and nine 
years : and he died. 

28 U And Lamech lived an hundred 
eighty and two years, and begat a son ; 

29 And he called his name Noah, 
saying, This same shall comfort us 
concerning our work and toil of our 
hands, because of the ground which 
the Lord hath cursed. 

30 And Lamech lived after he begat 
Noah five hundred ninety and five 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

31 And all the days of Lamech were 
seven hundred seventy and seven 
years : and he died. 

32 And Noah was five hundred years 
old: and Noah begat Shem, Ham, and 
Japheth. 

CHAPTER 6. 

AND it came to pass, when men 
began to multiply on the face 
of the earth, and daughters were born 
unto them, 

2 That the sons of God saw the 
daughters of men that they were fair; 
and they took them wives of all which 
they chose. 

3 And the Lord said, My spirit 
shall not always strive with man, for 
that he also is flesh: yet his days 
shall be an hundred and twenty years. 


4' There were.'giants in. the earth In 
those days ; and also after that, when 
the sons, of God came An unto the 
daughters of men, and .they ^bare. 
children to theixiy the . same became 
mighty men which were ■ of old, men 
of renown. 

5 IT And God saW' that the wicked- 
ness of man was great in the^ earth, 
and that every imagination of ■ the 
thoughts of , his heart was only evil 
coiitinuaily. 

6 And it repented the Lord that he 
had made man on the earth, and it 
grieved him at his heart. 

7 And the Lord said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created from the 
face of the earth ; both man, and 
beast, and the creeping thing, and 

! the fowls of the air ; for it repenteth 
; me that I have made them. 

I 8 But Noah found grace in the eyes 
of the Lord. 

9 IT These are the generations of 
Noah: Noah was a just man and per- 
fect in his generations, and Noah 
walked with God. 

10 And Noah begat three sons, 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt be- 
fore God, and the earth was filled 
vdth violence. 

, 12 And God looked upon the earth, 
j and, behold, it was corrupt ; for all 
I flesh had corrupted Ms way upon the 
' earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, The 
end of all flesh is come befoi’e me; 
for the earth is filled with violence 
through them; and, behold, I will 
destroy them with the earth. 

14 IT Make thee an ark of gophe^r 
wood ; rooms shalt thou make in the 
ark, and shalt pitch it within and 
without with pitch. 

15 And this is the fashion which 
thou shalt make it of: The length 
of the ark shall be three hundred 
cubits, the breadth of it fifty cubits, 
and the height of it thirty cubits. 

16 A window shalt thou make to the 
ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish 
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it above and the door of the ark 
shalt thou set' in the side thereof;. 
tvith' lowei\ second, and third' 
shalt thou make it. ' 

17 And, behold, 'I,, even I, do bring 
a flood of' waters upon , the earth, to 
destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven ; and every 
thing that is in the earth shall die. 

18 But with thee will ,I establish my 
covenant ; and thou shalt come into 
the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy 
wife, and thy sons’ wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every sort shalt thou 
bring into the ark, to keep them alive 
with thee; they shall be male and 
female. , 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creep- 

I ing thing of the earth after his kind, 

■ two of every sort shall come unto thee, 
to keep alive, 

21 And take thou unto thee of all 
food that is eaten, and thou shalt ga- 

S tW it to thee ; and it shall be for 
food for thee, and for them. 

I 22 Thus did Noah; according to all 
I that God commanded him, so did he. 

: CHAPTER 7. 

A nd the Lord said unto Noah, 
Come thou and all thy house 
I into the ark; for thee have I seen 
righteous before me in this generation. 

; 2 Of every clean beast thou shalt 

: take to thee by sevens, the male and 

!; Ms female : and of beasts that are not 
i clean by two, the male and his female. 

3. Of fowls also of the air by sevens, 

1 the male and the female ; to keep seed 
alive upon the face of all the earth. 

4 For yet seven days, and I will 
* cause it to rain upon the earth forty 
[ days and forty nights ; and every liv- 
'■ Ing substance that I have made will I 
destroy from ofl‘ the face of the earth, 
j. 5 And Noah did according unto all 
' that the Lord commanded Mm. 

6 And Noah was six hundred 'years 
f ' ’ old when the flood of waters was upon 
the earth. 


7 'IT 'And Noah went in, and hls'sohs, 
and Ms wife, and Ms sons’ wives with ' :' 
Mm, into the ark, because of the 
waters of the flood. 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that 
are not clean, and of fowls, and of 
every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, 

9 There went in two and two unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and the 
female, as God had commanded Noah. 

10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the "waters of the flood 
were upon the earth. 

11 *11 In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the 
same day were all the fountains of 
the great deep broken up, and the 
windows of heaven w-ere opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

13 In the selfsame day entered Noah, 
and Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, 
the sons of Noah, and Noah’s wife, 
and the three wives of his sons with 
them, into the ark ; 

14 They, and every beast after his 
kind, and all the cattle after their 
kind, and every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth after Ms 
kind, and every fowl after his kind, 
every bird of every sort. 

15 And they went in unto Noah in- 
to the ark, two and two of all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life. 

16 And they that went in, v/ent in 
male and female of all flesh, as God 
had commanded him : and the Lord 
shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days upon 
the earth ; and the waters increased, 
and bare up the ark, and it was lift up 
above the earth. 

18 And the waters prevailed, and 
were increased greatly upon the earth ; 
and the ark went upon the face of the 
waters. 

19 And the waters prevailed exceed- 
ingly upon the earth ; and all the 
high hills, that were under the whole 
heaven, were covered,

13 He that is born in thy house, and 
he that is bought with thy money, 
must needs be circumcised : and my 
covenant shall be in your flesh for an 
everlasting covenant, 

14 And the uncircumcised man child 
whose flesh of his foreskin is not cir- 
cumcised, that soul shall be cut off 
from his people ; he hath broken my 
covenant. 

15 IF And God said unto Abraham, 
As for Sarai thy wife, thou shalt not 
call her name Sarai, but Sarah shall 
her name he. 

16 And I will bless her, and give 
thee a son also of her : yea, I will 
bless her, and she shall be a mother 
of nations ; kings of people shall be 
of her. 

17 Then Abraham fell upon his face, 
and laughed, and said in his heart, 
Shall a child be born unto him that 
is an hundred years old ? and shall 
Sarah, that is ninety years old, bear? 

18 And Abraham said unto God, G 
that Ishmael might live before thee !

31 And he said, Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to speak unto the Lord: 
Peradventure there shall be tw^enty 
found there. And he said, I will not 
destroy it for twenty’s sake. 

32 And he said, Oh let not the Lord 
be angry, and I will speak yet but 
this once : Peradventure ten shall be 
found there. And he said, I will not 
destroy it for ten’s sake. 

33 And the Lord went his way, as 
soon as he had left communing with 
Abraham : and Abraham returned un- 
to his place.

24 And the Loed appeared unto him 
the same night, and said, I am the God 
of Abraham thy father : fear not, for 
I am with thee, and will bless thee, 
and multiply thy seed for my servant 
Abraham’s sake. 

25 And he builded an altar there, 
and called upon the name of the Lord, 
and pitched his tent there : and there 
Isaac’s servants digged a well. 

26 Then AMmelech went to him 
from Gerar, and Ahuzzath one of his 
friends, and PMchol the chief captain 
of his army, 

27 And Isaac said unto them, Where- 


fore come ye tonne, seeing ye hate me, 
and have sent me away from you ? 

28 And they said, We saw certainly 
that the Lord was with thee : and we 
said, Let there be now an oath betwixt 
us, even betwixt us and thee, and let 
iis make a covenant with thee; 

20 That thou wilt do us no hurt, as 
we have not touched thee, and as we 
have done unto thee nothing but good, 
and have sent thee away in peace : 
thou art now the blessed of the Lord. 

30 And he made them a feast, and 
they did eat and drink. 

31 And they rose up betimes in the 
morning, and sware one to another : 
and Isaac sent them away, and they 
departed from him in peace. 

32 And it came to pass the same day, 
that Isaac’s servants came, and told 
him concerning the well which they 
had digged, and said unto him, We 
have found water. 

33 And he called it Shebah : there' 
fore the name of the city is Beer-sheba 
unto this day. 

34 11 And Esau was forty years old 
when he took to wife Judith the 
daughter of Beeri the Hittite, and 
Bashemath the daughter of Eion the 
Hittite; 

35 Which were a grief of mind unto 
Isaac and to Eebekah. 

CHAPTER 27. 

AND it came to pass, that when 
Isaac was old, and his eyes were 
dim, so that he could not see, he call- 
ed Esau his eldest son, and said unto 
him, My son; and he said unto him, 
Behold, Acre am I. 

2 And he said, Behold now, I am 
old, I know not the day of my death : 

3 Now therefore take, I pray thee, 
thy weapons’, thy quiver and thy bow, 
and go out to the field, and take me 
some venison;

8 Now therefore, my son, obey my 
voice according to that which I com- 
mand thee. 

9 Go now to the flock, and fetch me 
from thence t%vo good kids of the 
goats ; and I will make them savoury 
meat for thy father, such as he loveth : 

10 And thou shalt bring to thy 
father, that he may eat, and that he 
may bless thee before his death. 

11 And Jacob said to Rebekah his 
mother, Behold, Esau my brother 
is a hairy man, and I am a smooth 
man; 

12 My father per ad venture will feel 
me, and I shall seem to him as a de- 
ceiver ; and I shall bring a curse upon 
me, and not a blessing. 

13 And his mother said unto him, 
Upon me be thy curse, my son : only 
obey my voice, and go fetch me them. 

14 And he went, and fetched, and 
brought them to his mother : and his 
mother made savoury meat, such as 
his father loved. 

1 5 And Rebekah took goodly raiment 
of her eldest son Esau, which were 
with her in the house, and put them 
upon Jacob her younger son : 

16 And she put the skins of the kids 
of the goats upon his hands, and up- 
on the smooth of his neck : 

17 And she gave the savoury meat 
and the bread, which she had prepared, 
into the hand of her son Jacob. 

18 IT And he came unto his father, 
and said, My father: and he said, 
Here am I ; who art thou, my son ? 

19 And Jacob said unto his father, 
I am Esau thy firstborn ; I have done 
according as thou badest me : arise, I

pray thee,‘ sit and eat of my venison, 
that thy soul may bless me. 

20 And Isaac said unto Ms son, 
How is it that thou hast found it 
so quickly, my son ^ And he said, 
Because 'the Lord thy God brought 
it to me. 

21 And Isaac said unto Jacob,: Gome 
near, I pray thee, that I may feel thee, 
my son, whether thou be, my very son 
Esau or not. 

22 And Jacob went near unto Isaac 
his father ; and he felt him, and said, 
The voice is Jacob’s voice, but the 
hands are the hands of Esau. 

23 And he discerned him not, because 
his hands were hairy, as his brother 
Esau’s hands : so he blessed him. 

24 And he said, Ari thou my very 
son Esau ? And he said, I am. 

25 And he said, Bring it near to me, 
and I will eat of my son’s venison, 
that my soul may bless thee. And 
he brought it near to him, and he 
did eat : and he brought him wine, 
and he drank. 

26 And Ms father Isaac said unto 
him, Come near now, and kiss me, 
my son. 

27 And he came near, and kissed 
him ; and he smelled the smell of his 
raiment, and blessed him, and said, 
See, the smell of my son is as the 
smell of a field which the Lord hath 
blessed: 

28 Therefore God give thee of the 
dew of heaven, and the fatness of the 
earth, and plenty of corn and wine : 

29 Let people serve thee, and nations 
bow down to thee : be lord over thy 
brethren, and let thy mother’s sons 
bow down to thee; cursed be every 
one that curseth thee, and blessed be 
he that blesseth thee. 

30 *11 And it came to pass, as soon 
as Isaac had made an end of blessing 
Jacob, and Jacob was yet scarce gone 
out from the presence of Isaac his 
father, that Esau his brother came in 
from his hunting. 

31 And he also had made savo-ury 
meat, and brought it unto his father,

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threateneth Jacob, 
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and said unto Ms father, Let iiiy fa- 
ther arise, and eat of his .son’s %■ enison, 
that thy son! may bless .me. ; • 

32 And Isaac Ms father said unto. 
Mm, Who art thouf And he said, 
I am thy son, thy firstborn Esau. 

, 33 And Isaac trembled' very exceed- 
ingly, -and said, Who ' where ' he 
that hath taken venison, and brought 
it me, and I have eaten of all before 
. thou, cainest, and' have blessed him? 
yes,' and .he shall be blessed. 

" 3'4 .And when Esau heard the words 
.of hi.s. father, he cried with a great 
and exceeding bitter cry, and said 
unto his father, Bless me, even me 
also, 0 my father. 

35 And he said, Thy brother came 
with subtilty, and hath taken away 
thy blessing. ' 

36 And he said, Is not he rightly 
named Jacob ? for he hath supplanted 
me these two times: he took away 
my birthright; and, behold, now he 
hath taken away my blessing. And 
he said, Hast thou not reserved a 
blessing for me ? 

37 And Isaac answered and said un- 
to Esau, Behold, I have made him 
thy lord, and all his brethren have I 
given to him for servants ; and with 
corn and wine have I sustained him : 
and what shall I do now unto thee, 
my son ? 

38 And Esau said unto his father, 
Hast thou but one blessing, my fa- 
ther? bless me, even me also, 0 my 
father. And Esau lifted up his voice, 
and wept. 

39 And Isaac Ms father answered 
and said unto Mm, Behold, thy dwell- 
ing shall be the fatness of the earth, 
and of the dew of heaven from above ; 

40 And by thy sword shalt thou 
live, and shalt serve thy brother ; and 
it shall come to pass when thou shalt 
have the dominion, that thou shalt 
break his yoke from off thy neck. 

41 IT And Esau hated Jacob because 
of the blessing wherewith his father 
blessed him; and Esau said in his 
heart, The days of mourning for my 


father are at hand; then will I slay 
my brother Jacob. 

'42 And these' words of. Esau her 
elder son were told to Rebekah ; and 
she sent and called Jacob her younger 
son, and said unto him, Behold, thy 
brother Esau, as touching thee, doth 
comfort himself, purposing to Mil 
thee. 

43 Now therefore, my son, obey my 
voice ; and arise, flee thou to Laban 
my brother to Haran ; 

44 And tarry with him a few days, 
until thy brother’s fury turn away; 

45 Until thy brother’s anger turn 
away from thee, and he forget 
which thou hast done to him : then 
I will send, and fetch thee from 
thence: why should I be deprived 
also of you both in one day ? 

46 And Rebekah said to Isaac, I am 
weary of my life because of the daugh- 
ters of Heth : if Jacob take a wife of 
the daughters of Heth, such as these 
which are of the daughters of the land, 
what good shall my life do me? 

CHAPTER 28. 

AND Isaac called Jacob, and bless-

7 And that Jacob obeyed his father 
and his mother, and was gone to Pa- 
dan-aram ; 

8 And Esau seeing that the daugh- 
ters of Canaan pleased not Isaac his 
father ; 

9 Then went Esau unto Ishmael, 
and took unto the wives which he 
had Mahalath the daughter of Ish- 
mael Abraham’s son, the sister of 
Nebajoth, to be his wife. 

10 IT And Jacob went out from Beer- 
sheba, and went toward Haran. 

11 And he lighted upon a certain 
place, and tarried there all night, be- 
cause the sun was set ; and he took 
of the stones of that place, and put 
them for his pillows, and lay down in 
that place to sleep. 

12 And he dreamed, and behold a 
ladder set up on the earth, and the 
top of it reached to heaven : and be- 
hold the angels of God ascending and 
descending on it. 

13 And, behold, the Lord stood 
above it, and said, I am the Lord God 
of Abraham thy father, and the God of 
Isaac : the land whereon thou liest, to 
thee will I give it, and to thy seed; 

14 And thy seed shall be as the dust 
of the earth, and thou shalt spread 
abroad to the west, and to the east, 
and to the north, and to the south : 
and in thee and in thy seed shall all 
the families of the earth be blessed. 

15 And, behold, I am with thee, and 
will keep thee in all places whither 
thou goest, and will bring thee again 
into this land; for I will not leave 
thee, until I have done that which I 
have spoken to thee of. 

16 IT And Jacob awaked out of his 
sleep, and he said, Surely the Lord 
is in this place ; and I knew it not. 

17 And he was afraid, and saidj 
How dreadful is this place! this is 


none other but the house of God, and 
this is the gate of heaven. 

18 And Jacob rose up early in the 
morning, and took the stone that he 
had put for his pillows, and set it up 
for a pillar, and poured oil upon the 
top of it. 

19 And he called the name of that 
place Beth-el : but the name of that 
city was called Luz at the first. 

20 And Jacob vowed a vow, saying, 
If God will be with me, and will keep 
me in this way that I go, and will 
give me bread to eat, and raiment to 
put on, 

21 So that I come again to my fa- 
ther’s house in peace ; then shall the 
Lord be my God : 

22 And this stone, which I have 
set for a pillar, shall be God’s house i 
and of all that thou shalt give me I 
will surely give the tenth unto thee.

18 And Jacob loved Rachel; and 
said, I xvill serve thee seven years for 
Rachel thy younger daughter. 

19 And Laban said, better that 
I give her to thee, than that I should 
give her to another man : abide with 
me. 

20 And Jacob served seven years for 
Rachel ; and they seemed unto him but 
a few days, for the love he had to her. 

21 ^ And Jacob said unto Laban, 
O-ive me my wife, for my days are 
fulfilled, that I may go in unto her.

AND Dinah the daughter of Leah, 
which she bare unto Jacob, went 
out to see the daughters of the land. 

2 And when Sheehem the son of Ha- 
mor the Hivite, prince of the country, 
saw her, he took her, and lay with her, 
and defiled her. 

3 And his soul clave unto Dinah 

the daughter of Jacob, and he loved 
the damsel, and spake Mndly unto the i 
damsel. / ' i 

4 And Sheehem spake unto his fa- 
ther Hamor, saying, Get me this 
damsel to wife. 

5 And Jacob heard that he had de- 
filed Dinah his daughter ; now his 
sons were with his cattle in the field : 
and Jacob held his peace until they 
were come. 

6 ^ And Hamor the father of She- 
chem went out unto Jacob to com- 
mune with him, 

7 And the sons of Jacob came out 
of the field when they heard it : and 
the men were grieved, and they were 
very wroth, because he had wrought 
folly in Israel in lying with Jacob’s 
daughter ; which thing ought not to 
be done. 

8 And Hamor communed %vith them, 
saying, The soul of my son Sheehem 
longeth for your daughter : I pray you 
give her him to wife. 

9 And make ye marriages with us, 
and give your daughters unto us, and 
take pur daughters unto you. 

10 And ye shall dwell with us : and 
the land shall be before you; dwell 
and trade ye therein, and get you 
possessions therein. 

11 And Sheehem said unto her fa- 
ther and unto her brethren, Let me 
find grace in your eyes, and what ye 
shall say unto me I will give.

26 And ^tliey slew Hamor and Sho 
chein Ms" 'son with .the edge of the 
sword, and,; took' Dinah . out of ' She- 
chem’s house, and went out. 

27 The ■ sons 'Of Jacob' came •'■ upon

29 And all their wealth, and all their 
little ones, and their wives took they 
captive, and spoiled even all that was 
i.n the house. 

30 And Jacob said to Simeon and 
Levi, Ye have troubled me to make 
me to stink among the inhabitants of 
the land, among the Canaaiiites and 
the Perizzites : and I being i&w in 
number, they shall gather themselves 
together against me, and slay me; 
and I shall be destroyed, I and my 
house. 

31 And they said, Should he deal 
with our sister as with an harlot ? 

CHAPTER 35. 

AND God said unto Jacob, Arise, 
go up to Beth-el, and dwell 
there : and make there an altar unto 
God, that appeared unto thee when 
thou fleddest from the face of Esau 
thy brother. 

2 Then Jacob said unto his house- 
hold, and to all that were with him, 
Put away the strange gods that are 
among you, and be clean, and change 
your garments :

11 And God said unto him, I am 
God Almighty : be fruitful and mul- 
tiply; a nation and a company of 
nations shall be of thee, and kings 
shall come out of thy loins ; 

12 And the land which I gave A- 
braham and Isaac, to thee I will give 
it, and to thy seed after thee will I 
give the land. 

13 And God went up from him in 
the place where he talked with him. 

14 And Jacob set up a pillar in the 
place where he talked with him, eve ?2 
a pillar of stone: and he poured a 
drink offering thereon, and he poured

22 And it came to pass, when Israel 
dwelt in that land, that Reuben went 
and lay with Bilhah his father’s con- 
cubine : and Israel heard it Now 
the sons of Jacob; were,,: twelve : 

23 The sons of Leah ; Reuben, Ja- 
cob’s firstborn, and Simeon, and Levi, 
and Judah, and lssaehar, and Zebulun;

7 And he asked Pharaoh’s officers 
that ivere with him in the ward of his 
lord’s house, saying, Wherefore look 
ye ^0 sadly to day ? 

8 And they said unto him, Wekave 
dreamed a dream, and there is no 
interpreter of it. And Joseph said 
unto them, Bo not interpretations 
long to God ? tell me them^ I pray yon. 
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The huiler and baker's 

9 And the chief butler told his dream 
to Joseph, and said to him, In my 
dream, behold, a vine 2 vas before me ; 

10 And in the vine were three 
branches: and it was as though it 
budded, and her blossoms shot forth ; 
and the clusters thereof brought forth 
ripe grapes: 

11 And Pharaoh’s cup was in my 
hand: and I took the grapes, and 
pressed them into Pharaoh’s cup, and 
I gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand. 

12 And Joseph said unto him, This 
is the interpretation of it : The three 
branches are three days : 

13 Yet within three days shall Pha- 
raoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thy place : and thou shalt 
deliver Pharaoh’s cup into his hand, 
after the former manner when thou 
wast his butler. 

14 But think on me when it shall be 
well with thee, and shew kindness, I 
pray thee, unto me, and make mention 
of me unto Pharaoh, and bring me out 
of this house : 

15 For indeed I was stolen away out 
of the land of the Hebrews : and here 
also have I done nothing that they 
should put. me into the dungeon. 

16 When the chief baker saw that 
the interpretation was good, he said 
unto Joseph, I also was in my dream, 
and, behold, I had three white baskets 
on my head : 

17 And in the uppermost basket ere 
was of all manner of bakemeats for 
Pharaoh ; and the birds did eat them 
out of the basket upon my head. 

18 And Joseph answered and said, 
This is the interpretation thereof: 
The three baskets are three days : 

19 Yet within three days shall Pha- 
raoh lift up thy head from off thee, 
and shall hang thee on a tree ; and the 
birds shall eat thy flesh from off thee. 

20 IT And it came to pass the third 
day, which was Pharaoh’s birthday, 
that he made a feast unto all his ser- 
vaiits : and he lifted up the head of 
the chief butler and of the chief baker 
among his servants. 
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21 And he restored the chief butler 
unto his butlership again ; and he gave 
the cup into Pharaoh’s hand : 

22 But he hanged the chief baker: 
as Joseph had interpreted to them, 

23 Yet did not the chief butler re* 
member Joseph, but forgat Mm. 

CHAPTER 41. 

A nd it came to pass at the end 
- of two full years, that Pharaoh 
dreamed: and, behold, he stood by 
the river. 

2 And, behold, there came up out 
of the river seven well favoured kine 
and fatfleshed; and they fed in a 
meadow. 

3 And, behold, seven other kine came 
up after them out of the river, ill 
favoured and leanfieshed ; and stood 
by the other kine upon the brink of 
the river. 

4 And the ill favoured and lean- 
fleshed kine did eat up the seven 
well favoured and fat kine. So Pha- 
raoh awoke, 

5 And he slept and dreamed the 
second time : and, behold, seven ears 
of corn came up upon one stalk, rank 
and good. 

6 And, behold, seven thin ears and 
blasted with the east wind sprung up 
after them. 

7 And the seven thin ears devoured 
the seven rank and full ears. And 
Pharaoh awoke, and, behold, it was 
a dream. 

^ 8 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing that his spirit was troubled ; and 
he sent and called for all the magi- 
cians of Egypt, and all the wise men 
thereof: and Pharaoh told them his 
dream ; but there was none that could 
interpret them unto Pharaoh. 

9 IT Then spake the chief butler un- 
to Pharaoh, saying, I do remember 
my faults this day : 

10 Pharaoh was wroth with his ser- 
vants, and put me in ward in the 
captain of the guard’s house, both me 
and the chief baker : 

1 1 And we dreamed a dream in one

13 And it came to pass, as he in- 
terpret^' to ais, so it was; me he re- 
stored unto mine office, and him he 
hanged, 

14 If Then Pharaoh sent and called 
Joseph, and they brought him hastily 
out of the dungeon : and he shaved 
himself changed his raiment, and 
came in unto Pharaoh. 

15 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I 
have dreamed a dream, and there is 
none that can interpret it : and I have 
heard say of thee, that thou canst 
understand a dream to interpret it. 

16 And Joseph answered Pharaoh, 
saying, It is not in me: God shall 
give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
In my dream, behold, I stood upon 
the bank of the river ; 

18 And, behold, there came up out 
of the river seven kine, fatfleshed 
and well favoured; and they fed in 
a meadow': 

10 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after them, poor and very ill 
favoured and leanfleshed, such as I 
never saw in all the land of Egypt 
forbadness: 

20 And the lean and the ill favour- 
ed kine did eat up the first seven fat 
kine: 

21 And when they had eaten them 
up, it could not be known that they 
had eaten them ; but they were still 
ill favoured, as at the beginning. So 
I awoke. 

22 And I saw in my dream, and, 
behold, seven ears came up in one 
stalk, full and good : 

23 And, behold, seven ears, v/ithered, 
thin, and blasted with the east wind, 
sprung up after them ; 
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24 And the thin ears devoured the 
seven good ears : and I told this unto 
the magicians ; but there was none 
that could declare it to me. 

25 IF And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, 
The dream of Pharaoh is one: God 
hath shewed Pharaoh what he is about 
to do. 

26 The seven good kine are seven 
years ; and the seven good ears are 
seven years : the dream is one. 

27 And the seven thin and ill fa- 
voured kine that came up after them 
are seven years ; and the seven empty 
ears blasted with the east wind shall 
be seven years of famine. ^ 

28 This is the thing which I have 
spoken unto Pharaoh : What God is 
about to do he sheweth unto Pharaoh. 

29 Behold, there come seven years of 
great plenty throughout all the land 
of Egypt : 

30 And there shall arise after them 
seven years of famine ; and all the 
plenty shall be forgotten in the land 
of Egypt ; and the famine shall con- 
sume the land; 

31 And the plenty shall not be 
knowm in the land by reason of that 
famine following ; for it shall be very 
grievous. 

32 And for that the dream was 
doubled unto Pharaoh twice ; it is be- 
cause the thing is established by God, 
and God will shortly bring it to pass, 

33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look 
out a man discreet and wdse, and set 
him over the land of Egypt, 

34 Let Pharaoh do and let him 
appoint officers over the land, and 
take up the fifth part of the land of 
Egypt in the seven plenteous years. 

35 And let them gather all the food 
of those good years that come, and lay 
up corn under the hand of Pharaoh, 
and let them keep food in the cities. 

36 And that food shall be for store 
to the land against the seven years of 
famine, which shall be in the land 
of Egypt ; that the land perish not 
through the famine.' 

37 IF And the thing was good in the 
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eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of 
all his servants. , ■ 

38 And Pharaoh said nnto his 'ser-, 
vants, Can we find such a one as 
thiS: is^ a man in whom the Spirit of 
(xod is f , 

39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Forasmuch as God hath shewed thee 
all this, there is none so discreet and 
wise as thou ari ; 

40 Thou shalt be over my house, 
and according unto fchy word shall 
all my people be ruled : only in the 
throne will I be greater than thou. 

41 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
See, I have set thee over all the land 
of Egypt. 

42 And Pharaoh took off his ring 
from his hand, and put it upon Jo- 
seph’s hand, and arrayed him in ves- 
tures of fine linen, and put a gold 
chain about his neck ; 

43 And he made him to ride in the 
second chariot which he had ; and 
they cried before him, Bow the knee : 
and he made him over all the 
land of Egypt. 

44 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 

I am Pharaoh, and without thee shall 
no man lift up his hand or foot in all 
the land of Egypt. 

45 And Pharaoh called Joseph’s 
name Zaphnath-paaneah ; and he gave 
him to wife Asenath the daughter of 
Poti-pherah priest of On. And Jo- 
seph went out over all the land of 
Egypt. 

46 IF And Joseph was thirty years 
old when he stood before Pharaoh king 
of Egypt. And Joseph went out from 
the presence of Pharaoh, and went 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 

47 And in the seven plenteous years 
the earth brought forth by handfuls. 

48 And he gathered up all the food 
of the seven years, which were in the 
land of Egypt, and laid up the food 
in the cities: the food of the field, 
which was round about every city, 
laid he up in the same. 

49 And Joseph gathered com as the 
sand of the sea, very much, until he 
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left numbering; for it was mthout 
number. 

50 And unto Joseph were born two 
sons before the years of famine came, 
which Asenath the daughter of Poti- 
pherah priest of On bare unto him, 

51 And Joseph called the name of 
the firstborn Manasseh : For God, said 
Ae, hath made me forget all my toil, 
and all my father’s house. 

52 And the name of the second call- 
ed he Ephraim : For God hath caused 
me to be fruitful in the land of my 
affliction.

7 And they shall take of the blood, 
and strike it on the two side posts and 
on the upper door post of the houses, 
wherein they shall eat it. 


8' And„ they, shall eat the flesh in that 
night, roast with fire, and unleaven- ' 
ed bread ; and with: bitter herbs they 
shall eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at 
all with water, but roast with fire ; 
his head with his legs, and with the 
purtenance thereof. 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it 
remain until the morning ; and that 
which remaineth of it until the morn- 
ing ye shall burn with fire. 

11 IF And thus shall ye eat it ; with 
your loins girded, your shoes on your 
feet, and your staff in your hand ; 
and ye shall eat it in haste : it is the 
Lord’s passover. 

12 For I will pass through the land 
of Egypt this night, and will smite 
all the firstborn in the land of Egypt, 
both man and beast ; and against all 
the gods of Egypt I will execute judg- 
ment : I am ffie Lord. 

13 And the blood shall be to you 
for a token upon the houses where ye 
are : and when I see the blood, I will 
pass over you, and the plague shall 
not be upon you to destroy you^ when 
I smite the land of Egypt. 

14 And this day shall be unto you 
for a memorial ; and ye shall keep it 
a feast to the Lord throughout your 
generations ; ye shall keep it a feast 
by an ordinance for ever. 

1 5 Seven days shall ye eat unleaven- 
ed bread ; even the first day ye shall 
put away leaven out of your houses : 
for whosoever eateth leavened bread 
from the first day until the seventh 
day, that soul shall be cut off from 
Israel. 

16 And in the first day there^ shall 
he an holy convocation, and in the 
seventh day there shall be an holy 
convocation to you ; no manner of 
work shall be done in them, save that 
which every man must eat, that only 
may be done of you. 

17 And ye shall observe the feast of 
unleavened bread ; for in this self- 
same day have I brought your armies 
out of the land of Egypt: therefor® 
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shall y© observe this day in your gene- 
rations by an ordinance for ever. 

18 IT In the first month, on the four- 
teenth day of the month at even, ye 
shall eat unleavened bread, until the 
one and twentieth day of the month 
at even. 

19 Seven days shall there be no lea- 
ven found in your houses : for whoso- 
ever eateth that which is leavened, 
even that soul shall be cut oif from 
the congregation of Israel, whether he 
be a stranger, or born in the land. 

20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened; 
in all your habitations shall ye eat 
unleavened bread. 

21 f Then Moses called for all the 
eiders of Israel, and said unto them, 
Draw out and take you a lamb ac- 
cording to your families, and kill the 
passover, 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of 
hyssop, and dip. it in the blood that 
is in the bason, and strike the lintel 
and the two side posts with the blood 
that is in the bason ; and none of you 
shall go out at the door of his house 
until the morning. 

23 For the Lord will pass through 
t® smite the Egyptians ; and when he 
seeth the blood upon the lintel, and 
on the two side posts, the Lord will 
pass over the door, and will not suffer 
the destroyer to come in unto your 
houses to smite you, 

24 And ye shall observe this thing 
for an ordinance to thee and to thy 
sons for ever. 

25 And it shall come to pass, when ye 
be come to the land which the Lord 
wiligiveyou, according as he hath pro- 
mised, that ye shall keep this service. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when 
your children shall say unto you, What 
mean ye by this service ?

11 And they said' unto: Moses, Be- 
cause there were no graves in Egypt, 
hast thou, taken us. away to die in the 
wilderness .? wherefore hast thou'dealt 
thus with .us, to, carry us forth out of 
E,gypt,? ,, . ■ 

not this the v/ord, that we did 
tell "thee in 'Egypt, . saying, Let' us 
alone, .that w^e may serve the Egyp- 
tians ? ' '¥or it had been better for us 
to serve the Egyptians, than that w^e 
should die in. the' vdlderness. ■ 

, 13 ^ And Moses said unto the people, 
Fear ye not, stand still, and see the 
salvation of the Lord, which he will 
shew to you to day : for the Egyptians 
whom ye have seen to day, ye shall 
see them again no more for ever. 

14 The Lord shall fight for you, 
and ye shall hold your peace. 

15 IF And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Wherefore criest thou unto me % speak 
unto the chiMren of Israel, that they 
go forward : 

16 But lift thou up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand oyer the sea, 
and divide it : and the children of Is- 
rael shall go on dry ground through 
the midst of the sea. 

17 And I, behold, I will harden the 
hearts of the Egyptians, and they 
shall follow them : and I will get me 
honour upon Pharaoh, and upon all 
his host, upon his chariots, and upon 
his horsemen. 

18 And the Egyptians shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I have 
gotten me honour upon Pharaoh, upon 
his chariots, and upon his horsemen. 

19 ^ And the angel of God, which 
went before the camp of Israel, re- 
moved and went behind them ; and 
the pillar of the cloud went from 
before their face, and stood behind 
them; 

20 And it came between the camp 
of the Egyptians and the camp of 
Israel ; and it was a cloud and dark- 
ness to them^ but it gave light by 


to these so that the one came 
not' near..the other: all the night. 

21 And Moses stretched out his hand ■ ' 
over the sea ; and the Lord caused ■ 
the sea to go back by a strong east

27 And Moses stretched forth his 
hand over the sea, and the sea re- 
turned to his strength when the morn- 
ing appeared ; and the Egyptians fled 
against it ; and the Lord overthrew 
the Egyptians in the midst of the sea. 

28 And the waters returned, and 
covered the chariots, and the horse- 
men, and all the host of Pharaoh that 
came into the sea after them ; there 
remained not so much as one of them. 

29 But the children of Israel walked 
upon dry land in the midst of the 
sea ; and the waters were a wall unto 
them on their right hand, and on 
their left. 

30 Thus the Lord saved Israel that 
day out of the hand of the Egyptians ; 
and Israel saw the Egyptians dead ' 
upon the sea shore.

6 Thy right hand, 0 Lord, is be- 
come glorious in power ; thy right 
hand, 0 Lord, hath dashed in pieces 
the enemy. 

7 And in the greatness of thine ex- 
cellency thou hast overthrown them 
that rose up against thee : thou sent- 
est forth thy wrath, which consumed 
them as stubble. 

8 And with the blast of thy nostrils 
the waters were gathered together, 
the floods stood upright as an heap, 
and the depths were congealed in the 
heart of the sea.

20 IT And Miriam the prophetess, the 
' sister of Aaron, took a timbrel in her

I 21 And Miriam answered them, Sing 
I ye to the Lord, for he hath triumph- 
ed gloriously ; the horse and Ms rider 
hath he thrown into the sea. 

22 So Moses brought Israel from the 
Red sea, and they went out into the 
wilderness of Shur ; and they went 
three days in the wdlderness, and 
found no water. 

23 IF And when they came to Marah, 
they could not drink of the waters of 
Marah, for they wey'e bitter ; there- 
fore the name of it ivas called Marah.

26 And said, If thou wilt diligently

2 And the v/hole congi'egation of the 
children of Israel murmured against 
Moses and Aaron in the wilderness : 

3 And the children of Israel said 
imto them, Would to God we had died 
by the hand of the Lord in the land 
of Egypt, when we sat by the flesh 
pots, and when we did eat bread to 
the full ; for ye have brought us forth 
into this wilderness, to kill this whole 
assembly with hunger.

7 And in the morning, then ye shall 
see the glory of the Lord ; for that 
he heareth your murmurings against 
the Lord : and what are we, that ye 
murmur against us? 

8 And Moses said, This shall 5c, 
when the Lord shall give you in the 
evening flesh to eat, and in the morn- 
ing bread to the full ; for that the 
Lord heareth your murmurings which 
ye murmur against him : and what 
are we? your murmurings arc not 
against us, but against the Lord. 

9 IT And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
Say unto all the congregation of the 
children of Israel, Come near before 
the Lord : for he hath heard your 
murmurings. 

10 And it came to pass, as Aaron 
spake unto the whole congregation of 
the children of Israel, that they look- 
ed toward the wilderness, and, behold, 
the glory of the Lord appeared in 
the cloud. 

1 1 H And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, ^ 

12 I have heard the murmurings of 
the children of Israel : speak unto 
them, saying, At even ye shall eat 
flesh, and in the morning ye shall be 
filled with bread ; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord your God. 

13 And it came to pass, that at even 
the quails came up, and covered the 
camp : and in the morning the dew 
lay round about the host.

15 And when the children of Israel 
saw they said one to another.

leave of it till the morning. 

20 Notwithstanding they hearkened 
not unto Moses ; but some of them 
left of it until the morning, and it 
bred worms, and stank : and Moses 
was ^vroth with them. 

21 And they gathered it every morn- 
ing, every man according to his eat- 
ing : and when the sun waxed hot, it 
melted. 

22 5 And it came to pass, that on 
the sixth day they gathered twice as 
much bread, two omers for one man : 
and all the rulers of the congregation 
came and told Moses. 

23 And he said unto them. This is 
that which the Lord hath said, To 
morrow is the rest of the holy sab- 
bath unto the Lord : bake that which 
ye will bake to day, and seethe that 
ye will seethe ; and that which re- 
maineth over lay up for you to be 
kept until the morning, 

24 And they laid it up till the morn- 1 

ing, as Moses bade: and it did not, 
stink, neither was there any worm 
therein. , 

25 And Moses said, Eat that to day ; 
for to day a sabbath unto the 
Lord: to day ye shall not find it in 
the field. 

26 Six days ye shall gather it ; but 
on the seventh day, which is the sab- 
bath, in it there shall be none. 

27 IT And it came to pass, there 

went out some of the people on the 
seventh day for to gather, and they 
found none. 
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28 And the Lord .said, unto .Moses, 
How long refuse .ye to.' keep, my .com- 
'mandments and' my ,1a ws ? , ' ■ 

29 See, for that the:Lo,ED hath given 
you the sabbath, therefore he giveth 
you on the sixth day 'the, bread of 
two days ; abide ye every man in Ms' 
place, let no man go out of Ms place 
on the seventh day, 

30 So the people rested on the se- 
venth day. 

,31, And the house of Israel called 
the name thereof Manna : and it was 
like coriander seed, white ; and the 
taste of it was like wafers made with 
honey. 

32 IT And Moses said, This is the 
thing which the Lord commandetli, 
Fill an omer of it to be kept for your 
generations; that they may see the 
bread wherewith I have fed you in 
the wilderness, when I brought you 
forth from the land of Egypt. 

33 And Moses said unto Aaron, Take 
a pot, and put an omer full of manna 
therein, and lay it up before the Lord, 
to be kept for your generations. 

34 As the Lord commanded Moses, 
so Aaron laid it up before the Testi- 
mony, to be kept. 

35 And the children of Israel did eat 
manna forty years, until they came 
to a land inhabited; they did eat 
manna, until they came unto the 
borders of the land of Canaan, 

36 Now an omer the tenth part 
of an ephah. 

CHAPTBE 17. 

A nd all the congregation of the 
- children of Israel journeyed from 
the wilderness of Sin, after their jour- 
neys, according to the commandment 
of the Lord, and pitched in Bephi- 
dim : and there was no water for the 
people to drink. 

2 Wherefore the people did chide 
with Moses, and sai^ Dive us water 
that we may drink. And Moses said 
imto them, Why cMde ye with me ? 
wherefore do ye tempt the Lord ?

5: And the Lord , said unto , Moses, 
(to on before the people, and take 
with thee of the elders of Israel; and 
thy rod, wherewith thou smotest the 
river, take in thine hand, and go, 

6 Behold, I will stand before thee 
there upon the rock in Horeb ; and 
thou shalt smite the rock, and there 
shall come water out of it, that the 
people may drink.

7 And he called the name of the 
place Massah, and Meribah, because 
of the chiding of the children of Is- 
rael, and because they tempted the 
Lord, saying, Is the Lord among us, 
or not ? 

8 IF Then came Amalek, and fought 
with Israel in Rephidim. 

9 And Moses said unto Joshua, 
Choose us out men, and go out, fight 
with Amalek ; to morrow I will stand 
on the top of the hill with the rod of 
Cod in mine hand. 

10 So Joshua did as Moses had said 
to Mm, and fought with Amalek : and 
Moses, Aaron, and Hur went up to 
the top of the hill. 

11 And it came to pass, when Mo- 
ses held up his hand, that Israel pre- 
vailed: and when he let down his 
hand, Amalek prevailed. 

12 But Moses’ hands were heavyj 
and they took a stone, and put it 
under Mm, and he sat thereon; and 
' Aaron and Hur stayed up his hands, 
the one on the one side, and the other 
on the other side ; and Ms hands were 

steady until the going down of the sun. 

13 And Joshua discomfited Amalek 
and his people with the edge of the

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, 


Write 'this /or a memorial in a book,: .■ 
and rehearse it in the ears of J oshua : 
for I will utterly put out the reiiieni- ■ 
brance of Amalek from under heaven, 

15 And Moses built an altar, and 
called the name of it Jehovah-nissi: 

16 For he said, Because the Lord 
hath sworn that the Lord will' have 
war with Amalek from generation to 
generation. 

, ■ CHAPTER 18. , 

W HEN Jethro, the priest of Mi- 
dian, Moses’ father in law, 
heard of ail that Cod had done for 
Moses, and for Israel his people, and 
that the Lord had brought Israel out 
of Egypt ; , ' 

2 Then Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
took Zipporah, Moses’ wife, after he 
had sent her back, 

3 And her two sons ; of which the 
name of the one was Cershom; for 
he said, I have been an alien in a 
strange land : 

4 And the name of the other was 
Eliezer; for the Cod of my father, 
said he^ was mine help, and delivered 
me from the sword of Pharaoh ; 

5 And Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
came with Ms sons and his wife unto 
Moses into the wilderness, where he 
encamped at the mount of Cod: 

6 And he said unto Moses, I thy 
father in law Jethro am come unto 
thee, and thy wife, and her two sons 
with her. 

7 IF And Moses went out to meet 
Ms father in law, and did obeisance, 
and kissed him ; and they asked each 
i other of their welfare ; and they came 
into the tent. 

8 And Moses told his father in law 
all that the Lord had done unto 
Pharaoh and to the Egyptians for 
Israel’s sake, and all the travail that 
had come upon them by the way, and 
how the Lord delivered them. 

9 And Jethro rejoiced for all the 
goodness which the Lord had done 
to Israel, whom he had delivered out 
of the hand of the Egyptians. 
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10 And Jethro said, Blessed he the 
Loed, who hath delivered you out of 
the hand of the Egyptians, and out 
of the hand of Pharaoh, who hath 
delivered the people from under the 
hand of the Egyptians. ■ 

11 Now I know that the Lord is 
greater than all gods : for in the thing 
wherein .they dealt proudly he was a- 
bove them. 

12 And Jethro, Moses^ father in law, 
took a burnt offering and sacrifices 
for God: and Aaron came, and all 
the elders of Israel, to eat bread with 
Moses’ father in law before God. 

13 IT And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Moses sat to judge the 
people : and the people stood by Moses 
from the morning unto the evening. 

14 And when Moses’ father in law 
saw all that he did to the people, he 
said, What is this thing that thou 
doest to the people ? why sittest thou 
thyself alone, and all the people stand 
by thee from morning unto even ? 

15 And Moses said unto his father 
in law, Because the people come unto 
me to enquire of God : 

16 When they have a matter, they 
come unto me ; and I judge between 
one and another, and I do make them 
know the statutes of God, and his 
laws. 

17 And Moses’ father in law said 
unto him, The thing that thou doest 
is not good. 

18 Thou wilt surely wear away, both 
thou, and this people that with 
thee ; for this thing is too heavy for 
thee ; thou art not able to perform it 
thyself alone. 

19 Hearken now unto my voice, I 
will give thee counsel, and God shall 
be with thee : Be thou for the people 
to God-ward, that thou mayest bring 
the causes unto God : 

20 And thou shalt teach them ordi- 
nances and laws, and shalt shew them 
the way wherein they must walk, and 
the work that they must do. 

21 Moreover thou shalt provide out 
of all the people able men, such as 


fear ■ God, men., of truth,' hating, co- 
vetousness ; and place such over them, 
to he rulers of thousands, amd rulers of 
hundreds, rulers of fifties, and rulers 
of tens : 

22 And let them judge the people at 
all seasons : and it shall be, that every 
great matter they shall bring unto 
thee,' but every small matter they 
shall judge : so shall it be easier for 
thyself, and they shall bear the bur- 
den with thee. 

23 If thou shalt do this thing, and 
God command thee so, then then shalt 
be able to endure, and all this people 
shall also go to their place in peace. 

24 So Moses hearkened to the voice 
of his father in law, and did all that 
he had said. 

25 And Moses chose able men out 
of ail Israel, and made them heads 
over the people, rulers of thousands, 
rulers of hundreds, rulers of fifties, 
and rulers of tens. 

26 And they judged the people at 
all seasons: the hard causes they 
brought unto Moses, but every small 
matter they judged themselves. 

27 And Moses let his father in 
law depart ; and he went his way in- 
to Ms own land. 

CHAPTER 19 . 

I N the third month, when the chil- 
dren of Israel were gone forth 
out of the land of Egypt, the same 
day came they into th^ wilderness of 
Sinai. 

2 For they were departed from Re- 
phidim, and were come to the desert 
of Sinai, and had pitched in the wil- 
derness ; and there Israel camped be- 
fore the mount. 

3 And Moses went up unto God, and 
the Lord called unto Mm out of the 
mountain, saying. Thus shalt thou 
say to the house of Jacob, and tell 
the children of Israel ; 

4 Ye have seen what I did unto the 
Egyptians, and how I bare you on 
eagles’ wings, and brought you unto 
myself.

Lo, I come unto thee in a thick cloud, 
that the people may hear when I speak 
with thee, and believe thee for ever. 

And Moses told the words of the peo- 
ple unto the Lord. 

10 IF And the Lord said unto Moses, 

Go unto the people, and sanctify them 
to day and to morrow, and let them 
wash their clothes, 

11 And be ready against the third 
day : for the third day the Lord will 
come down in the sight of all the 
people upon mount Sinai; 

12. And thou shalt set bounds unto 
the people round about, saying, Take 
heed to yourselves, ye go not up 
into the mount, or touch the border 
of it : whosoever toucheth the mount 
shall be surely put to death : 

13 There shall not an hand touch 
it, hut he shall surely be stoned, or 
shot through ; whether it be beast 
or man, it shall not live: when the 
trumpet soundeth long, they shall 
come up to the mount. 

14 And Moses went down from 
the mount unto the people, and sanc- 
tified the people; and they washed 
their clothes. 

15 And he said unto the people, Be 
ready against the third day: come 
not at your wives. 

16 IT And it came to pass on the 


camp trembled. 

17 And Moses brought forth the 
people out of the camp to meet with 
God; and they stood at the nether 
part of the mount. 

18 And mount Sinai was altogether 
on a smoke, because the Lord de- 
scended upon it in fire : and the smoke 
thereof ascended as the smoke of a 
furnace, and the whole mount quaked 
greatly. 

19 And when the voice of the trum- 
pet sounded long, and v/axed louder 
and louder, Moses spake, and God 
answered him by a voice.

but let not the priests and the people 
break through to come up unto the 
Lord, lest he break forth upon them.

16 Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbour. 

17 Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bour’s house, thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour’s wife, nor his manservant, 
nor his maidservant, nor Ms ox, nor 
Ms ass, nor any thing that is thy 
neighbour's.

13 And if a man lie not in wait, but 
Gfod deliver Mm into his hand ; then 
I will appoint thee a place whither 
he shall flee. 

14 But if a man come presumptu- 
ously upon Ms neighbour, to slay Mm 
with guile ; thou shalt take him from 
mine altar, that he may die. 

15 *ff And he that smiteth his father, 
or his mother, shall be surely put to 
death. 

16 If And he that stealeth a man, 

and selleth him, or if he be found in 
his hand, he shall surely be put to '

17 If And he that curseth his father, 
or his mother, shall surely be put to 
death. 

1 8 If And if men strive together, and 
one smite another with a stone, or 
with Ms flst, and he die not, but 
keepeth Ms bed :

■uponMs stafl:, then shall he that smote 
Mm be quit ; only he shall pay /or the 
loss of his time, ' and shall cause Mm 
to be thoroughly healed.

30 If there be laid on him a sum 
of money, then he shall give for the 
ransom of his life whatsoever is laid 
upon him. 

31 Whether he have gored a son, or 
have gored a daughter, according to 
tMs judgment shall it be done unto

33 And in the cutting of stones, to 
set themy and in carving of wood, to 
make any manner of cunning work. 

34 And he hath put in his heart that 
he may teach, hotli he, and Aholiab, 
the son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of 
Dan. 

35 Them hath he filled with wisdom 
of heart, to work all manner of work, 
of the engraver, and of the cunning 
workman, and of the embroiderer, in 
blue, and in purple, in scarlet, and 
in fine linen, and of the weaver, even 
of them that do any work, and of 
those that devise cunning work. 

; , : ' CHAPTER 36. 

T HEK wrought Bezaleel and Aho- 
liab, and every wise hearted man, 
in whom the Lord put wisdom and 
understanding to know how to work 
all manner of v/ork for the service of 
the sanctuary, according to all that 
the Lord had commanded. 

' ^2 And Moses- called . Bezaleel and 
Aholiab, and every vdse hearted man, 
in v/hose heart the Lord had put 


to do it : 

3 ..And they received of Moses all the 
offering, which the children of Israel 
had brought for the work of the ser- 
vice of the sanctuary, to make it 
withal. And they brought yet unto 
him free offerings every morning. 

4 And all the wise men, that wrought . 
all the work of the sanctuary, came 
every man from his work which they 
made; 

5 *1? And they spake unto Moses, 
saying, The people bring much more 
than enough for the service of the 
work, which the Lord commanded to 
make. 

6 And Moses gave commandment, 
and they caused it to be proclaimed 
throughout the camp, saying, Let nei- 
ther man nor woman make any more 
work for the offering of the sanctuary. 
So the people were restrained from 
bringing. 

7 For the stuff they had was suffi- 
cient for ail the work to make it, and 
too much. 

8 IF And every wise hearted man a- 
mong them that wrought the work 
of the tabernacle made ten curtains 
of fine twined linen, and blue, and 
purple, and scarlet : with cherubims 
of cunning work made he them. 

9 The length of one curtain ivas 
twenty and eight cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: 
the curtains were all of one size. 

10 And he coupled the five cui'taiiis 
one unto another ; and the other five 
curtains he coupled one unto another. 

11 And he made loops of blue on the 
edge of one curtain from the selvedge 
in the coupling : likewise he made in 
the uttermost side of another curtain, 
in the coupling of the second. 

12 FiftyToops made he in one cur- 
tain, and fifty loops made he in the 
edge of the curtain which was in the 
coupling of the second : the loops held 
one eatrffi&m to another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of gold, 
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and coupled the curtains one^ unto 
another with the taches : so it be- 
came one tabernacle. 

And he made curtains 0 / goats’ 
hair for the tent over the tabernacle : 
eleven nurtaiiis he made them. . 

■ '15 . The length of one curtain was 
thirty cubits, and four cubits tvas the 
breadth of one curtain : the eleven 
curtains were' of one size. 

16 And he coupled five curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them- 
selves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon the 
uttermost edge of the curtain in the 
coupling, and fifty loops made he 
upon the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. 

18 And he made fifty taches of brass 
to couple the tent together, that it 
might be one. 

19 And he made a covering for the 
tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a 
covering 0 / badgers’ skins above that. 

20 ‘IT And he made boards for the ta- 
bernacle o/shittim wood, standing up. 

21 The length of a board was ten 
cubits, and the breadth of a board 
one cubit and a half. 

22 One board had two tenons, equally 
distant one from another : thus did 
he make for ail the boards of the 
tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the ta- 
bernacle ; twenty boards for the south 
side southward : 

24 And forty sockets of silver he 
made under the . twenty boards ; two 
sockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two sockets under an- 
other board for his two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the 
tabernacle, which is toward the north 
corner, he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty sockets of silver ; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

27 And for the sides of the taber- 
nacle westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for the 

corners of the tabernacle in the two i 
sides. ' ■ I 


■ 29 And they were coupled beneath, 
and coupled together at the .head 
thereof,, to one ring: Thus he did to 
both of them in, both the corners. 

30 And there were , eight boards ; and 
their sockets re sixteen sockets of 
silver, under every board .two sockets. 

31 If And he made bars of sMttim 

wood; five for the boards of, the one 
side of the tabernacle, . . 

32 And five bars for the boards of 
the other, side of the tabernacle, .and . 
five bars for the boards of the taber- 
nacle for the sides westward. 

33 And he made the middle bar to 
shoot through the boards from the 
one end to the other. 

34 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made their rings of gold to 
be places for the bars, and overlaid 
the bars with gold. 

35 If And he made a vail o/blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen : with cherubims made he it of 
cunning work. 

36 And he made thereunto four pil- 
lars o/shittim and overlaid them 
with gold: their hooks were of gold; 
and he cast for them four sockets of 
silver. 

37 And he made an hanging for the 
tabernacle door of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined iiiien, of 
needlework ; 

38 And the five pillars of it with 
their hooks : and he overlaid their 
chapiters and their fillets with gold: 
but their five sockets ivere of brass.

3 And he made all the vessels of the 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basons, and the fieshhooks, and 
the firepans : all the vessels thereof 
made he of brass. 

4 And he made for the altar a brasen 
grate of network under the compass 
thereof beneath unto the midst of it. 

5 And he cast four rings for the four 
ends of the grate of brass, to places 
fov the staves. 

6 And he made the staves 0 / shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with brass. 

7 And he put the staves into the 
rings on the sides of the altar, to bear 
it withal ; he made the altar hollow 
with boards. 

8 IT And he made the laver of brass, 
and the foot of it 0 / brass, of the look- 
ingglasses of the women assembling, 
which assembled ai the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

9 IT And he made the court : on the 
south side southward the hangings of 
the court ivere of fine twined linen, 
an himdi’ed cubits : 

10 Their pillars were twenty, and 
their brasen sockets twenty ; the hooks 
of the pillars and their fillets were of 
sliver.,: 

^ 1 1 And for the north side the hang'- 
ings were an hundred cubits, their 
pillars were twenty, and their sock- 
ets of brass twenty ; the hooks of the 
pillars and their fillets 0 / silver. 

12 And for the west side ivere hang- 


ings of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, 
■andXheir sockets ten; the hooks of . 
the pillars and their fillets of silver.. 

13 And for the east side eastward 
fifty cubits. 

14 The hangings of the one side of 
the gate were fifteen cubits ; their pil- 
lars three, and their sockets three. 

■ 1 5 And for the other side of the court 
' gate, on this hand and that hand, were 
hangings of fifteen cubits ; their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 

16 All the hangings of the court 
round about were of fine twined linen. 

17 And the sockets for the pillars 
were of brass ; the hooks of the pil- 
lars and their fillets of silver ; and the 
overlaying of their chapiters of silver ; 
and all the pillars of the court ivcre 
filleted with silver. 

18 And the hanging for the gate of 
the court ivas needle r^ork, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen : and twenty cubits ivas the 
length, and the height in the breadth 
was five cubits, answerable to the 
hangings of the court. 

19 And their x)iliars loere four, and 
their sockets of brass four: their 
hooks of silver, and the overlaying 
of their chapiters and their fillets 0 / 
silver. 

20 And ail the pins of the taber- 
nacle, and of the court round about, 
were of brass, 

21 This is the sum of the taber- 
nacle, even of the tabernacle of testi- 
mony, as it was counted, according to 
the commandment of Moses, for the 
service of the Levites, by the hand of 
Ithamar, son to Aaron the priest. 

22 And Bezaieel the son of llri, the 
son of Hiir, of the tribe of Judah, 
made all that the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

23 And with him was Aholiab, son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, an 
engraver, and a cunning workman, 
and an embroiderer in blue, and in 
purple, and in scarlet, and fine linen. 

24 All the gold that was occupied 
for the work in all the work of the 
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holy place j even the gold of the offer- 
ing, was twenty and nine talents, and 
seven hundred. and .thirty shekels, af-- 
ter the shekel of; the. sanctuary. 

25 And.^the silver of. them that .were 
iininbered. of the congregation was an 
hundred talents, and a thonsand. seven 

hundred and threescore and fifteen 

shekels, after the shekel of the sanc- 
tiiary 

:.26 A bekah .for every man, that is, 
half, a shekel, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for every one that went to 
'.be numbered, from twenty years old 
and upward,, for six hundred thousand 
and three thousand and five hundred 
and fifty men, 

27 And of the hundred talents of 
silver were cast the sockets of the 
sanctuary, and the sockets of the vail ; 
an hundred sockets of the hundred 
talents, a talent for a socket. 

28 And of the thousand seven hun- 
dred seventy and five shekels he made 
hooks for the pillars, and overlaid 
their chapiters, and filleted them. 

29 And the brass of the offering ivas 
seventy talents, and two thousand and 
four hundred shekels. 

30 And therewith he made the sock- 
ets to the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and the brasen al- 
tar, and the brasen grate for it, and 
ail the vessels of the altar, 

31 And the sockets of the court 
round about, and the sockets of the 
court gate, and all the pins of the ta- 
bernacle, and all the pins of the court 
round about. 

CHAPTER ; 39. 

AND of the blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, they made cloths of ser- 
vice, to do service in the holj place, 
and made the holy garments for Aa- 
ron ; as the Loed commanded Moses. 

2 And he made the ephod o/ gold, 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twdned linen. 

3 And they did beat the gold into 
thin plates, and cut it into wires, to 
work it in the blue, and in the pur- 


ple, and in the scarlet, and in the 
fine linen, cunning work. 

4 ■ They made shoulderpieces for it, 
to couple . together : by the two 
edges was it coupled together. 

5 And the curious girdle of his 
ephod, that was upon it, was of the 
same, according to the work thereof ; 
of gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

6 % And they wrought onyx stones 
inclosed in ouches of gold, graven, as 
signets are graven, with the names of 
the children of Israel. 

7 And he put them on the shoul- 
ders of the ephod, that they should be 
stones for a memorial to the children 
of Israel ; as the Lord commanded 
Mcses. 

8 IT And he made the breastplate of 
cunning work, iiiie the work of the 
ephod ; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

9 It was foursquare ; they made the 
breastplate double : a span ivas the 
length thereof, and a span the breadth 
thereof, being doubled. 

10 And they set in it four rows of 
stones : the first row was a sardius, a 
topaz, and a carbuncle : this was the 
first row, 

11 And the second row, an emerald, 
a sapphire, and a diamond. 

12 And the third row, a figure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

13 And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a j asper : they were inclosed 
in ouches of gold in their inclosings. 

14 And the stones ivere according to 
the names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, like 
the engravings of a signet, every one 
with his name, according to the twelve 
tribes. 

15 And they made upon the breast- 
plate chains at the ends, of wreatheii 
work of pure gold. 

16 And they made two ouches of 
gold, and two gold rings; and put 
the two rings in the two ends of the 
breastplate. 
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17 And they put the two wreathen 
chams of gold in the two rings on 
the ends of the breastplate. 

IB And the two ends of the two 
wreathen chains they fastened in the 
two ouches, and put them on the 
shoulderpieces of the ephod, before it. 

19 And they made \two rings of 
gold, and put them on the two ends 
of the breastplate, upon the border 
of it, which was on the side of the 
ephod inward. 

20 And they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two sides 
of the ephod underneath, toward the 
forepart of it, over against the other 
coupling thereof, above the curious 
girdle of the ephod. 

21 And they did bind the breast- 
plate by his rings unto the rings of 
the ephod with a lace of blue, that it 
might be above the curious girdle of 
the ephod, and that the breastplate 
might not be loosed from the ephod; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

22 And he made the robe of the 
ephod of woven work, all of blue. 

23 And there was an hole in the 
midst of the i*obe, as the hole of an 
habergeon, with a band round about 
the hole, that it should not rend. 

24 And they made upon the hems 
of the robe pomegranates of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and twined 
linen, 

25 And they made bells of pure 

gold, and put the bells between the 
pomegranates upon the hem of the 
robe, round about between the pome- i 
granates; ! 

26 A bell and a pomegranate, a bell 

and a pomegranate, round about the 
hem of the robe to minister in; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. ! 

27 IF And they made coats ojf fine 
linen of woven work for Aaron, and 
for his sons, 

28 And a mitre o/ fine linen, and 
goodly bonnets o/fine linen, and linen 
breeches o/fine twined linen, . 

29 And a girdle of fine twined linen, 
and blue, and purple, and scarlet, of 
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needlework ; ■ as the Lord commanded 
Moses. ' 

30 'IT And^'they made the plate of the 
holy crown of pure gold, ,aiid wrote 
upon it a writing ,.' to the eiigTav- 
ings of a signet, HOLINESS TO 
THE LORD. : 

31 And they tied .unto it a lace of 
blue, to fasten it on high, upon the mi- 
tre ; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

32 Thus was all the work .of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the congre- 
gation finished ; and the children of 
Israel did according to all that the 
Lord commanded Moses, so did they. 

33 IF And they brought the taber- 
nacle unto Moses, the tent, and ail Ms 
furniture, his taches, his boai*ds, his 
bars, and his pillars, and his sockets, 

34 And the covering of rams^ skins 
dyed red, and the covering of badgers’ 
skins, and the vail of the covering, 

35 The ark of the testimony, and 
the staves thereof, and the mercy seat, 

36 The table, and ail the vessels 
thereof, and the shewbread, 

37 The pure candlestick, ivith the 
lamps thereof, e^ven tvith the lamps 
to be set in order, and ail the vessels 
thereof, and the oil for light, 

38 And the golden altar, and the 
anointing oil, and the sweet incense, 
and the hanging for the tabernacle 
door, 

39 The brasen altar, and his grate 
of brass, his staves, and all his vessels, 
the iaver and his foot, 

40 The hangings of the court, his 
pillars, and his sockets, and the hang- 
ing for -the court gate, his cords, and 
his pins, and all the vessels of the 
service of the tabernacle, for the tent 
of the congregation, 

41 The cloths of seiwice to do ser- 
vice in the holy place, and the holy 
garments for Aaron the priest, and 
his sons’ garments, to minister in the 
priest’s office. 

42 According to all that the Lord 
commanded Moses, so the children of 
Israel made all the work. 

43 And Moses did look upon all the 
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work, and, bekold, they had done it 
as the Lord had commanded, even so 
had they done it and' MoseS' blessed 
them.^

the Lord 'spake nnto Moses, 
saying, 

2 On the first day of the first month 
shalt thoii set xip the tabernaeie of 
the tent of the congregation.

10 And thou shalt anoint the altar 
of the burnt offering, and all his ves- 
sels, and sanctify the altar: and it 
shall be an altar most holy. 

11 And thou shalt anoint the laver 
and his foot, and sanctify it, 

12 And thou shalt bring Aaron and 
his sons unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and wash 
them with water. 

13 And thou shalt put upon Aaron 
the holy garments, and anoint him, 
and sanctify him ; that he may minis- 
ter unto me in the priest’s office. 


' 14, And ' thou ■ shalt bring his sons, 
and clothe them with coats : 

15' 'And thou shalt' anoint them, as 
thou didst anoint their father, that 
they may minister unto me in the 
priest’s office ; for their anointing 
shall surely he an everlasting priest- 
hood throughout their generations. 

16 Thus did Moses : according to 
all that the Lord commanded him, 
so did he. 

17 IT And it came to pass in the first 
month in the second year, on the first 
day of the month, that the tabernacle 
was reared up. 

18 And Moses reared up the taber- 
nacle, and fastened his sockets, and 
set up the boards thereof, and put in 
the bars thereof, and reared up his 
pillars, 

19 And he spread abroad the tent 
over the tabernacle, and put the cover- 
ing of the tent above upon it j as the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

20 IF And he took and put the testi- 
mony into the ark, and set the staves 
on the ark, and put the mercy seat 
above upon the ark : 

21 And he brought the ark into the 
tabernacle, and set up the vail of the 
covering, and covered the ark of the 
testimony ; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

22 IF And he put the table in the 
tent of the congregation, upon the side 
of the tabernacle northward, without 
the vail. 

23 And he set the bread in order 
upon it before the Lord ; as the 
Lord had commanded Moses. 

24 IF And he put the candlestick in 
the tent of the congregation, over 
against the table, on the side of the 
tabernacle southward. 

25 And he lighted the lamps before 
the Lord ; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

26 IF And he put the golden altar in 
the tent of the congregation before 
the vail: 

! 27 And he burnt sweet incense there- 
i on ; as the Lord commanded Moses. 
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28 IF And he set up the hanging at 
the door of the tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of burnt 
oifering by the door of the tabernacle 
of the tent of the congregation, and 
offered upon it the burnt offering and 
' the meat offering as the 'Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

30 IF And he set the laver between 
the tent of the congregation and the 
altar, and put water there, to wash 
ivithaU 

31 And Moses and Aaron and his 
sons washed their hands and their 
feet thereat : 

32 When they went into the tent of 
the congregation, and when they came 
near unto the altar, they washed ; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

33 And he reared up the court round 
about the tabernacle and the altar, 


■ and set up the, hanging of the court 
gate*. ' So Moses finished , the , work. , 
34 IF Then a cloud covered the tent 
of the coiigregatioiij 'aiid the glory of 
I the Lord filled the tabernacle. , 
j 35 And Moses was not able to enter 
; intO' the tent of the congregation, be- 
cause the cloud abode thereon, and the 
i glory of the Lord filled the tabernacle, 
i 36 And when the cloud was taken 
up from over the tabernacle, the chi.i-, 
dren of Israel went onward in all their 
journeys : 

, 37 But if the cloud were not take:a 
up, then they journeyed not til! the 
day that it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the Lord was 
upon the tabernacle by day, and fire 
was on it by night, in the sight of 
all the house of Israel, throughout all 
their journeys.

21 Moreover the soul that shall touch 
any unclean thing, as the uncleanness 
of man, or any unclean beast, or any 
abominable unclean thing, and eat of 
the flesh of the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings, which pertain unto the Lord, 
even that soul shall be cut off from 
his people. 

22 H And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

23 Speak unto the children of Israel^ 
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saying, Ye shall eat no manner of :fat, 
of. ox, or of sheep, or of goat. 

24 And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
which. 'is torn' with beasts, may. be 
used' in any other use ; but ye shail 
in no wise eat of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of 
the beast, of which men offer an offer- 
ing made by fire unto the Lord, even 
the soul that eateth it shall be cut off 
from his people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no manner 
of blood, vjheiher it he of fowl or of 
beast, in any of your dwellings. , 

27 Whatsoever soul' it he that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

28 1[ And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying,

■upon wMch the Lord’s lot fell, and 
offer,Mm /or'a sin offering. 

10 But the goat, on which ■ the lot , 

fell to be the scapegoat, shall h^' pre- 
sented alive before the Lord, to make 
an atonement with him, to let him 

go for a scapegoat into the wilderness. 

11 And Aaron shall bring the bul- 
lock of the sin offering, which is for 
himself, and shall make an atone- 
ment for himself, and for his house, 
and shall kill the bullock of the sin 
offering which is iov himself; 

12 And he shall take a censer full 
of burning coals of fire from off the 
altar before the Lord, and his hands 
full of sweet incense beaten small, 
and bring it within the vail : 

13 And he shall put the incense up- 
on the fire before the Lord, that the 
cloud of the incense may cover the 
mercy seat that m upon the testimo- 
ny, that he die not : 

14 And he shall take of the blood of 
the bullock, and sprinkle it with his 
finger upon the mercy seat eastward ; 
and before the mercy seat shall he 
sprinkle of the blood v/ith his finger 
seven times. 

15 Then shall he Mil the goat of 
the sin offei’ing, that for the people, 
and bring his blood within the vail, 
and do with that blood as he did with 
the blood of the bullock, and sprinkle 
it upon the mercy seat, and before the 
mercy seat:

DEUTERONOMY. 


CHAPTER L : 

T hese he the words' wliich Moses 
spake unto all Israel on this side 
Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain 
over .against the Bed sea^ between 
Paran, and Tophel, and Laban, and 
Hazeroth, and Dizahab. 

2 {There are eleven days’ journey 
from Horeb by the way of mount Seir 
unto Kadesh-barnea.) 

3 And it came to pass in the fortieth 
year, in the eleventh month, on the first 
day of the month, that Moses spake 
unto the children of Israel, according 
unto all that the Lord had given him 
in commandment unto them ; 

4 After he had slain Sihon the king 
of the Amorites, which dwelt in Hesh- 
boii, and Og the king of Bashan, which 
dwelt at Astaroth in Edrei : 

5 On this side Jordan, in the land 
of Moab, began Moses to declare this 
. law, saying, 

6 The Lord our God spake unto us 
in Horeb, saying, Ye have dwelt long 
enough in this mount : 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Amorites, 
and unto all the places nigh thereunto, 
in the plain, in the hills, and in the 
vale, and in the south, and by the sea 
side, to the land of the Canaanites, and 
unto Lebanon, unto the great river, 
the river Euphrates. 

8 Behold, I have set the land before 
you : go in and possess the land which 
the Lord sware unto your fathers, A- 
braham, Isaac, and J acob, to give un- 
to them and to their seed after them. 
9 *1F And I spake unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to bear 
you myself alone : 

10 The Lord your God hath multi- 
plied you, and, behold, ye are this day 
as the stars of heaven for multitude. 

11 (The Lord God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 


more as ye areyand bless you, ashe ; 
hath promised you!) 

12 How can I myself alone bear your; ■ 
cumbrance, and your b'urden, and your ^ 
strife? 

13 Take you wise men, and under- 
■standing, and, known, .among' your 
tribes, and I will make them rulers 
over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said, 
The thing which thou hast spoken is 
good for us to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made them 
heads over you, captains over thou- 
sands, and captains over hundreds, and 
captains over fifties, and captains over 
tens, and officers among your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at that 
time, saying, Hear the causes between 
your brethren, and judge righteously 
between every man and his brother, 
and the stranger that is with him. 

17 Ye shall not respect persons in 
judgment ; but ye shall hear the small 
as well as the great ; ye shall not be 
afraid of the face of man; for the 
judgment is God’s: and the cause 
that is too hard for you, bring it 
unto me, and I will hear it. 

18 And I commanded you at that 
time all the things which ye should do. 

19^ And when we departed from Ho- 
reb, we went through all that great 
and terrible wilderness, which ye saw 
by the way of the mountain of the A- 
morites, as the Lord our God com- 
manded us ; and we came to Kadesh- 
barnea. 

20 And I said unto you, Ye are come 
unto the mountain of the Amorites, 
which the Lord our God doth give 
unto us. 

21 Behold, the Lord thy God hath 
set the land before thee : go up and 
possess it, as the Lord God of thy fa- 
thers hath said unto thee ; fear not, 
neither be discouraged. 
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,22 'll; And ye came /.near unto, me 
every one of . yon, ' and , said, We will 
send men, before, ns, and they shall 
search ns out the, land,.' and bring iis 
word again, by:., what , way,,; we must 
go ;iip, and into what cities we shall 
come. 

, 23 And the saying pleased me well : 
and 1 took , twelve men of you, one of 
a tribe : 

24 And they turned and went up in- 
to,, the mountain, .and came unto the 
valley of ' Eshcol,' and searched it out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of the 
land in their hands, and brought it 
down unto us, and brought us word 
again, and said, It is a good land 
which the Lord our Grod doth give us. 

26 Notwithstanding ye would not 
go up, but rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the Lord your G-od : 

27 And ye murmured in your tents, 
and said, Because the Lord hated us, 
he hath brought us forth out of the 
land of Egypt, to deliver us into the 
hand of the Amorites, to destroy us. 

28 Whither shall we go up 1 our 
brethren have discouraged our heart, 
saying, The people is greater and 
taller than we ; the cities are great 
and walled up to heaven; and more- 
over we have seen the sons of the 
Anakims there. 

29 Then I said unto you, Dread not, 
neither be afraid of them. 

30 The Lord your God which goeth 
before you, he shall fight for you, ac- 
cording to all that he did for you in 
Egypt before your eyes ; 

31 And in the wilderness, where thou 
hast seen how that the Lord thy God 
bare thee, as a man doth bear his son, 
in all the way that ye went, until ye 
came into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not be- 
lieve the Lord your God, 

33 Who went in the way before you, 
to search you out a place to pitch your 
tents m, in fire by night, to shew you 
by what way ye should go, and in a 
cloud by day. 

34 And the Lord heard the voice of 


your words, and was wroth, and sware, 
saying, 

35 ''Surely there shall not one of 
these men of this evil generation see 
that good land, which I sware to give 
unto your fathers, 

36 Save Caleb the son of dephun- 
neh; he shall see it, and to Mm will 
I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his children, because he 
hath wholly followed the Lord. 

37 Also the Lord was angry with 
me for your sakes, saying, Thou also’ 
shalt not go in thither. 

38 Joshua the son of Nun, which 
standeth before thee, he shall go in 
thither: encourage him : for he shall 
cause Israel to inherit it. 

39 Moreover your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, and your 
children, which in that day had no 
knowledge between good and evil, they 
shall go in thither, and unto them will 
I give it, and they shall possess it. 

40 But as for you, turn you, and 
take your journey into the wilderness, 
by the way of the Bed sea. 

41 Then ye answered and said unto 
me, We have sinned against the Lord, 
we will go up and fight, according to 
all that the Lord our God command- 
ed us. And when ye had girded on 
every man his weapons of war, ye 
were ready to go up into the hill, 

42 And the Lord said unto me, Say 
unto them, Go not up, neither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies, 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye 
would not hear, but rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord, and 
went presumptuously up into the hill. 

44 And the Amorites, which dwelt 

in that mountain, came out against 
you, and chased you, as bees do, and 
destroyed you in Seir, unto 

Hormah. 

45 And ye returned and vrept before 
the Lord ; but the Lord would not 
hearken to your voice, nor give ear 
unto you. 

46 So ye abode in Kadesh many 
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Israel on 


days, according unto the days that 
ye abode there. 

CHAPTER 2« 

T he N' we turned, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by 
the way of the Bed sea, as the Lobd 
■Spake unto me: and we compassed 
mount Seir many days. ■ 

2 And the Loed spake unto me, 
saying,:: 

3 Ye have compassed this mountain 
long enough : turn you northward. 

4 And command thou the people, 
saying, Ye are to pass through the ! 
coast of your brethren the children of 
Esau, which dwell in Seir ; and they 
shall be afraid of you : take ye good 
heed unto yourselves therefore : 

5 Meddle not with them ; for I will 
not give you of their land, no, not so 
much as a foot breadth ; because I 
have given mount Seir unto Esau for 
a possession, 

6 Ye shall buy meat of them for 
money, that ye may eat ; and ye shall 
also buy water of them for money, 
that ye may drink. 

7 For the Lord thy God hath bless- 
ed thee in all the works of thy hand : 
he knoweth thy walking through this 
gx*eat wilderness : these forty years the 
Lord thy God hath been mth thee ; 
thou hast lacked nothing. 

8 And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion- 
gaber, we turned and passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab. 

9 And the Lord said unto me, Dis- 
tress not the Moabites, neither con- 
tend with them in battle : for I will 
not give thee of their land for a pos- 
session ; because I have given Ar unto 
the children of Lot for a possession. 

10 The Emims dwelt therein in times 
past, a people great, and many, and 
tall, as the Anakims ; 

1 1 Which also were accounted giants, 
as the Anakims ; but the Moabites call 
them Emims. 


12 The Horims also dwelt in Seir 
beforetime ; but the children of Esau 
succeeded them, when they had de- 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead ;, as Israel did un- 
to the land of his possession, which 
the Lord gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said /, and get' you 
over the brook Zered. And' we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the space in which we came 
from Kadesh-barnea, until we were 
come over the brook Zered, thirty 
and eight years ; until all the gene- 
ration of the men of war were wasted 
out from among the host, as the Lord 
sware unto them. 

15 For indeed the hand of the Lord 
was against them, to destroy them 
from among the host, until they were 
consumed. 

16 IF So it came to pass, when ail 
the men of war„were consumed and 
dead from among the people, 

17 That the Lord spake unto me, 
saying, 

18 Thou art to pass over through 
Ar, the coast of Moab, this day : 

19 And when thou eomest nigh over 
against the children of Ammon, dis- 
tress them not, nor meddle with them ; 
for I will not give thee of the land of 
the children of Ammon posses- 
sion ; because I have given it unto 
the children of Lot /or a possession. 

20 (That also was accounted a land 
of giants : giants dwelt therein in old 
time; and the Ammonites call them 
Zamzummims ; 

21 A people great, and many, and 
tall, as the Analdms; but the Lord 
destroyed them before them ; and they 
succeeded them, and dwelt in their 

22 As he did to the children of E- 
sau, which dwelt in Seir, when he de- 
stroyed the Horims from before them ; 
and they succeeded them, and dwelt 
in their stead even unto this day : 

23 And the Avims which dwelt in 
Hazerim, eyen unto Azzah, the Caph- 
torims, %vhich came forth out of Caph- 
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toFj destroyed them, and dwelt in their 
stead.) 

24 IF Rise ye up, take your journey, 
.and pass over, the ..river. Arnon ; be- 
. hold, ' I have given into thine .hand 
Sihon the Amorite, king of Heshbon, 
and Ms land'; begin to possess it, and 
contend with .him in. battle. 

25 This day will I begin 'to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon the nations that are under the 
whole heaven, who shall hear report ’ 
of thee, and shall tremble, and be in ' 
anguish because of thee. 

26 IF And I sent messengers out of 

the wilderness of Kedemoth unto Si- 
hon king of Heshbon with words of 
peace, saying, ■. ■ ■ 

27 Let me pass through thy land : I 
will go along by the high way, I mil 
neither turn unto the right hand nor 
to the left. 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for 
money, that I may eat ; and give me 
water for money, that I may drink ; 
only I will pass through on my feet ; 

29 (As the children of Esau which 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me ;) until I 
shall pass over Jordan into the land 
which the Lord our God giveth us. 

30 But Sihon king of Heshbon would 
not let us pass by him ; for the Lord 
thy God hardened his spirit, and made 
Ms heart obstinate, that he might de- 
liver him into thy hand, as appear eth 
this day. 

31 And the Lord said unto me, Be- 
hold, I have begun to give Sihon and 
Ms land before thee : begin to possess, 
that thou mayest inherit his land. 

32 Then Sihon came out against 
us, he and all Ms people, to fight at 
Jahaz. 

33 And the Lord our God delivered 
Mm before us ; and we smote him, 
and his sons, and all his people. 

34 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the men, 
and the women, and the little ones, 
of every city, vfe left none to remain : 

35 Only the cattle v/e took for a 


prey unto ourselves, and the spoil of 
the cities which we took. 

36 From Aroer, which is by the 
brink of .the- river .of Arnon, aiid/i’om 
the city that is by the river, even un- 
to Gilead, there was not one city too 
strong for us : the Lord our God de- 
livered ail unto us ; 

37 Only unto the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon thou earnest not, nor 
unto any place of the river Jabbok, 
nor unto the cities in the mountains, 
nor unto whatsoever the Lord our 
God forbad us. 

CHAPTER a 

T hen we turned, and w^ent up the 
w^ay to Bashan ; and Og the king 
of Bashan came out against us, he and 
all Ms people, to battle at Edrei. 

2 And the Lord said unto me, Fear 
Mm not : for I will deliver Mm, and 
all Ms people, and his land, into thy 
hand ; and thou shalt do unto him as 
thou didst unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. 

3 So the Lord our God delivered 
into our hands Og also, the king of 
Bashan, and all his people ; and Tve 
smote Mm until none was left to him 
remaining, 

4 And we took all his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore cities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 

5 All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars ; beside 
unwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, as 
we did unto Sihon king of Heshbon, 
utterly destroying the men, women, 
and children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of 
the cities, we took for a prey to our- 
selves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the A- 
morites the land thatora^ on this side 
Jordan, from the river of Arnon unto 
mount Hermon ; 

9 (Which Hermon the Sidonians call 
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Sirioii ' and the Amorites call it She- 
nir ;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and all 
' Grilead, and all Bashan, imto Salchah 
and Edrei, cities of the Mngdom of Og 
in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan re- 
mained of the remnant of giants'; be- 
hold, Ms bedstead was a bedstead of 
iron ; is it not in Rabbath of the chil- 
dren of Ammon? nine cubits was the 
length thereof, and four cubits the 
breadth of it, after the cubit of a man. 

12 And this land, which we pos- 
sessed at that time, from Aroer, which 
is by the river Arnon, and half mount 
G-iiead, and the cities thereof, gave 
I unto the Reubenites and to the Gad- 
ites. 

13 And the rest- of Gilead, and all 
Bashan, being the kingdom of Og, 
gave I unto the half tribe of Manas- i 
seh ; all the region of Argob, with all ' 
Bashan, which was called the land of 
giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took all 
the country of Argob unto the coasts 
of Geshuri and Maachathi ; and called 
them after his own name, Bashan- 
havoth-jair, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Maehir. 

10 And unto the Reubenites and un- 
to the Gadites I gave from Gilead even 
unto the river Arnon half the valley, 
and the border even unto the river 
Jabbok, which is the border of the 
children of Ammon ; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof^ from Chinnereth 
even unto the sea of the plain, even the 
salt sea, under Ashdoth-pisgah east- 
,.ward. ■ 

18 ®1F And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The Lord your God hath 
given you this land to possess it : ye 
shall pass over armed before your bre- 
thren the children of Israel, ail. that 
are meet for the war, 

19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, {for I know 
that ye have much cattle,) shall abide 
in your cities which I have given you ; 
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20 Until " the.'; LobD' , have given rest;' 
unto ' your brethren, as' ' well . as .unto"; 
you, and, wwM'' they: also possess the,,: 
land which the Lord your God hath 
given them beyond Jordan': and then 
shall ye return every , man ■ unto Ms; 
possession, which I have given you. 

21 IT And I commanded Joshua "at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes' have 
seen all that the Lord your God hath 
done unto these two kings : so shall 
the Lord do unto all the kingdoms 
whither thou passest. 

22 Ye shall not fear them: for the 
Lord your God he shall fight for you. 

23 And I besought the Lord at that 
time, saying, 

i 24 0 Lord God, thou hast begun to 
shew thy servant thy greatness, and 
thy mighty hand : for what God is 
there in heaven or in earth, that can 
do according to thy works, and ac- 
cording to thy might? 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, and see 
the good land that beyond Jordan, 
that goodly mountain, and Lebanon. 

26 But the Lord was wroth with me 
for your sakes, and would not hear 
me: and the Lord said unto me, Let 
it siifhce thee; speak no more unto 
me of this matter. 

I 27 Get thee up into the top of Pisgah, 
and lift up thine eyes westward, and 
northward, and southward, and east- 
j ward, and behold it with thine eyes: 
for thou shalt not go over this Jordan. 
28 But charge Joshua, and encou- 
rage him, and strengthen him : for he 
shall go over before this people, and 
he shall cause them to inherit the 
j land which thou shalt see. 

! 29 So we abode in the valley over 
I against Beth-peor.

CHAPTER, 31.

21 Then J ael Heber’ s wife took a nail 
of the tent, and took an hammer in her 
hand, and went softly unto him, and 
smote the nail into his temples, and 
fastened it into the ground : for he was 
fast asleep and weary. So he died. 

22 And, behold, as Barak pursued Si- 
sera, Jael came out to meet him, and 
said unto him, Come, and I will shew 
thee the man whom thou seekest . And 
when he came into her tent^ behold, 
Sisera lay dead, and the nail was in 
his temples, 

23 So God subdued on that day Jabin 
the king of Canaan before the children 
of Israel. 

24 And the hand of the children of 
Israel prospered, and prevailed against 
J abin the king of Canaan, until they 
had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan.

8 They chose new gods ; then tms war, 
in the gates : was the,re a shield or spear 
seen among forty thousand in Israel ? 

9 My heart is tow'ard the governors ' 
of Israel, that offered themselves will- 
ingly amoiig the people.

10 Speak, ye that ride on white asses, 
ye that sit in judgment, and walk by 
the way. 

11 Thetj that are delivered from the

22 Then v/ere the horsehoofs broken 
by the means of the pransings, the 
pransings of their mighty ones. 

23 Curse ye Meroz, said the angel of 
the Lord, curse ye bitterly the inhabit- 
ants thereof ; because they came not to 
the help of the Lord, to the help of the 
Lord against the mighty.

13 And Gideon said unto him, Oh my 
Lord, if the Lord be with us, why then 
is all this befallen us ? and where be all 
his miracles which our fathers told us 
of, saying, Did not the Lord bring us 
up from Egypt ? but now the Lord 
hath forsaken us, and delivered us into 
the hands of the Midianites. 

14 And the Lord looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, and 
thou shalt save Israel from the hand of 
the Midianites: have not I sent thee?

2 And the chief of all the people, even 
of all the tribes of Israel, presented 
themselves in the assembly of the 
people of God, four hundred thousand 
footmen that drew sword. 

3 (Now the children of Benjamin 
heard that the children of Israel were 
gone up to Mizpeh.) Then said the 
children of Israel, Tell us, how was 
this wickedness ? 

4 And the Levite, the husband of the 
woman that was slain, answered and 
said, I came into Gibeah that belong- 
eth to Benjamin, I and my concubine, 
to lodge. 

5 And the men of Gibeah rose against 
me, and beset the house round about 
upon me by night, and thought to have 
slain me : and my concubine have they 
forced, that she is dead. 

6 And I took my concubine, and cut 
her in pieces, and sent her throughout 
all the country of the inheritance of 
Israel : for they have committed lewd- 
ness and folly in Israel. 

7 Behold, ye are all children of Is- 

rael ; give here your advice and coun- 
sel, , , , 

8 If And all the people arose as one 
man, saying, We will not any of us go 
to his tent, neither will we any of us 
turn into his house. 

9 But now this shall be the thing 
which we will do to Gibeah ; we will 
go up by lot against it ; 

10 Aiid. we' wili take ten men of an 
hundred throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, andean hundred of a thousand, 
and a thousand' ;out;'-"Gf' ten thousand, 
to fetch victual for the. people, that 


they may do, when they come to Gi- 
beah of Benjamin, according to all the 
folly that they have wrought in Israel. 

11 So all the men of Israel were ga- 
thered against the city, knit together 
as one man. 

12 If And the tribes of Israel sent 
men through all the tribe of Benjamin, 
saying, What wickedness is this that 
is done among you ? 

13 Now therefore deliver us the men, 
the children of Belial, which are in Gi- 
beah, that we may put them to death, 
and put away evil from Israel, But 
the children of Benjamin w'^ould not 
hearken to the voice of their brethren 
the children of Israel : 

14 But the children of Benjamin ga- 
thered themselves together cut of the 
cities unto Gibeah, to go out to battle 
against the children of Israel. 

15 And the children of Benjamin 
were numbered at that time out of the 
cities twenty and six thousand men 
that drew sword, beside the inhabit- 
ants of Gibeah, which were numbered 
seven hundred chosen men. 

16 Among all this people there were 
seven hundred chosen men lefthanded ; 
every one could sling stones at an hair 
breadth, and not miss. 

17 And the men of Israel, beside 
Benjamin, were numbered four hun- 
dred thousand men that drew sword : 
all these were men of war. 

18 IT And the children of Israel arose, 
and went up to the house of God, and 
asked counsel of God, and said, Which 
of us shall go up first to the battle a- 
gainst the children of Benjamin ? And 
the Lord said, Judah shall go up 
first. 

19 And the children of Israel rose up 
in the morning, and encamped against 
Gibeah. 

20 And the men of Israel went out 
to battle against Benjamin; a.nd the 
men of Israel put themselves in array 
to fight against them at Gibeah, 

21 And the children of Benjamin 
came forth out of Gibeah, and destroy- 
ed down to the ground of the Israel- 
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ites that day twenty and two thousand 
men.. 

22 And the people the men of Israel 
encouraged theiaseives, and set their 
battle again in array in ■ the ■ place 
where, tliey put themselves in array 
the first. day. 

23 (And the children of Israel went 
up and wept before the^ Lord until 
even, and asked counsel of the Lord, 
saying, Shall I go up again to battle 
against the children of Benjamin my 
brother ? And the Lord said, Go up 
against him.) 

24 And the children of Israel came 
near against the children of Benjamin 
the second day. 

25 And Benjamin went forth against 
them out of Gibeah the second day, 
and destroyed down to the ground of 
the children of Israel again eighteen 
thousand men; all these drew the 
sword. 

26 ^ Then ail the children of Israel, 
and all the people, went up, and came 
unto the house of God, and wept, and 
sat there before the Lord, and fasted 
that day until even, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings before the 
Lord. 

'27 And the children of Israel enquir- 
ed of the Lord, (for the ark of the cove- 
nant of God 2 m, 9 there in those days, 

28 And Phinelias, the son of Eleazar, 
the son of Aaron, stood before it in 
those days,) saying, Shall I yet again 
go out to battle against the children of 
Benjamin my brother, or shall I cease? 
And the Lord said, Go up ; for to 
morrow I will deliver them into thine 
hand. . 

29 A.nd Israel ' set liers i'n wait round 
about Gibeah. 

30 And the children of Israel went up 
.against, the children of Benjamin on 
'the third ^ day, and put themselves .in 
array against Gibeah, as at other times. 

31 And the chiidren of Benjamin' 
went out against the people, aful were 
drawn away from the ' city and .they 
began to smite of the people, and kill^ 
as at other times, In the highways, of 


which one goetli up to the house of 
God, and the other to Gibeah in the 
'held, about thirty men of Israel. 

32 And the children of Benj amin said, 
They are s'.'mitte.ii down before 'us, as at 
the first. But the. children, of ' Is'.raei 
said, Let us i!ee, and draw them from 
the city unto the highways... 

33 And ail. the men of Israel rose up 
out of their place, and put themselves 
in array at Baal-tamar : and the liers 

; in %vait of Israel came forth , out of 
their places, ewn ,oiit of the meadows 
of Gibeah. 

34 And there came against Gibeah 
ten thousand chosen men out of all Is- 
rael, a'nd the battle v/as sore : but t.liey 
knew not that evil tvas near them. 

35 .And the Lo'RDS'rnote 'Benjamin, be- 
fore Israel : a.nd the chiid.i‘en of Israel 
destroyed of the Benja'rnites that day 
twenty and five thousand and an liiin- 
dred men.: all these drew the sword, 
■30 So the children of Benjamin saw 
that they were smitten ; for the men of 
Israel ga ve place to the Benj ami tes, 
because they trusted unto the liers in 
wait which they .had set beside Gibeah. 

37 And the liers in wait hasted, and 
rushed -upon ,Gibeah; .and the liers in' 
wait drew themh'elmB BXong^ and s?note 
all the city with the edge .oi* the sword. 

38 Now there was an appointed sig.r.i 
between, the men of Israel, and the 
liers in wait, that they shoiilc! make a 
great flame v/ith smoke rise up out of. 
the city. 

39 And wheii^ the .men of Israel re- 
tired in the battle, Benjamin began to 
smite and .kill of the men of Israel 
about thirty persons : for they said, 
Surely they are smitten down before 
us, as m the first battle. 

40 But when the flame began, to.a- 
rise up out o.f the. city -with a p.i!la,r of, 
smoke, the .Benjamites looked behind 
them, and, behold, the flame of tlie city 
ascended up to heaven. 

'41 .And when the men of Israel turn-' 
ed again, the men of Benjamin were 
amazed ; for they saw that evil was, 
come upon them. 
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42 Therefore they turned their hacks 
before the men of Israel unto the, way 
of the wilderness ; but the battle over- 
took .'them and them, which came out 
of the cities they destroyed in the midst 
of them-. ' ■ 

43 they : inclosed the Benja-- 
mites round about, chased them, 
and :trode them 'down with ease over 
against Cribeah toward the simrising.' 

44 And there fell of Benjamin eigh- 
teen thousand ' men ;■ all these were 
men of valour.' 

45 And they turned and fled toward 
the wilderness unto the rock of Bim- 
moii : and they gleaned of them in the 
highways five thousand men ; and pur- 
sued hard after them unto Gidom, and 
slew two thousand men of them. 

46 So that all which fell that day of 
Benjamin were twenty and five thou- 
sand men that drew the sword; all 
these were men of valour. 

47 But six hundred men turned and 
fled to the wilderness unto the rock 
Rimmon, and abode in the rock Rim- 
mon four months. 

48 And the men of Israel turned a- 
gain upon the children of Benjamin, 
and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, as well the men of every eitj, 
as the beast, and all that came to 
hand: also they set on fire all the 
cities that they came to. 

CHAPTER 21. 

N OW the men of Israel had sworn 
in Mizpeh, saying, There^ shall ' 
not any of us give his daughter unto 
,Benjamin to wife. 

2 And the people came to the house, 
of God, and abode there till even be- 
fore God, and lifted up their voices, 
and' wept sore ; 

'3, And said, O Lord God of Israel, 
why is This 'come to pass in Israel,, 
that' there ^should be to day one tribe 
lacking in Israel I :

For they 
had 'made a great oath concerning him, 
that cam.e not up to the ToRD to Miz- 
peh, saying, He shall surely be put to 
death. 

6 And the children of Israel repented 
them for Benjamin their brother, and 
said, There is one tribe cut off from.' 
Israel this day. 

7 How shall we do for wives for them 
that remain, seeing we have sworn by 
the Lord that we will not give them 
of our daughters to wives ? 

8 *11 And they said, What one is 
there of the tribes of Israel that came 
not up to Mizpeh to the Lord % And, 
behold, there came none to the camp 
from Jabesh-gilead to the assembly. 

9 For the people were numbered, and, 
behold, there were none of the in- 
habitants of Jabesh-gilead there. 

10 And the congregation sent thither 
twelve thousand men of the valiant- 
est, and commanded them, saying, Go 
and smite the inhabitants of Jabesh- 
gilead with the edge of the sword, 
with the women and the children. 

1 1 And this is the thing that ye shall 
do, Ye shall utterly destroy every 
male, and every woman that hath lain 
by man. 

12 And they found among the in- 
habitants of Jabesh-gilead four hun- 
dred young virgins, that had known 
no man by lying with any male : and 
they brought them imto the camx) to 
Shiloh, v/hich is in the land of Canaan. 

13 And the whole congregation sent 
some to speak to the children of Ben- 
jamin that were in the rock Rimmon, 
and to call peaceably unto them. 

14 And Benjamin came again at that 
, time ; and they gave them wives which 
they had saved alive of the women of 
Jabesh-gilead : and yet so they sufficed 
them not, 

15 And the people, repented them fo'r 
Benjamin, because that the Lord had 
made a breach in the tribes of Israel. 
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1 6 If Tken the elders of the congrega* 
tion saidj How shall we do for wives 
for them that remain, seeing the wo- 
men are destroyed out of Benjamin ? 

17 And they said. There must be an 
inheritanee for them that be escaped 
of Benjamin, that a tribe be not de- 
stroyed out of Israel. 

IB Howbeit we may not give them 
wives of oiir daughters : for the chil- 
dren of Israel have sworn, saying, 
Cursed be he that giveth a wife to 
Benjamin. 

19 Then they said, Behold, there is 
a feast of the Lord in Shiloh yearly 
in a place which is on the north side of 
Beth-el, on the east side of the high- 
way that goeth up from Beth-el to She- 
chem, and on the south of Lebonah. 

20 Therefore they commanded the 
children of Benjamin, saying, Go and

I 25 In those days there ivas no king 
j in Israel : every man did that which 
i was right in his own eyes.

20 And it was so, as she rode on the 
ass, that she came down by the covert 
of the hill, and, behold, David and his 
men came down against her ; and she 
met them. 

21 Now David had said, Surely in 
vain have I kept all that this fellow 
hath in the wilderness, so that nothing 
was missed of all that pertained unto 
him : and he hath requited me evil for 
good. 

22 So and more also do God unto 
the enemies of David, if I leave of ail 
that pertain to him by the morning 
light any that pisseth against the wail. 

23 And when Abigail saw David, she 
hasted, and lighted off the ass, and fell 
before David on her face, and bowed 
herself to the ground, 

24 And fell at his feet, and said, Upon 
me, my lord, upon me let this iniquity 
be : and let thine handmaid, I pray 
thee, speak in thine audience, and hear 
the words of thine handmaid. 

25 Let not my lord, I pray thee, re- 
gard this man of Belial, even Nabal : 
for as his name i?, so is 'he ; Nabal is 
Ms name, and folly is with him : but I 


thine handmaid saw not the young inen 
of my lord, whom thou didst send, ' 

26 Now therefore, my iorcl,^ as the. 
Lord iiveth, and as thy soul liveth^, 
seeing the Lord hath withholden thee 
from coming to shed blood, and from, 
avenging thyself with thine own hand,, 
now let thine enemies, and they that 
seek evil to my lord, be as Nabal. 

27 And now this blessing which thine" 
handmaid hath brought unto my loi’d, ' 
let it even be gi\^en unto the young 
men that follow my lord. 

28 I pray thee, forgive the trespass of 
thine handmaid : for the Lord will 
certainly make my lord a sure house ; 

; because my lord figliteth the battles, 

; of the Lord, and evil hath not been 
' found in thee all thy days. 

29 Yet a man is risen to pursue thee, 
and to seek thy soul : but the soul of 
my lord shall be bound in the bundle of. 
life with the Lord thy God ; and the 
souls of thine enemies, them shall he 
sling out, as out of the middle of a si ing. 

30 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Loeb shall have done to my lord 
according to all the good that he hath 
spoken concerning thee, and shall have 
appointed thee ruler over Israel ; 

31 That this shall be no grief un- 
to thee, nor offence of heart unto iny; 
lord, either that thou hast shed blood 
causeless, or that my lord hath aveng- 
ed himself: but when the Lord shail 
have dealt well with my lord, then re-'.' 
member thine handmaid. 

32 IF And David said to Abigail, 
Blessed be the Lord God of Israel,, 
which sent thee this day to meet me : 

33 And blessed be thy advice, and' 
blessed be thou, which hast kept me 
this day from coming to shed blood, 
and from avenging myself with mine 
own hand. 

34 For in very deed, as the Lord God 
of Israel Iiveth, which hath kept me 
back from hurting thee, except thou 
hadst hasted and come to meet me, 
surely there had not been left unto 
Nabal by the morning light any that 
pisseth against the wall. 
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35 So David received of her hand that 
which she had brought him, and said 
unto her, Cro up in peace to thine house ; 
see, I have hearkened: to thy; voice, and 
have accepted thy person. 

36 And Abigail came to Nabaijj 
and, behold, he held a feast in his house, ; 
like the feast of a king; and NabaPs : 
heart was merry within him, for he ; 
was very drunken : wherefore she told 
him nothing, less or more, until the 
morning light. 

37 But it came to pass in the morn- 
ing,, when the wine was gone out of Na- 
bal, and his wife had told, him these 
things, that his heart died within him, 
and he became as a. stone.

39 H And when David heard that Na- 
bal was dead, he said, Blessed be the 
Lokd, that hath pleaded the cause of 
my reproach from the hand of Nabal, 
and hath kept Ms servant from evil :

And David sent and communed with 
Abigail, to take her to him to wife. 

40 And when the servants of David 
were come to Abigail to Carmel, they 
spake unto her, saying, David sent iis 
unto thee, to take thee to him to wife. 

41 And she arose, and bowed herself 
on her face to the earth, and said, Be- 
hold, Zetthine handmaid be a servant to 
wash the feet of the servants of my lord. 
,42 And Abigail hasted, and arose, 
and rode upon an ass, with five damsels 
of her’s that went after her ; and she 
went after the messengers of David, 
and became Ms wife. 

43 David also took AMnoam of Jez- 
reel ; and they were also both of them 
Ms wives. 

44 % But Saul had given Michai his 
daughter, David’s wife, to Phalti the 
son of Laish, which was of Gallim.

0 W the Philistines fought against 
A 1 Israel : and the men of Israel fled 
from before the Philistines, and fell 
down slain in mount Gil boa. 

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
upon Saul and upon his sons ; and the 
Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abina- 
! dab, and Melchi-shua, Siud’s sons. 

I 3 And the battle went sore against 
! Saul, and the archers hit him ; and he 
I was sore wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul unto his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust 
ine through thei'owith ; lest these un- 
circumcised come and thrust me 
through, and abuse me. But his ar- 
mourbearer would not ; for he was sore 
afraid. Therefore Saul took a sword, 
and fell upon it. 

; And when Ms armourhearer saw 
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that Saul was dead, lie fell likewise 
upon Ms sword, and died with him. 

6 So Saul died, and /Ms three sons, 
and his armourbearer, and all his men, 
that same. day, together. 

7 IT And when the men of Israel that 
wore on the other side of the valley, 
and they that were on the other side 
Jordan, saw that the men of Israel 
fled, and that Saul and his sons were 
dead, they forsook the cities, and fled ; 
and the Philistines came and dwelt in 
them. 

8 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
when the Philistines came to strip the 
slain, that they found Saul and his 
three sons fallen in mount Grilboa. 

9 And they cut off his head, and 


stripped off his armour, and sent iiitO" 
the land of the Philistines round 
bout, to publish w.the house of their 
idols, and among the people.

17 And she said unto him, My lord, 
thou swarest by the Lord thy God un- 
to thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly 
Solomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne. 

18 And now, behold, Adonijah reign- 
eth ; and now, my lord the king, thou 
knowest 415 not : 

19 And he hath slain oxen and fat 
cattle and sheep in abundance, and 
hath called ail the sons of the king, 
and AMathar the priest, and Joab the 
captain of the host : but Solomon thy 
servant hath he not called. 

20 And thou, my lord, 0 king, the eyes 
of all Israel are upon thee, that thou 
shouldest tell them who shall sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him.

the king’s merchants received the linen 
' yarn at 'a price. 

29 And a chariot came up and went 
out of Egypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and an horse for an hundred 
and fifty : and so for all the kings 
of the Hittites, and for the kings of 
Syria, did they bring them out by their 
means. 

CHAPTER 11. 

B ut king Solomon loved many 
strange women, together with the 
dauglitex* of Pharaoh, women of the 


Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, Zi- 
donians, and Hittites ; 

2 Of the naiiom concerning which 
the Lord said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shall not go in to tliein, nei- 
ther shall they come in unto you : for 
surely they will turn away your heart 
after their gods : Solomon clave unto 
these in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred wives, 
princesses, and three hundred concu- 
bines : and his wives turned away liis 
heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when Solomon 
was old, that his wives turned away his 
heart after other gods : and his heart 
was not perfect with the Lord his God, 
as was the heart of David his father. 

5 For Solomon went after Aslitoreth 
the goddess of the Zidonians, and after 
Milcom the abomination of the Am- 
monites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and went not fully after 
the Lord, as did David his father. 

7 Then did Solomon build an high 
place for Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in the hill that is before Je- 
rusalem, and for Moleeh, the abomi- 
nation of the children of Amnion. 

8 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrihced unto their gods. 

9 IT And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was turneci 
from the Lord God of Israel, wMcli 
had appeared unto him twice, 

10 And had commanded him con- 
cerning this thing, that he should not 
go after other gods ; but he kept not 
that w'hich the Lord commanded. 

1 1 Wherefore the Lord said unto So- 
lomon, Forasmuch as this is done of 
thee, and thou hast not kept my cove- 
nant and my statutes, v/hich I have 
commanded thee, I will surely rend 
the kingdom from thee, and will give 
it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding in thy days I 
will not do it for David thy father’s 
sake : but I will rend it out of th3 
hand of thy son. 
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M3 Howbeit. I'wiil not rend away all 
th-e- kingdom,;' hut will give one tribe 
to tby SOB for David my servant’s sake, 
and for Jerasalem’s sake which I have 
chosen. 

14 IF And the Loed stirred up an 
adversary unto Solomon, Hadad the 
Edomite : he of : the king’s seed 
in Edom. , 

15 For it came to pass, when David 
was in Edom, and Joab the captain 
of the host was gone up to bury the 
slain, after he had smitten every male 
in Edom ; 

16 (For six months did Joab remain 
there with all Israel, until he had cut 
off eveiy male in Edom :) 

17 That Hadad fled, he and certain 
Edomites of his father’s servants with 
him, to go into Egypt ; Hadad being 
yet a little child. 

18 And they arose out of Midian, 
and came to Faran: and they took 
3nen with them out of Faran, and they 
came to Egypt, unto Pharaoh king of 
Egypt ; which gave him an house, and 
appointed him victuals, and gave him 
land. 

19 And Hadad found great favour in 
the sight of Pharaoh, so that he gave 
him to wife the sister of his own wife, 
the sister of Tahpenes the queen. 

20 And the sister of Tahpenes bare 
him Genubath his son, whom Tah- 
penes weaned in Pharaoh’s house : and 
Genubath was in Pharaoh’s household 
among the sons of Pharaoh. 

21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt 
that David slept with his fathers, and 
that Joab the captain of the host was 
dead, Hadad said to Pharaoh, Let me 
depart, that I may go to mine own 
CGimtry.- 

22 Then Pharaoh said unto Mm, But 
what hast thou lacked with me, that, 
behold, thou seekest to go to * thine 
own country i And he answered, No- 
thing : howbeit let me go in any wise. 

23 IF And God stirred Mm up another 

adversary, Bezon the son of Eiiadah, 
which fled from his lord Hadadezer 
king of Zobah : | 


24 And he gathered men unto Mm, 
and became captain o ver 'a band, when 
■David slew them of Zobah : and they 
went to Damascus,' and dwelt therein, 
and reigned in Damascus. ■ 

25 And he was an adversary to Israel 
all the days of Solomon, beside the 
i mischief that Hadad did : and he ab- 
horred Israel, and reigned, over Syria, 

26 IF And Jeroboam the son, of Ne- 
bat, an Ephrathite of Zereda, Solo- 
mon’s servant, whose mother’s name 
was Zeruah, a widow woman, even li© 
lifted up his hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that lie 
lifted up his hand against the king : 
Solomon built Millo, and repaired the 
breaches of the city of David Ms father. 

28 And the man Jeroboam was a 
mighty man of valour : and Solomon 
seeing the young man that he was in- 
dustrious, he made him ruler over all 
the charge of the house of Joseph. 

29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jerusa- 
lem, that the prophet Ahijah the Shi- 
i Ionite found him in the way ; and he 

had clad himself with a new garment ; 
and they two were alone in the iieM : 

30 And Ahijah caught the new gar- 
ment that was on him, and rent it in 
twelve pieces ; 

31 And he said to Jeroboam, Take 
thee ten pieces : for thus saith the 
Loed, the God of Israel, Behold, I will 
rend the kingdom out of the hand of 
Solomon, and will give ten tribes to 
thee : 

32 (But he shall have one tribe for 
my servant David’s sake, and foi* Je- 
rusalem’s sake, the city which I have 
chosen out of ail the tribes of Isi’ael :} 

33 Because that they have .forsaken 
me, and have worshipped Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidonians, Chemosh 
the god of the Moabites, and Milcom 
the god of the children of Ammon, and 
have, not walked in my ways, to doihat 
which is right in mine eyes, and to 
keep my statutes and my judgments, 
as did David his father. 

34 Howbeit I will not take the whole 
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kingdom, out of Ms ■ hand ; but I will 
make Mm prince all the days of his 
life forDa¥id my servant’s sake, whom 
I chose, because he kept my command- 
ments, and ■ my, statutes : 

35 But I will take the kingdom out 
of his son’s hand, and will give it un- 
to thee, even ten tribes. 

36 And unto his son will I give one 
tribe, that David my seiwant may 
have a light alway before me in Jeru- 
salem, the city which I have chosen 
me to put my name there. 

37 And I will take thee, and thou 
shaft reign according to all that thy 
soul desxreth, and shaft be king over 
Israel. 

38 And it shall be, if thou wilt heark- 
en unto ail that I command thee, and 
wilt walk in my ways, and do that is 
right in my sight, to keep my statutes 
and my commandments, as David my 
servant did; that I will be with thee, 
and build thee a sure house, as I built 
for David, and will give Israel unto 
thee. 

39 And I will for this afflict the seed 
of David, but not for ever. 

40 Solomon sought therefore to kill 
Jeroboam. And Jeroboam arose, and 
fled into Egj’-pt, unto Shishak king of 
Egypt, and was in Egypt until the 
death of Solomon. 

41 If And the rest of the acts of 
Solomon, and all that he did, and his ! 
wisdom, are they not written in the 
book of the- acts of Solomon? 

42 And the time that Solomon reign- 
ed in Jerusalem over all, Israel was 
forty years. 

43 And Solomon slept with Ms fa- 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
David his father : and Rehoboam his 
son. reigned In Ms stead. 

' ^^€^I,APT,ER m. 

J ND Rehoboam went to Shechem: 

L. for .all Israel were come to She- 
ehem to make Mm king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who was' yet 
in Egypt, heard he was fled 


from the presence of king Solomon, 
and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt ;) 

3' That they sent and called him. 
And Jeroboam and all the congrega- 
tion of Israel came, and.' spake unto 
Rehoboam, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke griev- 
ous: now therefore make thou the 
grievous service of thy father, and his 
heavy yoke which he put upon us, 
lighter, and we will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Depart 
yet for three days, then come again to 
me. And the people departed. 

6 *f[ And king Rehoboam consulted 
with the old men, that stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
and said, How do ye advise that I 
may answer this people ? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
If thou wilt be a servant unto this 
people this day, and wilt serve them, 
and answer them, and speak good 
words to them, then they will be thy 
servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of the 
old men, which they had given him, 
and consulted with the young men 
that were grown up with him, and 
which stood before him : 

9 And he said unto them-, What 
counsel give ye that we may answer 
this people, who have spoken to me, 
saying, Make the yoke v/hich thy fa- 
ther did put upon us lighter? 

10 And the young men that were 
grown up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou speak unto this 
people that spake unto thee, saying, 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, but 
make thou it lighter unto us; thus shalt 
■thou say unto them, My little finger 
shall be thicker than my father’s loins. 

11 And now whereas my father did 
lade you with a heavy yoke, I will 
; add to your jroke :' my father hath 

chastised you with whips, but I will 
chastise you with scorpions. 

12 *[[ So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam the third day, as 
the king had appointed, saying, Come 
to me again the third day. 
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13 And the king answered the peo- 
ple roughly, and forsook the old men’s 
counsel that they gave him ; 

14 And spake to them after the 
counsel of the young men, saying, My 
father made your yoke heavy, and I 
will add to your yoke : my father afeo 
chastised you with whips, but I will 
•chastise you with scorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king hearkened 
not unto the people ; for the cause was 
from the Loed, that he might perform 
his saying, which the Loed spake by 
Ahijah the Shilonite unto Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat. 

16 f So when all Israel saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the 
people answered the king, saying. 
What portion have we in David? 
nmther have we inheritance in "the son 
of Jesse : to your tents, 0 Israel : 
no%v see to thine own house, David. 
So Israel departed unto their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel 
which dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Eehoboain reigned over them. 

18 Then king Behoboam sent Ado- 
ram, w'ho was over the tribute; and 
all Israel stoned him with stones, that 
he died. Therefore king Behoboam 
made speed to get him up to his cha- 
I'iot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

19 So Israel rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all 
Israel heard that Jeroboam was come 
again, that they sent and called him 
unto the congregation, and made him 
king over all Israel : there was none 
that followed the house of David, but 
the tribe of Judah only. 

21 IF And when Behoboam was come 
to Jerusalem, he assembled all the 
house of Judah, with the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, an hundred and fourscore thou- 
sand chosen men, which were warriors, 
toJght against the house of Israel, to 
bring the kingdom again to Behobo- 
am the son of Solomon. 

22 But the word of God came unto 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

23 Speak imip Behoboam, the son of 


Solomon, king of Judah, and unto, all 
the house of Judah and Benjamin,' and 
to the. remnant of the people,, saying,; 

24 Thus saith the .Lord, Ye shall 
not goiip, nor fight against your bre- 
thren the children of Israel: return 
every man to his house ; for this thing 
is from me. They hearkened therefore 
to the word of the .Lord, and returned 
to depart, according to the word of the 
Lord. 

25 IF Then Jeroboam built Shechem 
in mount Ephraim, and dwelt there- 
in ; and went out from thence, and 
built Penuel. 

26 And Jeroboam said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of David : 

27 If this people go up to do sacri- 
fice in the house of the Lord at J eru- 
salem, then shall the heart of this 
people turn again unto their lord, even 
unto Behoboam king of Judah, and 
they shall kill me, and go again to 
Behoboam king of Judah. 

28 Whereupon the king took coun- 
sel, and made two calves of gold, and 
said unto them, It is too much for you 
to go up to J erusalem : behold thy 
gods, 0 Israel, which brought thee up 
out of the land of Egypt. 

29 And he set the one in Beth-el, 
and the other put he in Dan. 

30 And this thing became a sin : for 
the people went to worship before the 
one, imto Dan. 

31 And he made an house of high 
places, and made priests, of -the lowest 
of the people, which were not of the 
sons of Levi. 

^32 And Jeroboam ordained a.; , feast 
in the eighth month, on the. fifteenth ■ 
day of the month, Mice unto', the ..feast 
that z, 9 in Judah, and he offered upon 
the altar. So did he in Beth-el, sa- 
crificing unto the calves that he had 
made: and he placed in Beth-el the 
priests of the high places w’hich he 
had made. 

33 So he offered upon the altar wdiich 
he had made in Beth-el the fifteenth 
day of the eighth months even in the 
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month which he had devised of his 
own heart ; and ordained a feast nnto 
the children of Israel : and he offered 
upon the ■ altar, and burnt incense. 

• CHAPTER 13. : ' 

A nd, behold, there came a man of 
- God out of Judah by the word of 
the Lord imto Beth-el : and Jeroboam 
stood by the altar to burn incense. 

2 And he cried against the altar in 
the word of the Lord, and said, O 
altar, altar, thus saith the Lord ; Be- 
hold, a child shall be born unto the 
house of David, Josiah by name ; and 
upon thee shall he offer the priests of 
the high places that burn incense upon 
thee, and men’s bones shall be burnt 
upon thee. 

3 And he gave a sign the same day, 
saying, This is the sign which the 
Lord hath spoken ; Behold, the altar 
shall be rent, and the ashes that are 
upon it shall be poured out. 

4 And it came to pass, when king 
Jeroboam heard the saying of the man 
of God, which had cried against the 
altar in Beth-el, that he put forth his 
hand from the altar, saying, Lay hold 
on him. And his hand, w'-hich he put 
forth against him, dried up, so that he 
could not pull it in again to him, 

5 The altar also was rent, and the ashes 
poured out from the altar, according 
to the sign which the man of God had 
given by the word of the Lord. 

6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Intreat now the 
face of the Lord thy God, and pray 
for me, that my hand may be restored 
me again. And the man of God be- 
sought the Lord, and the king’s hand 
was restored Min again, and became 
as it was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man of 
God, Come home with me, and refresh 
thyself, and I will give thee a reward. 
8 And the man of God said unto the 
king, If thou wilt give me half thine 
bouse, I will not go in with thee, nei- 
ther will I eat bread nor drink water 
in this place : 


9\'For so was it charged me by the ' 
word of the Lord, saying, Eat no 
bread, nor drink water, nor turn again 
by the same way that thou earnest. 

10 So he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came 
to Beth-el. 

11 IF Now' there dwelt an old prophet 
in Beth-el ; and his sons came and 
told him all the works that the man 
of God had done that day in Beth-el : 
the words which he had spoken unto 
the king, them they told also to their 
father. 

12' And their father said unto them, 
What way went he ? For his sons had 
seen what way the man of God went, 
which came from Judah. 

13 And he said unto his sons, Saddle 
me the ass. So they saddled him the 
ass : and he rode thereon, 

14 And went after the man of God, and 
found him sitting under an oak : and 
he said unto him, Art thou the man 
of God that earnest from Judah ? And 
he said, I am. 

15 Then he said unto him, Come 
home with me, and eat bread. 

16 And he said, I may not return 
with thee, nor go in with thee i neither 
will I eat bread nor drink water with 
thee in this place : 

17 For it was said to me by the word 
of the Lord, Thou shalt eat no bread 
nor drink water there, nor turn again 
to go by the way that thou earnest. 

18 He said unto him, I am a prophet 
also as thou art; and an angel spake 
unto me by the word of the Lord, 
saying, Bring him back with thee into 
thine house, that he may eat bread and 
drink water. But he lied unto him. 

19 So he went back w'ith him, and 
did eat bread in his house, and drank 
w'ater. 

20 If And it came to pass, as they 
sat at the table, that the w^ord of the 
Lord came unto the prophet that 
brought him back : 

21 And he cried unto the man of 
God that came from Judah, saying, 

I Thus saith the Lord, Forasmuch as 
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thou hast disobeyed 'the mouth of the 
Lord, and hast not'kept the command- 
iiieiit which the Lord thy God com- 
manded thee, 

22 But earnest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place, 
of the which the LOUD did say to 
thee, Eat no bread, and drink no wa- 
ter; thy carcase shall not come un- 
to the sepulchre of thy fathers. 

23 IF And it came to pass, after he 
had eaten bread, and after he had

32 For the saying' which he cried by 
the word of the Lord against the altar

33 IF After this thing Jeroboam re- 
turned, not from his ,■ evil,, way, but

7 ' Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus , saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Forasmuch as I 
exalted' thee from among the people, 
and made thee prince over my people 
Israel, 

8 And rent the kingdom away from 
the house of David, and gave it thee : 
Mxd,get thou hast not been as my ser- 
vant David, who kept my command- 
ments, and who followed me with all 
Ms heart, to do that only which was 
right in mine eyes ; 

0 But hast done evil above all that 
were before thee : for thou hast gone 
and made thee other gods, and molten 
images, to provoke me to anger, and 
hast cast me behind thy back : 

10 Therefore, behold, I will bring 
evil upon the house of Jeroboam, and 
will cut off from Jeroboam him that 
pisseth against the wall, and him that 
is shut up and left in Israel, and will 
take away the remnant of the house 
of Jeroboam, as a man taketh away 
dung, till it be all gone, 

11 Him that dieth of Jeroboam in 
the city shall the dogs eat ; and him 
that dieth in the held shall the fowds 
of the air eat : for the Lord hath spo- 
ken it. 

12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to 
thine own house : and when thy feet 
enter into the city, the child shall die. 

1 3 And ail Israel shall mourn for him, 
and bury him: for he only of Jero- 
boam shall come to the grave, because 
in him there is found some good thing 
toward' the Lord God of Israel in the 
house of Jeroboam. 

14 Moreover the Lord shall raise 
him up a. king over Israel, who shall 
cut off the house of Jeroboam that 
day : but 'what ! even now. 

15 For the LoeD' shall smite Israel, 
as a reed is shaken in the water, and 
he shall root up Isnaei out of this good 
land, which he'' gave to their' fathers, 
and shall scatter thein beyond the 
river, because ' they have made their 
groves, provoking the L'ORD to^' anger. 


16 And he shall give Israel up be- 
cause of the sins of Jeroboam, who 
did sin, and who made Israel to sin, 

17 IT And Jeroboam^s wife' arose, and 
departed, and' .came to Tirzah ; and 
when she came to the tlireshoM of the 
door, the child died ; 

18 And they buried him ; and all 
Israel mourned for him, according to 
the word of the Lord, which he spake 
by the hand of his servant Ahijah the 
prophet. 

19 And the rest of the acts of Jero- 
boam, how he warred, and how he 
reigned, behold, they arc written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel. 

20 And the days which Jeroboam 
reigned were two and twenty years : 
and he slept with his fathers, and Na- 
dab his son reigned in his stead. 

21 If And Kehoboam the son of So- 
lomon reigned in Judah. Rehoboam 
was forty and one years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned seven- 
teen years in J erasalem, the city which 
the Lord did choose out of all the 
tribes of Israel, to put his name there. 
And his mothers name tms Naamah 
an Ammonitess. 

22 And Judah did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and they provoked him 
to jealousy with their sins which they 
had committed, above all that their 
fathers had done. 

23 For they also built them high 
places, and images, and groves,, ofi 
every high hill, and under every green 
tree. 

24 And there were also sodomiteS' 
in the land : and they did according 
to all the abominations of the nations 
which the Lord cast' out before the 
children of Israel. 

25 'll And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of king Rehoboam, Shishak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem : 

26 And he took away the treasures 
of the house of the Lord, and the 
; treasures of the king’s house; he even 

: took'. away all:;, and he took av/ay all

30 And there was war between Re- 
hoboam and Jeroboam all their days. 

31 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fa- 
thers in the city of David. And his 
mother’s name ivas Naamah an Am- 
monitess. And Abijam his son reign- 
ed in his stead. 

CHAPTER 15. 

l^OW in the eighteenth year of 
king Jeroboam the son of Nebat 
reigned Abijam over Judah. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Maaehah, the daughter of Abishalom. 

3 And he walked in ail the sins of 
his father, which he had done before 
him : and his heart was not perfect 
with the Lord his God, as the heart 
of David his father.

10 And forty and one years reigned 
he in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Maaehah, the daughter of 
Abishalom. 

1 1 And Asa did that which teas right 
in the eyes of the Lord, as did David 
his father. 

12 And he took away the sodomites 
out of the land, and removed all the 
idols that his fathers had made. 

13 And also Maaehah his mother, 
even her he removed from being queen, 
because she had made an idol in a 
grove ; and Asa destroyed her idol, 
and burnt it by the brook Kidron.

18 Then Asa took all the silver and 
the gold that were left in the trea- 
sures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king’s house, and 
delivered them into the hand of his 
servants : and king Asa sent them to 
Ben-hadad, the son of Tabrimon, the 
son of Hezion, king of Sjrria, that 
dwelt at Damascus, saying, ■ 

19 There is a league between me 
and thee, and between my father and 
thy father,,: behold, I have sent un- 
to thee a present of silver, and gold; 
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come and break thy league with Baa- 
sha king of Israel, that he may depart 
from. me., 

20 So Beii-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of the 
hosts which he had against the cities 
of Israel, and smote Ijon, and Dan, 
and Abel-beth-maachah, and all Cin- 
iieroth, with all the land of Naphtali. 

21 And it came to pass, when Baasha

CHAPTER 18. 

A ND it came to pass after many 
days, that the word of the Lord 
came to Elijah in the third year, say- 
ing, Go, shew thyself unto Ahab ; and 
I will send rain upon the earth. 

2 And Elijah went to shew himself 

unto Ahab. there %oas a sore 

famine in Samaria. 

3 And Ahab called Obadiah, which 
was the governor of his house. (Now 
Obadiah feared the Lord greatly: 

4 For it was , 50 , when Jezebel cut off 
the prophets of the Lord, that Oba- 
diah took an hundred prophets, and hid 
them by fifty in a cave, and fed them 
with bread and water.) 

^ 5 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go 
into the land, nmto ail fountains of wa- 
ter, and unto all brooks : perad venture 
we may find grass to save the horses 
and mules alive, that we lose not all 
the beasts. 
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6 So' they divided the land between, 
them to pass throughout it: Ahab went 
one way by himself, and Obadiah went 
another way by himself. ■ 

7 IT And as Obadiah was iii' the way, 
behold, Elijah met Mm : and he knew 
Mm, and fell on his face, and.said, Art 
thou that my lord, Elijah? 

8 And he answered him, I am: go, 
tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah 

9 And he said, What have I sinned, 
that thou wouldest deliver thy servant 
into the hand of Ahab, to slay me? 

10 As the Lord thy God liveth, there 
is no nation or kingdom, whither my 
lord hath not sent to seek thee : and 
when they said, He is not there ; he 
took an oath of the kingdom and na- 
tion, that they found thee not. 

1 1 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord, Behold, Elijah 

12 And it shall come to pass, as soon 
as I am gone from thee, that the Spirit 
of the Lord shall carry thee whither I 
know not ; and so when I come and 
tell Ahab, and he cannot find thee, he 
shall slay me : but I thy servant fear 
the Lord from my youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what I 
did when Jezebel slew the prophets of 
the Lord, how I hid an hundred men 
of the Lord’s prophets by fifty in a 
cave, and fed them with bread and 
water? 

14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord, Behold, Elijah is here : and he 
shall slay me. 

15 And Elijah said, A ^ the Lord of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I 
will surely shew myself unto him to 
day. 

16 So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, 
and told Mm: and Ahab went to meet 
Elijah. 

17 *ir And it came to pass, when Ahab 
saw Elijah, that Ahab said unto him, 
Art thou he that ti'oubleth Israel ? 

18 And he answered, I have not trou- 
bled Israel ; but thou, and thy father’s 
house, in that ye have forsaken the 
commandmep>.s of the Lord, and thou 
hast f olio wed Baalim . 
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19 Now therefore send, and gather 
to me all Israel unto mount Carmel, 
and the prophets of Baal four hundred 
and fifty, and the prophets of the 
groves four hundred, which eat at 
Jezebel’s table. 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the children 
of Israel, and gathered the prophets 
together unto mount Carmel. 

21 And Elijah came unto all the peo- 
ple, and said, How long halt yo be- 
tween two opinions ? if the Lord be 
Cod, follow him : but if Baal, then fol- 
low him. And the people answered him 
not a word. 

22 Then said Elijah unto the people, 
I, even I only, remain a prophet of the 
Lord ; but Baal’s prophets are four 
hundred and fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give us two 
bullocks; and let them choose one 
bullock for themselves, and cut it in 
pieces, and lay on wood, and put no 
five under: and I will dress the other 
bullock, and lay it on wood, and put 
no fire under: 

24 And call yo on the name of your 
gods, and I will call on the name of the 
Lord : and the Cod that answereth 
by fire, let him be God. And all the 
people answered and said, It is well 
spoken. 

25 And Elijah said unto the prophets 
of Baal, Choose you one bullock for 
yourselves, and dress first; for ye 
are many ; and call on the name of 
your gods, but put no five under, 

26 And they took the bullock which 
was given them, and they dressed tj{, 
and called on the name of Baal from 
morning even until noon, saying, 0 
Baal, hear us. But there was no voice, 
nor any that answered. And they leap- 
ed upon the altar which was made. 

27 And it came to pass at noon, that 
Elijah mocked them, and said, Cry 
aloud : for he is a god ; either he is talk- 
ing, or he is pursuing? or he is in a jour- 
ney, or perad venture he sleepeth, and 
must be awaked. 

28 And they cried aloud, and cut 
themselves after their manner with 


knives and lancets, till the blood gush* 
ed out upon them. 

29 And it came to pass, when mid- 
day was past, and they prophesied un- 
til the time of the offering of the event- 
ing sacrifice, that there was neither 
voice, nor any to answer, nor any that 
regarded. 

30 And Elijah said unto all the peo- 
ple, Come near unto me. And all the 
people came near unto him. And he 
repaired the altar of the Lord that was 
broken down. 

31 And Elijah took twelve stones, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the 
w^ord of the Lord came, saying, Israel 
shall be thy name : 

32 And w'ith the stones ho built an 
altar in the name of the Lord ; and ho 
made a trench about the altar, as great 
as would contain two measures of seed. 

33 And ho pitt the wood in order, and 
cut the bullock in pieces, and laid Imn 
on the wood, and said, Fill four barrels 
with water, and pour it on the burnt 
sacrifice, and on the wood. 

34 And ho said, Do it the second 
time. And they did it the second time. 
And he said, Do it the third time. 
And they did tho third time. 

35 And the water ran round about 
the altar ; and he filled the trench also 
with water. 

36 And it came to pass at the time 
of the offering of the evening sacrifice, 
that Elijah the prophet came near, and 
said, Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Israel, let it be knowm this day 
that thou art God in Israel, and that T 
am thy servant, and that I have done 
all these things at thy w'-ord. 

37 Hear me, O Lord, hear me, that 
this people may know that thou ari 
the Lord God, and that thou hast 
turned their heart back again. 

38 Then the fire of the Lord fell, and 
consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the 
wood, and the stones, and tho dust, 
and licked up the water that tvas in 
the trench. 

39 And when all the people sav/ ity 
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iiiey fell on their faces ; and they said, 
The Lobd, he is the .aod; the^LoED,' 
hewllie O-od. . , ^ ^ 

40 ' And llijah said unto them, Take, 
tliC' prophets of Baal ; let not one of 
them ' escape. And they took them i 
and Elijah brought them down to the . 
brook Kishon, and slew, them there. ■ 

41 ' IT And Elijah said nnto Ahab, Get 
thee up, eat and drink; for there ise> 
sound of abundance of rain. 

42 So Ahab went up to eat and to 
<lrink. And Elij ah went up to the top 
of Garmel ; and he cast himself down 
upon the earth, and put his face be- 
tween his knees, 

43 And said to his servant, Go up 
now, look toward the sea. And he 
went up, and looked, and said, There 
is nothing. And he said, Go again 
seven times. 

44 And it came to pass at the se- 
venth time, that he said, Behold, there 
ariseth a little cloud out of the sea, 
like a man’s hand. And he said, Go 
up, say unto Ahab, Prepare thy cha- 
riot y and get thee down, that the rain 
stop thee not. 

45 And it came to pass in the mean 
while, that the heaven was black with 
clouds and wind, and there was a great 
rain. And Ahab rode, and went to 
Jezreel. 

46 And the hand of the Loeb was on 
Elijah ; and he girded up his loins, and 
ran before Ahab to the entrance of 
Jezreel. 

CHAPTER 19.

they seek my. life, ' to . take 'it away, ■ ■ 
'.15. And .the Lord said unto him, Go, 
return' on" thy. way to the wilderness, 
of Bainascus :. .and. when thou comest, 
anoint' 'Hazaelio he king' over Syria-: 
"1.6 :' And Jehu the son of Nimshi shalt 
thou anoint to he king over Israel : and 
Elisha the son of Shaphat of Abel- 
meliolah shalt thou anoint to he pro- 
phet in thy room. 

17 And it shall come to pass, that him 
that escapeththe sword of Hazael shall 
Jehu slay : and him that escape th from 
the sword of Jehu shall Elisha siay^ 

18 Yet I have left me seven thousand 
in Israel, all the knees which have not 
bowed unto Baal, and eveiy mouth 
which hath not kissed him. 

19 So he departed thence, and 
found Elisha the son of Shaphat, who 
was plowing twelve yoke of oxen 
before him, and he with the twelfth : 
and Elijah passed by him, and cast his 
mantle upon him. 

20 And he left the oxen, and ran af- 
ter Elijah, and said, Let me, I pray 
thee, kiss my father and my mother, 
and then I will follow thee. And he 
said unto Mm, Go back again: for 
what have I done to thee ? 

21 And he returned back from him, 
and took a yoke of oxen, and slew 
them, and boiled their flesh with the 
instruments, of the oxen, and gave un- 
to the people, and they did eat.. Then 
. he arose, and went after Elijah, and 
ministered unto him. 

' 20 . 

AND Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
gathered all his host together: 
and there were thirty and two kings 
with him, and horses, and chariots : 

; .and.;:h.e went up and besieged ..Samaria, 
and warred against it. 

2 And he sent messengers to Ahab 


king, of Israel into: the city, and said 
unto -him. Thus saith Ben-hadad, 

^ 3 Thy silver and thy gold is mine ; 
thy wives also and thy children, even 
the goodliest, are mine, 

4 And the king of Israel answered 
and said, My lord, 0 king, according" 
to thy saying, I am tMne, and all that 
I have. 

5 And the messengers came again, 
and said, Thus speaketli Ben-hadad, 
saying, Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying, Thou shalt deliver me 
thy silver, and thy gold, and thy wives, 
and thj^ children ; 

6 Yet I will send my servants unto 
thee to morrow about this time, and 
they shall search thine house, and the 
houses of thy servants ; and it shall be, 
that whatsoever is pleasant in thine 
eyes, they shall put it in their hand, 
and take away. 

7 Then the king of Israel called all 
the elders of the land, and said, Mark, 
I pi'ay you, and see how this man seek- 
eth mischief : for he sent unto me for 
my wives, and for my children, and 
for my silver, and for my gold ; and 
I denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the peo- 
ple said unto him, Hearken not unta 
him, nor consent. 

9 Wherefore he said unto the mes- 
sengers of Ben-hadad, Tell my lord 
the king", All that thou didst send for 
to thy servant at the first I will do : 
but this thing I may not do. And the 
messengers departed, and brought him 
word again. 

10 And Ben-hadad sent unto him, 
and said, The gods do so unto me, and 
more also, if the dust of Samaria shall 
siififlce f or handfuls for ail the people 
that follow me. 

11 And the king of Israel answered 
and said, Tell him, Let not hini that 
girdeth on his harness boast himself 
as he that putteth it oif. 

12 And it came to pass, when Ben- 
hadad heard this message, as he was 
drinking, he and the kings in the pa- 
vilions, that he said unto his servants,, 
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Set yourselves in array. And they set : 
themselves in array against the city. | 
IS t And, behold, there came a pro- 
phet imto Ahab king of Israel, saying, 
'Thus saith the Lord, Hast' thou seen 
^ali' this great multitude? .behold, I will 
deliver it into thine hand this day ; and 
thou shalt know that I am the Lord. I 

14 And Ahab said, By whom ? And 
he said, Thus saith the Lord, Even by 
the young men of the princes of the pro- 
vinces. Then he said. Who shall order 
the battle ? And he answered. Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young men 
of the princes of the provinces, and 
they were two hundred and thirty two : 
and after them he numbered all the 
people, even all the children of Israel, 
betwp seven -thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. But 
Ben-hadad was drinking himself drunk 
in the pavilions, he and the kings, the 
thirty and two kings that helped him, 

17 And the young men of the princes 
of the provinces. went out first; and 
Ben-hadad sent out, and they told 
him, saying, There are men come out 
of Samaria. 

18 And he said, Whether they be 
come out for peace, take them alive ; 
or whether they be come out for war, 
take them alive. 

19 So these young men of the princes 
of the provinces came out of the city, 
and the army which followed them. 

20 And they slew everyone his man : 
and the Syrians fled; and Israel pur- 
sued them ; and Ben-hadad the king 
of Syria escaped on an horse with the 
horsemen. 

21 And the king of Israel went out, 
and smote the horses and chariots, and 
slewthe Syrians with a great slaughter. 

22 ^ And the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see 
%vhat thou doest : 4or at the return of 
the year the king of Syria will come 
up against thee. 

23 And the servants of the king of 
Syria said unto him, Their gods are 
gods of the hills ; therefore they were 


stronger '.than we ;; but let us fight a- 
gainst them in the, plain, and surely 
we shall be stronger, than they. . 

24 And do this thing, Take, the kings 
away, every man out of „Ms place, and 
put captains in their rooms : 

25 And ■ nu.inber thee' an army,, like 
the army that thou hast lost, .horse for 
horse, and chariot for chariot,: '.and we 
will hght against them in, ,the plain, 
and surely we shall be stronger than 
they. And he hearkened unto their 
voice, and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the return 
of the year, that Ben-hadad numbered 
the Syrians, and went up to Apliek, 
to fight against Israel. 

27 And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were ail present, and 
went against them ; and the childi‘en 
of Israel pitched before them like two 
little flocks of kids ; but the Syrians 
filled the country. 

28 IT And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Israel, and 
said, Thus saith the Lord, Because the 
Syrians have said, The Lord is God 
of the hills, but he is not God of the 
valleys, therefore will I deliver all this 
great multitude into thine hand, and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

29 And they pitched one over against 
the other seven days. And so it was, 
that in the seventh day the battle was 
joined : and the children of Israel slew 
of the Syrians an hundred thousand 
footmen in one day, 

30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into 
the city ; and there a wail fell irpon 
' twenty and seven thousand of the men 

that were left. And Ben-hadad fled, 
and came into the city, into an inner 
chamber. 

3 1 IF And. his servants said unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the 
kings of the house of Israel are merci- 
ful kings ; let US, I pray thee, put sack- 
cloth on our loins, and ropes upon our 
heads, and go out to the king of Israel : 
.peradventure he will save thy life. 

32 So they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, 
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and came to : the king of' Israel, and 
said, Thy servant Ben-hadad saith, I 
pray thee, let. me liver , And he said,, 
Is ’ he yet alive ? he ■ is mj brother. , 

33 Now the men did diligently ob- 
serve whether [anyi. thing would come 
from Mm,' and 'did hastily catch 
and they said, Thy brother Ben-hadad. 
Then he said, €ro ye, bring him. Then 
Ben-hadad came forth to him ; and he 
caused him to come up into the chariot. 

1^4: And Ben-hadad said unto him, 
The cities, which my father took from 
thy father, I will restore; and thou 
shalt make streets for thee in Damas- 
cus, as my father made in Samaria. 
Then said Ahah, I will send thee away 
with this covenant. So he made a co- 
venant with him, and sent him away. 

35 IF And a certain man of the sons 
of the prophets said untovMs neigh- 
bour in the word of the Lord, Smite 
me, I pray thee. And the man refused 
to smite him. 

36 Then said he unto him, Because 
thou hast not obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, behold, as soon as thou art de- 
parted from me, a lion shall slay thee. 
And as soon as he was departed from 
him, a lion found him, and slew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pi'ay thee. And the 
man smote him, so that in smiting he 
wounded Mm. 

38 So the prophet departed, and wait- 
ed for the king by the way, and dis- 
guised himself with ashes upon his face. 

39 And as the king passed by, he 
cried unto the king : and he said, Thy 
servant went out into the midst of the 
battle; and, behold, a man turned a- 
side, and brought a man unto me, and 
said, Keep this man : if by any means 
he be missing, then shall thy life be 
for his life, or else thou shalt pay a 
talent of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone. And the king 
of Israel said unto him, So shall thy 
judgment he ; thyself hast decided it. 

41 And he hasted, and took the ashes 
away from his face ; and the king of 


Israel discerned him that he was of 
the prophets. 

42 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord, Because thou hast let go 
out of thy hand a man whom I ap- 
pointed to utter destruction, therefore 
thy life shall go for his life, and thy 
people for his people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to his 
house heavy and displeased, and came 
to Samaria. 

CHAPTER 21. 

AND it came to pass after these 
•A. things, that Nahoth the Jezreel- 
ite had a vineyard, which was in Jez- 
reel, hard by the palace of Ahab king 
of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, say- 
ing, Give me thy vineyard, that I may 
have it for a garden of herbs, because 
it is near unto my house : and I will 
give thee for it a better vineyard than 
it ; 0 ')'*, if it seem good to thee, I will 
give thee the worth of it in money. 

3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The 
Lord forbid it me, that I should give 
the inheritance of my fathers unto thee. 

4 And Ahab came into his house 
heavy and displeased because of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite had 
spoken to him : for he had said, I will 
not give thee the inheritance of my 
fathers. And he laid him down upon 
his bed, and turned away his face, and 
would eat no bread. 

5 IF But J ezebel his wife came to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy spirit 
so sad, that thou eatest no bread % 

6 And he said unto her, Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and 
said unto him, Give me thy vineyard 
for money; or else, if it please thee, 
I will give thee another vmQjnvd for 
it : and he answered, I will not give 
thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto him, 
Dost thou now govern the kingdom of 
Israel ? arise, and eat bread, and let 
thine heart be merry : I will give thee 
the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite. 

8 - So she wrote letters' in AhaMs 


m 
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name, and sealed them with his seal, 

And sent the letters unto the elders and 
to the' nobles that were in his city, 
dwelling with Naboth. ■ 

■9' And she wrote in the letters, say- 
ing/Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth 
oil high among the ' people ' 

10 And set two rndn, sons' of Belial, 
before him, to bear witness against 
him, saying, Thou didst blaspheme 
God and the king. And then carry him 
out, and stone him, that he may die. 

11 And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the 
inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel 
had sent unto them, and as it was 
written in the letters which she had 
sent unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people." 

13 And there came in two men, chil- 
dren of Belial, and sat before him : and 
the men of Belial witnessed against 
him, even against Naboth, in the pre- 
sence of the people, saying, Naboth did 
blaspheme God and the king. Then 
they carried him forth out of the city, 
and stoned him with stones, that he 
died. ' 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, 
Naboth is stoned, and is dead. 

15 And it came to pass, when Je- 
zebel heard that Naboth was stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to A- 
hab, Arise, take possession of the vine- 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite, which 
iie refused to give thee for money : 
for Naboth is not alive, but dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that A- 
hab rose up to go down to the vine- 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite, to take 
possession of it, 

17 IF And the word of the Loed came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab king 
of Israel, which is in Samaria : behold, 
he is in the vineyard of Naboth, whi- 
ther he is gone down to possess it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith the Loeb, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken possession ? 


And thou shalt speak unto Mm, say- 
ing, ThiiS' saith the JjOED, Ih" the place 
where dogs licked tlie blood of Naboth 
shall dogs lick thy blood, even thine. 

■ 20' And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast 
thou "found me, 0 mine, enemy ? And 
he answered, I have found, thee : ' be- 
cause thou hast sold thyself to work 
evil in the .sight of ' the. Lord. , , , 

21'."' Behold, I will bring evil.. upon, 
thee, and will take away thy posterity, 
and will cut olf from Ahab him that 
pisseth against the wall, and him that 
is shut up and left in Israel, 

22 And will make thine house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, and like the house of Baasha the 
son of Aliijah, for the provocation 
wherewith thou hast provoked me to 
anger, and made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the 
Lord, saying, The dogs shall eat Je- 
zebel by the wall of JezreeL 

24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the city 
the dogs shall eat ; and him that dieth 
in the field shall the fowls of the air eat. 

25 IT But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight of the Lord, 
whom Jezebel his wife stirred up. 

26 And he did very abominably in 
following idols, according to all things 
as did the Amorites, whom the Lord 
cast out before the children of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when xlhab 
heard those words, that he rent his 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon his 
flesh, and fasted, and lay in sackcloth, 
and went softly. 

28 And the word of the Lord came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

29 Seest thou how Ahab humbleth 
himself before me ? because he hum- 
bletii himself before me, I will not 
bring the evil in his days : hut in his 
son’s days will I bring the evil upon 
his house. 

CHAPTEB 22. 

AND they continued three years 
without war between Syria and 
Israel. 
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2 Aad it came to, pass , in; the third 
year, that Jehoshaphat the Idngof Ju-'" 
dah came, down to the' king of , Israel. 

5 And the king , of Israel 'said: imto Ms 
servants, Know ■, ye - that Bamoth in 
Irilead' iS' our^s,,and we . 5s still, and 
take it not' out ..of . the hand , of ,the king 
of Syria ,? :, ^ 

4 And he said unto Jehoshaphat, 
Wilt thou go with me to battle to Ba- 
nioth-gilead ? And Jehoshaphat said 
to the king of Israel, I am as thou art^ 
my people as thy people, my horses as 
thy horses. ' 

.5 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Enquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to day. 

6 Then the king of Israel gathered 
the prophets together, about four hun- 
dred men, and said unto them, Shall 
I go against Bamoth-gilead to battle, 
or shall I forbear ? And they said, 
Go up; for the Lord shall deliver it 
into the hand of the king. 

7 And Jehoshaphat said, As not 
here a prophet of the Lord besides, 
that we might enquire of him ? 

8 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
Micaiah the son of Imlah, by whom we 
may enquire of the Lord ; but I hate 
him; for he doth not prophesy good 
concerning me, but evil. And Jeho- 
shaphat said, Let not the king say so. 

9 Then the king of Israel called an 
officer, and said, Hasten hither Mi- 
caiah the son of Imlah. 

10 And the king of Israel and Je- 
hoshaphat the king of Judah sat each 
on his throne, having put on their 
robes, in a void place in the entrance 
of the gat 0 ' . of .Samaria ; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. 

11 And Zedekiah the son of Chenaa- 
nah made Mm horns of iron : and he 
said, Thus saith the Lord, With these 
shaft thou push the Syrians, until thou 
have consumed them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying, Go up to Bamoth-gilead, 
and prosper i for the Lord shall de- 
liver it into the king’s hand. 


13, And the .messenger that was'gon© '-' 
to call, Micaiah spake unto him, say- 
ing, Behold : now,,, the^' words ■ of the 
pi‘ophets declare good unto the king 
with one mouth : let thy word, I pray 
thee, foe like the word of one of them, 
and speak that tvhioh is good. 

14 And Micaiah said, As the Lord 
liveth, what the Lord saith unto me, 
that will I speak. 

15 IF So he came to the king. And 
the king said unto him, Micaiah, shall 
we go against Bamoth-gilead to bat- 
tle, or shall we forbear ? And he an- 
swered him, Go, and prosper: for the 
Lord shall deliver into the hand of 
the king. 

16 And the king said unto him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou tell me nothing but that tvhich is 
true in the name of the Lord ? 

17 And he said, I saw ail Israel 
scattered upon the Mils, as sheep 
that have not a shepherd : and the 
Lord said, These have no master : let 
them return every man to his house 
in peace. 

18 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell thee that 
he would prophesy no good concern- 
ing me, but evil ? 

19 And he said. Hear thou therefore 
the word of the Lord : I saw the Lord 
sitting on his throne, and ail the host 
of heaven standing by him on his right 
hand and on his left. 

20 And the Lord said, Who shall 
persuade Ahab, that he may go up and 
fall at Bamoth-gilead ? And one said 
on this manner, and another said on 
that manner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit, and 
stood before the Lord, and said, I will 
persuade him. 

22 And the Lord said unto Mm, 
Wherewith ? And he said, I will go ' 
forth, and I will be a lying spirit in the 
mouth of all his prophets. And iie 
said, Thou shaft persuade him^ and 
prevail also : go forth, and do so. 

23 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth 
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all these thy prophets, aiid the Lobd 
hath spoken' evil concerning thee. 

^ 24' But Zedekiah the son of Chenaa- 
■'nah went near,' and smote Micaiah on 
the cheek, and said, Which way went 
the Spirit of the LoBD from me to 
speak unto thee ? 

25 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 
slialt see in that day , when thou shalt go 
into an inner chamber to hide thyself. 

26 And the king of Israel said, Take 
Micaiah, and carry him back unto A- 
mon the governor of the city, and to 
Joash the king’s son ; 

27 And say, Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I come in peace. 

28 And Micaiah said, If thou return 
at all in peace, the Loeb hath not 
spoken by me. And he said, Hearken, 
0 people, every one of you. 

29 So the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat the king of Judah went up to 
Ramoth-gilead. 

30 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle ; but put thou 
on thy robes. And the king of Israel 
disguised himself, and went into the 
battle. 

31 But the king of Syria command- 
ed his thirty and two captains that 
had rule over his chariots, saying, 
Fight neither with small nor great, 
save only with the king of Israel. 

32 And it came to pass, when the 
cax)tains of the chariots saw Jehosha- 
phat, that they said. Surely it is the 
king of Israel. And they turned aside 
to fight against him : and Jehosha- 
phat cried out. 

33 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived that 
it was not the king of Israel, that they 
turned back from pursuing him. 

34 And a certain man drew a bow at 
a venture, and smote the king of Israel 
between the joints of the harness; 
wherefore he said unto the driver of 
his chariot, Turn thine hand, and carry 
me out of the host ; for I am wounded. 


35 And the battle increased that day ; 
and the king, was stayed up in his cha- 
riot against the„By'rians, and died at 
even : and the blood^ ran out of the 
wound into the midst of the chariot.' 
'36 And there went , a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying, Every man, 
to his city, and every man to his own 
country. 

37 So the king died, and %vas, 
brought to Samaria ; and they buried 
the king in Samaria. 

38 And one washed the chariot in 
the pool of Samaria; and the dogs 
licked up his blood ; and they washed 
his armour ; according unto the word 
of the Lobd which he spake. 

30 Now the rest of the acts of Ahab, 
and ail that he did, and the ivory 
house which he made, and all the 
cities that he built, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Israel ? 

40 So Ahab slept with his fathers ; 
and Ahaziah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

41 IT And Jehoshaphat the son of 
Asa began to reign over Judah in the 
fourth year of Ahab king of Israel. 

42 J ehoshaphat was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign ; and 
he reigned twenty and five years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Azubah the daughter of SMihi. 

43 And he walked in all the ways of 
Asa his father ; he turned not aside 
from it, doing that which was 

in the eyes of the Lord : nevertheless 
the high places were not taken away ; 
for the people ofiered and burnt in- 
cense yet in the high places. 

44 And J ehoshaphatmade peace with 
the king of Israel, 

45 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hosha-phat, and his might that he 
shewed, and^how he warred, are they 
not written in the book of the chro- 
nicles of the kings of Judah ? 

46 And the remnant of the sodom- 
ites, which remained in the days of his 
father Asa, he took out of the land* 
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47 There -ivas tiieii no king in Edom : 
a deputy was king\ 

48 J eliosbaphat made ships of Thar- 
shish to go to Ophir for gold : but they 
went not ; for the ships were broken 
at Ezioii-geber. 

49 Then' said Ahaziah .'the son of A-- 
hab unto. . J ehoshaphat,^ Let ■ my ser- 
vants go with thy servants in the 
ships. But Jelioshaphat would not. 

50 And Jehoshaphat slept with 
Ms fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David his fa- 
.ther : and Jehoram his son reigned in' 
his stead. 


51 Ahaziah the son of Ahab began 
to reign /.'over Israel in Samaria the 
seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, and reigned two years over 

Israel. 

52 And he did evil In the sight of 
the Loed, and walked in the way of 
his father, and in the %vay of his mo- 
ther, and in the way of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, who made Israel to 
sin : 

.53 For he served Baal, and. wor- 
shipped him, and provoked to anger 
the Loed Ocd of Israel, according to 
all that his father had done. 
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FllHEN Mp.ab rebelled, against Israel 
A after the death of Ahab. 

2 And Ahaziah fell down through a 
lattice in his upper chamber that tvas 
in Samaria, and was sick : and he sent 
messengers, and said unto them, Go, 
enquire of Baal-zebub the god of Ek- 
ron v/hether I shall recover of this 
disease. 

3 But the angel of the Lord said to 
Elijah the Tishbite, Arise, go up to 
meet the m.essengers of the king of 
Samaria, and say unto them, Is it not 
because there is not a God in Israel, 
that ye, go to enquire of ., Baal-zebub 
the god of Ekron ? 

4 Now therefore thus saith the Loed, 
Thou shaft not come down from that j 
bed on which thou art gone up, but 
shaft surely die. And Elijah departed. 

•5 % And when the messengers turn- 
ed back unto him, he said unto them, 
Why are ye now turned back ? 

■6 And they said unto him, There | 
came a man up to meet us, and said | 
unto us, Go, turn again unto the king 
that sent you, and say unto him, Thus 


saith the Lord, Is it not because tkere^ 
is not a God in Israel, that thou send- 
est to enquire of Baal-zebub the. god 
of Ekron % therefore thou slialt n:ct 
come down from that bed on. wMcii 
thou art gone up, but shaft surely 
die, 

7 And he said unto them, What man- 
ner of man was 7m' which came up to 
meet you, and told you these words ? 

8 And they answered him, He ivas 
an hairy man, and girt with a girdle 
of leather about his loins. And he 
said, It Elijah the Tishbite. 

■9 Then the king sent unto him a 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And 
he went up to him: and, behold, he 
sat on the top of an hill. And he spake 
unto him, Thou man of God, the king 
hath said, Come dowm.

12 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel ; and they fled every man 
to their tents. 

13 And Jehoash king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, the son of 
Jehoash the son of Ahaziah, at Beth- 
shemesh, and came to Jerusalem, and 
brake down the w^ali of Jerusalem 
from the gate of Ephraim unto the 
corner gate, four hundred cubits.

16 And Jehoash slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in Samaria with 
the kings of Israel ; and Jeroboam his 
son reigned in his stead. 

17 IT And Amaziah the son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the death of 
Jehoash son of Jehoahaz king of Is- 
rael fifteen years. 

18 And the rest of the acts of Ama- 
ziah, are thejr not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

19 Now they made a conspiracy a- 
gainst him in Jerusalem : and he fied 
to Lachish ; but they sent after him 
to Lachish, and slew him there. 

20 And they brought him on horses : 
and he was buried at Jerusalem with 
his fathers in the city of David.

: CHAPTER 17. 

I N the twelfth year of. Ahaz king of 
Judah began Hoshea . the - son of 
Elah to reign in Samaria over Israel 
nine years. 

2 And he did that which was evil in" 
the s.ight of the Loed,' but not' as the^ 
kings of Israel that were before him,. 
3 ^F Against him came up Shalma- 
neser king of Assyria ; and Hoshea be- 
came Ms servant, and gave him pre- 
sents. 

4 And the king of Assyria found con- 
spiracy in Hoshea : for he had sent 
messengers to So king of Egypt, and 
brought no present to the king of As- 
syria, as he had done year by year : 
therefore the king of Assyria shut him 
up, and bound Mm in prison. 

5 IF Then the icing of Assyria came 
up throughout all the land, and wentup 
to Samaria, and besieged it three years. 
6 IF In the ninth year of Hoshea the 
king of Assyria took Samaria, and 
carried Israel away into Assyila, and 
placed them in Halah and in Habor by 
the river of Grozan, and in the cities 
of theMedes. 

7 Eor 50 it was, that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the Lord 
their Grod, wMch had brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, from 
under the hand of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and had feared other gods, 

8 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the Lord cast out 
from before the children of Israel, and 
of the kings of Israel, -which they had 
made. 

9 And the children of Israel did se- 
cretly those things that were not right 
against the Lord their God, and they 
built them high places in all their 
cities, from the tow'-er of the watchmen 
to the fenced city. 

' ■ lO,’ And they set them up images and 
groves in every high hill, and under 
every green tree : 
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1 i And there they burnt incense in 
all the high places, as did the heathen 
whom the Loud carried away before 
them ; and wrought wicked things to 
provoke the Loed to anger : 

12 For they served idols, whereof 
i-he Lord had said unto them, Ye shall 
not do this thing. 

13 Yet the Lord testified against 
Israel, and against Judah, by all the 
prophets, and by all the seers, saying, 
Turn ye from your evil ways, and keep 
my commandments a7id my statutes, 
accoi'ding to all the law which I com- 
manded your fathers, and which I 
sent to you by my servants the pro- 
phets. 

14 Notwithstanding they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like to 
the neck of their fathers, that did not 
belie-^je in the Lord their God. 

15 And they rejected his statutes, 
and his covenant that he made with 
their fathers, and his testimonies which 
he testified against them; and they 
followed vanity, and became vain, 
and went after the heathen that were 
round aboufc them, concerning whom 
the Lord had charged them, that they 
should not do like them. 

16 And they left ail the command- 
ments of the Lord their God, and 
made them molten images, even two 
calves, and made a grove, and wor- 
sliipi)ed all the host of heaven, and 
served Baal. 

17 And they caused their sons and 
their daughters to pass through the 
fire, and used divination and enchant- 
ments, and sold themselves to do evil 
ill the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 

18 Therefore the Lord was very an- 
gry with Israel, and removed them out 
of his sight : there was none left but 
the tribe of Judah only. 

19 Also Judah kept not the com- 
mandments of the Lord their God, 
but walked in the statutes of Israel 
which they made. 

20 And the Lord rejected ail the seed 
of Israel, and afflicted them, and deli- 
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vered them into the hand of spoilers, 
until he had cast them out of his sight. 

21 For ho rent Israel from the house 
of David; and they made Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat king: and' Jeroboam 
dravo Israel from follomng the Lord, 
and made them sin a great sin, 

22 For the children of Israel walked 
in all the sins of Jeroboam which he 
did; they departed not from them; 

23 Until the Lord removed Israel 
out of his sight, as he had said by all 
his servants the prophets. So was Is- 
rael carried away out Of their own land 
to Assyria unto this day, 

24 IT And the king of Assyria brought 
ifnen from Babylon, and from Cuthah, 
and from Ava, and from Hamath, and 
from Sepharvaim, and placed them in 
the cities of Samaria instead of the 
children of Israel : and they possess- 
ed Samaria, and dwelt in the cities 
thereof. 

25 And 50 it was at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, i/iat they feared 
not the Lord : therefore the Lord 
sent lions among them, %vhich slew 
5omeofthem. 

26 Wherefore they spake to the king 
of Assyria, saying, The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed in the 
cities of Samaria, know not the man- 
ner of the God of the land ; therefore 
he hath sent lions among them, and, 
behold, they slay them, because they 
know not the manner of the God of 
the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria com- 
manded, saying, Carry thither one of 
the priests whom ye brought from 
thence; and let them go and dwell 
there, and let him teach them the man- 
ner of the God of the land. 

28 Then one of the priests whom they 
had carried away from Samaria came 
and dwelt in Beth-el, and taught them 
how they should fear the Lord.

8 And he built the city round about, 
even from Millo round about : and 
Joab repaired the rest of. the city. 

9 So David waxed greater and great- 
er : for the Lord of hosts was with him. 

10 *1F These also are the chief of the 
mighty men whom David had, who 
strengthened themselves with him in 
his kingdom, and with all Israel, to 
make him king, according to the word 
of the Lord concexming Israel.

24 These things did Benaiah the son 


of Jehoiada, and had the name among 
the three mighties.

14 And when Judah looked back, be- 
hold, the battle ww before and behind ; 
and they cried unto the Loed, and the 
priests sounded with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a 
shout : and as the men of J udah shout- 
ed, it came to pass, that Grod smote 
Jeroboam and all Israel before Abijah 
and Judah. . 

16 And the children of Israel fled be- 
fore Judah: and G-od delivered them 
into their hand. 

17 And Abijah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter : so there 
fell down slain of Israel five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at , that time, and the 
children of Judah prevailed, because 
they relied upon the Lord God of 
their fathers. 

19 And Abijah pursued after Jero- 
boam, and took cities from him, Beth- 
el with the towns thereof, and Je- 
shanah with the towns thereof, and 
Ephrain with the towns thereof. 

20 Nmther did Jeroboam recover 
strength again in the days of Abijah: 
and the Lord struck him, and he died, 

21 IF But Abijah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of Abi- 
jah, and his ways, and his sayings, 
are written in the story of the prophet 
Iddo. 

CHAPTER 14. 

Q O Abijah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city 
of David : and Asa his son reigned in 
his stead. In his days the land was 
quiet ten years. 


2 And Asa did thativhich tvas good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his ■ 

God: 

■ 3 For he took away the altars of the 
strange gods^ and the high places, and 
brake down the images, and cut down 
the groves : 

4 And commanded Judah to seek 
the Lord God of their fathers, and to 
do the law and the commandment. 

5 Also he took away out of ail the 
cities of Judah the high places and the 
images : and the kingdom was quiet 
before him. 

6 IT And he built fenced cities in 
Judah : for the land had rest, and he 
had no war in those years; because 
the Lord had given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let 
us build these cities, and make about 

walls, and towers, gates, ai^d 
bars, ttJMc the land 4*5 yet before us; 
because we have sought the Lord our 
God, we have sought Mm^ and he hath 
given us rest on every side. So they 
built and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of men that 
bare targets and spears, out of Judah 
three hundred thousand ; and out of 
Benjamin, that bare shields and drew 
bows, two hundred and fourscore, 
thousand: all these 4^5^^ mighty men 
of valour. 

9 IT And there came out against them 
Zerah the Ethiopian with an host of a 
thousand thousand, and three hundred 
chariots ; and came unto Mareshah. 

10 Then Asa went out against him, 
and they set the battle in array in the 
valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 

1 1 And Asa cried unto the Lord his 
God, and said, Lord, it is nothing 
with thee to help, whether with many, 
or with them that have no power: 
help us, O Lord our God ; for we rest 
on thee, and in thy name we go against 
this multitude. O Lord, thou art our 
God ; let not man prevail against thee. 

12 So the Lord smote the Ethio- 
pians before Asa, and before Judah ; 
and the Ethiopians fled. 

1 3 And Asa and the people that were

with Mm pursued them unto Gerar : 
and the Ethiopians were overthrown, 
that they could not recover them- 
selves ; for they were destroyed before 
the Loed, and before his host; and 
they carried away very much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the cities 
round about Gerar; for the fear of 
the Lord came upon them : and they 
spoiled all the cities; for there was 
exceeding much spoil in them. 

15 They smote also the tents of cat- 
tle, and carried away sheep and camels 
in abundance, and returned to Jeru- 
salem. 

CHAPTER 15. 

AND the Spirit of God came upon 
-iA Azariah the son. of Oded : 

2 And he went out to meet Asa, and 
said unto him. Hear ye me, Asa, and 
ail Judah and Benjamin ; The Lord 
is with you, while ye be with Mm ; 
and if ye seek him, he will be found 
of you ; but if ye forsake him, he will 
forsake you. 

3 Now for a long season Israel hath 
been without the true God, and ’with- 
out a teaching priest, and without law. 

4 But when they in their trouble did 
turn unto the Lord God of Ismel, and 
sought him, he was found of them. 

5 And in those times there was no 
peace to Mm that went out, nor to 
him that came in, but great vexations 
imre upon all the inhabitaaits oi the 
countries, 

0 And nation was destroyed of na- 
tion, and city of city : for &)d did vex 
them with ail adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefoBB, and let not 
your hands be weak : for your work 
shall be rewarded. 

8 . And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the pro- 
phet, he took courage,' and put .away 
the abominaMe idols out of all the 
land of Judah and Benjamin, and out 
of the citles' which, he .had taken, from 
mount Ephraim, and renewed the .al-':- 
: tar of the Lord, that was .before' the ^ 
porch. of the. Lord. 


9 And he gathered all Judah and Ben- 
jamin, and the strangers with them out 
of Ephraim and Manasseh, and out of 
Simeon : for they fell to him out of Is- 
rael in abundance, when they saw that 
the Lord his Gk>d was with Mm. 

10 So they gathered themselves to- ' 
gether at Jerusalem in the third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 

11 And they offered unto the Lord 
the same time, of the spoil which they 
had brought, seven hundred oxen and 
seven thousand sheep. 

1 2 And they entered intoa covenant to 
seek the Lord God of their fathers with 
all their heart and with all their soul ; 

13 That whosoever w^ouid not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be put 
to death, whether small or great, whe- 
ther man or woman. 

14 And they sware unto the Lord 
with a loud voice, and with shouting, 
and with trumpets, and with cornets* 

1 5 And all J udah rej oiced at the oath : 
for they had sworn with all their heart, 
and sought him with their whole de- 
sire ; and he was found of them : and 
the Lord gave them rest pund about. 

16 And also concerning Maachah 
the mother of Asa the Mng, he remov- 
ed her from being queen, because she 
had mafie an idol in a grove : and Asa 
cut down her idol, and stamped it and 
burnt at the brook Sadr on. 

17 But the high places were not taken 
away out of Israel : nevertheless the 
heart of Asa was perfect all his days. 

18 IT And he brought into the house 
of God the things that his father had 
dedicated, .and 'that he himself had de- 
dicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 

19: And there was no.-more war unto 
the 'fi've and thirtieth year of the reign 
of Asa. 

CHAPTER 16. 

I N the six and tMrtletli year of the 
.reign of Asa Baa-sfaa Mug of Israd 
came up against J udah, and built Ra- 
mah, to the intent that he might let 
none go out or eome in to Asa Mng of 
Judah. 
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2 Then Asa brought out silver and 
gold out of the treasures of the house 
of the Loeb and of the king^s house, 
and sent to Ben-hadad king of Syria, 
that dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

3 There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between mj father 
and thy father: behold, I have sent 
thee silver and gold; go, break thy 
league idth Baasba king of Israel, that 
he may depart from me. 

4' And Ben-hadad hearkened unto king 
Asa, and sent the captains of his armies 
against the cities of Israel ,* and they 
smote lion, and Dan, and .Abel-maim, 
and' all the store cities of Naphtali. 

5 And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard it^ that he left olf building of 
Bamah, and let his work cease. 

6 Then Asa the king took all Judah ; 
and they carried away the stones of 
Bainab, and the timber thereof, where- 
%vith Baasha was building ; and he built 
therewith G-eba and Mizpah. 

7 *1F And at that time Hanani the seer 
came to Asa king' of Judah, and said 
tinto Mm, Because thou hast relied on 
the king of Syria, and not relied on the 
Lo;bi> thy God, therefore is the host of 
the king of Syria escaped out of thine 
hand. 

8 Wer© not' the EtMopians and' the 
Labims a huge host, with very many 
chariots and horsemen? yet, because 
thou didst ' rely on the^ Lobd, he de- 
livered them into thine hand. 

0 For the ' eyes of the Lord run to 
and fro throughout the whole earth, to 
shew himself strong in the behalf of 
th&m whose heart is perfect toward 
him. Herein thou hast done foolishly : 
therefore from henceforth thou shalt 
•have wars. 

10 Then Asa was wroth with the seer, 
and put him in a prison house ; for he 
was in a rage with him because of tMs 
thing. And Asa oppressed some of 
the people the same time. 

11, IF And, behold, the acts of Asa,, 
first and last, lo, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Judah, and Israel. 
12 And Asa in the thirty and ninth 


I year.: of - his . reign was diseased, in Ms' 
; feet,. until,''h!s' disease %ms .exceeding 
‘ great: yet in, his disease he sought ,not 
to the Lord, but to the physicians. 

13 ‘TF And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth yeax'* 
of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own 
sepulchres, which he had made for him- 
self in the city of David, and laid Mm 
in the bed which was filled with sweet 
odours and divers kinds of spices pre- 
pared by the apothecaries’ art: and 
they made a very great burning for Mm. 

CHAPTER' W:. 

A nd Jehoshaphat his son reigjied in 
- his stead, and strengthened him- 
self against Israel. 

2 And he placed forces in all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and set garri- 
sons in the land of Judah, and in the 
cities of Ephraim, which Asa Ms father 
had taken. 

3 And the Lord was with Jeho^a- 
phat, because he walked in the. first 
ways of his father David, and sought 
not unto Baalim ; 

4 But sought to the LOBD God of 
Ms father, and walked in his com- 
mandments, and not after the doings 
of Israel. =? 

5 Therefore the Lord stablished the 
kingdom in his hand ; and all Judah 
brought to Jehoshaphat presents ; and 
he had riches and honour in abundance^ 
6 And Ms heart was lifted up in the 
ways of the Lord : moreover he took 
away the high places and groves out 
of Judah. 

7 IF Also in the third year of his 
reign he sent to Ms princes, even to 
Ben-hail, and to Obadiah, and to Ze- 
chariah, and to Nethaneel, and to Mi- 
chaiah, to teach in the cities of Judah. 

. 8 And with them he sent Levites, 
even Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, and 
Zebadiah, and Asahel, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jehonathan, and, Adonijah, 
and Tobijah,, and^ Tob-adonijah, Le- 
vites ; and with them' Elishama and 
Jehoram, priests.

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9 And they taught in Judah, and had 
the book of the law of the Lord with 
them, and went about throughout all 
the cities of Judah, and taught the 
people. 

■ 1 0 II And the fear of the Lord fell up- 
on all the kingdoms of the lands that 
vjere round about Judah, so that they 
made no war against Jehoshaphat. 

11 Also some of the Philistines 
brought Jehoshaphat presents, and tri- 
bute silver ; and the Arabians brought 
him flocks, seven thousand and seven 
hundred rams, and seven thousand and 
seven hundred he goats. 

12 IF And Jehoshaphat waxed great 
exceedingly ; and he built in Judah 
castles, and cities of store. 

13 And he had much business in the 
cities of Judah : and the men of war, 
mighty men of valour, were in Jeru- 
salem. 

14 And these a're the numbers of 
them according to the house of their 
fathers: Of Judah, the captains of 
thousands ; Adnah the chief, and with 
him mighty men of valour three hun- 
dred thousand. 

15 And next to him was Jehohanan 
the captain, and with him two hun- 
dred and fourscore thousand. 

16 And next him was Amasiah the 

son of Zichri, who willingly offered 
himself unto the Lord ; and with him 
two hundred thousand mighty men of 
valour. ‘ 

17 And of Benjamin; Eliada a migh- 
ty man of valour, and with him ai*med 
men with bow and shield two hundred 
thousand. 

18 And next him was Jehozabad, and 
with him an hundred and fourscore 
thousand ready prepared for the w'ar. 

19 These waited on the king, beside 
those whom the king put in the fenced 
cities throughout ail Judah. 

CHAPTER 18. I

And his mother’ s name was 
Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 

32 And he walked in the way of 
Asa his father, and departed not from 
it, doing that which was right in the 
sight of the Lord. 

33 Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away : for as yet the people had 
not prepared their hearts unto the God 
of their fathers, 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, first and last, behold, they 
are ■written in the book of Jehu the 
son of Hanani, who is mentioned in 
the book of the kings of Israel. 

35 IT And after this did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with A- 
haziah king of Israel, who did very 
wickedly; 

36 And he joined himself with him 
to make ships to go to Tarshish ; and 
they made the ships in Ezion-gaber. 

37 Then Eliezer the son of Dodavah 
of Mareshah prophesied against Jeho- 
shaphat, saying, Because thou hast 
joined thyself with Ahaziah, the Lord 
hath broken thy works. And the ships 
were broken, that they were not able 
to go to Tarshish. 

CHAPTER 21.' 

1^ OW Jehoshaphat slept with his 
•L 1 fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in , the city of David. , And Je- 
horam his son reigned in his stead. 


■ 2 And: he had brethren the' sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and 
Zechariah, and Azariah, and Michael, 
and Shephatiah : all these tvej'e the 
sons of Jehoshaphat king of Israel, 

3 And their father gave them gi*eat 
gifts of silver, and of gold, and of pre- 
cious things, with fenced cities in Ju- 
dah : but the kingdom gave he to Je- 
horam ; because he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jehoram was risen up to 
the kingdom of his father, he strength- 
ened himself, and slew ail his brethren 
with the sword, and divers also of 
the princes of Israel. 

5 % Jehoram was thirty and two 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

6 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the house 
of Ahab : for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife ; and he wi'ought that 
which 2{;a5evii in the eyes of the Lord, 

7 Howbeit the Lord would not de- 
stroy the house of David, because of 
the covenant that he had made with 
David, and as he promised to give a 
light to him and to his sons for ever. 

S % In his days the Edomites re- 
volted from under the dominion of 
Judah, and made themselves a king. 

9 Then Jehoram went forth with his 
princes, and ail his chariots with him : 
and he rose up by night, and smote 
the Edomites which compassed him 
in, and the captains of the chariots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time afeo did Libnah 
revolt from under his hand ; because 
he had forsaken the Lord God of his 
fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places in 
the mountains of Judah, and caused 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to com- 
mit fornication, and compelled Judah 
thereto, 

12 If And there came a writing to 
him from Elijah the prophet, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord God of David 
thy father, Because thou hast not 
walked in the ways of Jehoshaphat 
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tliy father, nor in the ways of Asa 
king of Jndah, 

13 But hast walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, and hast made Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 'to 
go a whoring, like, to the whoredoms 
of tlie„koiuse „of, Ahab, and' also hast 
slain 'thy brethren -of thy father’s 
house,, wMch were better than thyself: 

14 Behold, with a great plague will 
the Lord smite thy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy 
goods : 

'15 And thou slialt have great sick- 
ness by disease of thy bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 

16 IF Moreover the Lord stirred up 
against Jehoram the spirit of the Phi- 
listines, and of the Arabians, that 
‘Were near fche Ethiopians : 

17 And they came up into Judah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
ail the substance that was found in 
the king’s house, and his sons also, 
and his wives; so that there was 
never a son left him, save Jehoahaz, 
the youngest of his sons. 

16 IF And after all this the Lord 
smote him in his bowels with an in- 
curable disease. 

10 And it came to pass, that in pro- 
cess of time, after the end of two years, 
Ms bowels fell out by reason of his 
sickness : so he died of sore diseases. 
And Ms people made no burning for 
him, like the burning of his fathers. 
20 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed in Jerusalem eight years, and de- 
parted without being desired. Howbeit 
they buried Mm in the city of David, 
but not in the sepulchres of the kings. 

CHAPTER 22. 

AND the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
made Ahaziah his youngest son 
king in his stead : for the band of men 
that came with the Arabians to the 
camp had slain all the eldest. So A- 
haziah the son of Jehoram king of Ju- 
■dah^,M^ned., 


Ahaziah slain^ 


2 Forty and two years old was Aha- 
ziah when he began to reign, and he 
reigned one year in Jerusalem, His 
mother’s name also wa^ Athaliali the 
daughter of Omri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Ahab : for his mother wras his 
counsellor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight 
of the Lord like the house of Ahab : 
for they w^ere his counsellors after the 
death of his father to his destruction, 

5 IF He walked also after their coun- 
sel, and went with Jehoram the son of 
Ahab king of Israel to war against Ha- 
zael king of Syria at Ramoth-gilead ; 
and the Syrians smote Joram. 

6 And he returned to be healed in 
Jezreel because of the wounds which 
were given him at Bamah, when he 
fought with Hazael king of Syria. 
And Azariah the son of Jehoram king 
of Judah went down to see Jehoram 
the son of Ahab at Jezreel, because he 
was sick. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaziah 
was of God by coming to Joram : for 
when he was come, he went out with 
Jehoram against Jehu the son of Niin- 
shi, whom the Lord had anointed to 
cut off the house of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon the 
house of Ahab, and found the princes 
of Judah, and the sons of the brethren 
of Ahaziah, that ministered to Ahaziah, 
he slew them. 

9 And he sought Ahaziah : and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Sa- 
maria,) and brought him to J ehu : and 
when they had slain Mm, they buried 
Mm : Because, said they, he is the son 
of Jehoshaphat, who sought the Lord 
with all his heart. So the house of 
Ahaziah had no power to keep still 
the kingdom. 

10 IF But when Athaiiah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed 
royal of the house of Judah, 

11 But Jehoshabeath, the daughter 
of the king, took Joash the son of 
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A ihaliah us^irpation 

Aliaziah, and stole him from among the 
king’s sons that were slain, and put 
him and his nurse in a bedchamber. 
So Jehoshabeath, the daughter of king | 
Jehoram, the wife of Jehoiada the 
priest, (for she was the sister of Aha- 
ziah,) hid him from Athaliah, so that 
she slew him not. 

12 And he was with them hid in the 
house of God six years : and Athaliah 
reigned over the land. 

CHAPTER 23. 

AND in the seventh year Jehoiada 
strengthened himself, and took 
the captains of hundreds, Azaidah the 
son of Jeroham, and Ishmael the son 
of Jehohanan, and Azariah the son of 
Ohed, and Maaseiah the son of Ada- 
iah, and Elishaphat the son of Zichri, 
into covenant with him. 

2 And they went about in Judah, 
and gathered the Levites out of all the 
cities of Judah, and the chief of the 
fathers of Israel, and they came to 
Jerusalem. 

3 And all the congregation made a 
covenant with the king in the house of 
God. And he said unto them, Behold, 
the king’s son shall reign, as the Lokd 
hath said of the sons of David. 

4 This is the thing that ye shall do ; 
A third part of you entering on the 
sabbath, of the priests and of the Le- 
vites, shall he porters of the doors ; 

5 And a third part shall he at the 
king’s house ; and a third part at the 
gate of the foundation ; and all the peo- 
ple shall he in the courts of the house 
of the Loed. 

6 But let none come into the house of 
the Loed, save the priests, and they that 
minister of the Levites ; they shall go 
in, for they are holy : but all the peo- 
ple shall keep the watch of the Lord. 

7 And the Levites shall compass the 
king round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand ; and whosoever 

cometh into the house, he shall 
be ^ut to death: but be ye with the 
Mug when he cometh in, and when he 
gbeth.out. 


8 So the Levites and all Judah did 
according to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest had commanded, and took 
every man his men that were to come in 
on the sabbath, with them that were to 
go out on the sabbath: for Jehoiada 
the priest dismissed not the courses. 

9 Moreover Jehoiada the priest de- 
livered to the captains of hundreds 
spears, and bucklers, and shields, that 
had been king David’s, which tvere in 
the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every 
man having his weapon in his hand, 
from the right side of the temple to the 
left side of the temple, along by the 
altar and the temple, by the king round 
about. 

1 1 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 
gave him the testimony, and made him 
king. And Jehoiada and his sons an- 
ointed him, and said, God save the 
king. 

12 AT Now when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the people running and prais- 
ing the Mng, she came to the people 
into the house of the Loed : 

13 And she looked, and, beshold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the entering 
in, and the princes and the trumpets 
by the king : and all the people of the 
land rejoiced, and sounded with trum- 
pets, also the singers with instruments 
of musick, and such as taught to sing 
praise.

16 IT And J ehoiada made a covenant 
between him, and between all the peo- 
ple, and between the king, that they 
should be the Lord’s people. 
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17 Then all the people went to the 
house of . Baal,' and. brake it down, and 
brake his altars and his images in pieces, 
and slew Mattan the priest of Baal be- 
fore the altars. 

,18', Also Jehoiada ' appointed' the' of- 
fices of the house' of': the Lokb by' the 
hand of the' priests' the Levites, whom 
David ': had distributed in the house of 
the. Lord, to offer the .burnt' offerings 
of the .Lord , as-ti is written in the law 
: of Moses, with rejoicing and with sing- 
ing, as it was ordained by David. 

19 And he set the porters at the 
gates of the house of the Lord, that 
none which teas unclean in any thing 
should enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of hun- 
dreds, and the nobles, and the gover- 
nors of the people, and all the people 
of the land, and brought down the king 
from the house of the Lord : and thej^ 
cam© through the high gate into the 
king’s house, and set the king upon 
the throne of the kingdom, 

21 And all the people of the land re- 
joiced : and the city was quiet, after 
that they had slain Athaliah with the 
sword. 

CHAPTER 24. 

J O ASH was seven years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned for- 
years in J erusalem . His mother’ s 
name also was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 
2 And Joash did that ivhich was 
right in the sight of the Lord ail the 
days of Jelioiada the priest.

His 
mother’s name also was Jeeoliah of 

Jerusalem. 

4 And he did that which ' right 

in the sight of the Lord, according to 
all that his father Amaziah did. 

5 And he sought God in the days of Ze- 
chariah, who had understanding in the 
visions of God: and as long as he sought 
the Lord, God made him to prosper. 
6 And he went forth and warred a- 
gainst the Philistines, and brake down 
the wall of Gath, and the wall of Jab- 
neh, and the wall of Ashdod, and built 
cities about Ashdod, and among the 
Philistines. ■ 


■ 7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, ' and against the Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Me- 
hunims. 

8 And the Ammonites gave gifts to 
Uzziah: and his name spread abroad 
eren to the entering in of Egypt; for 
he strengthened himself exceedingly. 

9 Moreover Uzziah built towers in 
Jerusalem at the corner gate, and at 
the valley gate, and at the turning 
of the wall, and fortified them. 

10 Also he built towers in the desert, 
and digged many wells: for he had 
much cattle, both in the low country, 
and in the plains : husbandmen also, 
and vine dressers in the mountains, and 
in Carmel : for he loved husbandry. 

1 1 Moreover Uzziah had an host of 
fighting men, that went out to war by 
bands, according to the number of 
their account by the hand of Jeiel the 
scribe and Maaseiah the ruler, under 
the hand of Hananiah, one of the 
king’s captains. 

12 The whole number of the chief of 
the fathers of the mighty men of valour 
ivere two thousand and six hundred* 

13 And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, that 
made war with mighty power, to help 
the king against the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stones, 

15 And he made in Jerusalem en- 
gines, invented by cunning men, to be 
on the towers and upon the bulwarks, 
to shoot arrows and grea,t stones with- 
al. And his name spread far abroad ; 
for he was marvellously helped, till he 
was strong. 

16 If But when he was strong, his 
heart was lifted up to Ms destruction : 
for he transgressed against the Lord 
his God, and went into the temple of 
the Lord to burn incense upon the 
altar of incense.

9 But a prophet of the Lord was 
there, whose name was Oded : and he 
went out before the host that came to 
Samaria, and said unto them, Behold, 
because the Lord God of your fathers 
was wroth with Judah, he hath deli- 
vered them into your hand, and ye 
have slain them in a rage that reach- 
eth up unto heaven.

18 The Philistines also had invaded 
the cities of the low country, and of 
the south of Judah, and had taken 
Beth-shemesh, and Ajalon, and Ge- 
deroth, and Shocho with the villages 
thereof, and Timnah with the villages 
thereof, Gimzo also and the villages 
thereof : and they dwelt there. 

19 For the Lord brought Judah low 
because of Ahaz king of Israel ; for he 
made Judah naked, and transgressed 
sore against the Lord. 

20 And Tilgath-pilneser king of As- 
syria came unto him, and distressed 
him, but strengthened him not. 

21 For Ahaz took away a portion 
out of the house of the Lord, and out 
of the house of the king, and of the 
princes, and gave unto the king of 
Assyria : but he helped him not. 

22 % And in the time of his distress 
did he trespass yet more against the 
Lord : this is that king Ahaz. 

23 For he sacrificed unto the gods of 
Damascus, which smote him ; and he 
said, Because the gods of the kings of 
Syria help them, therefore will I sa- 
crifice to theia, that they may help 
me. But they were the ruin of him, 
and of all Israel.

27 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, even 
in Jerusalem : but they brought him 
not into the sepulchres of the kings of 
Israel: and Hezekiah his son reigned 
in Ms stead. 

CHAPTER 29. , 

H ezekiah began to reign when 
he ivas^YQ and twenty years old, 
and he reigned nine and twenty years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Abijah, the daughter of Zechariah. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according to 
all that David his father had done. 

3 IT He in the first year of his reign, in 
the first month, opened the doors of the 
house of the Lord, and repaired them. 

4 And he brought in the priests and 
the Levites, and gathered them toge- 
ther into the east street, j 

5 And said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Levites, sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the Lord God 
of your fathers, and cany forth the 
filthiness out of the holy place, 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, 
and done that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lord our God, and have 
forsaken him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the 
Lord, and turned their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor of- 
fered burnt offerings in the holy place 
unto the God of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the Lord 
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was . upon Judah and Jerusalem, and'' 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to Mssiiig, as ye see 
with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our" fathers' have ' fallen by 
the sword, and our sons and our daugh- 
ters and our wives arc in captivity 
for this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the Lord God of Is- 
rael, that his fierce wrath may turn 
away from us. 

11 My sons, be not now negligent ; 
for the Lord hath chosen you to stand 
before him, to serve him, and that ye 
should minister unto him, and burn 
incense. 

12 IT Then the Levites arose, Mahath 
the son of Amasai, and Joel the son 
of Azariah, of the sons of the Kohath- 
ites : and of the sons of Merari, Kish 
the son of Abdi, and Azariah the son 
of Jehalelel : and of the Gershonites ; 
Joah the son of Zimmah, and Eden 
the son of J oah : 

13 And of the sons of Elizaphan; 
Shimri, and Jeiel : and of the sons of 
Asaph J Zechariah, and Mattaniah : 

14 And of the sons of Heman ; Je- 
hiel, and Shimei : and of the sons of 
Jeduthun ; Shemaiah, and FzzieL 

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, 
according to the commandment of the 
king, by the words of the Lord, to 
cleanse the house of the Lord. 

16 And the priests went into the in- 
ner part of the house of the Lord, to 
cleanse it^ and brought out ail the un- 
cleanness that they found in the tem- 
ple of the Lord into the court of the 
house of the Lord. And the Levites 
took it, to carry it out abroad into 
the brook Kidron, 

17 Now they began on the first day 
of the first month to sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came 
they to the porch of the Lord : so they 
sanctified the house of the Lord in 
eight days ; and in the sixteenth day 
of the first month they made an end. 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah 
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the king, and said, We have cleansed 
ail the house of the Lord, and the al- 
tar of burnt offering, with all the ves- 
sels thereof, and the shewbread table, 
with all the vessels thereof. 

19 Moreover ail the vessels, which 
king Ahaz in his reign did east away 
in his transgression, have we prepared 
and sanctified, and, behold, they are 
before the altar of the Lord. 

20 IT Then Hezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the 
city, and went up to the house of the 
Lord. 

21 And they brought seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven lambs, and 
seven he goats, for a sin offering for 
the kingdom, and for the sanctuary, 
and for Judah. And he commanded 
the priests the sons of Aaron to offer 
them on the altar of the Lord. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the altar: likewise, 
when they had killed the rams, they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar: 
they killed also the iambs, and they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he 
goats for the sin offering before the 
king and the congTegation ; and they 
laid their hands upon them : 

24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make an a- 
tonement for ail Israel : for the king 
commanded the burnt offering 
and the sin offering should be made 
for all Israel. 

25 And he set the Levites in the 
house of the Lord with cymbals, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according 
to the commandment of David, and 
of Gad the king’s seer, and Nathan 
the prophet : for so was the command- 
ment of the Lord by his prophets. 

^ 26 And the Levites stood with the 
instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to of- 
fer the burnt offering upon the altar. 
And when the burnt offering began, 


the song of the Lord began also with 
the trumpets, and with theinstruments 
ordained by David king of Israel. 

28 And all the congregation' wor- 
shipped, and the singers sang, and the 
trumpeters sounded : and all this oon- 
tinned until the burnt offering was 
finished. 

29 And when they had made an end 
of offering, the king and all that were 
present with him bowed themselves, 
and worshipped. 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and 
the princes commanded the Levites to 
sing praise unto the Lord with the 
words of David, and of Asaph the 
seer. And they sang praises with glad- 
ness, and they bowed their heads and 
worshipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and said, 
Now ye have consecrated yourselves 
unto the Lord, come near and bring 
sacrifices and thank offerings into the. 
house of the Lord. And the congre- 
gation brought in sacrifices and thank 
offerings ; and as many as were of a 
free heart burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt offer- 
ings, which the congregation brought, 
was threescore and ten bullocks, an 
hundred rams, and two hundred lambs: 
all these were for a burnt offering to 
the Lord. 

33 And the consecrated things were 
six hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so 
that they could not flay all the burnt 
offerings : wherefore their brethren the 
Levites did help them, till the work 
was ended, and until the priests 
had sanctified themselves : for the Le- 
vites were more upright in heart to 
sanctify themselves than the priests. 

35 And also the burnt offerings loere 
in abundance, with the fat of the peace 
offerings, and the drink offerings for 
every burnt offering. So the service of 
the house of the Lord was set in order. 

36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the 
people, that God had prepared the peo- 
ple: for the thing was suddenly. 
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OHiLpTER 30. ; 

AND Hezekiali sent tO' all Israel and 
-LA- Judab, and wrote letters also to 
Ephraim and ■. Maimsseh, that' they 
should come tO' the house of the Lord 
at Jerusalem, to keep the passover un- 
to the Lord Ood of Israel, 

2 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes, and all the congrega- 
tion in Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over in the second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not sanc- 
tihed themselves sufficiently, neither 
had the people gathered themselves 
together to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king and 
all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all Is- 
rael, from Beer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord God of Israel at 
Jerusalem : for they had not done 
it of a long time in such aort as it was 
written. 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes through- 
out all Israel and Judah, and accord- 
ing to the commandment of the king, 
saying, Ye children of Israel, turn a- 
gain unto the Lord God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Israel, and he will return to 
the remnant of you, that are escaped 
out of the hand of the kings of Assyria. 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, 
and like your brethren, which tres- 
passed against the Lord God of their 
fathers, who therefore gave them up 
to desolation, as ye see. 

8 Now be ye not stilfneeked, as your 
fathers u’cre, but yield yourselves un- 
to the Lord, and enter into his sanc- 
tuary, which he hath sanctified for 
ever: and serve the Lord your God, 
that the fierceness of his wrath may 
turn aivay from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lord, 
your brethren and your children shall 
find compassion before them that lead 
them captive, so that they shall come 


again into this land: for the .Lord 
your God is gracious ■ and merciful, 
and will not turn away Ms face from 
you, if ye return unto him. 

10 So the posts, passed from city to 
city through the country of Ephraim 
and Manasseh even unto Zebulun : but 
they laughed them to scorn, and mock- 
ed them. 

11 Nevertheless divers of Asher and 
Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the LoBD. 

13 IF And there assembled at Jeru- 
salem much people to keep the feast of 
unleavened bread in the second month, 
a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away the 
altars that were in Jerusalem, and all 
the altars for incense took they away, 
and cast them into the brook Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the second 
month; and the priests and the Le- 
vites were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought in the burnt 
offerings into the house of the Lord. 

16 And they stood in their place after 
their manner, according to the law of 
Moses the man of God : the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they 
ceived of the hand of the Levites.' 

17 For there loere many in the con- 

gregation that were not sanctified; 
therefore the Levites had the charge 
of the killing of the passo vers for 
every one that not clean, to sanc- 

tify them unto the Lord. 

18 For a multitude of the people, 
even many of Ephraim, and Manasseh, 
Issachar, and Zebulun, had not cleans- 
ed themselves, yet did they eat the 
passover otherwise than it was written . 
But Hezekiah prayed for them, say- 
ing, The good Lord pardon every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Lord God of his fathers, 
though he be not cleansed according 
to the purification of the sanctuary. 
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20 And the Lobd hearkened to He- 
gekiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Israel that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with great gladness : and the Levites 
and the priests praised the Lord day 
by day, singing with loud instruments 
unto the Lord. 

22 And Hezekiah spake comfortably 
unto all the Levites that taught the 
good knowledge of the Lord : and 
they did eat throughout the feast se- 
ven days, offering peace offerings, and 
making confession to the Lord God 
of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days : and 
they kept other seven days with glad- 


24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did 
give to the congregation a thousand 
bullocks and seven thousand sheep; 
and the princes gave to the congre- 
gation a thousand bullocks and ten 
thousand sheep : and a great number 
of priests sanctified themselves. 

25 And all the congregation of Ju- 
dah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came 
out of Israel, and the strangers that 
came out of the land of Israel, and 
that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jeru- 
salem : for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king of Israel there 
was not the like in Jerusalem, 

27 IF Then the priests the Levites a- 
rose and blessed the people : and their 
voice was heard, and their prayer came 
up to his holy dv/eliing place, even 
unto heaven. 

CHAPTER 31. 

M OW when all this was finished, all 
Israel that were present went out 
to the cities of Judah, and brake the 
Images in pieces, and cut down the 
groves, and threw down the high places 
and the altars out of ail Judah and 
Benjamin, in Ephraim also and Ma- 
nasseh, until they had utterly destroy- 


ed them all. Then all the children of 
Israel returned,, .every inan'to his pos- 
session, into their: own cities. 

2 IF And Hezekiah'.' appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man accord- 
ing to his service, the priests and Le- 
vites for burnt offerings and for peace 
offerings, to minister, and to give 
thanks, and to praise in the gates of 
the tents of the Lord. 

3 He appointed also the king^s por- 
tion of his substance for the burnt 
offerings, to wit^ for the morning and 
evening burnt offerings, and the burnt 
offerings for the sabbaths, and for the 
new moons, and for the set feasts, as 
it is written in the law of the Lord. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo- 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to give the 
portion of the priests and the Levites, 
that they might be encouraged in the 
law of the Lord. 

5 IF And as soon as the command- 
ment came abroad, the children of Is- 
rael brought in abundance the first- 
fruits of corn, wine, and oil, and 
honey, and of ail the increase of the 
field ; and the tithe of all things 
brought they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the • children of 
Israel and Judah, that dwelt in the 
cities of Judah, they also brought in 
the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the 
tithe of holy things which were con- 
secrated unto the Lord their God, and 
laid them by heaps. 

7 . In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Hezekiah and the princes 
came and saw the heaps, they blessed 
the Lord, and his people Israel. 

9 Then Hezekiah questioned with the 
priests and the Levites concerning the 
heaps.

11 Doth not Hezekiah persuade you 
to give over yourselves to die by fa- 
mine and by thirst, saying, The Lord 
our G-od shall deliver us out of the 
hand of the king of Assyria ? 

12 Hath not the same Hezekiah 
taken away his high places and his al- 
tars, and commanded Judah and Jeru- 
salem, saying. Ye shall worship before 
one altar, and burn incense upon it 1 

13 Know ye not what I and my fa- 
thers have done unto all the people of 
ether lands ? were the gods of the na- 
tions of those lands any ways able to 
deliver their lands out of mine hand? 

14 Who was there among all the 
gods of those nations that my fathers 
utterly destroyed, that could deliver 
his people out of mine hand, that your 
God should be able to deliver you out 
of mine hand ? 

15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on this 
manner, neither yet believe him ; for 
no god of any nation or kingdom was 
able to deliver his people out of mine 
hand, and out of the hand of my fa- 
thers : how much less shall your God 
deliver you out of mine hand ? 

16 And his servants spake yet more 
against the Lord God, and against 
Ms servant Hezekiah, 

17 He wrote also letters to rail on 
the Lord God of Israel, and to speak 
against him, saying, As the gods of 
the nations of other lands have not de- 
livered their people out of mine hand, 
so shall not the God of Hezekiah de- 
liver Ms people out of mine hand. 

18 Then they cried with a loud voice 
in the Jews’ speech unto the people of 
Jerusalem that were on the wail, to 
• affright them, and to trouble them; 
that they might take the city. 


19 And they ' spake against the God 
of Jerusalem, as against the gods of 
the people of the earth, tohich were 
the work of the hands of man. 

20 And for this cause Hezekiah the 
king, and' the prophet' Isaiah the son 
of Amoz, prayed and cried to hea- 
ven. 

21 And the Lord sent an angel, 
which cut off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leaders and captains 
in the camp of the king of Assyria. 
So he returned with shame of face to 
his own land. And when he was come 
into the house of Ms god, they that 
came forth of his own bowels slew Mm 
there with the sword. 

22 Thus the Lord saved Hezekiah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem from 
the hand of Sennacherib the king of 
Assyria, and from the hand of ail 
otheTy and guided them on every side. 

23 And many brought gifts unto the 
Lord to Jerusalem, and presents to 
Hezekiah king of Judah : so that he 
was magnified in the sight of all na- 
tions from thenceforth. 

24 % In those days Hezekiah was 
sick to the death, and prayed unto the 
Lord : and he spake unto him, and he 
gave him a sign. 

25 But Hezekiah rendered not again 
according to the benefit done unto 
Mm; for Ms heart was lifted up: 
therefore there was wrath upon him, 
and upon Judah and Jerusalem. 

26 Notwithstanding Hezekiah hum- 
bled himself for the pride of his heart, 
both he and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, so that the wrath of the Lord 
came not upon them in the days of 
Hezekiah. 

27 IT And Hezekiah had exceeding 
much riches and honour : and he made 
himself treasuries for silver, and for 
gold, and for precious stones, and for 
spices, and for shields, and for all man- 
ner of pleasant jewels ; 

28 Storehouses also for the increase 
of corn, and wine, and oil ; and stalls 
for all manner of beasts, and cotes for 
flocks. 
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29 Moreover he provided him cities, 
and possessions of flocks and herds in 
ahttiadance : . for G-od .had given. Mm 
substance very much. 

30 This same Hezekiah also stopped 
the' upper watercourse of Gihon, and 
'.brought: it straight down to the west 
side of the city of David. And Heze- 
kiah' prospered in all his works. ■ 

,31, ' IF, Howbeit in the business of the : 
ambassadors of the princes of Baby- 
lon, who sent unto him to enquire of 
the wonder that was done in the land, 
God left him, to try him, that he might 
know all that was in his heart. 

32 IF Now the rest of the acts of 
Hezekiah, and his goodness, behold, 
they are written in the vision of Isaiah 
the prophet, the son of Amoz, and in 
the book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel. 

33 And Hezekiah slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in the 
chiefest of the sepulchres of the sons 
of David ; and all Judah and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem did him honour 
at his death. And Manasseh Ms son 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER 33; 

*]l /F ANASSEH was twelve years old 
j 3X when he began to reign, and he 
reigned fifty and five years in Jeru- 
salem : ' 

2 But did that ivhich was evil in the 
sight of the Loed, like unto the abo- 
minations of the heathen, whom the 
Lord had cast out before the children 

of ,,Isra,eL ' ■' ■' ■ 

3 IF For he built again the high places 
which Hezekiah his father had broken 
down, and he reared up altars for Baal- 
im, and made groves, and worshipped 
ail the host of heaven, and served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house 
of the Loeb, whereof the Lord had 
said, In Jerusalem shall my name be 
for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

6 And he caused his children to pass 


through the Are in the valley of the 
son' of Hinnom ; also he observed 
times, and used enchantments, and 
used witchcraft, and dealt, with a fa- 
miliar spirit, and with wizards : he 
wrought much evil in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the house of 
God, of which God had said to David 
and to Solomon Ms son, In this house, 
and in Jerusalem, which I have chosen 
before all the tribes of Israel, will I put 
my name for ever t 

8 Neither will I any more remove the 
foot of Israel from out of the land 
which I have appointed for your fa- 
thers ; so that they will take heed to 
do all that I ifave commanded them, 
according to the whole law and the 
statutes and the ordinances by the 
hand of Moses. 

9 So Manasseh made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, aiid to 
do worse than the heathen, whom the 
Lord had destroyed before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

10 And the Lord spake to Manas- 
seh, and to Ms people : but they v/ould 
not hearken. 

11 IT Wherefore the Lord brought 
upon them the captains of the host of 
the king of Assyria, which took Ma- 
nasseh among the thorns, and bound 
Mm with fetters, and carried him to 
Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, he 
besought the Lord Ms God, and hum- 
bled himself greatly before the God of 
his fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him: and he was 
intreated of Mm, and heard Ms suppli- 
cation, and brought him again to J eru- 
salem into his kingdom. Then Ma- 
nasseh knew that the Lord he was 
God. 

14 Now after this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on the west 
side of Gihon, in the valley, even to 
the entering in at the fish gate, and 
compassed about Ophel, and raised it 
up a very great height, and put cap* 
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tains of war in all the fenced cities 
of Judah. 

15 And he took away the strange 
gods, and the idol out of the house of 
the Lord, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house of 
the Lord, and in Jerusalem, and cast 
them out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
Lord, and sacrificed thereon peace of- 
ferings and thank offerings, and com- 
manded Judah to serve the Lord God 
of Israel. 

17 Nevertheless the people did sacri- 
fice still in the high places, yet unto 
the Lord their God only. 

18 H Now the rest of the acts of 
Manasseh, and his prayer unto his 
God, and the words of the seers that 
spake to him in the name of the Lord 
God of Israel, behold, they are written 
in the book of the kings of Israel. 

19 His prayer also, and how was 

intreated of him, and ail his sins, and 
his trespass, and the places wherein 
he built high places, and set up groves 
and graven images, before he was hum- 
bled: behold, they are written among 
the sayings of the seers. 

20 So Manasseh slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in his own 
house : and Amon his son j'eigned in 
his stead. 

21 IF Amon was two and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, and 
reigned two years in Jerusalem. 

22 But he did that ivhich was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, as did Manas- 
seh his father: for Amon sacrificed 
unto ail the carved images which Ma- 
nasseh his father had made, and served 
them; 

23 And humbled not himself before 
the Lord, as Manasseh his father had 
humbled himself ; but Amon trespass- 
ed more and more. ' ' 

24 And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew him in his own house. 

25 IF But the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon ; and the people of the land 
made J osiah his son king in his stead, j 
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chapter: c4. 

J OSIAH. was eight '.years old when; 

he began to reign,, and., he reigned, 
in Jerusalem one and thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, and walked 
in the ways of David Ms father, and 
declined neither to the right hand, nor 
to the left. 

3 IF For in the eighth year of his reign, 
while he was yet young, he began to 
seek after the God of David his father : 
and in the twelfth year he began to 
purge Judah and Jerusalem from the 
high places, and the groves, and the 
carved images, and the molten images. 
4 And they brake down the altars of 
Baalim in his presence; and the im- 
ages, that were on high above them, 
he cut down ; and the groves, and the 
carved images, and the molten images, 
he brake in pieces, and made dust of 
them^ and strowed upon the graves of 
them that had sacrificed unto them. 

5 And he burnt the bones of the 
priests upon their altars, and cleansed 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

6 And so did he in the cities of Ma- 
nasseh, and Ephraim, and Simeon, 
even unto Naphtali, with their mat- 
tocks round about. 

7 And when he had broken down 
the altars and the groves, and had 
beaten the graven images into powder, 
and cut down all the idols throughout 
all the land of Israel, he returned to 
Jerusalem. 

8 IF Now in the eighteenth year of his 
reign, when he had purged the land, 
and the house, he sent Shaphan the son 
of Azaliah, and Maaseiah the governor 
of the city, and Joah the son of Joa- 
haz the recorder, to repair the house 
of the Lord his God. 

9 And when they came to Hilkiah the 
high priest, they delivered the money 
that was brought into the house of 
God, which the Levites that kept the 
doors had gathered of the hand of Ma- 
nasseh and Ephraim, and of all the 
remnant of Israel, and of all Judah 
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and Benjamin ; and /they returned, to 
Jerusalem. 

10 And' they put it in the hand of the 
worMnien that had the oversight of the 
house, of,:' the Loed,' and 'they gave ■ it 
to the workmen that wrought in the 
house ,'of,"' the 'Lord, to repair and a- 
mend., '.the house'! , ' 

11 Even to the artificers and build- 
ers gave they it y to buy hewn stone, 
and timber for couplings, and to floor 
the houses which the kings of Judah 
had destroyed. 

12 And the men did the work faith- 
fully : and the overseers of them ivere 
Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of 
the sons of Merari ; and Zechariah and 
Meshullam, of the sons of the Kohath- 
ites, to set it forward; and other of 
the Levites, all that could skill of in- 
struments of musick. 

13 Also they were over the bearers of 
burdens, and were overseers of all that 
wrought the work in any manner of 
service : and of the Levites there were 
scribes, and officers, and porters. 

14 IF And when they brought out 
the money that w'as brought into the 
house of the Lord, Hilkiah the priest 
found a book of the law of the Lord 
given by Moses. 

15 And Hilkiah answered and said 
to Shaphan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the house of 
the Lord. And Hilkiah delivered the 
book to Shaphan. 

16 And Shaphan carried the book to 
the king, and brought the king word 
back again, saying, Ail that was com- 
mitted to thy servants, they do it, 

17 And they have gathered together 
the money that was found in the house 
of the Lord, and have delivered it 
into the hand of the overseers, and to 
the hand of the workmen. 

18 Then Shaphan the scribe told the 
king, saying, Hilkiah the priest hath 
giveii me a book. And Shaphan read 
it before the king. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the law, 
that he rent his clothes. 
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20 And the king commanded Hilkiah,. 
and Ahikam the son of Shaphan, and 
Abdon the son of 'Micah, and Shaphan 
the scribe, and Asaiah a servant of the 
king’s, saying, 

21 G-o, enquire of the Lord for me, 
and for them that are left in Israel and 
in Judah, concerning the words of the 
book that is found; for great is the 
wrath of the Lord that is poured out 
upon us, because our fathers have not 
kept the word of the Lord, to do after 
all that is written in this book. 

22 And Hilkiah, and they thsit the 
king had appointed, went to Huldah 
the prophetess, the wife of Shallum the 
son of Tikvath, the son of Hasrah, 
keeper of the wardrobe ; (now she dwelt 
in Jerusalem iii the college :) and the 3 r 
spake to her to that 

23 IF And she answered them, Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Tell ye 
the man that sent you to me, 

24 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even ail 
the curses that are written in the book 
which they have read before the king 
of Judah : 

25 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me to 
anger with all the works of their hands ; 
therefore my wrath shall be poured 
out upon this place, and shall not be 
quenched. 

26 And as for the king of Judah, 
who sent you to enquire of the Lord, 
so shall ye say unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel concerning 
the words which thou hast heard ; 

27 Because thine heart was tender, 
and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou heardest his words 
against this place, and against the 
inhabitants thereof, and humbledst 
thyself before me, and didst rend thy 
clothes, and weep before me ; I have 
even heard thee also, saith the Lord. 

28 Behold, I will gather thee to tliy 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered to 
,thy grave in peace, neither shall thine

eyes see all the evil that I will bring | 
upon this place, and upon the inha- | 
bitants of the same. So they brought 
the king word agaiii. 

20 IF Then the king sent and gather- 
ed together all the elders of Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

SO And the king went up into the 
house of the Loed, and all the men of 
Judah, and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and the priests, and the Le- 
vites, and all the people, great and 
small : and he read in their ears all 
the words of the book of the covenant 
that was found in the house of the 
Loeb. 

31 And the king stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before the Lord, 
to walk after the Lord, and to keep 
his commandments, and his testimo- 
nies, and his statutes, with all his 
heart, and with all his soul, to per- 
form the words of the covenant which 
are written in this book. 

32 And he caused all that were pre- 
sent in Jerusalem and Benjamin to 
stand to it And the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem did according to the cove- 
nant of God, the God of their fa- 
thers, 

33 And Josiah took away all the 
abominations out of ail the countries 
that pertained to the children of Is- 
rael, and made all that were present in 
Israel to serve, even to serve the Lord 
their God. And all his days they de- 
parted not from following the Lord, 
the God of their fathers. 

CHAPTER 35. 

lk/|rOREOVEE. Josiah kept a pass- 
i.fJL over unto the Lord in Jerusa- 
lem : and they killed the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the first month. 

2 And he set the priests in their 
charges, and encouraged them to the 
service of the house of the Lord, 

3 And said unto the Le vites that 
taught all Israel, which were holy un- 
to the Lord, Put the holy ark in the 
house which Solomon the son of Da- 
vid king of' Israel did build ; it shall 


not be a burden upon .jowr shoulders : 
serve now the Lord; your God, and 
his people Israel, 

4 And prepare yourselves hy . the 
houses of your fathers, after your, 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and according 
to the writing of Solomon Ms son. 

5 And stand in the holy jjfece accord- 
ing to the divisions of the families of 
the fathers of your brethren the peo- 
ple, and after the division of the fa- 
milies of the Levites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sane* 
tify yourselves, and prepare your bre- 
thren, that they may do according to 
the word of the Lord by the hand of 
Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, of 
the flock, iambs and kids, ail for the 
passover offerings, for ail that were 
present, to the number of thirty thou- 
sand, and three thousand bullocks : 
these were of the king’s substance. 

8 And his princes gave willingly un- 
to the people, to the priests, and to the 
Levites; Hilkiah and Zechariah and 
Jehiel, rulers of the house of God, gave 
unto the priests for the passover of- 
ferings two thousand and six hun- 
dred small cattle^ and three hundred 
oxen. 

9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
biah and Jeiel and Jozabad, chief of 
the Levites, gave unto the Levites for 
passover offerings five thousand small 
cattle^ and five hundred oxen, 

10 So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their courses, according 
to the king’s commandment. 

1 1 And they killed the passover, and 
the priests sprinkled the blood from 
their hands, and the Levites flayed 
them, 

^ 12 And they removed the burnt offer- 
ings, that they might give according 
to the divisions of the families of the 
people, to offer unto the Lord, as it is 
written in the book of Moses. And 
so did they with the oxen. 
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13 And they roasted tlie passover 
with .fire 'according to the ordinance : 
but th.^ other holy offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, 
and divided ifeem speedily among all 
the. people. , 

14 And afterward they made ready 
for, ' themselves, and for the priests : 
because the priests the sons of Aaron 
were busied in offering of burnt offer- 
ings and the fat until night ; therefore 
the Levites prepared for themselves, 
and for the priests the sons of Aaron. 

15 And the singers the sons of Asaph 
were in their place, according to the 
commandment of David, and Asaph, 
and Heman, and Jeduthun the king’s 
seer ; and the porters waited at every 
gate; they might not depart from 
their service ; for their brethren the 
Levites prepared for them. 

16 So all the service of the Loed was 
prepared the same day, to keep the 
passover, and to offer burnt offerings 
upon the altar of the Lord, accord- 
ing to the commandment of king Jo- 
siah. 

17 And the children of Israel that 
were present kept the passover at that 
time, and the feast of unleavened bread 
seven days. 

18 And there was no passover like to 
that kept in Israel from the days of 
Samuel the prophet ; neither did ail 
the kings of Israel keep such a pass- 
over as Josiah kept, and the priests, 
and the Levites, and all Judah and 
Israel that were present, and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the reign 
of Josiah was this passover kept. 

20 If After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared the temple, Necho king of 
Egypt came up to fight against Char- 
chemish by Euphrates : and Josiah 
went out. against him. 

^ 21 But he sent ambassadors to Mm, 
saying, What have.! to do with thee, 
thou king of ' Judahl I come not a- 
gainst thee this^ day, 'but against the 
house wherewith I have war : for G-od 
commanded me to make haste : forbear 
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thee imm meddling with God, who is 
with me, that he destroy thee not. 

22 Nevertheless . Josiah would not 
turn his face from him, but disguised 
himself, that he might fight with Mm, 
and hearkened not unto the words of 
Necho from the mouth of God, and 
came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. 

23 And the archers shot at king Jo- 
siah ; and the king said to Ms ser- 
vants, Have me away; for I am sore 
wounded. 

24 His servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put Mm in the 
second chariot that he had ; and they 
brought him to Jerusalem, and he 
died, and was buried in owe of the se- 
pulchres of Ms fathers. And all Judah 
and Jerusalem mourned for Josiah. 

25 If And Jeremiah lamented for Jo- 
siah ; and all the singing men and the 
singing women spake of Josiah in their 
lamentations to this day, and made 
them an ordinance in Israel : and, be* 
hold, they are written in the lamenta- 
tions. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Jo- 
siah, and his goodness, according to 
that which ivas written in the law of 
the Lord, 

27 And his deeds, first and last, be- 
I hold, they are written in the book of 

the kings of Israel and Judah. 

CHAPTER 36. 

T hen the people of the land took 
Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, and 
made him king in his father’s stead in 
Jerusalem. 

2 Jehoahaz teas twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned three months in Jerusalein. 
3 And the king of Egypt put him 
down at Jerusalem, and condemned 
the land in an hundred talents of sil- 
ver and a talent of gold. 

, 4 And the king of Egypt made Eli- 
.akim-Ms brother king over Judah and 
Jerusalem, and turned his name to Jcv- 
hoiakim.' And Necho took Jehoaha:; 
his brother, and carried him to 'Egyr:t. 
5 If Jehoiakim wm twenty and live 
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years old when he began to reign, and | 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem : 
and he did that ivhich was evil in the 
sight of the Lokd his God. 

6 Against him came up Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon, and bound him 
in fetters, to carry him to Babylon. | 

7 Nebuchadnezzar also carried of the 
vessels of the house of the Lord to 
Babylon, and put them in his temple 
at Babylon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoi- 
akim, and his abominations which he 
did, and that which was found in him, 
behold, they are written in the book 
of the kings of Israel and Judah : and 
J ehoiachin his son reigned in his stead. 

9 IF Jehoiachin was eight years old 
vrhen he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed three months and ten days in Jeru- 
salem : and he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord. 

10 And when the year was eypir- 
ed, king Nebuchadnezzar sent, and 
brought him to Babylon, with the 
goodly vessels of the house of the 
Lord, and made Zedekiah his brother 
king over Judah and Jemsaiem. 

11 IF Zedekiah teas one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, and 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 

^ 12 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord his God, and 
humbled not himself before J eremiah 
the prophet speaking from the mouth 
of the Lord. 

13 And he also rebelled against king 
Nebuchadnezzar, who had made him 
swear by God: but he stiffened his 
neck, and hardened his heart from 
turning unto the Lord God of Israel. 

14 IF Moreover ail the chief of the 
priests, and the people, transgressed 
very much after all the abominations 
of the heathen ; and polluted the house 
of the Lord v/hich he had hallowed in 
Jerusalem. 

15 And the Lord God of their fa- 
thers sent to them by his messengers, 
rising up betimes, and sending ; be- 


cause he had compassion on his peo- 
ple, and on his dwelling place : 

16 But they mocked the messengers 
of God, and despised his words, and 
misused his prophets, until the wrath 
of the Lord arose against his people, 
till there was no remedy. 

I 17 Therefore he brought upon them 
I the king of the Chaldees, who slew 
their young men with the sword in the 
house of their sanctuary, and had no 
compassion upon young man or maid- 
1 en, old man, or him that stooped for 
I age : he gave them all into his hand. 

I 18 And all the vessels of the house of 
God, great and small, and the treasures 
j of the house of the Lord, and the trea- 
i sures of the king, and of his princes ; 

! all these he brought to Babylon. 

I 19 And they burnt the house of God, 
i and brake down the wall of Jerusa- 
lem, and burnt all the palaces thereof 
j with fire, and destroyed all the goodly 
vessels thereof. 

20 And them that had escaped from 
; the sword carried he aw’ay to Babylon; 

I %vhere they were servants to him and 

his sons until the reign of the king- 
dom of Persia; 

21 To fulfil the word of the Lord by 
the mouth of Jeremiah, until the land 
had enjoyed her sabbaths : for as long 
as she lay desolate she kept sabbath, 
to fulfil threescore and ten years. 

22 IF Now in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of the 
Lord spoken by the mouth of Jere- 
miah might be accomplished, the Lord 
stirred up the spirit of Cyrus king of 
Pei’sia, that he made a proclamation 
throughout all his kingdom, and put 
it also in writing, saying, 

23 Thus saitli Cyrus king of Persia, 
All the kingdoms of the earth hath the 
Lord God of heaven given me ; and 
he hath charged me to build him an 
house in Jerusalem, which is in Judah. 
Who is there among you of all his 
people ? The Lord his God he with 
him, and let him go up. 
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■ . CHAPTER- ,L , 

T^O'W in the, first .year of Cyrus 
j3i king of Persia, that the word of 
the Lord by the mouth of Jeremiah 
might be fulfilled, the Lord stirred up 
the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, that 
he made a proclamation throughout 
all his kingdom, and put it also in 
writing, saying, 

2 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
The Lord God of heaven hath given 
me all the kingdoms of the earth ; and 
he hath charged me to build him an 
house at Jerusalem, which is in J udah. 

3 Who is there among you of all his 
people? his God be with Mm, and let 
him go up to Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah, and build the house of the 
Lord God of Israel, (he is the God,) 
which is in Jerusalem. 

4 And whosoever remaineth in any 
place where he sojourneth, let the men 
of his place help him with silver, and 
with gold, and with goods, and with 
beasts, beside the freewill offering for 
the house of God that is in Jerusalem. 

5 % Then rose up the chief of the 
fathei's of Judah and Benjamin, and 
the priests, and the Levites, with all 
them whose spirit God had raised, to 
go up to build the house of the Lord 
which is in Jerusalem. 

6 And all they that ^vere about them 
strengthened their hands with vessels 
of silver, with gold, with goods, and 
with beasts, and with precious things, 
beside all that was willingly offered. 

7 IT Also Cyrus the king brought 
forth the vessels of the house of the 
Lord, w^hieh Nebuchadnezzar had 
brought forth out of Jerusalem, and 
had put them in the house of his gods ; 

8 Even those did Cyrus king of Per- 
sia bring forth by the hand of Mithre- 
dath the treasurer, and numbered them 
unto Sheshbazzar, the prince of Judah. 

9 And this is the number of them ; 
thirty chargers of gold, a thousand 


chargers of silver,' nine and twenty 
knives, 

10 Thirty basons of goM, silver ba- 
sons of a second sort four hundred and 
ten, and other vessels a thousand. 

11 All the vessels of gold and of sil- 
ver tvere five thousand and four hun- 
dred. All these did Sheshbazzar bring 
up with them of the captivity that 
were brought up from Babylon unto 
Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER' : 2: 

1^ 0 W these are the children of the 
X 1 province that went up out of the 
captivity, of those which had been car- 
ried away, whom Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon had carried away un- 
to Babylon, and came again unto Je- 
rusalem and Judah, every one unto his 
city;

Jeshua, Nehemiah, Seraiah, Reelaiah, 
Mordecai, Bilshan, Mizpar, Bigvat, 
Rehum, Baanah.

42 iF The children of the porters.: 'the 
children of Shalium, the children of 
Ater, the children of Talmon, the chil- 
dren of Akkub, the children of Hatita, 
the children of Shobai, w all an hun- 
dred thirty and nine. 

43 IF The Nethinims : the children of 
Ziha, the children of Hasupha, the 
children of Tabbaoth, 

44 The children of Keros, the chil- 
dren of Siaha, the children of Padon, 

45 The children of Lebanah, the 
children of Hagabah, the children of 
Akkub, 

46 The children of Hagab, the chil- 
dren of Shalmai, the children of Ha- 
nan, 

47 The children of Giddel, the chil-

56 The children of Jaalah, the chil- 
dren of Darkon, the children of Giddel, 

57 The children of Shephatiah, the 
children of Hattii, the children of Po- 
chereth of Zebaim,the children of Ami. 

58 Ail the Nethinims, and the cMi- 
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dren of Solomon’s servants, were three 
hundred ninety and two., 

59 And these were they which went 
up from Tel-inelah, Tel-harsa, Cherub, 
Addan, and Immer : but they could not 
shew their father’s house, and their 
seed, whether they were of Israel : 

60 The children of Delaiah, the chil- 
dren of Tobiah, the children of Ne- 
koda, six hundred fifty and two. 

61 U And of the children of the 
priests : the children of Habaiah, the 
cMidren of Koz, the children of Bar- 
zillai ; which took a wife of the daugh- 
ters of Barzillai the Gileadite, and was 
called after their name : 

62 These sought their register among 
those that were reckoned by genea- 
logy, but they were not found : there- 
fore were they, as polluted, put from 
the priesthood. 

63 And the Tirshatha said unto 
them, that they should not eat of the 
most holy things, till there stood up a 
priest with Urim and with Thummim. 

64 IF The whole congregation to- 
gether was forty and two thousand 
three hundred and threescore, 

65 Beside their servants and their 
maids, of whom there were seven thou- 
sand three hundred thirty and seven : 
and there were among them two hun- 
dred singing men and singing women. 
. 66 Their horses were seven hundred 
thirty and six ; their mules, two hun- 
dred forty and five ; 

67 Their camels, four hundred thir- 
ty and five ; thew asses, six thousand 
seven hundred and twenty. 

68 If And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the house 
of the Lord which is at Jerusalem, 
offered freely for the house of God to 
set it up in his place ; 

69 They gave after their ability un- 
to the treasure of the work threescoi’e 
and one thousand drams of gold, and 
five thousand pound of silver, and one 
hundred priests’ garments. 

70 So the priests, and the Levites, 
and some of the people, and the sing- 
ers, and the porters, and the NetM- 


nims, dwelt in their cities, and all Is-: 

rael in their cities. 

■ CHAPTER a 
4ND when the seventh month , was 
LA. come, and the children of Israel 
were in the cities, the people gathered 
1 themselves together as one man to 
I Jerusalem. 

I 2 Then stood up Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and his brethren the priests, 
and Zerubbabei the son of Shealtiel, 
and his brethren, and buiided the altar 
of the God of Israel, to offer burnt 
offerings thereon, as it is written in 
the law of Moses the man of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon his 
I bases ; for fear was upon them because 

of the people of those countries : and 
they offered burnt offerings thereon 
unto the Lord, even burnt offerings 
morning and evening. 

4 They kept also the feast of taber- 
nacles, as written, and offered 
the daily burnt offerings by number, 
according to the custom, as the duty 
of every day required ; 

5 And afterward offered the con- 
tinual burnt offering, both of the new 
moons, and of all the set feasts of 
the Lord that were consecrated, and 
of every one that willingly offered a 
freewill offering unto the Lord. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt offer- 
ings unto the Lord. But the founda- 
tion of the temple of the Lord was 
not yet laid. 

7 They gave money also unto the 
masons, and to the carpenters; and 
meat, and drink, and oil, unto them of 
Zidon, and to them of Tyre, to bring 
cedar trees from Lebanon to the sea 
of Joppa, according to the grant that 
they had of Cyrus king of Persia. 

8 IF Now in the second jenv of their 
coming xmto the house of God at Je- 
rusalem, in the second month, began 
Zerubbabei the son of Shealtiel, and 

; Jeshua "the son of Jozadak, and t.Iie 
remnant of their brethren the priests 
I and the Levites, and ail they that 
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were come out of the captivity unto 
Jerusalem ; and appointed the Levites, 


the rest of the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, said unto them, Ye have no- 


from twenty years old and upward, ■ thing to do with us to build an house 
to set forward the work of the house j unto our Grod ; but we ourselves to- 


of the Lord 

9 Then stood Jesliua with his sons 
and his brethren, Kadmiel and his sons, 
•the sons of Judah, together, to set for- 
ward the woi*kinen in the house of God : 
the sons of Henadad, with their sons 
and their brethren the Levites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lord, 
they set the priests in their apparel 
with trumpets, and the Levites the 
sons of Asaph with cymbals, to praise 
the Lord, after the ordinance of David 
king of Israel. 

^ 11 And they sang together by course 
in praising and giving thanks unto 
the Lord ; because he is good, for his 
mercy endureth for ever toward Is- 
rael. And all the people shouted with 
a great shout, when they praised the 
Lord, because the foundation of the 
house of the Lord was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Le- 
vites and chief of the fathers, who 
were ancient men, that had seen the 
first house, when the foundation of 
this house was laid before their eyes, 
wept with a loud voice ; and many 
shouted aloud for joy ; 

13 So that the people could not dis- 
cern the noise of the shout of joy from 
the noise of the weeping of the people : 
for the people shouted with a loud 
shout, and the noise was heard afar off. 

CHAPTER 4. 

' 0 W when the adversaries of Ju- 
dah and Benjamin heard that the 
children of the captivity builded the 
temple unto the Lord God of Israel; 

2 Then they came to Zerubbabel, 
and to the chief of the fathers, and 
said unto them, Let us build with you : 
for we seek your God, as ye do ; and 
we do sacrifice unto him since the days 
of Esar-haddon king of Assur, which 
brought us up hither. 

3 But Zerubbabel, and *Jeshua, and 




gether will build unto the Lord God 
of Israel, as king Cyrus the king of 
Persia hath commanded us. 

4 Then the people of the land weak- 
ened the hands of the people of Judah, 
and troubled them in biolding, 

5 And hired counsellors against them, 
to frustrate their purpose, all the days 
of Cyrus king of Persia, even until 
the reign of Darius king of Persia. 

6 And in the reign of Ahasuerus, in 
the beginning of his reign; wrote they 
unto him an accusation against the in- 
habitants of Judah and Jerusalem. 

7 ^ And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, 
and the rest of their companions, un- 
to Artaxerxes king of Persia ; and the 
writing of the letter was written in 
the Syrian tongue, and interpreted in 
the Syrian tongue. 

8 Rehum the chancellor and Shim- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king in 
this sort : 

9 Then wrote Rehum the chancellor, 
and Shimshai the scribe, and the rest 
of their companions ; the Dinaites, the 
Apharsathehites, the Tarpelites, the 
Apharsites, the Archevites, the Baby- 
lonians, the Susanchites, the Deha- 
vites, and the Elamites, 

10 And the rest of the nations whom 
the great and noble' Asnapper brought 
over, and set in the cities of Samaria, 
and the rest that are on this side the 
river, and at such a time. 

1 1 IF This is the copy of the letter 
that they sent unto him, even unto 
Artaxerxes the king ; Thy servants 
the men on this side the river, and at 
such a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from thee to 
us are come unto Jerusalem, building 
the rebellious and the bad city, and 
have set lip the wails thereof, and 
joined the foundations. 
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13 Be it known., now,, unto the king, 
that, if this city be .biiilded, and the 
walls ' set up again, then will they not 
pay toll, ■'.tribute, and .custom, and so 
thou shalt endamage the revenue of 
the kings. 

14 Now because we have mainte- 
nance from palace, and it 

was not meet for us to see the king’s 
dishonour, therefore have we sent and 
certified the king ; 

15 That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers : 
so shalt thou find in the book of the 
records, and know that this city is a 
rebellious city, and hurtful unto kings 
and provinces, and that they have 
moved sedition within the same of old 
time : for which cause was this city 
destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this 
city be builded again, and the walls i 
thereof set up, by this means thou shalt 
have no portion on this side the river. 

17 ^ Then sent the king an answer 
unto Rehum the chancellor, and to 
Shimshai the scribe, and to the rest 
of their companions that dwell in Sa- 
maria, and unto the rest beyond the 
river, Peace, and at such a time. 

18 The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read before me. 

19 And I commanded, and search hath 
been made, and it is found that this 
city of old time hath made insurrec- 
tion against kings, and that rebellion 
and sedition have been made therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings 
also over Jerusalem, which have ruled 
over all countries beyond the river ; 
and toll, tribute, and custom, was paid 
unto them. 

21 (xive ye now commandment to 
cause these men to cease, and that this 
city be not builded, until another com- 
mandment shall be given from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this : why should damage grow 
to the hurt of the kings ? 

23 IF Now when the copy of king 
Artaxerxes’ letter was read before Re- 
hum, and Shimshai the scribe, and their 


companions, they m^eiit up in haste to 

Jerusalem unto the Jews, and made 
them to cease by force and power., 

24 Then ceased the %vork of the'ho'use 
of God which is at Jerusalem. So it 
ceased unto the second year of the 
reign of Darius king of Persia. 

CHAPTER 5.. 

T hen the prophets, Haggai the ,; 

prophet, and Zechariah the son 
of Iddo, prophesied unto the Jev/s that 
were in Judah and Jerusalem in the 
name of the God of Israel, 6^671 unto 
them. 

2 Then rose up Zerubbabel the son 
of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and began to build the house 
of God which is at Jerusalem : and 
with them were the prophets of God 
helping them. 

3 IF At the same time came to them 
Tatnai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shethar-boznai, and their com- 
panions, and said thus unto them, 

I Who hath commanded you to build 
this house, and to make up this wall ? 

I 4 Then said we unto them after this 
manner, What are the names of the 
men that make this building? 

5 But the eye of their God was up- 
on the elders of the Jews, that they 
could not cause them to cease, till the 
matter came to Darius : and then they 
returned answer by letter concerning 
this matter. 

6 IF The copy of the letter that Tatnai, 
governor on this side the river, and 
Shethar-boznai, and his companions 
the Apharsachites, which were on this 
side the river, sent unto Darius the 
king: 

7 They sent a letter unto him, where- 
in was written thus ; Unto Darius, the 
king, all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Judea, to the 
house of the great God, which is build- 
ed with great stones, and timber is laid 
in the wails, and this work goeth fast 
on, and prospereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and 
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JVhat Cy7'iis had decreed, 

said unto them thus. Who commanded 
you to build this house, and to make 
up these walls? " 

10 We asked their names also, to 
isertify thee, that we might write\ the. 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them. 

11 And thus they returned us am 
swer, saying, We are the servants of 
the God of heaven and earth, and 
build the house that was builded these 
many years ago, which a great king 
of Israel builded and set up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the hand 
of Nebuchadnezzar the king of Baby- 
lon, the Chaldean, who destroyed this 
house, and carried the people away 
into Babylon. 

13 But in the first year of Cyrus the 
king of Babylon the seme king Cyrus 
made a decree to build this house of 
God. 

14 And the vessels also of gold and 
silver of the house of God, which Ne- 
buchadnezzar took out of the temple 
that was in Jerusalem, and brought 
them into the temple of Babylon, those 
did Cyrus the king take out of the 
temple of Babylon, and they were 
delivered unto one, whose name was 
Sheshbazzar, whom he had made go- 
Ternor; 

15 And said unto him, Take these 
vessels, go, cany them into the tem- 
ple that is in Jerusalem, and let the 
house of God be builded in his place. 

16 Then came the same Sheshbaz- 
zar, laid the foundation of the 
house of God which in Jerusalem ; 
and since that time even until now 
hath it been in building, and yet it is 
not finished. 

1 7 Now therefore, if it seem good to 
the king, let there be search made in 
the king^s treasure house, which is 
there at Babylon, whether it be so, 
that a decree was made of Cyrus the 
king to build this , house of God at 
Jerusalem, and let the king send Ms 
pleasure to us concerning this. matter. 


CHAPTER 6. 

T hen. Darius . the king made . 

decree, and search' was made , in 
the house of the rolls, where the trea- 
sures were laid up in Babylon. 

2 And there was found at Achmetha, 
in the palace that is in the province 
of the Medes, a roll, and therein wm 
a record thus written : * 

3 In the first year of Cyrus the king 
the same Cyrus the king made a de- 
cree concerning thQ house of God at 
Jerusalem, Let the house be builded, 
the place where they offered sacri- 
fices, and let the foundations thereof 
be strongly laid ; the height thereof 
threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof threescore cubits ; 

4 With three rows of great stones, 
and a row of new timber ; and let the 
expences be given out of the king’s 
house: 

5 And also let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
temple which is at Jerusalem, and 
brought unto Babylon, be restored,- 
and brought again unto the temple 
which is at Jerusalem, every one to 
his place, and place them in the house 
of God. 

6 Now the^'^ef ore, Tatnal, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
your companions the Apharsachites, 
which are beyond the river, be ye far 
from thence : 

I 7 Let the work of this house of God 
I alone ,* let the governor of the Jews and 
the eiders of the Jews build this house 
I of God in his place. 

I 8 Moreover I make a decree what ye 
shall do to the eiders of these Jews for 
the building of this house of God : that 
of the king’s goods, even of the tribute 
beyond the river, forthwith expences 
be given unto these men, that they be 
not hindered. 

9 And that which they have need of, 
both young bullocks, and rams, and 
Iambs, for the burnt offerings of the 
God of heaven, v/heat, salt, wine, and

12 And the G-od that hath caused his 
name to dwell there destroy all kings 
and people, that shall put to their hand 
to alter and to destroy this house of 
God which is at Jerusalem.

13 IT Then Tatnai, governor on this 
side the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
their companions, according to that 
which Darius the king had sent, so 
they did speedily. 

14 And the elders of the Jews build- 
ed, and they prospered through the 
prophesying of Haggai the prophet 
and Zechariah the son of Iddo. And 
they builded, and finished f <5, accord- j the son of Hilkiah, 


for their brethren the priests, and for 
themselves. 

21 And the children of Israel, which 
were come again out of captivity, and 
all such as had separated themselves 
unto them from the filthiness of the 
heathen of the land, to seek the LoK3> 
God of Israel, did eat, 

22 And kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with joy : for the 
Lord had made them joyful, and turn- 
ed the heart of the king of Assyria un- 
to them, to strengthen their hands in 
the work of the house of God, the God 
of Israel, 

CHAPTER 7. 

N OW after these things, in the reign 
of Artaxerxes king of Persia, Ezra 
the son of Seraiah, the son of Azariah,

12 Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto 
Ezra the priest, a scribe of the law of 
the God of heaven, perfect peace, and 
at such a time. 

13 I make a decree, that all they of 
the people of Israel, and of his priests 
and Levites, in my realm, which are 
minded of their own freewill to go up 
to Jerusalem, go with thee, 

14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of the 
king, and of his seven counsellors, to 
enquire concerning Judah and Jerusa- 
lem, according to the law of thy God 
which is in thine hand ; 

15 And to carry the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counsellors 
have freely offered unto the God of Is- 
rael, w'hose habitation is in Jerusalem, 

16 And all the silver and gold that 
thou canst find in all the province of 
Babylon, with the freewill offering of 
the people, and of the priests, offering 
'willingly for the house of their God 
which in Jerusalem : 

17 That thou mayesfc buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, lambs, 
with their meat offerings and their 
drink offerings, and offer them upon 
the altp of the house of your God 
which is in Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good 
to thee, and to thy brethren, to do with 
the rest of the silver and the gold, tWt 
do after the will of your God. 

15 
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19 The vessels also that are given 
thee for the service of the house of thy 
God, those deliver thou before the God 
of Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shalt have occasion to 
bestow, bestow it out of the king’s 
treasure house. 

21 And I, eveyi I Artaxerxes the king, 
do make a decree to ail the treasurers 
which are beyond the river, that what- 
soever Ezra the priest, ithe scribe of the 
law of the God of heaven, shall require 
of you, it be done speedily, 

22 IJnto an hundred talents of silver, 
and to an hundred measures of wheat, 
and to an hundred baths of wine, and 
to an hundred baths of oil, and salt 
without prescribing how much, 

23 Whatsoever is commanded by the 
God of heaven, let it be diligently done 
for the house of the God of heaven : for 
why should there be wrath against the 
realm of the king and Ms sons ? 

24 Also we certify you, that touching 
any of the priests and Levites, singers, 
porters, Nethinims, or ministers of this 
house of God, it shall not be lawful to 
impose toll, tribute, or custom, upon 
them. 

25 And thou, Ezra, after the v/isdoin 
of thy God, that is in thine hand, set 
magistrates and judges, which may 
judge all the people that are beyond 
the river, all such as know the lav^^s of 
thy God ; and teach ye them that know 
them not. 

26 And whosoever will not do the 
law of thy God, and the law of the 
king, let judgment be executed speedi- 
ly upon him, whether it be unto death, 
or to banishment, or to confiscation of 
goods, or to imprisonment. 

27 If Blessed be the Lord God of our 
fathers, which hath put such a thing 
as this in the king’s heart, to beautify 
the house of the Lord which is in Je- 
rusalem: 

28 And hath extended mercy unto 
me before the king, and his counsel- 
lors, and before all the king’s mighty 
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princes. And I was strengtliened as 
the hand of the Lord my Ood was up- 
on' me, and I: gathered together out of 
Israel: chief men to go up with me. 

^ CHAPTER 8. 

T hese are now the chief of their 
fathers, and this is the genealogy 
of them that went up with me from 
Babylon, in the reign of Artaxerxes 
, the king. 

2 Of the sons of Phinehas ; Gershom : 
of the sons of Ithamar ; Daniel : of the 
sons of David; Hattnsh. 

3 Of the sons of Shechaniah, of the 
sons of Pharosh ; Zechariah : and with 
him were reckoned by genealogy of 
the males an hundred and fifty. 

4 Of the sons of Pahath-moab ; Eli- 
hoenai the son of Zerahiah, and with 
him two hundred males. 

5 Of the sons of Shechaniah ; the son 
of Jahaziel, and with him three hun- 
dred males, 

6 Of the sons also of Adin ; Ebed the 
son of Jonathan, and with him fifty 
males. 

7 And of the sons of Elam ; Jeshaiah 
the son of Athaliah, and with him 
seventy males. 

8 And of the sons of Shephatiah ; Ze- 
badiah the son of Michael, and with 
him fourscore males. 

9 Of the sons of Joab ; Obadiah the 
son of Jehiel, and with him two hun- 
dred and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sons of Shelomith ; the 
son of Josiphiah, and with him an hun- 
dred and threescore males. 

11 And of the sons of Bebai; Zecha- 
riah the son of Bebai, and with him 
twenty and eight males. 

12 And of the sons of Azgad; Jo- 
hanan the son of Hakkatan, and with 
him an hundred and ten males. 

13 And of the last sons of Adonikam, 
v/hose names are these, Eliphelet, 
Jeiel, and Shemaiah, and with them 
threescore males. 

14 Of the sons also of Bigvai ; Uthai, 
and Zabbud, and with them seventy 
males. 


15 IT And Ig-athered them together' to 
the river that runneth to Ahava ; and 
there abode we in tents three days ; and 
I viewed the people, and the priests, and 
found there- none of the sons of Levi. 

16 Then sent I for Eliezer, for Arlel^ 
for Shemaiah, and for Elnathan, and 
for Jarib, and for Elnathan, and for 
Nathan, and for Zechariah, and for 
Meshullam, chief men ; also for Joi- 
arib, and for Elnathan, men of under- 
standing. 

17 And I sent them with command- 
ment unto Iddo the chief at the place 
Casiphia, and I told them what they 
should say unto Iddo, and to his bre- 
thren the Nethinims, at the place Ca- 
siphia, that they should bring unto us 
ministers for the house of our God, 

18 And by the good hand of our God 
upon us they brought us a man of 
understanding, of the sons of Mahli, 
the son of Levi, the son of Israel ; and 
Sherebiah, with his sons and his bre- 
thren, eighteen ; 

19 And Hashabiah, and with him Je- 
shaiah of the sons of Merari, his bre- 
thren and their sons, twenty ; 

20 Also of the Nethinims, whom Da- 
vid and the princes had appointed for 
the service of the Levites, two hundred 
and twenty Nethinims : all of them 
were expressed by name. 

21 11 Then I proclaimed a fast there, 
at the river of Ahava, that we might 
afflict ourselves before our God, to seek 
of him a right way for us, and for our 
little ones, and for all our substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to require of 
the king a band of soldiers and horse- 
men to help us against the enemy in 
the way : because we had spoken unto 
the king, saying, The hand of our God 
is upon all them for good that seek 
him ; but his power and his wrath is 
against all them that forsake him. 

23 So we fasted and besought our God 
for this: and he was intreated of us. 

24 11 Then I separated twelve of the 
chief of the priests, Sherebiah, Ha- 
shabiah, and ten of their brethren with 
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25 And weighed xiiito them the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels, even the 
offering of the house of our God, which 
the Mng, and Ms counsellors, ■ and his 
lords, and all Israel there present, had 
■offered : 

26 I even weighed unto their hand 
six hundred and fifty talents of silver, 
and silver vessels an hundred talents, 
and of gold an hundred talents ; 

27 Also twenty basons of gold, of a 
thousand drams; and two vessels of 
fine copper, precious as gold. 

28 And I said unto them, Ye are holy 
unto the Lord ; the vessels are holy 
also ; and the silver and the gold are 
a freewill oftering unto the Lord God 
of your fathers. 

29 Watch ye, and keep them, until 
ye weigh them before the chief of the 
priests and the Levites, and chief of the 
fathers of Israel, at Jerusalem, in the 
chambers of the house of the Lord* 

30 So took the priests and the Levites 
the weight of the silver, and the gold, 
and the vessels, to bring them to Jeru- 
salem unto the house of our God. 

31 ^ Then we departed from the river 
of Ahava on the twelfth day of the 
first month, to go unto Jerusalem : and 
the hand of our God was upon us, and 
he delivered us from the hand of the 
enemy, and of such as lay in wait by 
the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, and 
abode there three days. 

33 Now on the fourth day was the 
silver and the gold and the vessels 
weighed in the house of our God by the 
hand of Meremoth the son of Uriah the 
priest; and with him was Eleazar the 
son of Phinehas ; and with them was 
Jozabad the son of Jeshua, and No- 
adiah the son of Binnui, Levites ; 

34 By number and tyy weight of 
every one: and all the weight was 
written at tha-t time. 

35 Afeo the children of those that had 
been carried away, which were come 
out of the captivity, offered burnt of- 
ferings unto the God of Israel, twelve 
bullocks for all Israel, ninety and six 


A, 9. Ezra's mo nrning, and 

rams, seventy and seven lambs, twelve 
he goats., for a sin;, offering : all this 
was a burnt offering untO' the .Lord. 

■ 36 ®![ And' they delivered the king^.s 
commissions unto the king’s lieute- 
nants, and to the governors on this 
side the river: and they furthered the 
people, and the house of God. 

CHAPTER 9. 

N OW when these things were done, 
the princes came to me, saying, 
The people of Israel, and the priests, 
and the Levites, have not separated 
themselves from the people of the 
lands, doing according to their abomi- 
nations, even of the Canaanites, the 
Hittites, the Perizzites, the Jebusites, 
the Ammonites, the Moabites, the E- 
gyptians, and the Amorites. 

2 For they have taken of their daugh- 
ters for themselves, and for their sons : 
so that the holy seed have mingled 
themselves with the people of those 
lands: yea, the hand of the princes 
and rulers hath been chief in this tres- 
pass. 

3 And when I heard this thing, I 
rent my garment and my mantle, and 
plucked off the hair of my head and 
of my beard, and sat down astonied. 
4 Then were assembled unto me every 
one that trembled at the words of the 
God of Israel, because of the trans- 
gression of those that had been carried 
away; and I sat astonied until the 
evening sacrifice. 

5 IT And at the evening sacrifice I 
arose up from my heaviness ; and hav- 
ing rent my garment and my mantle, 
I fell upon my knees, and spread out 
my hands unto the Lord my God, 

6 And said, 0 my God, I am ashamed 
and blush to lift up my face to thee, 
my God : for our iniquities ai*e in- 
creased over our head, and our tres- 
pass is grown up unto the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers have 
we been in a great trespass unto this 
day ; and for our iniquities have we, 
our kings, and our priests, been de- 
livered into the hand of the kings of 
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the lands,: .to the, sword, to captivity, 
and to a spoil, and to confusion of face, 
as this day, 

8 And now for a little space grace 
hath been shewed from the Lobd our 
God, to leave us a remnant to escape, 
and tO' give us a nail in his holy place, 
that our God may lighten our eyes, and 
give us a little reviving in our bondage. 

9 For we bondmen; yet our 
God hath not forsaken us in our bond- 
age, but hath extended mercy unto us 
in the sight of the kings of Persia, to 
give us a reviving, to set up the house 
of our God, and to repair the desola- 
tions thereof, and to give us a wall in 
Judah and in Jerusalem. 

10 And now, O our God, what shall 
we say after this ? for we have forsaken 
thy commandments, 

1 1 Which thou hast commanded by 
thy servants the prophets, saying. The 
land, unto which ye go to possess it, 
is an unclean land with the filthiness 
of the people of the lands, with their 
abominations, which ha-ve filled it 
from one end to another with their un- 
cleanness. 

12 No%v therefore give not your 
daughters unto their sons, neither take 
theirdaughters unto your sons,nor seek 
their peace or their wealth for ever : 
that ye may be strong, and eat the good 
of the land, and leave it for an inherit- 
ance to your children for ever. 

13 And after all that is come upon 
us for our evil deeds, and for our great 
trespass, seeing that thou our God hast 
punished us less than our iniquities de- 
serve^ and hast given us such deliver- 
ance as this ; 

14 Should we again break thy com- 
mandments, and join in affinity vith 
the people of these abominations? 
wouldest not thou be angry with us till | 
thou hadst consumed us^ so that there | 
should be no remnant nor escaping ? | 

15 0 Lord God of Israel, thou art\ 
righteous : for we remain yet escaped, | 
as it is this day : behold, we are before ; 
thee in our trespasses : for we cannot : 
stand before thee because of this. | 
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CHAPTEE 10. 

N OW when Ezra had. prayed, and 
when he had confessed,, weeping' 
and casting himself down before the 
house of God, there assembled unto 
him out of Israel a veiy great congre- 
gation of men and women and chil- 
dren : for the people wept very sore. 

2 And Shechaniah the son of Jehiel, 
one of the sons of Elam, answered and 
said unto Ezra, We have trespassed a- 
gainst our God, and have taken strange 
wives of the people of the land : yet 
now there is hope in Israel concerning 
this thing. 

3 Now therefore let us make a cove- 
nant with our God to put away all the 
wives, and such as are born of them, 
according to the counsel of my lord, 
and of those that tremble at the com- 
mandment of our God ; and let it be 
done according to the law. 

4 Arise; for this matter belongeth 
unto thee : we also will be with thee : 
be of good courage, and do it, 

5 Then arose Ezra, and made the 
chief priests, the Levites, and ail Is- 
rael, to swear that they should do ac- 
cording to this word. And they s ware. 
6 IF Then Ezra rose up from before 
the house of God, and went into the 
chamber of Johanan the son of Elia- 
shib : and when he came thither, he did 
eat no bread, nor drink water : for he 
mourned because of the transgression 
of them that had been carried away. 

7 And they made proclamation 
throughout Judah and Jerusalem un- 
to all the children of the captivity, 
that they should gather themselves to- 
gether unto J erusalem ; 

8 And that whosoe ver would not come 
within three days, according to the 
counsel of the princes and the elders, 
ali bis substance should be forfeited, 
and himself separated from the con- 
gregation of those that had been car- 
ried away. 

9 IT Then all the men of Judah and 
Benjamin gathered .themselves toge- 
ther unto Jerusalem within three days. 
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It was the ninth month, on the twen- 
tieth day of the month; and all the 
people sat in the street of the house of 
Crod, trembling because of this matter, 
and for the great rain. 

10 And Ezra the priest stood up, and 
said unto them, Ye have transgressed, 
and have taken strange wives, to in- 
crease the trespass of Israel. 

11 Now thei*efore make confession 
unto the Lord God of your fathers, 
and do his pleasure : and separate your- 
selves from the people of the land, and 
from the strange wives. 

12 Then ail the congregation answer- 
ed and said with a loud voice. As thou 
hast said, so must we do. 

13 But the people are many, and it 
is a time of much rain, and Ave are not 
able to stand without, neither is this 
a work of one day or two : for we are 
many that have transgressed in this 
thing. 

14 Let now our rulers of all the con- 
gregation stand, and let all them Avhich 
have taken strange wives in our cities 
come at appointed times, and with 
them the elders of every city, and the 
judges thereof, until the fierce wrath 
of our God for this matter be turned 
from us, 

15 IT Only Jonathan the son of Asa- 
hel and Jahaziah the son of Tikvah 
were employed about this matter : and 
Meshullam and Shabbethai the Levite 
helped them. 

16 And the children of the captivi- 
ty did so. And Ezra the priest, tvith 
certain chief of the fathers, after the 
house of their fathers, and all of them 
by their names, were separated, and 
sat down in the first day of the tenth 
month to examine the matter. 

17 And they made an end with all 
the men that had taken strange wives 
by the first day of the first month. 

18 IT And among the sons of the 
priests there were found that had taken 
strange wives : namely, of the sons of 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and his 
brethren ; Maaseiah, and Eliezer, and 
Jarib, and Gedaliah. 
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19 And they gave their hands that 
they would put away their wives ; and 
being guilty, they offered a ram of the 
flock for their trespass, 

20 And of the sons of Iinmer; Ha- 
nani, and Zebadiah. 

21 And of the sons of Harim ; Maa- 
seiah, and Elijah, and Shemaiah, and 
Jehiel, and Uzziah. 

22 And of the sons of Pashur ; Eli- 
oenai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethaneel, 
Jozabad, and Elasah. 

23 Also of the Levites ; J ozabad, and 
Shimei, and Kelaiah, (the same is 
Kelita,) Pethahiah, Judah, and Elie- 
zer. 

24 Of the singers also ; Eliashib : and 
of the porters; Shalium, and Telem, 
and Uri. 

25 Moreover of Israel : of the sons 
of Parosh; Ramiah, and Jeziah, and 
Malchiah, and Miamin, and Eleazar, 
and Malchijah, and Benaiah. 

26 And of the sons of Elam; Mat- 
taniah, Zechariah, and Jehiel, and 
Abdi, and Jeremoth, and Eliah. 

27 And of the sons of Zattu ; Elio- 
enai, Eliashib, Mattaniah, and Jere- 
moth, and Zabad, and Aziza. 

28 Of the sons also of Behai ; J eho- 
hanan, Hananiah, Zabbai, and Athlai, 

29 And of the sons of Bani ; Meshul- 
lam, Malluch, and Adaiah, Jashub, and 
Sheal, and Ramoth. 

30 And of the sons of Pahath-moab ; 
Adna, and Chelal, Benaiah, Bfaaseiah, 
Mattaniah, Bezaleel, and Binnui, and 
Manasseh. 

31 And of the sons of Harim ; Eli- 
ezer, Ishijah, Malchiah, Shemaiah, 
Shimeon, 

32 Benjamin, Malluch, and Shema- 
riah. 

33 Of the sons of Hashum ; Mat- 
tenai, Mattathah, Zabad, Elipheiet, 
Jeremai, Manasseh, and Shimei. 

34 Of the sons of Bani ; Maadai, 
Amram, and Uel, 

35 Benaiah, Bedeiah, Cheiluh, 

36 Vaniah, Meremoth, Eliashib, 

37 Mattaniah, Mattenai, and Jaasau, 

38 And Bani, and Binnui, Shimei, 
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39 And Shelemiali, and IST atliaii, and 
Adaiahj 

40 Machnadebai, Shashai, Sbarai, 

41 Azareel, and Shelemiali, Shema- 
riah, ' 

42 Shallum, Amariab, and Joseph. 


43' Of the sons of Nebo ; Jeielj Mat- 

tithiah, . ■ Zabad, Z ebina, J adau^ and 
Joel, Benaiah. 

44 All these had taken strange wives s 
and some of them had wives by wlioiri 
they had children. 
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CHAPTER L 

T he words of Nehemiah the son of 
' Hachaliah. And' it came to pass 
in the month Chisleu, in the twentieth 
year, as I was in Shushan the palace, 
2 That Hanani, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah; 
and I asked them concerning the Jews 
that had escaped, which were left of the 
captivity, and concerning Jerusalem. 
3 And they said unto me, The rem- 
nant that are left of the captivity there 
in the province are in great affliction 
and reproach: the wall of Jerusalem 
also is broken down, and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire. 

4 IF Audit came to pass, when I heard 
these words, that I sat down and wept, 
and mourned certain days, and fasted, 
and prayed before the God of heaven, 
5 And said, I beseech thee, O Lord 
God of heaven, the great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and mercy 
for them that love him and observe his 
commandments : 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, and 
thine eyes open, that thou mayest hear 
the prayer of thy servant, which I pray 
before thee now, day and night, for 
the children of Israel thy servants, and 
confess the sins of the children of Is- 
rael, which we have sinned against 
thee: both I and my father’s house 
have sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly a- 
gainst thee, and have not kept the com- 
mandments, nor the statutes, nor the 
judgments, which thou commandedst 
thy servant Moses. 

8 Remember, I beseech thee, the word 
that thou commandedst thy servant 


Moses, saying, If ye transgress, I will 
scatter you abroad among the na- 
tions: 

9 But «7ye turn unto me, and keep my 
commandments, and do them; though 
there were of you cast out unto the 
uttermost part of the heaven, yet will 
I gather them from thence, and will 
bring them unto the place that I have 
chosen to set my name there. 

10 Now these are thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 
by thy great power, and by thy strong 
hand. 

110 Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer of 
thy servant, and to the prayer of thy 
servants, who desire to fear thy name : 
and prosper, I pray thee, thy servant 
this day, and grant him mercy in the 
sight of this man. For I was the king’s 
cupbearer. 

CHAPTER 2. 

A nd it came to pass in the month 
• Nisan, in the twentieth year of 
Artaxerxes the king, that wine was be- 
fore him : and I took up the wine, and 
gave it unto the king. Now I had not 
been beforetlme sad in his presence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto me, 
Why is thy countenance sad, seeing 
thou art not sick ? this is nothing else 
but sorrow of heart. Then I was very 
sore afraid, 

3 And said unto the^ king, Let the 
king live for ever : why should not m.y 
countenance be sad, when the city, the 
place of my fathers’ sepulchres, lieth 
waste, and the gates , thereof are con- 
sumed with h re I 

4 Then the king said unto me, For- 
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what dost thou make request 1 So I 
prayed to the God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king, If it 
please the king, and if thy servant 
have found favour in thy sight, that 
thou wouldest send me unto Judah, 
unto the city of my fathers’ sepulchres, 
tW' I may build it.' , ' 

6 And the king said unto me, (the 
queen also sitting by him,) For ho^v 
long shall thy journey be ? and when 
wilt thou return ? So it pleased the king 
to send me ; and I set him a time. 

7 Moreover I said unto the king. If 
it please the king, let letters be given 
me to the governors beyond the river, 
that they may convey me over till I 
come into Judah ; 

8 And a letter unto Asaph the keeper 
of the king’s forest, that he may give 
me timber to make beams for the gates 
of the palace which appertained to 
the house, and for the wall of the 
city, and for the house that I shall 
enter into. And the king granted me, 
aecoi'ding to the good hand of my 
God upon me. 

9 ^ Then I came to the governors 
beyond the river, and gave them the 
king’s letters. Now the king had sent 
captains of the army and horsemen 
with me. , ' ' ' 

10 When Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the servant, the Ammon- 
ite, heard o/ ity it grieved them ex- 
ceedingly that there was come a man 
to seek the welfare of the children of 
Israel. 

11 Sol came to Jerusalem, and was 
there three days. 

12 IT And I arose in the night, I and 
some few men with me ; neither told 
I any mMi what my God had put in 
my heart to do at Jerusalem : neither 
was there any heasi with, me, save the 
beast that' I rode upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the 
gate of the valley, even before the dra- 
gon well, and to the dung port, and 
viewed, the walls of Jerusalem, which 
were broken down, and the gates there- 
of v/ere consumed with fire. 
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14 Then I went on to the gate of the 
fountain, and to the king’s pool : but 
there was no place for the beast that 

under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night by the 
brook, and viewed the wall, and turn- 
ed back, and entered by the gate of 
the valley, and so returned. 

16 And the rulers knew not whither 
I went, or what I did ; neither had I 
as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the 
priests, nor to the nobles, nor to the 
rulers, nor to the rest that did the work. 

17 If Then said I unto them, Ye see 
the distress that we are in, how Jeru- 
salem waste, and the gates there- 
of are burned with fire: come, and 
let us build up the wall of Jerusalem, 
that we be no more a reproach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand of 
my God which was good upon me; as 
also the king’s words that he had spo- 
ken unto me. And they said, Let us 
rise up and build. So they strength- 
ened their hands for this good work. 

19 But when Sanballat the Horon- 
ite, and Tobiah the servant, the Am- 
monite, and Geshem the Arabian, 
heard it^ they laughed us to scorn, and 
despised us, and said, What is this 
thing that ye do ? will ye rebel against 
the king % 

20 Then answered I them, and said 
unto them, The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us ; therefore we his ser- 
vants will arise and build : but ye 
have no portion, nor right, nor me- 
morial, in Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER 3. ■ 

T hen EliasMb the high priest rose 
up with his brethren the priests, 
and they builded the sheep gate ; they 
sanctified it, and set up the doors of 
it ; even unto the tower of Meah they 
sanctified it, unto the tower of Ha- 
naneel. 

2 And next unto him builded the 
men of Jericho. And next to them 
builded Zaccur the son of Imri. 

3 But the fish gate did the sons of 
Hassenaah build, who also laid the 
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.beams .thereof, .and set up; the ' doors | 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof. ' . ■ . . | 

4 And next imto them' repaired Me- j 
remoth the son of Urijah, the son ol! 
Koz. And next imto them repaired j 
Mesliuiiaiii the son of Berechiah, the | 
son of Meshezabeel. And next unto | 
them repaired Zadok the son of Baana. | 

5 And next unto them the Tekoites re- i

6 Moreover the old gate repaired Je- ' 
hoiada the son of Paseah, and Meshui- ; 
lam the son of Besodeiah; they laid ; 
the beams thereof, and set up the 
doors thereof, and the locks thereof, ; 
and the bars thereof . 

7 And next unto them repaired Me- 
latiah the Gibeonite, and Jadon the 
Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, and 
of Mizpah, unto the throne of the go- 
vernor on this side the river. 

8 Next unto Mm repaired Uzziel the 
son of Harhaiah, of the goldsmiths. 
Next unto him also repaired Hana- 
niah the son of one of the apotheca- 
ries, and they fortified Jerusalem unto 
the broad wall. 

9 And next unto them repaired Be- 
phaiah the son of Hur, the ruler of 
the half part of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired Je- 
daiah the son of Harumaph, even over 
against his house. And next unto him 
repaired Hattush the son of Hashab- 
niah. 

11 Malchijah the son of Harim, and 
Hashub the son of Pahath-moab, re- 
paired the other piece, and the tower 
of ; the furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired Shal- 
lum the son of Halohesh, the ruler of 
the half part of Jerusalem, he and his 
daughters. 

13 The valley gate repaired Hanun, 
and the inhabitants of Zanoah ; they 
built it, and set up the doors thereof, 
the locks thereof, and the bars there- 
of, and a thousand cubits on the wall 
unto the dung gate. 

14 But the dung gate ..repaired Mal- 


chiah the son of Eechab, the ruler of 
part of Beth-haccerem ; he built it, 
and set up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 

15 But the gate of. the fountain re- 
paired Shallun the son of Col-hozeh, 
the ruler of part of Mizpah j he built 
it, and covered it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof, and the wall of the pool of 
Siioah by the king’s garden, and unto 
the stairs that go down from the city 
of David. 

16 After him repaired Nehemiah the 
son of Azbuk, the ruler of the half 
part of Beth-zur, unto the place ovev 
against the sepulchres of David, and 
to the pool that was made, and unto 
the house of the mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Levites, 
Behum the son of Bani. Next unto 
him repaired Hashabiah, the ruler of 
the half part of Keilah, in his part. 

18 After him repaired their brethren, 
Bavai the son of Henadad, the ruler 
of the half part of Keilah. 

19 And next to him repaired Ezer 
the son of Jeshua, the ruler of Miz- 
pah, another piece over against the 
going up to the armoury at the turn- 
ing of the wall. 

20 After him Baruch the son of Zab- 
bai earnestly repaired the other piece, 
from the turning of the wall unto the 
door of the house of Eiiashib the high 
priest. 

21 After him repaired Meremotli the 
son of Urijah the son of Koz another 
piece, from the door of the house of 
Eiiashib even to the end of the house 
of Eiiashib. 

22 And after him repaired the priests, 
the men of the plain. 

23 After him repaired Benjamin and 
Hashub over against their house. Af-„ 
ter him repaired Azariah tiie son of 
Maaseiah the son of Ananiah by his 
house. . 

24 After him' repaired Bill nui the son 
of .Henadad another piece,, fro.m tlic) 
house of Azariah unto the ' turning of 
the wall, evm unto the corner* 
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25 Palal the son of Uzai, over a- 
gainst the turning 0 / the wall, and the 
tower which lieth out from the king’s 
high house^ that washy the court of 

'■'■'the:^-^ After him Pedaiah the 
son of Parosh. 

26 Moreover the Nethinims dwelt in' 

Ophelj unto the place over against 
the water gate toward the east, and 
the tower that lieth out, 

27 After them the Tekoites repaired 
another piece, over against the great 
tower that lieth out, even unto the 
wall of Ophel. 

28 From above the horse gate re- 
paired the priests, every one over a- 
gainst his house. 

29 After them repaired Zadok the 
son of Jmmer over against his house. 

After him repaired also Shemaiah the 
son of Shechaniah, the keeper of the 
east gate. 

30 After him repaired Hananiah the 
son of Sheiemiah, and Hanun the sixth 
son of Zaiaph, another piece. After 
him repaired Meshuilam the son of 
Berechiah over against his chamber. 

31 After him repaired Malchiah the 
goldsmith’s son unto the place of the 
Nethinims, and of the merchants, over 
against the gate Miphkad, and to the 
going up of the corner. 

32 And between the going up of the 
corner unto the sheep gate repaired 
the goldsmiths and the merchants. 
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CHAPTER 4. 

UT it came to pass, that when San- 
bailat heard that we builded the I 


4 Heal*, O our God ; for we are de- 
spised : and turn their reproach upon 
their own head, and give them for a 
prey in the land of captivity :

9 Nevertheless we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them. 

10 And Judah said, The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, and 
there is much rubbish ; so that we are 
not able to build the wall. 

11 And our adversaries said, They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
come in the midst among them, and 
slay them, and cause the work to cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when 
the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they said unto us ten times. From all 
places whence ye shall return unto us 
they will he upon you, 

13 IT Therefore set I in the lower

17 They w^hich builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with those 
that laded, every one wdth one of his 
hands wrought in the work, and with 
the other hand held a weapon. 

18 For the builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and so 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 IT And I said unto the nobles, and !

CHAPTER .5. 

AND there was a great cry of the 
■Tl. people and of their wives against 
their brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that said, We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many : 
therefore we take up corn for them^ 
that we may eat, and live. 


iAcm,and will require nothing of them *, 
'SO will we do as thou sayest. Them I 
called the priests, and took an oath of 
them, that they should do accru'd ing* 
to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said., So 
God shake out every man ins 
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house, and from his iabom*, that per- 
formeth not this promise, even thus 
be he shaken out, and emptied. And 
all the congregation said, Amen, and 
praised the Lokd. And the people did 
according to this promise. 

14 IF Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor in 
the land of Judah, from the twentieth 
year even unto the two and thirtieth 
year of Artaxerxes the king, that is, 
twelve years, I and my brethren have 
not eaten the bread of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that | 
had been before me were chargeable 
unto the people, and had taken of them 
bread and wine, beside forty shekels of 
silver ; yea, even their servants bare 
rule over the people : but so did not I, 
because of the fear of God. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the work 
of this wall, neither bought we any 
land : and all my servants were ga- 
thered thither unto the work. 

17 Moreover there were at my table 
an hundred and fifty of the J ews and 
rulers, beside those that came unto us 
from among the heathen that are a- 
bout us. 

1 8 Now that which was prepared for 
me daily was one ox and six choice 
sheep ; also fowls were prepared for 
me, and once in ten days store of all 
sorts of wine : yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, be- 
cause the bondage was heavy upon this 
people. 

19 Think upon me, my God, for good, 
according to all that I have done for 
this people. 

.OHAPTEB. 6. . 

N OW it came to pass, when Saiibal- 
lat, and Tobiah, and Geshem the 
Arabian, and the rest of our enemies, 
heard that I had builded the wall, and 
that there w'as no breach left therein ; 
(though at that time I had not set up 
the doors upon the gates ;) 

2 That Sanballat and Geshem sent 
unto me, saying, Come, let us meet 
together in some one of the villages in 
^ 554 


the plain of Ono. But they thought 
to do me mischief. 

, 3 And I:sent 'messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down : why should 
the work cease, whilst I leave it, and 
come down to you? 

' 4 Yet they sent unto me four 'times 
after this sort ; and I answered them 
after the same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat Ms servant 
unto me in like manner the fifth time 
with an open letter in his hand ; 

6 Wherein written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gashmu saith 

that thou and the Jews think to 
rebel : for which cause thou buildest 
the wall, that thou mayest be their 
king, according to these words. 

7 And thou hast also appointed pro- 
phets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, 
saying, There is a king in Judah : and 
now shall it be reported to the king 
according to these words. Come now 
therefore, and let us take counsel to- 
gether. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, 
There are no such things done as thou 
sayest, but thou feignest them out of 
tMne own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, say- 
ing, Their hands shall be weakened 
from the work, that it be not done. 
Now therefore, 0 God^ strengthen my 
hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the house 
of Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the son 
of Mehetabeel, who was shut up ; and 
he said, Let us meet together in the 
house of God, within the temple, and 
let us shut the doors of the temple : for 
they will come to slay thee ; yea, in 
the night will they come to slay thee. 

11 And I said, Should such a man as 
I flee ? and who is there^ that, being 
as I am, would go into the temple to 
save his life? I will not go in. 

12 And, io, I perceived that God had 
not sent him ; but that he pronounced 
this prophecy against me : for Tobiah 
and Sanballat had hired Mm. 

13 Therefore he hired, that I 
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shouid be afraid, and do so, and sin, and 
ikat they might have matter iov an evil 
report, that they might reproach me. 

14 My God, think thou upon Tobiah 
and Sanballat according to these their 
works, and on the prophetess Noadiah, 
and the rest of the prophets, that 
would have put me in fear. 

15 So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth datj of the month 
EM, in fifty and two days. 

16 And it came to pass, that when 
all our enemies heard thereof^ and ail 
the heathen that were about us saw 
these things, they were much cast 
down in their own eyes : for they per- 
ceived that this work was wrought of 
our God. 

1 7 IF Moreover in those days the 
nobles of Judah sent many letters un- 
to Tobiah, and the letters of Tobiah 
came unto them. 

18 For there were many in Judah 
sworn unto him, because he was the 
son in law of Shechaniah the son of 
Arab; and his son Johanan had taken 
the daughter of Meshullam the son of 
Berechiah. 

19 Also they reported his good deeds 
before me, and uttered my words to 
him. And Tobiah sent letters to put 
me in fear. 

CHAPTER 7. 

OW it came to pass, when the wall 
was built, and I had set up the 
doors, and the porters and the singers 
and the Levites were appointed, 

2 That I gave my brother Hanani, 
and Hananiah the ruler of the palace, 
charge over Jerusalem : for he teas a 
faithful man, and feared God above 
many. 

3 And I said unto them, Let not the 
gates of Jerusalem be opened until the 
sun be hot ; and while they stand by, 
let them shut the doors, and bar them: 
and appoint watches of the inhabitants

61 And these were they which went 
up also from Tel-melah, Tel-haresha, 
Cherub, Addon, and Immer : but they 
could not shew their father’s house, 
nor their seed, whether they were of 
Israel. 

62 The children of Delaiah, the chil- 
dren of Tobiah, the children of Neko- 
da, six hundred forty and two. 
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63 U And of the priests r the chil- 
dren of Habaiah, the chiidren of Koz, 
the' children, of Barzillai, which' took 
one of the daughters of Barzillai the 
Gileadite to wife, and was called after 
their name, 

64 These sought their register amonp 
those that were reckoned by genea- 
logy, but it was not found : therefore 
were they, as polluted, put from the 
priesthood. 

65 And the Tirshatha said unto them, 
that they should not eat of the most 
holy things, till there stood up a priest 
with Urim and Thummim. 

66 IT The whole congregation to- 
gether was forty and two thousand 
three hundred and threescore, 

67 Beside their manservants and 
their maidservants, of whom there 
were seven thousand three hundred 
thirty and seven: and they had two 
hundred forty and five singing men 
and singing women . 

68 Their horses, seven hundred thirty 
and six : their mules, two hundred 
forty and five : 

69 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five : six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty asses. 

70 11 And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The Tir- 
shatha gave to the treasure a thousand 
drams of gold, fifty basons, five hun- 
dred and thirty priests’ garments. 

71 And some oi the chief of the fa- 
thers gave to the treasure of the work 
twenty thousand drams of gold, and 
two thousand and two hundred pound 
of silver. 

72 And that which the rest of the 
people gave was twenty thousand 
drams of gold, and two thousand pound 
of silver, and threescore and seven 
priests’ garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Levites, 
and the porters, and the singers, and 
some of the people, and the Nethi- 
ninis, and all Israel, dwelt in their 
cities ; and %vhen the seventh month 
came, the children of Israel were in 
their cities. 


CHAPTER 8. 

A nd all the people gathered them- 
- selves together 'as one man into 
the street that was before the water 
gate; and they spake unto Ezra the 
scribe to bring the book of the law 
of Moses, which the Lord had com- 
manded to Israel. 

2 And Ezra the priest brought the 
law before the congregation both of 
men and women, and all that could 
hear with understanding, upon the 
first day of the seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the 
street that was before the water gate 
from the morning until midday, before 
the men and the women, and those 
that could understand ; and the ears 
of all the people were attentive unto 
the book of the law, 

4 And Ezra the scribe stood upon a 
pulpit of wood, which they had made 
for the purpose; and beside Mm stood 
Mattithiah, and Shema, and Anaiah, 
and Urijah, and Hilkiah, and Maa- 
seiah, on his right hand ; and on his 
left hand, Pedaiah, and Mishael, and 
Malchiah, and Hashum, and Hashba- 
dana, Zeehariah, and Meshuliam, 

5 And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight pf all the people ; (for he was 
above all the people;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up : 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lord, the 
great God. And all the people an- 
swered, Amen, Amen, with lifting up 
their hands : and they bowed their 
heads, and worshipped the Lord with 
their faces to the ground, 

7 Also Jeshua, and Bant, and She- 
rebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, 
Hodijah, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, 
J ozabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, and the Le- 
I vites, caused the people to understand 
I the law : and the people stood in their 
place. 

8 So they read in the book in the 
'law of ■ God distinetiy,.' and gave tlio 
'sense, -and caused themsto understand 

the reading. 

9 IT And Nehemiah, which is the 
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Tirsliatha, and' Ezra , the, priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught the 
people, said unto all the people, This 
day is holy unto the Lord your Giod ; 
mourn not, nor weep. For all the 
people wept, when they heard the 
words of the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Gro your 
wa 3 r| eat the fat, and drink the sweet, 
and send portions unto them for whom 
nothing is prepared : for this day is 
holy unto our Lord; neither be ye 
sorry ; for the joy of the Lord is your 
strength. 

1 1 So the Levites stilled all the peo- 


the children of Israel done so. 'And , 
there was very great gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from .the, first , 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of Grod. And they 
kept the feast seven days ; and on the

8 And foundest his heart faithful be- 
fore thee, and madest a covenant v/ith 
Mm to give the land of the Canaan- 
ites, the Hittites, the Amorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Jebusites, and 
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tlie 0-irgasMtes, to give I say, to Ms 
seed, and: .hast performed ithy .words 
for thou ar<5 righteous : 

.,9, And: didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their 
cry by the Bed sea ; , 

10 And shewedst ' signs and wonders 
■upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on;,ail the people of his land t' for 
thou hnewest that they dealt proudly 
against them. So didst thou get thee 
a name,' as it is this day. 

11 And thou didst divide the sea be- 
fore them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on the dry land ; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into the deeps, ■ as a stone into the 
mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou leddest them in the 
day by a cloudy pillar ; and in the night 
by a pillar of fire, to give them light in 
the' way wherein they should go. 

'13 Thou' earnest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them right- 
judgments, and' true laws, good sta- 
tutes and commandments : 

. 14 : And madest known unto them thy 
holy sabbath, and commandedst them 
precepts, statutes, and laws, by the 
hand of Moses thy servant : . 

1 5 And gavest them bread from hea- 
ven for their hunger, and broughtest 
forth water for them out of the rock 
for, their; thirst, and promisedst them 
that they should go in to possess the 
land which thou hadst sworn to give 
them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments, 

17 And refused to obey, ...neither were 
mindful of thy wonders that thou didst 
among them; but hardened their necks, 
and in their rebellion appointed a cap- 
tain to return to their bondage: but 
thou a7't a God ready to pardon, gra- 
cious and merciful, slow to anger, and 
of great kindness, and forsookest them 
not, 

18 Yea, when they had made them a 
molten calf, and said, This thy God 


that brought thee up out of Egypt, and 
■had wrought great. provocations.; . 

19 Y et thou in' thy. manifold mercies 

forsookest them not in; the wilderness ; 
the pillar of the cloud departed- not 
from them by day, to lead them in 
the way; neither the pillar of ire 
by night, to shew them light, .and 'the 
way wherein they should go. ■ : 

20 Thou gavest also thy good spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest not 
thy manna from their mouth, and gav- 
est them water for their, thirst- 

21' Yea, forty years didst thou sus- 
tain them in the wilderness, ..so. .that 
they lacked nothing; their clothes 
waxed not old, and their feet swelled 
not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms, and nations, and didst divide 
them into corners : ^ so they possessed 
the land of Sihon, - and 'the land of the 
king of Heshbon, and the land of Og 
king of Bashan. 

23 Their children also multipliedst 
thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, con- 
cerning which thou hadst promised to 
their father, that they should go In 
to possess 

24 So the children went in and pos- 
sessed the land, and thou subduedst 
before them the inhabitants of the 
land, the Canaanites, and gavest them 
into their hands, ■ with ' their kings, 
and the people of the land, that they 
might do . with them as they would. 

25 .And they took strong cities, and 
a fat. land, and possessed houses .full 
of all goods, wells digged, vineyards, 
and oflveyards, ' and fruit trees in .a- 
bundanee: so they, did eat, and. were 
filled, and became fat, and . delighted 
themselves in thy great goodness. 

26 Nevertheless they were disobe- 
dient, and rebelled against thee, and 
cast thy law behind their backs, and 
slew thy-' prophets which testified a- 
gainst them to turn them to thee, and 
they wrought great provocations. 

27. Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
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vexed them : and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven ; and 
according to thy manifold mercies 
thou gavest them saviours, who saved 
them out of the hand of their enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they did 
evil again before thee : therefore left- 
est thou them in the hand of their ene- 
mies, so that they had the dominion 
over them : yet when they returned, 
and cried unto thee, thou heardest 
them from heaven ; and many times 
didst thou deliver them according to 
thy mercies ; 

29 And testifiedst against them, that 
thou mightest bring them again unto 
thy law : yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkened not unto thy command- 
ments, but sinned against thy judg- 
ments, (which if a man do, he shall live 
in them ;) and withdrew the shoulder, 
and hardened their neck, and would 
not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou for- 
bear them, and testifiedst against them 
by thy spirit in thy prophets; yet 
would they not give ear: therefore 
gavest thou them into the hand of the 
people of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mer- 
cies’ sake thou didst not utterly con- 
sume them, nor forsake them ; for thou 
art a gracious and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the great, 
the mighty, and the terrible God, who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let not 
all the trouble seem little before thee, 
that hath come upon us, on our kings, 
on our princes, and on our priests, and 
on our prophets, and on our fathers, 
and on all thy people, since the time 
of the kings of Assyria unto this day. 
^ 33 Howbeit thou art just in all that 
is brought upon us ; for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly : 

34 Neither have our kings, our prin- 
ces, our priests, nor our fathers, kept 
thy law, nor hearkened unto thy 
commandments and thy testimonies, 
■wherewith thou didst testify against 
them. ;■ 
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35 For they have not served thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great good- 
ness that thou gavest them, and in the 
large and fat land which thou gavest 
before them, neither turned they from 
their wicked works. 

36 Behold, we are servants this day, 
and for the land that thou gavest un- 
to our fathers to eat the fruit thereof 
and the good thereof, behold, we are 
servants in it : 

37 And it yieldeth much increase 
unto the kings whom thou hast set 
over us because of our sins : also they 
have dominion over our bodies, and 
over our cattle, at their pleasure, and 
we are in great distress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenant y and write it ; and 
our princes, Levites, and priests, seal 
unto it. 

CHAPTER 10. 

N OW those that sealed werey Ne- 
hemiah, the Tirshatha, the son of 
Hachaliah, and Zidkijah, 

2 Seraiah, Azariah, Jeremiah, 

3 Pashur, Amariah, Malchijah, 

4 Hattush, Shebaniah, Mailuch, 

5 Harim, Meremoth, Obadiah, 

6 Daniel, Ginnethon, Baruch, 

7 Meshullam, Abijah, Mijamin, 

8 Maaziah, Bilgai, Shemaiah : these 
were the priests. 

9 And the Levites : both Jeshua the 
son of Azaniah, Biniiui of the sons of 
Henadad, Kadmiel ; 

10 And their brethren, Shebaniah, 
Hodijah, Kelita, Pelaiah, Hanan, 

11 Micha, Rehob, Hashabiah, 

12 Zaccur, Sherebiah, Shebaiiiah, 

13 Hodijah, Bani, Beninu. 

14, The chief of the people ; Parosh, ■ 
Pahath-moab, Elam, Zatthu, Bani, 

15 Bunni, AzgacI, Bebai, 

16 Adonijah, Bigvai, Adin, 

17 A ter, Hizkijah, Azzur, 

,18 Hodijah, Hashum, Beza,i, 

19 Hariph,' Anathoth, Nebai, , 

20 Magpiash, Meshullam, Hezir, 

21 Meshezabeel, Zadok, «taddua, 

22 Peiatiah, Hanan, Anaiah, 
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23 Hoshea, Hananiah, Hashub, 

, 24': 'iialloh.esli,j Piieha, Shobek, 

25 ' Rehiim, ' Hashabiiali, Maaseiah, 

26 And Aliijah, Hanan, Anan, 

27 Malluch, Harim, Baaiiab. 

28 IT And the rest of the people, the 
priests, the Levites, the porters, the 
singers, the Nethinims, and all they 
that had separated themselves from 
the people of the lands unto the law of 
€rod, their wives, their sons, and their 
daughters, every one having know- 
ledge, and having understanding ; 

29 They clave to their brethren, their 
nobles, and entered into a curse, and 
into an oath, to walk in God’s law, 
which was given by Moses the servant 
of God, and to observe and do all the 
commandments of the Lokd our Lord, 
and his judgments and his statutes ; 

30 And that we would not give our 
daughters unto the people of the land, 
nor take their daughters for pur sons; 

31 And if the people of the land 
bring ware or any victuals on the sab- 
bath day to sell, that we would not 
buy it of them on the sabbath, or on 
the holy day ; and that we would leave 
the seventh year, and the exaction of 
every debt. 

32 Also we made ordinances for us, 
to charge ourselves yearly with the 
third part of a shekel for the service 
of the house of our God ; 

33 For the shewbread, and for the 
continual meat offering, and for the 
continual burnt offering, of the sab- 
baths, of the new moons, for the set 
feasts, and for the holy things^ and 
for the sin offerings to make an atone- 
ment for Israel, and for all the work 
of the house of our God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, 
for the wood offering, to bring it into 
the house of our God, after the houses 
of our fathers, at times appointed year 
by year, to burn upon the altar of the 
Loed our God, as it is written in the 
law : . 

35 And to bring the hrstfruits of 
our ground, and the firstfruits of all 


fruit; of all trees, year by year, unto 
the house of the Loed : 

36 Also the firstborn of our sons, and 
of our cattle, as. it is written in the 
law, and the firstlings' of our herds and 
of our flocks, to bring to the house of 
our God, unto the priests that niinister 
in the house of our God ; 

37 And that we should bring the 
firstfruits of our dough, and our offer- 
ings, and the fruit of all iiiaimer of 
trees, of wine and of oil, unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the house 
of our God ; and the tithes of our 
ground unto the Levites, that the same 
Levites might have the tithes in all the 
cities of our tillage. 

38 And the priest the son of Aaron 
shall be with the Levites, when the 
Levites take tithes : and the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the treasure house. 

39 For the children of Israel and the 
children of Levi shall bring the offer- 
ing of the corn, of the new wine, and 
the oil, unto the chambers, where are 
the vessels of the sanctuary, and the 
priests that minister, and the porters, 
and the singers ; and we will not for- 
sake the house of our God. 

' CHAPTER II; 

AND the rulers of the people dw^eit 
at Jerusalem : the rest of the peo- 
ple also cast lots, to bring one of ten to 
dwell in Jerusalem the holy city, and 
nine parts to dwell in other cities, 

2 And the people blessed all the men, 
that willingly offered themselves to 
dwell at Jerusalem. 

3 IT Now these are the chief of the 
province that dwelt in Jerusalem : but 
in the cities of Judah dwelt every one 
in his possession in their cities, to wit^ 
Israel, the priests, and the Levites, 
and . the Nethinims, and the children 
of Solomon’s servants. 

4 And at Jerusalem dwelt certain of 
the children of Judah, and of the chil- 
dren of Benjamin. Of the children of 
Judah; Athalah'theson of Uzziah, the 
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son “of Zechariali, the son of Amariah, 
the son of Shephatiah, the son of Ma- 
halaleel, of the childreii of Perez ; 

5 And Maaseiah the son of Baruoh, 
the 'SOB of Col-hozeh, the son of Ha- 
zaiah, the son of Adaiah, the son of 
Joiarib, the son of Zechariah, the son 
of Shiloni. 

6 All the sons of Perez that dwelt at 
Jerusalem were four hundred three- 
score and eight valiant men. 

7 And these are the sons of Benja- 
min ; Sallu the son of Meshuliam, the 
son of Joed, the son of Pedaiah, the 
son of Kolaiah, the son of Maaseiah, 
the son of Ithiel, the son of Jesaiah. 

8 And after him Grabhai, Sallai, nine 
hundred twenty and eight. 

9 And Joel the son of Zichri was 
their overseer : and Judah the son of 
Senuah was second over the city. 

10 Of the priests : Jedaiah the son of 
Joiarib, Jachin. 

11 Seraiah the son of Hilkiah, the 
son of Meshuliam, the son of Zadok, 
the son of Meraioth, the son of Ahitub, 
was the ruler of the house of G-od. 

12 And their brethren that did the 
work of the house were eight hundred 
twenty and two ; and Adaiah the son 
of Jeroham, the son of Peialiah, the 
son of Amzi, the son of Zechariah, the 
son of Pashur, the son of Malchiah, 

13 And his brethren, chief of the fa- 
thers, two hundred forty and two ; and 
Amashai the son of Azareel, the son 
of Ahasai, the son of Meshillemoth, 
the son of Immer, 

14 And their brethren, mighty men 
of valour, an hundred twenty and 
eight : and their overseer ivas Zabdiel, 
the son of one of the great men. 

15 Also of the Levites : Shemaiah 
the son of Hashub, the son of Azri- 
kam, the son of Hashabiah, the son of 
Bunni ; 

16 And Shabbethai and Jozabad, of 
the chief of the Levites, had the over- 
sight of the outward business of the 
house of God. 

17 And Mattaniah the son of Micha, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Asaph, 




was the principal to begin the . thanks- 
giving in prayer : nnd Bakbukiah the ' 
second among his hrethren, and Abda 
the son of Shammua, the -son of Gaial, 
the son of Jeduthun. 

18 All the Levites in the holy city 
were two hundred fourscore and four. 

19 Moreover the porters, Akkub, 
Taimon, and their brethren that kept 
the gates, were an hundred seventy 
and two. 

20 IF And the residue of Israel, of 
the priests, and the Levites, ivere in 
ail the cities of Judah, every one in 
his inheritance. 

21 But the Nethinims dwelt in Ophel: 
and Ziha and Gispa tvere over the 
Nethinims. 

22 The overseer also of the Levites 
at Jerusalem teas Uzzi the son of Ba- 
ni, the son of Hashabiah, the son of 
Mattaniah, the son of Micha. Of the 
sons of Asaph, the singers were over 
the business of the house of God. 

23 For it was the king’s command- 
ment concerning them, that a certain 
portion should be for the singers, due 
for every day, 

24 And Pethahiah the son of Meshe- 
zabeel, of the children of Zerah the 
son of Judah, was at the king’s hand 
in all matters concerning the people. 

25 And for the villages, with their 
fields, some of the children of Judah 
dwelt at Kirjath-arba, and the vil- 
lages thereof, and at Dibon, and in 
the villages thereof, and at Jekabzeel, 
and in the villages thereof, 

26 And at Jeshua, and at Moiadah, 
and at Beth-phelet, 

27 And at Hazar-shual, and at Beer- 
sheba, and in the villages thereof, 

28 And at Ziklag, and at Mekonah. 
and in the villages thereof, 

29 And at En-rimmon, and at Za- 
reah, and at Jarmuth, 

'30 Zanoah, Aduilam, and in their 
villages, at Lachish, and the fields 
thereof, at Azekah, and in the villages 
thereof. And they dwelt from Beer- 
sheba unto the valley of Hinnom. 

31 The children' also of Benjamiii 
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from G-eba dwelt at Miclmiash, and 
Aija, and Beth-el, and in their villaps, 
3*2 And at Anathoth, Nob, Ananiah, 

33 Hazor, Eamah, Gittaim, 

34 Hadid, .Zeboim., Nebaliat, 

35 Lod, and Ono, the valley of 
craftsmen. 

30 And of the Levites were divisions ■ 
in Jndah, and in Benjamin. 

CHAPTER 12. 

OW these are the priests and the 
Levites that went up with Zerub- 
babel the son of Shealtiel, and J eshua : 
Seraiah, Jeremiah, Ezra, 

2 Amariah, Malluch, Hattush, 

3 Shechaniah, Rehum, Meremoth, 

4 Iddo, Ginnetho, Abijah, 

5 Miamin, Maadiah, Bilgah, 

6 Shemaiah, and Joiarib, Jedaiah, 

7 Sallu, Amok, Hilkiah, Jedaiah. 
These were the chief of the priests 
and. of their brethren in the days of J e- 
shua. 

8 Moreover the Levites : Jeshua, Bin- 
Bui, Kadmiel, Sherebiah, Judah, and 
Mattaniah, which ivas over the thanks- 
giving, he and his brethren. 

9 Also Bakbukiah and Unni, their 
brethren, were over against them in 
the watches. 

ion And Jeshua begat J oiakim , J oi- 
akim also begat Eiiashib, and Elia- 
shib begat Joiada, 

11 And Joiada begat Jonathan, and 
Jonathan begat Jaddua. 

12 And in the days of Joiakim were 
priests, the chief of the fathers: of 
Seraiah, Meraiah; of Jeremiah, Ha- 
naniah; 

13 Of Ezra, Meshullam ; of Amariah, 
Jehohanan; 

14 Of Melieu, Jonathan; of Sheba- 
niah, Joseph; 

15 Of Harim, Adna; of Meraioth, 
Helkai; 

16 Of Iddo, Zechariah ; of Ginne- 
thon, Meshullam ; 

17 Of Abijah,' Zichri ; of Miniamin, 
of Moadiah, Piitai ; : 

18 Of Bilgah, Shammuaj of Shenm- 
iah, Jehonathan ; . 


19 And of Joiarib, Mattenai; of Je- 
daiah, Uzzi ; 

20 Of Sallai, Kallai ; of Amok, Eber;, 

21 Of Hilkiah, Hashabiah ; of Jecla- ■ 

iah, Nethaneel. 

22 IF The Levites in the days of Eiia- 
shib, Joiada, and Johanan, and Jad- 
dua, were recorded chief of the fathers : 
also the priests, to the reign of Darius 
the Persian. 

23 The sons of Levi, the chief of the 
fathers, were written in the book of 
the chronicles, even until the days of 
Johanan the son of Eiiashib. 

24 And the chief of the Levites : Ha- 
shabiah, Sherebiah, and Jeshua the 
son of Kadmiel, with their brethren 
over against them, to praise and to 
give thanks, according to the com- 
mandment of David the man of God, 
ward over against ward. 

25 Mattanfah, and Bakbukiah, Oba- 
diah, Meshullam, Talmon, Akkub, 
were porters keeping the ward at the 
thresholds of the gates. 

26 These were in the days of Joi- 
akim the son of Jeshua, the son of Jo- 
zadak, and in the days of Nehemiah 
the governor, and of Ezra the priest, 
the scribe. 

27 IF And at the dedication of the 
wall of Jerusalem they sought the Le- 
vites out of all their places, to bring 
them to Jerusalem, to keep the dedica- 
tion with gladness, both with thanks- 
givings, and with singing, with cym- 
bals, psalteries, and with harps. 

28 And the sons of the singers ga- 
thered themselves together, both out 
of the plain country round about Je- 
rusalem, and from the villages of Ne- 
tophathi; 

29 Also from the house of Gilgal, and 
out of the fields of Geba and Azma- 
veth : for the singers had biiilded them 
villages round about JerusaiemV y 

30 And the priests and the Levites 
.purified themselves, and purified .the 
people, and the gates, 'and the' wall. 

31 Then I brought up. the princes o'f 
Judah upon the,,wa!l,-and appoint, eci 
two gceat companies of them that gave 
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thanks, whereof one went on the right 
hand upon the wall toward the dung 
gate : 

32 ■ And after them went Hoshaiah, 
and half of the princes of Judah, 

:: :33 And Azariah, Ezra, and Meshul- 
.lam,: 

34 Judah, and Benjamin, and She- 
niaiah, and Jeremiah, 

35 And certain of the priests’ sons 
with trumpets ; namely^ Zechariah the 
son of Jonathan, the son of Shemaiah, 
the son of Mattaniah, the son of Mi- 
chaiah, the son of Zaccur, the son of 
Asaph: 

36 And his brethren, Shemaiah, and 
Azarael, Milalai, Grilalai, Maai, Ne- 
thaneel, and Judah, Hanani, with the 
musical instruments of David the man 
of God, and Ezra the scribe before 
them. 

37 And at the fountain gate, which 
was over against them, they went up 
by the stairs of the city of David, at 
the going up of the wall, above the 
house of David, even unto the water 
gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them 
that gam thanks went over against 
them^ and I after them, and the half 
of the people upon the wail, from be- 
yond the tower of the furnaces even 
unto the broad wall ; 

39 And from above the gate of E- 
phraim, and above the old gate, and 
above the fish gate, and the tower of 
Hananeel, and the tower of Meah, 
even unto the sheep gate : and they 
stood still in the prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companies of 
them that gave thanks in the house of 
God, and I, and the half of the rulers 
with me: ' 

41 And the priests ; Eliakim, Maa- 
seiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Elioenai, 

Zechariah, and Hananiah, with trum- 
pets ; 

42 And Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, and ^ __ 

Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehohanan, and ' priest, having the oversight of the 
Malchijah, and Elam, and Ezer. And chamber of the house of our God, %vas 
the singers sang loud, with Jezrahiah allied unto Tobiah : 

overseer. ^ ^ 5 And he had prepared for Mm a great 
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43 Also that day they offered great 
sacrifices, and rejoiced : for God had 
made them rejoice with great joy : the 
wives also and the children rejoiced: 
so that the joy of Jerusalem was heard 
even afar off. 

44 IT And at that time were some 
appointed over the chambers for the 
treasures, for the offerings, for the 
firstfruits, and for the tithes, to gather 
into them out of the fields of the cities 
the portions of the law for the priests 
and Levites : for Judah rejoiced for 
the priests and for the Levites that 
waited. 

45 And both the singers and the 
porters kept the ward of their God, 
and the ward of the purification, ac- 
cording to the commandment of Da- 
vid, and of Solomon his son. 

46 For in the days of David and 
Asaph of old there were chief of the 
singers, and songs of praise and thanks- 
giving unto God. 

47 And all Israel in the days of Ze- 
rubbabel, and in the days of Nehe- 
miah, gave the portions of the singers 
and the porters, every day his portion : 
and they sanctified holy things unto 
the Levites ; and the Levites sanctified 
them unto the children of Aaron. 

CHAPTER 13. 

O N that day they read in the book 
of Moses in the audience of the 
people ; and therein was found writ- 
ten, that the Ammonite and the Moab- 
ite should not come into the congrega- 
tion of God for ever ; 

2 Because they met not the children 
of Israel with bread and with water, 
but hired Balaam against them, that 
he should curse them : howbeit our 
God turned the curse into a blessing. 
3 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard the law, that they separated 
from Israel all the mixed multitude. 
4 If And before this, Eliashib the 
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cliaiiiber/ , where ■ aforetime they laid 
the,' meat 'olferings, the frankincense, ■ 
and the vessels, and the tithes' of the 
corn, the new wine, and the oil, which 
was commanded to be given to the Le- 
vites, and the singers, and the porters ; 
and the offerings of the priests. 

6 But in all this time was not I at 
Jerusalem: for in the two and thirtieth 
year of Artaxerxes king of Babylon 
came I unto the king, and after certain 
days obtained I leave of the king : 

7 And I came to Jerusalem, and un- 
derstood of the evil that Eliashib did 
for Tobiah, in preparing him a cham- 
ber in the courts of the house of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore : therefore 
I cast forth all the household stuff of 
Tobiah out of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the chambers: and thither 
brought I again the vessels of the 
house of God, with the meat offering 
and the frankincense. 

10 And I perceived that the por- 
tions of the Levites had not been given 
them : for the Levites and the singers, 
that did the work, were fled every one 
to his field. 

11 Then contended I with the rulers, 
and said, Why is the house of God 
forsaken ? And I gathered them to- 
gether, and set them in their place. 

12 Then brought all Judah the tithe 
of the corn and the new wine and the 
oil unto the treasuries. 

13 And I made treasurers over the 
treasuries, Shelemiah the priest, and 
Zadok the scribe, and of the Levites, 
Pedaiah : and next to them was Ha- 
nan the son of Zaccur, the son of Mat- 
taniah : for they were counted faith- 
ful, and their office was to distribute 
unto their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, con- 
cerning this, and wipe not out my good 
deeds that I have done for the house 
of my God, and for the offices thereof. 

15 IF In those days saw I in Judah 
some treading wine presses on the 
sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, and 
lading asses ; as also wine, grapes, and 


I figs, and all manner 0/ burdens, which ' 

I they brought into Jerusalem on the sab-' 

: bath day :• and I testified them 

' in the day wherein they sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also 
therein, which brought fish, and all 
manner of ware, and sold on the sab- 
bath unto the children of Judah, and 
in Jerusalem. 

17 Then I contended with the nobles 
of Judah, and said unto them, What 
evil thing is this that ye do, and pro- 
fane the sabbath day ? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and 
did not our God bring all this evil up- 
on us, and upon this city ? yet ye bring 
more wrath upon Israel by profaning 
the sabbath. 

19 And it came to pass, that when the 
I gates of Jerusalem began to be dark 

before the sabbath, I commanded that 
the gates should be shut, and charged 
that they should not be opened till 
after the sabbath ; and some of my 
servants set I at the gates, that there 
should no burden be brought in on the 
sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers of 
all kind of ware lodged without Jeru- 
salem once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, and 
said unto them, Why lodge ye about 
the wall? if ye do so again, I will lay 
hands on you. From that time forth 
came they no more on the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites 
that they should cleanse themselves, 
and that they should come and keep 
the gates, to sanctify the sabbath day. 
Remember me, O my God, concerning 
this also, and spare me according to 
the greatness of thy mercy. 

23 If In those days also saw I Jew^s 
that had married wives of Ashdod, of 
Ammon, and of Moab : 

24 And their children spake half: in 
the speech of Ashdod, and could not 
speak in the Jews’ language, but ac- 
cording to the language of each people. 

; 25 And I contended with them, and 
cursed them, and smote certain of 
them, and plucked off their hair, and 
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made them swear by God, saying , Ye 
shall not give your daughters unto 
their sons, nor take their daughters 
unto your sons, or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things ? yet among many 
nations was there no king like him, 
who was beloved of his God, and God 
made Mm king over ail Israel : never- 
theless even him did outlandish women 
cause to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to transgress 
against our God in marrying strange 
wives ? 

THE BOOK 


28 And one of the sons of J oiada, the 
son of Eliashib the high priest, was 
son in law to Sanballat the Horonite : 
therefore I chased him from me. 

29 Remember them, O my God, be- 
cause they have defiled the priesthood, 
and the covenant of the priesthood, 
and of the Levites. 

30 Thus cleansed I them from all 
strangers, and appointed the wards of 
the priests and the Levites, every one 
in his business ; 

31 And for the wood offering, at 
times appointed, and for the firstfriiits. 
Remember me, 0 my God, for good. 


OF ESTHER. 


CHAPTER 1. 

N OW it came to pass in the days 
of Ahasuerus, (this is Ahasuerus 
which reigned, from India even unto 
Ethiopia, over an hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces :) 

2 That in those days, when the king 
Ahasuerus sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which was in Shushan the 
palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his princes and | 
his servants ; the power of Persia and i 
Media, the nobles and princes of the | 
provinces, being before him : j 

4 When he shewed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of 
his excellent majesty many days, even 
an hundred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were expired, 
the king made a feast unto all the peo- 
ple that were present in Shushan the 
palace, both unto great and small, se- 
ven days, in the court of the garden 
of the king’s palace ; 

6 Where were white, green, and blue, 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine 
linen and purple to silver rings and pil- 
lars of marble : the beds were of gold 
and sliver, upon a pavement of red, 
and blue, and white, and black, marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in ves- 
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sols of gold, (the vessels being diverse 
one from another,) and royal wine in 
abundance, according to, the state of 
the king. 

8 And the drinking according to 
the law; none did compel: for so the 
king had appointed to ail the officers 
of his house, that they should do ac- 
cording to every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vashti the queen made a feast 
for the women m the royal house which 
belonged to king Ahasuerus. 

10 ^ On the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with wine, 
he commanded Mehuman, Biztha, 
Harbona, Bigtha, and Abagtha, Ze- 
thar, and Carcas, the seven chamber- 
lains that served in the presence of 
Ahasuerus the king, 

11 To bring Vashti the queen before 
the king with the crown royal, to shew 
the people and the princes her beauty : 
for she was fair to look on. 

12 But the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment by 
his chamberlains : therefore was the 
king very wroth, and Ms anger burned 
in Mm. 

13 IT Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so 
was the king’s manner toward ail that 
knew law and judgment : 

14 And the next unto him teas Car- 
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'shena, Shethar, Admatlia, Tarshish, 
Meres,, 'Marsena, awci : Meniucan, the 
seven prinees of Persia and Media, 
■wMeh saw the king’s face, and which 
sat the first in the kingdom ;) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the commandment 
of ■ the king Ahasiierus by the cham- 
berlains? 

16 And Memuean answered before 
the king and the princes, Vashti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the king 
only, but also to all the princes, and 
to all the people that are in ail the 
provinces of the king Ahasueims. 

17 'Fot this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto ail women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be report- 
ed, The king Ahasuerus commanded 
Vashti the queen to be brought in be- 
fore him, but she came not, 

1% Likewise shall the ladies of Persia 
and Media say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of 
the deed of the queen. Thus shall 
there arise too much contempt and 
wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there go 
a royal commandment from him, and 
let it be wTitten among the laws of the 
Persians and the Medes, that it be not 
altered, That Vashti come no more be- 
fore king Ahasuerus ; and let the king 
give her royal estate unto another that 
is better than she, 

20 And when the king’s decree which 
he shall make shall be published 
throughout all his empire, (for it is 
great,) all the wives shall give to their 
husbands honour, both to great and 
small. 

21 And the saying pleased the king 
and the princes ; and the king did ac- 
cording to the word of Memuean : 

22 For he sent letters into all the 
king’s provinces, into every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
to every people after their language, 
that every man should bear rule in 
his own house, and that it should be 


published according to the language 

of every people. 

CHAPTER 2. , 

AFTER these things, when the wratM 
of king Ahasuerus was appeased, 
he remembered Vashti, and what she 
had done, and what was decreed a- 
gainst her. 

2 Then said the king’s servants that 
ministered unto him, Let there be fair 
young virgins sought for the king : 

3 And let the king appoint officers in 
all the provinces of his kingdom, that 
they may gather together all the fair 
young virgins unto Shushan the pa- 
lace, to the house of the women, unto 
the custody of Hege the king’s cham- 
berlain, keeper of the women ; and let 
their things for purification be given 
them : 

4 And let the maiden which pleaseth 
the king be queen instead of Vashti. 
And the thing pleased the king ; and 
he did so. 

5 IT Now in Shushan the palace there 
was a certain Jew, whose name was 
Mordecai, the son of Jair, the son of 
Shimei, the son of Kish, a Benjamite ; 

6 Who had been carried away from 
Jerusalem with the captivity which 
had been carried away with Jeconiah 
king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried away. 

7 And he brought up Hadassah, that 
f.9, Esther, his uncle’s daughter : for 
she had neither father nor mother, 
and the maid was fair and beautiful ; 
whom Mordecai, when her father and 
mother were dead, took for Ms own 
daughter. 

8 ^ So it came to pass, when the 
king’s commandment and his decree 
was heard, and when many maidens 
were gathered together unto Shushaii 
the palace, to the custody of. liegal, 
that Esther was brought also unto the 
king’s house, to the custody of Hegal, 
keeper of the women. 

,9 And the maiden pleased Mm, and 
she obtained, .kindness ..of him ; and lie 
speedily gave her her. things for piiri- 
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the ' virgins j so , that ;he set the . royal ' 
crown upon her head, and made lier 
queen instead of ¥ashtL 
1 8 Then the king made a great feast 
unto all his princes and his servants, 
even Esther* s feast ; and he made a re* 
lease to the provinces, and gave gifts, 
according to the state of the king. 

10 And when the virgins were ga» 
thered together the second time, then 
Mordecai sat in the king’s gate. 

20 Esther had not yet shewed her 
kindred nor her people ; as Mordecai 
had charged her : for Esther did the 
commandment of Mordecai, like as 
when she was brought up with him. 

21 If In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king’s gate, two of the king’s 
chamberlains, Bigthan and Teresh, of 
those which kept the door, were wroth, 
and sought to lay hand on the king 
Ahasuerus. 

22 And the thing was known to Mor- 
decai, who told it unto Esther the 
queen ; and Esther certified the king 
i/iereo/ in Mordecai’ s name. 

23 And when inquisition was made 
of the matter, it was found out ; there- 
fore they were both hanged on a tree : 
and it was written in the book of the 
chronicles before the king. 


fication, with such things as belonged ^ 
to her, and seven maidens, which were 
meet to be given her, out of the king’s 
house : and he preferred her and her 
maids unto the best place of the house 
CK? the women. 

10 Esther had not shewed her people 
nor her kindred: for Mordecai had 
charged her that she should not shewit | 

11 And Mordecai walked every day 
before the court of the women’s house, 
to know how Esther did, and what 
should become of her. 

12 IF Now when every maid’s turn 
was come to go in to king Ahasuerus, 
after that she had been twelve months, 
according to the manner of the wo- 
men, (for so were the days of their 
purifications accomplished, to wit^ 
six months with oil of myrrh, and six 
months with sweet odours, and with 
other things for the purifying of the 
women ;) 

1 3 Then thus came every maiden un- 
to the king; whatsoever she desired 
was given her to go with her out of 
the house of the women unto the king’s 
house. 

14 In the evening she went, and on 
the moiTow she returned into the se- 
cond house of the women, to the cus- 
tody of Shaashgaz, the king’s cham- 
berlain, which kept the 'Concubines : 
she came in unto the king no more, 
except the king delighted in her, and 
that she were called by name. 

15 IT Now when the turn of Esther, 
the daughter of Abihail the uncle of 
Mordecai, who had taken her for his 
daughter, was come to go in unto the 
king, she required nothing but what 
Hegai the king’s chamberlain, the 
keeper of the women, appointed. And 
Esther obtained favour in the sight of 
all them that looked upon her. 

16 So Esther was taken unto king 
Ahasuerus into his house royal in the 
tenth month, which is the month Te- 
beth, in the seventh yea,r of his reign. 

17 And the king loved Esther above 
all the women, and she obtained grace 
and favour in his sight more than all 


CHAPTER 3. 

A FTER these things did king Aha- 
suerus promote Haman the son 
of Hammedatha the Agagite, and ad- 
vanced him, and set his seat above 
all the princes that were with him. 

2 And all the king’s servants, that 
were in the king’s gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Haman: for the king had 
so commanded concerning him. But 
Mordecai bowed not, nor did Mm re- 
verence, 

3 Then the king’s servants, which 
tvere in the king’s gate, said unto 
Mordecai, Why transgressest thou the 
king’s commandment ? 

4 Now it came to pass, when they 
spake daily unto him, and he heark- 
ened not unto them, that they told 
Haman, to see whether Mordecai’s 
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matters would stand : for he, had told 
' them that he ■ was a ; Jew. , ; 

5 And when Haman saw that. Mor- 
decai bowed not, nor did him reve- 
rence, then was Haman full of wrath. 

6 And he thought scorn to lay hands 
on Mordecai alone; for they had 
shewed Mm the people of Mordecai : 
wherefore Haman sought to destroy 
all the Jews ih&t were throughout the 
whole kingdom of Ahasuerus, even the 
people of Mordecai. 

7 ^ In the first month, that is^ the 

month Nisan, in the twelfth year of 
king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that is^ 
the lot, before Haman from day to day, 
and from month to month, to the 
twelfth that i5,the month Adar. 

8 IF And Haman said unto king A- 
hasuerus, There is a certain people 
scattered abroad and dispersed among 
the people in all the provinces of thy 
kingdom ; and their laws are diverse 
from all people ; neither keep they the 
king’s laws: therefore it is not for 
the king’s profit to suffer them. 

9 If it please the king, let it be 
written that they may be destroyed : 
and I will pay ten thousand talents of 
silver to the hands of those that have 
the charge of the business, to bring 
into the king’s treasuries. 

10 And the king took his ring from 
his hand, and gave it unto Hainan 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, 
the Jews’ enemy. 

11 And the king said unto Haman, 
The silver is given to thee, the people 
also, to do with them as it seemeth 
good to thee. 

12 Then were the king’s scribes 
called on the thirteenth day of the 
first month, and there was written ac- 
cording to all that Haman had com- 
manded unto the king’s lieutenants, 
and to the governors that were over 
every province, and to the rulers of 
every people of every province accord- 
ing to the writing thereof, and to every 
people after their language ; in the 
name of king Ahasuerus was it written, 
and sealed with the king’s ring. 


' ■ 13 And the letters were sent by posts 
■into all the king’s provinces, to de- 
stroy, to. kill, and to cause to perish, 
all Jews, both young and old, little 
children and women, in one day, even 
upon the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which is the month Adar, and 
to take the spoil of them for a prey. 

14 The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all peo- 
ple, that they should be ready against 
that day. 

15 The posts went out, being hast- 
ened by the king’s commandment, and 
the decree was given in Shushan the 
palace. And the king and Haman sat 
down to drink ; but the city Shushan 
was perplexed. 

CHAPTER 4. 

W HEN Mordecai perceived ail 
that was done, Mordecai rent 
I his clothes, and put on sackcloth with 
ashes, and went out into the midst of 
the city, and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry ; 

2 And came even before the king’s 
gate: for none might enter into the 
king’s gate clothed with sackcloth. 

3 And in every province, whither- 
soever the king’s commandment and 
his decree came, there was great 
mourning among the Jews, and fast- 
ing, and weeping, and wailing; and 
many lay in sackcloth and ashes. 

4 IF So Esther’s maids and her cham- 
berlains came and told it her. Then 
was the queen exceedingly grieved; 
and she sent raiment to clothe Mor- 
decai, and to take away his sackcloth 
from him : but he received it not. 

5 Then called Esther for Hatach, 
one of the king’s chamberlains, w'hom 
he had appointed to attend upon her, 
and gave him a commandment to 
Mordecai, to know what it and 
why it was, 

6 So Hatach went forth to Mordecai 
unto -the' street of the city, which was 
before the king’s gate. 

■ 7. And Mordecai told him, of all that 
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had happened unto him, and of the | 
sum of the money that Hainan had 
promised to pay to the king’s trea- 
siiries for the Jews, to destroy them. 

8 Also he gave him the copy of the 
writing of the decree that was given 
at Shushan to destroy them, to shew 
it unto Esther, and to declare it unto 
her, and to charge her that she should 
go in unto the king, to make suppli- 
cation unto him, and to make request 
before him for her people. 

9 And Hatach came and told Esther 
the words of Mordecai. 

10 ^ Again Esther spake unto Ha- 
tach, and gave him commandment un- 
to Mordecai ; 

11 All the king’s servants, and the 
people of the king’s provinces, do 
know, that whosoever, whether man 
or woman, shall come unto the king 
into the inner court, who is not called, 
there is one law of his to put him to 
death, except such to whom the king 
shall hold out the golden sceptre, that 


17 So, .Mordecai went Hs way, and , 
did according lo; all that Esther had 
commanded him. 

CHAPTER'S, : 

^ 0 W it came to pass^ on the third 
day, that Esther put on her royal 
apparel, and stood in the inner court 
of the king’s house, over against the 
king’s house : and the king sat upon 
his royal throne in the royal house, 
over against the gate of the house. 

2 And it was so, when the king saw 
Esther the queen standing in the 
court, that she obtained favour in his 
sight : and the king held out to Esther 
the golden sceptre that was in his hand. 
So Esther drew near, and touched the 
top of the sceptre. 

3 Then said the king unto her, What 
wilt thou, queen Esther ? and what is 
thy request ? it shall foe even given 
thee to the half of the kingdom. 

4 And Esther answered, If it seem 
good unto the king, let the king and 

he may live : but I have not been ’ Haman come this day unto the ban- 


cailed to come in unto the king these 
thirty days. 

12 And they told to Mordecai Es- 
ther’s words. 

13 Then Mordecai commanded to an- 
swer Esther, Think not with thyself 
that thou shait escape in the king’s 
house, more than ail the Jews. 

14 For if thou altogether boldest thy 
peace at this time, then shall there 
enlargement and deliverance arise to 
the jews from another place; but 
thou and thy father’s house shall be 
destroyed : and who knoweth whether 
thou art come to the kingdom for such 
a time as this? 

15 *[r Then Esther bade them return 
Mordecai 

16 (to, gather together all the Jews 
that are present in Shushan, and fast 
ye for me, and neither eat nor drink 
three days, night or day ; I also and 
my maidens will fast likewise; and 
so will I go in unto the king, which 
is not according to the law i and if I 
perish, I perish. 


quet that I have prepared for him, 

5 Then the king said, Cause Haman 
to make haste, that he may do as 
Esther hath said. So the king and Ha- 
man came to the banquet that Esther 
had prepared. 

6 IF And the king said unto Esther at 
the banquet of wine, What is thy peti- 
tion ? and it shall be granted thee : and 
what is thy request? even to the half 
of the kingdom it shall foe performed. 

7 Then answered Esther, and said, 
My petition and my request u ; 

8 If I have found favour in the sight 
j of the king, and if it please the king 
I to grant my petition, and to perform 
' my request, let the king and Haman 

come to the banquet that I shall pre- 
pare for them, and I will do to morrow 
as the king hath said. 

9 IF Then went Haman forth tbat- 
day joyful and with a glad heart : but 
when Haman saw Mordecai in the 
king’s gate, that he stood not up, nor 
moved for him, he was full of indig- 
nation against Mordecai. " 
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10. ' Nevertheless Haman refrained 
Mm.self : and -when he came home, he 
sent and called' .for his Mends, and 
Zeresh his wife. 

, 1 1 And.Haman told them of the glory 
of his riches, and the multitude of his 
children, and ail the things wherein 
the king had promoted him, and how 
he had advanced him above the princes 
and servants of the king. 

, 12 Haman said moreover, Yea, Es- 
ther the queen did let no man come in 
with the king unto the banquet that 
she had prepared but myself ; and to 
morrow am I invited unto her also 
with the king. 

13 Yet all this availeth me nothing, 
so long as I see Mordecai the Jew sit- 
ting at the king’s gate. 

14 IT Then said Zeresh his wife and 
ail his friends unto him, Let a gallows 
be made of fifty cubits high, and to 
morrow speak thou unto the king that 
Mordecai may behanpd thereon : then 
go thou in merrily with the king unto 
the banquet. And the thing pleased 
Haman; and he caused the gallows 
to be made. 

CHAPTER 6, 

O N that night could not the king 
sleep, and he commanded to biing 
the book of records of the chronicles ; 
and they were read before the king. 

2 And it was found written, that Mor- 
decai had told of Bigthana and Teresh, 
two of the king’s chamberlains, the 
keepers of the door, who sought to lay 
hand on the king Ahasiierus. 

3 And the king said, What honour 
and dignity hath been done to Mor- 
decai for this I Then said the king’s 
servants that ministered unto him, 
There is nothing done for him. 

4 IT And the king said, Who is in the 
court ? Now Haman was come into 
the outward court of the king’s house, 
to speak unto the king to hang Mor- 
decai on the gallows that he had pre- 
pared for him. 

^,''5,.. And.-the king’s servants said unto 
him, Behold, Haman standeth in the 
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court, ' ■ And the king said, Let him 

come in. 

6 So Haman came' in. And the king 
said unto him, What 'shall be done un- 
to the man whom the king delighteth 
to honour ? N ow Haman thought in his 
heart, To whom would the king delight 
to do honour more than to myself I 

7 And Haman answered the Mngc,; 
For the man whom the king delight- 
eth to honour, 

8 Let the royal apparel be brought 
w'hich the king useth to wear, and the 
horse that the king rideth upon, and 
the crown royal which is set upon his 
head: 

9 And let this appai'el and horse be 
delivered to the hand of one of the 
king’s most noble princes, that they 
may array the man withal whom the 
king delighteth to honour, and bring 
him on horseback through the street 
of the city, and proclaim before him, 
Thus shall it be done to the man whom 
the king delighteth to honour. 

10 Then the king said to Haman, 
Make haste, and take the apparel and 
the horse, as thou hast said, and do 
even so to Mordecai the Jew, that sit- 
teth at the king’s gate : let nothing 
fail of all that thou hast spoken, 

11 Then took Haman the apparel and 
the horse, and arrayed Mordecai, and 
brought him on horseback through 
the street of the city, and proclaimed 
before him, Thus shall it be done unto 
the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour. 

12 IF And Mordecai came again to 
the king’s gate. But Haman hasted 
to his house mourning, and having his 
head covered. 

, 13 And Haman told Zeresh his wife 
and all his friends every thing that had 
befallen him. Then said his wise men 
and Zeresh his wife unto him, If Mor- 
decai he of the seed of the Jews, before 
whom thou hast begun to. fail, 'thou 
shalt notp'revail against him, but shalt 
surely fall before him. 

14 And while they tmre jet talking 
with him, came the king’s chamber- 
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laiiis, and hasted to bring Haman unto 
the banquet that Esther had prepared. 

CHAPTER 7. 

QO the king and Haman came to 
O banquet with Esther the queen. 

2 And the king said again unto Es- 
ther on the second day at the banquet 
of wine, What is thy petition, queen 
Esther? and it shall be granted thee: 
and what is thy request ? and it shall 
be performed, even to the half of the 
kingdom. 

3 Then Esther the queen answered 
and said, If I have found favour in thy 
sight, O king, and if it please the king, 
let my life be given me at my petition, 
and my people at my request : 

4 For we are sold, I and my people, 
to be destroyed, to be slain, and to 
perish. But if we had been sold for 
bondmen and bondwomen, I had held 
my tongue, although the enemy could 
not countervail the king’s damage. 

5 Then the king Ahasuerus answer- 
ed and said unto Esther the queen. 
Who is he, and where is he, that durst 
presume in his heart to do so 1 

6 And Esther said, The adversary and 
enemy is this wicked Haman. Then 
Haman was afraid before the king and 
the queen. 

7 IF And the king arising from the 
banquet of wine in his wrath went 
into the palace garden: and Haman 
stood up to make request for his life 
to Esther the queen ; for he saw that 
there was evil determined against him 
by the king. 

8 Then the king returned out of the 
palace garden into the place of the ban- 
quet of wine ; and Haman was fallen 
upon the bed whereon Esther was. 
Then said the king. Will he force the 
queen also before me in the house? 
As the word went out of the king’s 
mouth, they covered Haman’s face. 

9 And Harbonah, one of the cham- 
berlains, said before the king, Behold 
also, the gallows fifty cubits high, 
which Haman had made for Mordecai, 
who had spoken good for the king, 


standeth in the house of Haman. Then 
the king said, Hang him thereon. 

10 So they hanged Haman on the 
gallows that he had prepared for Mor- 
decai. ' Then was 'the king’s wrath 
pacified. 

CHAPTER 8. ' ; ' 

O N that day did the king Ahasue- 
rus give the house of Haman the 
Jews’ enemy unto Esther the queen. 
And Mordecai came before the king ; 
for Esther had told what he was unto 
her. 

2 And the king took off his ring, 
which he had taken from Haman, and 
gave it unto Mordecai. And Esther set 
Mordecai over the house of Hainan. 

3 IF And Esther spake yet again be- 
fore the king, and fell down at his 
feet, and besought him with tears to 
put away the mischief of Haman the 
Agagite, and his device that he had 
devised against the Jews. 

4 Then the king held out the golden 
sceptre toward Esther. So Esther a- 
rose, and stood before the king, 

5 And said, If it please the king, and 
if I have found favour in his sight, 
and the thing seem right before the 
king, and I be pleasing in his eyes, let 
it be written to reverse the letters de- 
vised by Haman the son of Hamme- 
datha the Agagite, which he wrote to 
destroy the Jews which are in all the 
king’s provinces ; 

6 For how can I endure to see the 
evil that shall come unto my people ? 
or how can I endure to see the destruc- 
tion of my kindred ? 

7 IF Then the king Ahasuerus said 
unto Esther the queen and to Morde- 
cai the Jew, Behold, I have given Es- 
ther the house of Haman, and Mm they 
have hanged upon the gallows, because 
he laid his hand upon the J ews* 

8 Write ye also for the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king’s name, and 
seal with the king’s ring : for the 
writing which is written in the king’s 
name, and sealed with the king’s ring, 
may no man reverse. 
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9 Then were the king’ s scribes called 
at . that time in - the third month, that 
iSj ■ the month Sivan, on the three and 
twentieth day thereof; and it was 
written according to all that Mordecai 
Commanded nnto the Jews, and to the 
lieutenants, and the deputies and rulers 
of the provinces which are from In- 
dia unto Ethiopia, an hundred twenty 
and seven provinces, unto every pro- 
vince according to the writing there- 
of, and unto every people after their 
language, and to the Jews according 
to their writing, and according to their 
language. 

10 And he wrote in the king Aha- 
suerus’ name, and sealed it with the 
king’s ring, and sent letters by posts 
on horseback, and riders on mules, 
camels, and young dromedaries : 

1 1 Wherein the king granted the 
Jews which were in every city to ga- 
ther themselves together, and to stand 
for their life, to destroy, to slay, and 
to cause to perish, all the power of the 
people and province that would assault 
them, both little ones and women, and 
to take the spoil of them for a prey, 

12 Upon one day in all the provinces 

of king Ahasuerus, upon the 

thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month Adar. 

13 The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all peo- 
ple, and that the Jews should be ready 
against that day to avenge themselves 
on their enemies. 

14 So the posts that rode upon mules 
and camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the king’s command- 
ment. And the decree was given at 
Shushan the palace. 

15 IT And Mordecai went out from 
the presence of the king in royal ap- 
parel of blue and white, and with a 
great crown of gold, and with a gar- 
ment of fine linen and purple: and 
the city of Shushan rejoiced and was 
glad. 

16 The Jews had light, and gladness, 
and joy, and honour. 

m 


17 And in every province, and in 
every city,, whi'thersoever the king’s, 
commandment and, his decree came, 
the Jews had joy and gladness, a feast 
and a good day. ■ And many of the peo- 
ple of the land became Jews ; for the 
fear of the Jews fell upon them. 

CHAPTER 9. 

N OW in the twelfth month, that 
iSy the month Adar, on the thir- 
teenth day of the same, when the king’s 
commandment and his decree drew 
near to be put in execution, in the day 
that the enemies of the Jews hojDed 
to have power over them, (though it 
was turned to the contrary, that the 
Jews had rule over them that hated 
them ;) 

2 The Jews gathered themselves to- 
gether in their cities throughout all 
the provinces of the king Ahasueriis, to 
lay hand on such as sought their hurt : 
and no man could withstand them ; for 
the fear of them fell upon all people. 
3 And all the rulers of the provinces, 
and the lieutenants, and the deputies, 
and officers of the king, helped the 
Jews; because the fear of Mordecai 
fell upon them. 

. 4 For Mordecai great in the king’s 

house, and his fame went out through- 
out all the provinces: for this man 
Mordecai waxed greater and greater. 
5 Thus the Jews smote all their ene- 
mies with the stroke of the sword, and 
slaughter, and destruction, and did 
what they would unto those that hated 
them. 

6 And in Shushan the palace the Jews 
slew and destroyed five hundred men; 

7 And Parshandatha, and Dalphoii, 
and Aspatha, 

8 And Poratha, and Adalia, and Arl- 
datha, 

9 And Parmashta, and Arisai, and 
Aridai, and Vajezatha, 

10 The ten sons of Haman the son of 
Hammedatha, the enemy of the Jews, 
slew they ; , but on the spoil laid they 
not their hand. 

'. 11. On 'that day the number c" .those 


so}u'; haiuj 'd. 


that were slain in Shiishan the palace 
was brought before the king. 

12 IT And the king said unto Esther 
the queen, The Jews have slain and 
destroyed five hundred men in Shu- 
shan the' palace, and the ten sons of 
Haman ; what have they done in the 
rest of the king’s provinces? now 
what thy petition? and it shall be 
granted thee : or what is thy request 
further % and it shall be done. 

13 Then said Esther, If it please the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews 
which are in Shushan to do to morrow 
also according unto this day’s decree, 
and let Haman’s ten sons be hanged 
upon the gallows. 

14 And the king commanded it so to 
be done : and the decree was given at 
Shushan ; and they hanged Haman’s 
ten sons. 

15 For the Jews that %oere in Shu- 
shan gathered themselves together on 
the fourteenth day also of the month 
Adar, and slew three hundred men at 
Shushan ; but on the prey they laid 
not their hand. 

16 But the other Jews that xoere in 
the king’s provinces gathered them- 
selves togethei’, and stood for their 
lives, and had rest from their enemies, 
and slew of their foes seventy and five 
thousand, but they laid not their hands 
on the prey, 

1 7 On the thirteenth day of the month 
Adar; and on the fourteenth day of 
the same rested they, and made it a 
day of feasting and gladness. 

18 But the Jews that were at Shu- 
shan assembled together on the thir- 
teenth dmj thereof, and on the four- 
teenth thereof; and on the fifteenth 
day of the same they rested, and made 
it a day of feasting and gladness. 

1 9 Therefore the J ews of the villages, 

that dwelt in the iin walled towns, made 
the fourteenth day of the month Adar 
a day of gladness and feasting, and a 
good day, and of sending portions one 
to another. ; 

20 IT And Mordecai wrote these : 
things,' and sent letters unto all the' 


E STHER, 9. The feasi of Purim, 

Jews that were in all the provinces 
of the king Ahasuerus, ho nigh and 
far,' 

21. To stabiish |M^' among them, that 
they should keep the fourteenth day 
of, the month Adar,' and the ; fifteenth” 
day of the same, yearly, 

• 22 , As the days wherein the Jews rest- 
ed from their enemies, and the month 
which was turned unto them from 
sorrow to joy, and from mourning in- 
to a good day : that they should make 
them days of feasting and joy, and of 
sending portions one to another, and 
gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do as 
they had begun, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them ; 

24 Because Haman the son of Ham- 
medatha, the Agagite, the enemy of 
all the Jews, had devised against the 
Jews to destroy them, and had cast 
Pur, that the lot, to consume them, 
and to destroy them ; 

25 But when Esther came before the 
king, he commanded by letters that 
his wicked device, which he devised 
against the Jews, should return upon 
his own head, and that he and his 
sons should be hanged on the gallows, 

26 Wherefore they called these days 
Purim after the name of Pur. There- 
fore for all the words of this letter, 
and of that which they had seen con- 
cerning this matter, and which had 

I come unto them, 

27 The J ews ordained, and took up- 
on them, and upon their seed, and up- 
on all such as joined themselves imto 
them, so as it should not fail, that 
they would keep these two days ac- 
cording to their writing, and according 
to their appointed time every year; 

28 And tiiat these days should be re- 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every pro- 
vince, and every city ; and these 
days of Purim should not fail from a- 
mong the Jews, nor the memorial of 
.them perish from their seed. 

29 Then Estherlihe queen, the daugh- 
ter of Abihailj and Mordecai the Jew, 
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wrote with all authority, tty^hnfirm 
this second letter of Purim..f 

30 And' he .sent the .letters 'unto all 
the Jews, to the hundred twenty and 
seven provinces of the kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, with words of peace and 
truth,' ., 

31 To confirm these , days of Purim 
in their iim^s appointed^ according as 
.Mordeeai the Jew and Esther the 
queen had enjoined them, and as they 
had decreed for themselves and for 
their seed, the matters^of the fastings 
and: their cry. 

32 And the decree of Esther con- 
firmed these matters of Purim; and 
it was written in the book. 


■ CHAPTER 10. 

AND the king Ahasuerus laid a tri- 
bute upon the land, and iipoaz the 

isles of the sea. 

2 And all the acts, of his power and 
of his might, and the declaration of 
the greatness of Mordeeai, whereuiito 
the king advanced him, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Media and Persia ? 

3 For Mordeeai the Jew was next un- 
to king Ahasuerus, and great among 
the Jews, and accepted of the multi- 
tude of his brethren, seeking the wealth 
of his people, and speaking peace to 
all his seed. 


THE BOOK OF JOB. 


CHAPTER L 

T here was a man in the land of 
llz, whose name was J ob ; and that 
man was perfect and upright, and one 
that feared God, and eschewed evil. 

2 And there were born unto him 
seven sons, and three daughters. 

3 His substance also was seven thou- 
sand sheep, and three thousand camels, 
and five hundred yoke of oxen, and 
five hundred she asses, and a very great 
household ; so that this man was the 
greatest of all the men of the east. 

4 And his sons went and feasted in 
their houses, every one his day ; and 
sent and called for their three sisters 
to eat and to drink with them. 

5 And it was so, when the days of 
their feasting were gone about, that 
Job sent and sanctified them, and rose 
up early in the morning, and offered 
burnt oiferings according to the num- 
ber of them all : for Job said, It may 
be that my sons have sinned, and 
cursed God in their hearts. Thus did 
Job continualiy. 

6 % .Now there ' .was a day when the 
sons of God came to present themselves 
before the Loed, and Satan came also 
among them. 


7 And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Whence eomest thou? Then Satan 
answered the Lord, and said, From 
going to and fro in the earth, and from 
walking up and down in it. 

8 And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Hast thou considered my servant Job, 
that there is none like him in the 
earth, a perfect and an upright man, 
one that feareth God, and escheweth 
evil? 

9 Then Satan answered the Lord, and 
said, Doth Job fear God for nought? 

10 Hast not thou made an hedge a- 
bout him, and about his house, and 
about all that he hath on every side ? 
thou hast blessed the work of Ms 
hands, and his substance is increased 
in the land. 

11 But put forth thine hand now, 
and touch all that he hath, and he will 
curse thee to thy face. 

; 12 And the Lord said unto Saian^ 
jBehold, all that he hath is in thy 
[power ; only upon himself put not 
fforth thine hand. So Satan went 
\forth. from the preseiiee of the Lord. 

13 IF And there was a day when his 
sons and his daughters' were eating and 
drinking wine in their' eldest brotiier's 
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14 And there came a messenger un- 
to Job, and said, The oxen were plow- 
ing, and the asses feeding beside them : 

15 And the Sabeans fell upon them^ 
and took them away ; yea, they have 
slain the servants with the edge of 
the sword ; and I only am escaped a- 
lone to tell thee. 

16 While he was yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said, The fire 
of God is fallen from heaven, and hath 
burned up the sheep, and the servants, 
and consumed them ; and I only am 
escaped alone to tell thee. 

17 While he was yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said, The Chal- 
deans made out three bands, and fell 
upon the camels, and have carried 
them away, yea, and slain the servants 
with the edge of the sword ; and I only 
am escaped alone to tell thee. 

18 While he was yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said. Thy sons ' 
and thy daughters were eating and 
drinking wine in their eldest brother’s 
house : 

19 And, behold, there came a great 
wind from the wilderness, and smote 
the four corners of the house, and it 
fell upon the young men, and they are 
dead ; and I only am escaped alone to 
tell thee. 

20 Then Job arose, and rent his man- 
tle, and shaved his head, and fell down 
upon the ground, and worshipped, 

21 And said, Naked came I out of 
' my mother’s womb, and naked shall 

1 return thither : the Lord gave, and 
the Lord hath taken away ; blessed 
be the name of the Lord. 

22 In all this Job sinned not, nor | 
charged God foolishly. 

CHAPTER 2. 

AGAIN there was a day when the 
sons of God came to present them- 
selves before the Lord, and Satan 
came also among them to present him- 
, self before the Lord. 

2 And the Lord said unto Satan, 
From whence eomest thou ? And Sa- 
tan answ^ered the Lord, and said, From 


going to and fro in the earth, and from 
walking up and down in it. 

3 And the Lord said . unto , Satan, 
Hast thou considered my servant Job, 
that there is none like Mm in the 
earth, a perfect and an upright man, 
one that feareth God, and escheweth 
evil? and still he holdeth fast his 
integrity, although thou movedst me 
against him, to destroy him without 
cause. 

4 And Satan answered the Lord, and 
said, Skin for skin, yea, all that a man 
hath will he give for his life. 

5 But put forth thine hand now, and 
touch his bone and his flesh, and he 
will curse thee to thy face. 

6 And the Lord said unto Satan, Be- 
hold, he is in thine hand ; but save 
his life. 

7 IT So went Satan forth from the 
presence of the Lord, and smote Job 
with sore boils from the sole of his 
foot unto his crown. 

8 And he took him a potsherd to 
scrape himself withal ; and he sat down 
among the ashes.‘ 

9 IT Then said his wife unto him, 
Dost thou still retain thine integrity ? 
curse God, and die. 

10 But he said unto her, Thou speak- 
est as one of the foolish women speak- 
eth. What ? shall we receive good at 
the hand of God, and shall we not re- 
beiye evil ? In all this did not Job 
sin with his lips. 

« 11 IT Now when Job’s three Mends 
heard of all this evil that was come 
upon him, they caine every one from 
his own place ; Eliphaz the Temanite, 
and Bildad the Shiihite, and Zophar 
the Naamathite: for they had made 
an appointment together to come to 
mourn with him and to comfort him. 

12 And when they lifted up their 
eyes afar off, and knew Mm not, they 
lifted up their voice, and wept ; and 
they rent every one his mantle, and 
sprinkled dust upon their heads toward 
heaven. 

13 So they sat down with Mm up- 
on the ground seven days and seven 
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Job curseth Ms JOB. 

nights, and none' spake , a word imto 
him : for they saw that grief was 
Tery,. great. , 

V,', ■ 

^FTEE this 'opened Job his ■ mouth, 
-Ol. and €urs.ed' his'day. , 

2 And Job spake, and said, 

3 Let the day perish wherein I was 
born, and the night in which it was 
said, There is a man child conceived. 

4 Let that day be darkness ; let not 
God regard it from above, neither let 
the light shine upon it. 

5 Let darkness and the shadow of 
death stain it ; let a cloud dwell upon it; 
let the blackness of the day terrify it. 

6 As for that night, let darkness 
seize upon it ; let it not be joined unto 
the days of the year, let it not come 
into the number of the months. 

7 Lo, let that night be solitary, let 
no joyful voice come therein. 

8 Let them curse it that curse the 
day, who are ready to raise up their 
mourning. 

9 Let the stars of the twilight thereof 
be dark ; let it look for light, but have 
none ; neither let it see the dawning 
of the day: 

10 Because it shut not up the doors 
of my mother'* s womb, nor hid sorrow 
from mine eyes. 

1 1 Why died I not from the womb ? 
tvhy did 1 not give up the ghost when 
I came out of the belly ? 

12 Why did the knees prevent me? 
or why the breasts that I should suck ? 

13 For now should I have lain still 
and been quiet, I should have slept : 
then had I been at rest, 

14 With kings and counsellors of the 
earth, which built desolate places for 
themselves ; 

15 Or with princes that had gold, 
who filled their houses mth silver : 

16 Or as an hidden untimely birth I 
had not been ; as infants which never 
saw light. 

17 There the wicked cease from trou- 
bling ; and there the weary be at rest. 

18 There the prisoners rest toge-

1 9 The small and great .are there ; • and ' 
the servant is free from, 'his master. 

20 Wherefore, is", light given to him 
that is in misery, and life unto the 
bitter in soul ; 

21 Which long for death, but it 
cometh not ; and dig for it more than 
for hid treasures ; 

22 Which rejoice exceedingly, and 
are glad, when they can find the grave ? 

23 Why is light given to a man 
whose way is hid, and whom God hath 
hedged in ? 

24 For my sighing cometh before I 
eat, and my roarings are poured out 
like the waters. 

25 For the thing which I greatly 
feared is come upon me, and that which 
I was afraid of is come unto me. 

26 I was not in safety, neither had I 
rest, neither was I quiet ; yet trouble 
came. 

CHAPTER 4. 

T hen Ellphaz the Temanite an- 
swered and said, 

2 If we assay to commune with thee, 
wilt thou be grieved ? but who can 
withhold himself from speaking? 

3i Behold, thou hast instructed many, 
and thou hast strengthened the weak 
hands. 

4 Thy words have upholden him that 
was falling, and thou hast strength^- 
ened the feeble knees. 

5 But now it is come upon thee, and 
thou faintest; it toucheth thee, and 
thou art troubled.

|hey consumed. 
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10 The roaring of the lion, and the 
voice of the fierce lion, and the teeth 
of the young lions, are broken. 

11 The old lion perisheth for lack of 
prey, and the stout lion’s whelps are 
scattered abroad. 

12 Now a thing was secretly brought 
to me, and mine ear received a little 
thereof. 

1 3 In thoughts from the visions of the 
night, when deep sleep falleth on men, 

14 Fear came upon me, and trem- 
bling, which made all my bones to 
shake. 

15 Then a spirit passed before my 
face ; the hair of my flesh stood up : 

16 It stood still, but I could not dis- 
cern the form thereof ; an image was 
before mine eyes, there was silence, 
and I heard a voice, saying^ 

17 Shall mortal man be more just 
than God ? shall a man be more pure 
than his maker ? 

18 Behold, he put no trust in his ser- 
vants ; and his angels he charged with 
folly: 

19 How much less in them that dwell 
in houses of clay, whose foundation is 
in the dust, which are crushed before 
the moth ? 

20 They are destroyed from morning 
to evening : they perish for ever with- 
out any regarding 

21 Doth not their excellency 

is in them go away? they die, even 
without wisdom. 


CHAPTERS. 

C ALL now, if there be any that will 
answer thee ; and to which of the 
saints wilt thou turn ? 

2 For wTath killeth the foolish man, 
and envy slayeth the silly one. 

3 1 have seen the foolish taking root : 
but suddenly I cursed his habitation.

12 He disappointeth the devices of 
the crafty, so that their hands cannot 
perform enterprise. 

13 He taketh the wise in their own 
craftiness : and the counsel of the f re- 
ward is carried headlong. 

14 They meet with darkness in the 
daytime, and grope in the noonday as 
in the night. 

15 But he saveth the poor from the ,w .. 

sword, from their mouth, and from ^^7 
the hand of the mighty. ; ? 

16 So the poor hath hope, and mi- 
quity stoppeth her mouth. 

17 Behold, happy is the man whom 
God correcteth ; therefore despise not 
thou the chastening of the Almighty : 

18 For he maketh sore, and bindeth 

up: he woundeth, and his hands make 
whole. f 

.-19 He shall deliver thee in six trou- 
bles : yea, in seven there shall no evil 
touch thee. 

20 In famine he shall redeem thee 
from death : and in war from the power 
of the sword. 

21 Thou shalt be hid from the scourge 
of the tongue : neither shalt thou be 
afraid of destruction when it eometh. 

22 At destruction and famine thou 
shalt laugh : neither shalt thou be a- 
fraid of the beasts of the earth. 

23 For thou shalt be in league with 
the stones of the field : and the beasts 
of the field shall be at peace with thee. 

24 And thou shalt know that thy ta- 
bernacle shall he in peace ; and thou 
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shalt visit .tliy Jiabitatioii, and shalt 
"not sin,':';.- 

.25 'Tbon sbalt know also that tky 
seed shall be great, and thine offspring 
as the grass of the earth. 

26 Thou shalt come to thy grave in 
a full age, like as a shock of corn 
cometh in in Ms season. 

27 Lo this, we have searched it, so 
it hear it, and know thou it for 
thy good. 

'■ CHAPTER 6. 

B ut Job answered and said, 

2 Oh that my gidef were through- 
ly weighed, and my calamity laid in 
the balances together ! 

3 For now it would be heavier than 
the sand of the sea: therefore my 
words are swallowed up. 

4 For the arrows of the Almighty are 
within me, the poison whereof drink- 
eth up my spirit : the terrors of God do 
set themselves in array against me. 

5 Doth the wild ass bray when he 
hath grass ? or loweth the ox over his 
fodder ?

10 He cutteth out rivers among the j 
rocks ; and his eye seeth every pre- 
cious thing. 

11 He bindeth the floods from over- 
flowing ; and the thing that is hid 
bringeth he forth to light. 

12 But where shall wisdom be found ? 
and where is the place of understand- 
ing? 

13 Man knoweth not the price there- 
of; neither is it found in the land of 
the living. 

14 The depth saith, It is not in me: 
and the sea saith, It is not with me. 

15 It cannot be gotten for gold, nei- 
ther shall silver be weighed /or the 
price thereof. 

16 It cannot be valued with the gold 
of Ophir, with the precious onyx, or 
the sapphire. 

17 The gold and the crystal cannot 
e^ual it : and the exchange of it shall 
not be for jewels of fine gold. 

> 18 No mention shall be made of co- 
ral, or of pearls : for the price of wis- 
dom is above rubies. 

19 The topaz of Ethiopia shall not 
equal it, neither shall it be valued 
with pure gold. 

. 20 Whence then cometh wisdom? and 
where is the place of understanding ? 

21 Seeing it is hid from the eyes of 
all living, and kept close from the 
fowls of the air. ■ 

22 Destruction and death say, We 
have heard the fame thereof with our 
ears. 

23 Cxod understandeth the way there- 
of, and he knoweth the place thereof. 

24 :For he looketh ^ the ends, of ; 


the earth, and seeth under the whole 
heaven ; 

25 To make the weight for the winds ; 
and he weigheth the waters by measure. 

26 When he made a decree for' the- 
rain,-; and a way for the lightning of- 
the thunder : 

•-■"27 Then did. he see it, and declare it ; 
he prepared it, yea, and searched it out. 
28 And unto man he said, Behold, the 
fear of the Lord, that is wisdom; and 
to depart from evil is understanding.

12 Because I delivered the poor that 
cried, and the fatherless, and that 
none to help Mm. 

1 3 The blessing of him that was ready 
to perish came upon me : and I caused 
the widow’s heart to sing for joy. 

14 I put OB righteousness, and it 
clothed me: my judgment was as a 
:robe and a diadem. 
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15 1 was eyes ^ to the blind, and feet ■ 
was I to the lame. : : 

16 I was a father to the poor: and 
the cause which I knew not I search- 
ed-out. 

/1 7 ' And Ibrake the' jaws of the wicked, 
and plucked the spoil out" of his teeth. 

18 Then I said, I shall die in my 
nest, and I shall multiply^m^/ days as 
the sand. 

19 My root was spread out by the 
waters, and the dew lay all night up- 
on my branch. 

20 My glory was fresh in me, and 
my bow was renewed in my hand. 

21 Unto me men gave ear, and wait- 
ed, and kept silence at my counsel. 

22 After my words they spake not 
again ; and my speech dropped upon 
them. 

23 And they waited for me as for 
the rain ; and they opened their mouth 
wide as for the latter rain. 

24 If I laughed on them, they be- 
lieved not ; and the light of my 
countenance they cast not down. 

25 I chose out their way, and sat 
chief, and dwelt as a king in the army, 
as one that comforteth the mourners.,

20 I cry unto thee, and thou dost 
not hear me : I stand up, and thou 
regardest me not. 

21 Thou art become cruel to me: 
with thy strong hand thou opposest 
thyself against me. 

22 Thou iiftest me up to the wind ; 
thou causest me to ride upon it^ and 
dissolvest my substance. 

23 For I know that thou wilt bring 
me to death, and to the house appoint- 
ed for all living. 

24 Howbeit he will not stretch out 
his hand to the grave, though they cry 
in his destruction. 

25 Did not ! weep for Mm that was 
in trouble? was not my soul grieved 

for the poor ? 

' 26 When I looked for good, then evil

27 My bowels boiled, and rested not : 
the days of affliction prevented me. 

28 I went mourning without the sun ;

31 My harp also is turned to mourn- 
ing, and my organ into the voice of 
them that weep. 

CHAPTER 31.

2 For what portion of God is there 
from above ? and ivhat inheritance of 
the Almighty from on high ? 

3 Is not destruction to the wick- 
ed ? and a strange punishment to the 
workers of iniquity ?

32 The stranger did not lodge in the 
street : hut I opened my doors to the 
traveller. .

34 Did I fear a great multitude, or 
did the contempt of families terrify 
me, that I kept silence, and went not 
out of the door I 

35 Oh that one would hear me ! be- 
hold, my desire is^ that the Almighty 
would answer me, and that mine ad- 
versary had written a book. 

36 Surely I would take it upon my 
shoulder, and bind it as a crown to me.

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
cause thy belly to eat, and fill thy 
bowels with this roll that I give thee.

6 Not to many people of a strange 
speech and of an hard language, whose 
words thou canst not understand. 
Surely, had I sent thee to them, they 
would have hearkened unto thee. 

7 But the house of Israel will not 
hearken unto thee ; for they will not 
hearken unto me : for all the house of 
Israel are impudent and hardhearted. 
8 Behold, I have made thy face strong 
against their faces, and thy forehead 
strong against their foreheads. 

9 As an adamant harder than flint 
have I made thy forehead : fear them 
not, neither be dismayed at their looks, 
though they be a rebellious house. 

10 Moreover he said unto me, Son of 
man, all my words that I shall speak 
unto thee receive in thine heart, and 
hear with thine ears. 

11 And go, get thee to them of the 
captivity, unto the childi’en of thy 
people, and speak unto them, and tell 
them, Thus saith the Lord God ; whe- 
ther they will hear, or whether they 
will forbear. 

12 Then the spirit took me up, and 
I heard behind me a voice of a great 
rushing, saying^ Blessed be the glory 
of the Lord from his place. 

13 J heard also the noise of the wings 
of the living creatures that touched 
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which' I saw hy the river of Ghebar r ■ 
and I fell on my face, 

24 Then the' spirit entered into me, 
and set me upon my feet,; and spate ; 
with me, and said: unto me, Go, shut 
thyself within thine house. 

25 But thou, O son of man, behold, 
they shall put bands upon thee, and 
shall bind thee with them, and thou 
shalt not go out among them : 

26 And I will make thy tongue cleave 
to the roof of thy mouth, that thou 
shalt be dumb, and shalt not be to them 
a reprover : for they are a rebellious 
house. 

27 But when I speak with thee, I will 
open thy mouth, and thou shalt say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord God ; 
He that heareth, let hiiii hear ; and he 
that forbeareth, let him forbear ; for 
they are a rebellious house. 

CHAPTER 4. 

T hou also, son of man, take thee a 
tile, and lay it before thee, and 
pourtray upon it the city, even Jeru- 
salem : 

2 And lay siege against it, and build 
a fort against it, and cast a mount a- 
gainst it ; set the camp also against 
it, and set battering vams against it 
round about. 

3 Moreover take thou unto thee an 
iron pan, and set it for a wail of iron 
between thee and the city ; and set thy 
face against it, and it shall be be- 
sieged, and thou shalt lay siege against 
it. This shall be a sign to the house 
of Israel. 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, 
and lay the iniquity of the house of 
Israel upon it : according to the num- 
ber of the days that thou shalt lie 
upon it thou shalt bear their iniquity. 
5 For I have laid upon thee the years 
of their iniquity, according to the 
number of the days, three hundred and 
ninety days : so shalt thou bear the 
iniquity of the house of Israel. / 

6 And when thou hast accomplished 


one another, and the. noise of the 
wheels over against them, and a noise

14 So the spirit lifted me up, and 
took me away, and I went in bitter- 
ness, in the heat of my spirit ; but the 
hand of the Lobd was strong upon me. 

15 IT Then I came to them of the 
captivity at Tel-abib, that dwelt by 
the river of ■ Chebar, and I sat where 
clie'y sat, and remained there astonish- 
ed among them seven days. 

16 And it came to pass at the end of

and give them warning from me. 

18 When I say unto the wicked, 

Thou shalt surely die ; and thou giv- 
est him not warning, nor speakest to 
warn the wicked from his wicked way, 
to save his life ; the same wicked man 
shall die in his iniquity ; but his blood 
will I require at thine hand. 

19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, and 
he turn not from his wickedness, nor 
from his wicked way, he shall die in 
his iniquity ; but thou hast delivered 
thy soul. 

20 Again, When a righteous man 
doth turn from his righteousness, and 
commit iniquity, and i lay a stum- 
blingblock before him, he shall die 
because thou hast not given him warn- 
ing, he shall die in his sin, and his 
righteousness which he hath done shall 
not be remembered ; but his blood will 
I require at thine hand. 

21 Nevertheless if thou warn the righ- 
teous man, that the righteous sin not, 
and he doth not sin, he shall surely 
live, because he is warned ; also thou 
hast delivered thy soul. 

22 IT And the hand of the Lord was 
there upon me ; and he said unto me- 
Arise, go forth into the plain, and I 
will there talk with thee. 

23 Then I arose, and went forth in- ^ ^ _ 

to the plain: and, behold, the glory them, lie again on thy right side, and 
of the Lord stood there, as the glory thou shalt bear the iniquity of the 
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liouse . of ' Judah, forty days: I have 
appointed thee each day for a year. ■ 

7 Therefore thou shaft set thy face 

toward the siege of Jerusalem, and 
thine arm uncovered, and thou | 

shalt prophesy against it, 

8 And, behold, I will lay bands upon 
thee, and thou shalt not turn thee from 
one side to another, till thou hast 
ended the days of thy siege. 

9 IF Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley , and beans, and lentiles, and 
millet, and fitches, and put them in 
one vessel, and make thee bread there- 
of, according to the number of the 
days that thou shalt lie upon thy side, 
three hundred and ninety days shalt 
thou eat thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt 
eat shall he by weight, twenty shekels 
a day : from time to time shalt thou 
eat it. 

11 Thou shalt drink also water by 
measure, the sixth part of an hin : 
from time to time shalt thou drink. 

12 And thou shalt eat it as barley 
cakes, and thou shalt bake it with dung 
that cometh out of man, in their sight. 

13 And the Lobd said, Even thus 
shall the children of Israel eat their 
defiled bread among the Gentiles, whi- 
ther I will drive them. 

14 Then said I, Ah Lord God ! be- 
hold, my soul hath not been polluted : 
for from my youth up even till now 
have I not eaten of that which dieth 
of itself, or is torn in pieces ; neither 
came there abominable flesh into my 
mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I have 
given thee cow*s dung for man’s dung, 
and thou shalt prepare thy bread 
therewith. 

16 Moreover he said unto me, Son of 
man, behold, I iviii break the staff of 
bread in Jerusalem: and they shall 
eat bread by weight, and with care ; 
and they shall drink water by mea- 
sure, and with astonishment : 

17 That they may want bread and wa- 
ter, and be astonied one with another, 
and consume away for their iniquity. !

A nd thou, son of man, take thee a 
- sharp knife, take thee a barber’s 
razor, and cause it to pass upon' thine 
head and upon thy 'beard; , then take 
thee balances to weigh, and divide the 
hair, 

2 Thou shalt burn with' fire a third 
part in the midst of the city, when the 
days of the siege are fulfllled: and 
thou shalt take a third part, and smite 
about it with a knife : and a third part 
thou shalt scatter in the wind ; and I 
will draw out a sword after them.

5 IF Thus saith the Lord God ; This 
is Jerusalem: I have set it in the 
midst of the nations and countries that 
are round about her. 

6 And she hath changed my judg- 
ments into wickedness more than the 
nations, and my statutes more than 
the countries that are round about 
her ; for they have refused my judg- 
ments and my statutes, they have not 
walked in them. 

7 Therefore tos saith the Lord God ; 
Because ye multiplied more than the 
nations that are round about you, 
have not walked in my statutes, nei- 
ther have kept my judgments, neither 
have done according to the judgments 
of the nations that are round about 
you; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Behold, I, even I, am against thee, and 
will execute judgments in the midst 
of thee in the sight of the nations. 

9 And I will do in thee that which I 
have not done, and whereunto I will 
not do any more the like, because of 
ail thine abominations. 

10 Therefore the fathers shall eat 
the sons in the midst of thee, and the 
sons shall eat their fathers ; and I will

9 And mine eye shall not spare, nei- 
ther will I have pity : I will recom- 
pense thee according to thy ways and 
thine abominations tJeal are in the 
midst of thee ; and : ye shall know that 
I am the Lord that smiteth. 

10 Behold the day, behold, it is come : 
the morning is gone forth ; the rod 
hath blossomed, pride hath budded. 

11 Violence is risen up into a rod of 
wickedness: none of ihctm. shall re- 
main^ nor of their multitude, nor of 
any of their’s : neither shall there he 
wailing for them. 

12 The time is come, the day draw- 
eth near : let not the buyer rejoice, nor 
the seller mourn : for wrath is upon 
all the multitude thereof. 

13 For the seller shall not return to 
that which is sold, although they were 
yet alive: for the vision is touching 
the whole multitude thereof, which 
shall not return; neither shall any 
strengthen himself in the iniquity of 
his life. 

14 They have blown the trumpet, 
even to make all ready ; but none goeth 
to the battle i for my wrath is upon 
all the multitude thereof. 

15 The sword is without, and the 
pestilence and the famine within : he 
that is in the field shall die with the 
sword ; and he that is in the city, fa- 
mine and pestilence shall devour him. 

16 IT But they that escape of them 
shall escape, and shall be on the moun- 
tains like doves of the valleys, all of 
them mourning, every one for Ms ini- 
quity. 

17 All hands shall be feeble, and all 
knees shall be weak as water. 

18 They shall also gitdi themselms 
with sackcloth, and horror shall co- 
ver them ; and shame shall he upon 
all faces, and baldness upon all their 
heads.

block of their iniquity. , . 

20 % As for the beauty of Ms orna- 
ment, he set it in majesty : but they 
made the images of their abomina- 
tions and of their detestable things 
therein : therefore have I set it far 
from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers for a prey, and to the 
wicked of the earth for a spoil ; and 
they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from 
them, and they shall pollute my secret 
2 )lace : for the robbers shall enter into 
it, and defile it. 

23 IT Make a chain : for the land is 
full of bloody crimes, and the city is 
full of violence. 

24 Wherefore I will bring the worst 
of the heathen, and they shall possess 
their houses: I will also make the 
pomp of the strong to cease ; and their 
holy places shall be defiled. 

25 Destruction cometh; and they 
shall seek peace, and there shall be 
none. 

26 Mischief shall come upon mis- 
chief, and rumour shall be upon ru- 
mour ; then shall they seek a vision of 
the prophet ; but the law shall perish 
from the priest, and counsel from the 
ancients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the 
prince shall be clothed with desola- 
tion, and the hands of the people of 
the land shall be troubled : I will do 
unto them after their way, and accord- 
ing to their deserts will I judge them ; 
and they shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER 8. 

AND it came to pass in the sixth 
jrear, in the sixth months in the 
fifth day of the month, as I sat in 
mine house, and the elders of Judah 
sat before me, that the hand of the 
Lord God fell there upon me. 

2 Then I beheld, and lo a likeness 
as the appearance of fire : from the 
appearance of his loins even down-

ward,; fire ; and from Ms loins even 
upward, ' as the appearance of bright-/ 
ness, as the colour' of amber. 

3 And he put' forth -the form of aii' 
hand, and took me by a lock of mine 
head ; and the spirit lifted me up be- 
tween the earth and the heaven, and 
brought me in the visions of God to 
Jerusalem, to the door of the inner gate 
that looketh toward the north ; where 
was the seat of the image of jealousy, 
which pro voketh to jealousy. 

4 And, behold, the glory of the God 
of Israel was there, according, to the 
vision that I saw in the plain. 

5 •il Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, lift up thine eyes now the tvay 
toward the north. So I lifted up mine 
eyes the way toward the north, and be- 
hold northward at the gate of the altar 
this image of jealousy in the entry. 

6 He said furthermore unto me, Son of 
man, seest thou what they do ? even the 
great abominations that the house of 
Israel committeth here, that I should 
go far off from my sanctuary? but 
turn thee yet again, and thou shalt 
see greater abominations. 

7 ^ And he brought me to the door 
of the court; and when I looked, be- 
hold a hole in the wall. 

8 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
dig now in the wall : and when I had 
digged in the wall, behold a door. 

9 And he said unto me, Go in, and 
behold the wicked abominations that 
they do here. 

10 So I went in and saw; afid be- 
hold every form of creeping things, 
and abominable beasts, and all the 
idols of the house of Israel, pourtray- 
ed upon the wall round about. 

11 And there stood before them se- 
venty men of the ancients of the house 
of Israel, and in the midst of them 
stood Jaazaniah the son of Shaphan, 
with every man his censer in his hand ; 
and a thick cloud of incense went up. 

12 Then said he unto me, Son of man , 
hast thou seen what the ancients of the 
house of Israel do in the dark, every 
man in the chambers of Ms imagery I 
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for'tliey say. The Lokd seeth us not ; 
the Loed hath forsaken the earth. 

13 11 He said'also unto me, Turn-thee 
yet agains thou shait see greater 
abominations that they do.. 

14 Then he. brought me to the door of 
the gate of the Lobd’s house which 
was toward the north ; and, behold, 
there sat women weeping for Tammuz. 

15 IF Then, said he unto me, Hast 
thou seen O son of man? turn 
thee yet again, and thou shait see 
greater abominations than these. 

16 And he brought me into the in- 
ner court of the Lobd’s house, and, 
behold, at the door of the temple of 
the Lobd, between the porch and the 
altar, were about five and twenty men, 
with their backs toward the temple 
of the Lobb, and their faces toward 
the east ; and they worshipped the sun 
toward the east. 

17 If Then he said linto me, Hast 
thou seen this, 0 son of man? Is it 
a light thing to the house of Judah 
that they commit the abominations 
which they commit here? for they 
have filled the land with violence, 
and have returned to provoke me to 
anger : and, lo, they put the branch 
to their nose. 

18 Therefore will I also deal in fury : 
mine eye shall not spare, neither will 
I have pity: and though they cry in 
mine ears with a loud voice, yet will 
I not hear them. 

CHAPTER 9. 

H e cried also in mine ears with a 
loud voice, saying, Cause them 
that have charge over the city to draw 
near, even every man with his destroy- 
ing weapon in his hand. 

2 And, behold, six men came from 
the way of the higher gate, which 
lieth toward the north, and every man 
a slaughter weapon in his hand ;■ and 
one man among them %ms clothed 
with linen, with a writer^s inkhorn by 
Ms side : and they went in, and stood 
beside the brasen altar. 

3 And the glory of the God of Israel i 


was gone .up' from the .cherub, .where- 
upon he was, to the threshold of the 
house. And he called , to the man cloth- 
ed with linen, which /iaci the writer’s 
inkhorn by Ms side ; 

4 And the Lord said ■ unto him,. Go 
through the midst , of the city, through 
the midst of Jerusalem, and set a mark 
upon the foreheads of the men that 
sigh and that cry for all the abomina- 
tions that be done in the midst thereof. 

5 ^ And to the others he said in mine 
hearing, Go ye after Mm through the 
city, and smite: let not your eye 
spare, neither have ye pity : 

6 Slay utterly old and young, both 
maids, and little children, and women : 
but come not near any man upon 
whom is the mark ; and begin at my 
sanctuary. Then they began at the 
ancient men which were before the 
house. 

7 And he said unto them, Defile the 
house, and fill the courts with the 
slain : go ye forth. And they went 
forth, and slew in the city. 

8 IF And it came to pass, while they 
were slaying them, and I was left, that 
I fell upon my face, and cried, and 
said, Ah Lord God ! wilt thou destroy 
all the residue of Israel in thy pour- 
ing out of thy fury upon Jerusalem? 

9 Then said he unto me, The iniquity 
of the house of Israel and Judah is ex- 
ceeding great, and the land is full of 
blood, and the city full of perverseness : 
for they say, The Lord hath forsaken 
the earth, and the Lord seeth not. 

10 And as for me also, mine eye 
shall not spare, neither will I have 
pity, hxit I will recompense their way 
upon their head. 

11 And, behold, the man clothed 
with linen, which had the inkhorn 
by his side, reported the matter, say- 
ing, I have done as thou hast com- 
manded me. 

CHAPTER 10. ' 

T hen I looked, and,, behold,, in 
the firmament that, was above the 
head of the cherubims there a|>peared 
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of the cheruhim^ 


over, tiiem :as it were a sapphire stone, 
as the appearance of the likeness of a 

throne. ' , , 

2 'And he spake unto the man cloth- 
ed with linen, and said, Go in between 
the wheels, even under the cherub,^ and 
fill' thine hand with coals of fire from 
between the cheriibims, and scatter 
them over the city. And he went in 

in my sight. , ^ ^ 

S Now the cherubims stood on the 
right side of the house, when the man 
went in ; and the cloud filled the inner 

court. „ , TT j. 

4 Then the glory of the Lorb went 

up from the cherub, and stood over 
the threshold of the house ; and the 
house was filled with the cloud, and 
the court was full of the brightness 
of the Lord’s glory. . 

5 And the sound of the cherubims 
wings was heard even to the outer 
court, as the voice of the Almighty 
God when he speaketh. 

6 And it came to pass, that when he 

had commanded the man clothed with 
linen, saying, Take fire from between 
the wheels, from between the cheru- 
bims ; then he went in, and stood be- 
side the wheels. , 

7 And one cherub stretched lortn 

his hand from between the cherubims 
unto the fire that was between the 
cherubims, and took theveof and put 
it into the hands of him that was 
clothed with linen: who took it, and 
went out. ^ 

8 ^ And there appeared in the che- 

rubims the form of a man’s hand un- 
der their wings. , , , , o 

9 And v/hen I looked, behold the tour 
wheels by the cherubims, one wheel 
by one cherub, and another wheel by 
another cherub : and the appearance 
of the wheels was as the colour of a 
beryl stone. 

10 And their appearances, they 

four had one likeness, as if a wheel 
had been in the midst of a wheel. 

1 1 When they went, they went upon 
their four sides ; they turned not as 
they went, but to the place whither 


the head looked they followed it ; they 
turned not as they went. 

, 12 And their whole body, and their 
backs, and their hands, and their 
wings,, and the wheels, wene Tull of 
eyes round about, even the wheels' that 
they four had. 

, 13 As for the wheels, it was cried 
Xnd he went in unto them in my hearing, O wheels 

14 And every one had four facest , , 
the first face was the face of a cherub, 
and the second face was the face of a 
man, and the third the face of a lion, 
and the fourth the face of an eagle. 

15 And the cherubims were lifted 
up. This is the living creature that 
I saw by the river of Chebar. 

16 And when the cherubims went, 

: the wheels went by them : and when 
I the cherubims lifted up their wings 
' to mount up from the earth, the same 

wheels also turned not from beside 

them. , . - 

17 When they stood, these stood ; 
and when they were lifted up, these 
lifted up themselves also : for the 
spirit of the living creature was in 

them. „ , T j 

18 Then the glory of the Lord de- 
parted from oft* the threshold of the 
house, and stood over the cherubims. 

19 And the cherubims lifted up their 
wings, and mounted up from the earth 
in my sight: when they went out, 
the wheels also wereheside them, and 
every one stood at the door of the 
east gate of the Lord’s house ; and the 
glory of the God of Israel teas over 
them above. 

20 This is the living creature that 1 
saw under the God of Israel by the 
river of Chebar ; and I knew that 
1 they were the cherubims. 

I 21 Every one had four faces apiece, 

and every one four wings ; and the 
likeness of the hands of a man 
under their wings. , . « 

22 And the likeness of their faces 
was the same faces which I saw by 
the river of Chebar, their appearances 
and themselves : they went every one 
straight forward. 
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CHAPTER II. 

“I yCOREOTEB the spirit lifted me 
Tf JL' up, and brought me unto ■ the 
east gate of the Lord’s house, which 
looketh eastward: and behold' at the 
door of the gate five and twenty men ; I 
among whom I ' saw Jaazaniah the ^ 
son of Azur, and Pelatiah the son of 
Bsnaiah, princes of the people. 

2 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
these are the men that devise mischief, 
and give wicked counsel in this city : 

3 Which say, It is not near ; let us 
build houses : this city is the caldron, 
and we be the flesh. 

4 Therefore prophesy against them, 
prophesy, 0 son of man. 

5 And the Spirit of the Lord fell 
upon me, and said unto me, Speak ; 
Thus saith the Lord ; Thus have ye 
said, O house of Israel : for I know 
the things that come into your mind, 
every one of them. 

6 Ye have multiplied your slain in 
this city, and ye have filled the streets 
thereof with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Your slain whom ye have laid in the 
midst of it, they are the flesh, and this 
cit?j is the caldron : but I will bring 
you forth out of the midst of it. 

8 Ye have feared the sword; and I 
will bring a sword upon you, saith the 
Lord God. 

0 And I will bring you out of the 
midst thereof, and deliver you into 
the hands of strangers, and will exe- 
cute judgments among you. 

10 Ye shall fall by the sword; I will 
judge you in the border of Israel ; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

11 This city shall not be your cal- 
dron, neither shall ye be the flesh in 
the midst thereof; but I will judge 
you in the border of Israel : 

12 And ye shall know that 1 am the 
Lord : for ye have not walked in my 
statutes, neither executed my judg- 
monts, but have done after the man- 
ners of the heathen that are round 
about you. 


13 IF And it came to pass, when I pro- 
phesied, that Pelatiah the son of Be- ;, 
naiah died. Then fell I down upon my 
face, and cried' with a loud voice, .and' 
said, Ah Lord God 1 wilt thou make a 
full end of the remnant of Israel ? 

14 Again the word of the Lord ctoe 
unto me, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, 

thy brethren, the men of thy kindred, 
and all the house of Israel wholly, 
arc they unto whom the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem have said, Get you far 
from the Lord : unto us is this land 
given in possession. 

16 Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord God ; Although I have east them 
far off among the heathen, and al- 
though I have scattered them among 
the countries, yet will I be to them 
as a little sanctuary in the countries 
where they shall come. 

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
God ; I will even gather you from the 
people, and assemble you out of the 
countries where ye have been scatter- 
ed, and I will give you the land of Is- 
rael. ", 

18 And they shall come thither, and 
they shall take away all the detestable 
things thereof and all the abomina- 
tions thereof from thence. 

19 And I will give them one heart, 
and I will put a new spirit within you ; 
and I will take the stony heart out of 
their flesh, and %vill give them an heart 
of flesh : 

20 That they may walk in my sta- 
tutes, and keep mine ordinances, and 
do them : and they shall be my people, 
and I will be their God, 

21 But as for them whose heart 
walketh after the heart of their de- 
testable things and their abominations, 
I will recompense their way upon their 
own heads, saith the Lord God. 

22 Then did the chenibims lift 
up their wings, and the wheels beside 
them ; and the glory of the God of 
Israel was over them above. 

23 And the glory of the Lord went 
up from the midst of the city, and 
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stood, upon the iiiountain which is on 
the east side of the city. 

„ ,24' ■ H Afterwards the spirit took me 
iipj ,aBd brought me in a vision by the 
Spirit of God into Chaldea, to them ’ 
of the captivity. So the vision that 
I had seen went up from me. 

■25 Then I spake unto them of the 
captivity all the things that the Loud 
had shewed me. 

CHAPTER 12. 

T he word of the Lokd also came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, thou dweliest in the 
midst of a rebellious house, which have 
eyes to see, and see not; they have 
ears to hear, and hear not : for they 
are a rebellious house. 

3 Therefore, thou son of man, pre- 
pare thee stuff for removing, and re- 
move by day in their sight; and thou 
shalt remove from thy place to an- 
other place in their sight ; it may be 
they will consider, though they he a 
rebellious house. 

4 Then shalt thou bring forth thy 
stuff by day in their sight, as stuff 
for removing : and thou shalt go forth 
at even in their sight, as they that go 
forth into captivity. 

5 Dig thou through the wall in their 
sight, and carry out thereby. 

6 In their sight shalt thou bear it 
upon thy shoulders, and carry it forth 
in the twilight : thou shalt cover thy 
face, that thou see not the ground : 
for I have set thee for a sign unto the 
house of Israel. 

7 And I did so as I was commanded ; 
I brought forth my stuff by day, as 
stuff for captivity, and in the even 
I digged through the wall with mine 
tend ; I brought it forth in the twi- 
light, and I bare it upon my shoulder 
in their sight. 

8 IT And in the morning came the 
word of the Lord unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house of 
Israel, the rebellious house, said unto 
thee, What doest thou ? 

10 Say thou unto them, Thus saith 


the Lord Gob^.; This burden concerneth 
the prince in Jerusalem, and aU , the 
tense of Israel that nrc among, them. 

11 Say, I am your 'sign : like , as ■ I 
have done, so shall it. be' 'done unto 
them: they shall remove nwfl go into 
captivity, 

12 And the prince that /among 
them shall bear upon Ms shoulder in 
the twilight, and shall go forth ; they 
I shall dig through the wall to carry out 

thereby: he shall cover his face,. that 
he see not the ground with Ms eyes, 

13 My net also will I spread upon 
him, and he shall be taken in my snare: 
and I will bring him to Babylon to the 
land of the Chaldeans; yet shall he 
not see it, though he shall die there. 

14 And I will scatter toward every 
wind all that are about him to help 
him, and all his bands ; and I will 
draw out the sword after them, 

15 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I shall scatter them 
among the nations, and disperse them 
in the countries. 

16 But I will leave a few men of them 
from the sword, from the famine, and 
from the pestilence; that they may 
declare all their abominations among 
the heathen whither they come ; and 
they shall know that I am the Lord. 

17 IF Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying, 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink thy water with 
trembling and with carefulness ; 

19 And say unto the people of the 
land. Thus saith the Lord God of the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and of the 
land of Israel ; They shall eat their 
bread with carefulness, and drink their 
water with astonishment, that her land 
may be desolate from all that is there- 
in, because of the violence of all them 
that dweU therein. 

20 And the cities that are inhabited 
shall be laid waste, and the land shall 
be desolate; and ye shaH know that 
I am the Lord. 

21 IT And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 
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22 Son of man, what is that proverb ' 
that ye have in the land of Israel, 
saying, The days are prolonged, and 
every vision faileth ? 

23 Tell them therefore, Thus saith 
the Lord God ; I will make this pro- 
verb to cease, and they shall no more 
use it as a proverb in Israel ; but say 
unto them, The days are at hand, and 
the effect of every vision. 

24 For there shall be no more any 
vain vision nor flattering divination 
within.' the house of Israel. 

25 For I am the Lord : I will speak, 
and the word that I shall speak shall 
come to pass; it shall be no more pro- 
longed ; for in your days, 0 rebellious 
house, will I say the word, and will 
perform it, saith the Lord God. 

26 IF Again the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying, 

27 Son of man, behold, they of the 
house of Israel say, The vision that 
he seeth is for many days to come, 
and he prophesieth of the times that 
are far off. 

28 Therefore say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God ; There shall none 
of my words be prolonged any more, 
but the word which I have spoken 
shall be done, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 13. 

A n D the word of the Lord came 
- unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of Israel tha.t prophesy, and 
say thou unto them that prophesy out 
of their own hearts, Hear ye the word 
of the Lord ; 

3 Thus saith the Lord God ; Woe unto 
the foolish prophets, that follow their 
own spirit, and have seen nothing I 
4 O Israel, thy prophets are like the 
foxes .in the 'deserts. ■ 

5 Ye have not gone up into the gaps, 
neither made up' the hedge for the. 
house of Israel to stand in' the battle 
in the day of the Lord. 
fi They have seen vanity and' lying 
divination, saying, The Lord saith : 
and the Lord hath not sent them : and 


they have made others to hope that 
they would confirm the word* . 

.7 Have ye not „. seen a vain vision, 
and have ye not spoken a lying divi-' 
nation, whereas ye say, ■ The Lord 
sedth. it ; albeit I have not spoken ? ' 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because ye have spoken' vanity, and 
seen lies, therefore, behold, I am m 
gainst you, saith the Lord God. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that 
divine lies : they shall not be in the 
assembly of my people, neither shall 
they be written in the writing of the 
house of Israel, neither shall they enter 
into the land of Israel ; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord God. 

10 IF Because, even because they have 
seduced my people, saying, Peace ; and 
there was no peace; and one built up 
a wall, and, lo, others daubed it with 
untempered morter : 

1 1 Say unto them which daub it 
with untempered morter, that it shall 
fall : there shall be an overflowing 
shower ; and ye, 0 great hailstones, 
shall fall ; and a stormy wind shall 
rend it, 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall 
it not be said unto you, Where is 
the daubing wherewith ye have daub- 
ed 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; I will even rend it with a 
stormy wind in my fury ; and there 
shall be an overflowing shower in 
mine anger, and great hailstones in my 
fury to consume 

14 So will I break down the wall 
that ye have daubed with untempered 
morter, and bring it down to the 
ground, so that the foundation there- 
of shall be discovered, and it shall 
fall, and ye shall be consumed in the 
midst thereof : and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

1.5 Thus will I accomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that have 
daubed it with untempered morter, 
and will say unto you, The wall is no 
more, neither they that daubed it ; 
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16 To wit, the' prophets of Israel ^ 
wMch prophesy ■ concerning Jernsa- 
ieiHj and which see visions of peace 
for her, and there is no peace, saitli 
the Lord God. 

17 H Likewise, thon son of man, set 
thy face against the daughters of thy 
people, which prophesy out of their 
own heart ; and prophesy thou against 
them, '■ ■■ ■ . 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gob; Woe to the women that sew 
pillows to ail armholes, and make 
kerchiefs upon the head of every sta- 
ture to hunt souls ! Will ye hunt the 
souls of my people, and will ye save 
the souls alive that come unto you? 

1 9 And will ye pollute me among my 
people for handfuls of barley and for 
pieces of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die, and to save the souls 
alive that should not live, by your ly- 
ing to my people that hear your lies ? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I am against your pil- 
lows, wherewith ye there hunt the 
souls to make them fly, and I will tear 
them from your arms, and will let the 
souls go, even the souls that ye hunt 
to make them hy. 

21 Your kerchiefs also will I tear, 
and deliver my people out of your 
hand, and they shall be no more in 
your hand to be hunted; and ye shall 
know that I am the Loud. 

22 Because with lies ye have made 
the heart of the righteous sad, whom 
I have not made sad ; and strength- 
ened the hands of the wicked, that 
he should not return from his wicked 
way, by promising him life : 

23 Therefore ye shall see no more 
vanity, nor divine divinations : for I 
will deliver my people out of your 
hand : and ye shall know that I am 
the Lobd. 

^ -CHAPTER 14. 
fTlHEN came certain of the eiders of 
A Israel unto me, and sat before me. 
2 And the word of the Loed came 
unto me, saying, 


3 -Bon - of man, these ■ men , have .■ set ; 
up their idols in their heart, and put 
the stumblingblock of , their iniquity 
before their face r should I be enquired 
of at all by them? 

4 Therefore speak unto them,: and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God ; Every man of the house of Is- 
rael that setteth up his idols in: Ms - 
heart, and putteth the stumblingblock 
of his iniquity before his face, and 
cometh to the prophet ; I the Loed 
will answer him that cometh accord- 
ing to the multitude of Ms idols ; 

5 That I may take the house of Is- 
rael in their own heart, because they 
are all estranged from me through 
their idols. 

6 IT Therefore say unto the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord God; 
Repent, and turn yourselves from 
your idols ; and turn away your faces 
from all your abominations. 

7 For every one of the house of Is- 
rael, or of the stranger that sojourneth 
in Israel, which separateth himself 
from me, and setteth up his idols in 
his heart, and putteth the stumbling- 
block of his iniquity before his face, 
and cometh to a prophet to enquire of 
him concerning me ; I the Lord will 
answer him by myself : 

8 And I will set my face against that 
man, and will make him a sign and a 
proverb, and I will cut him off from 
the midst of my people ; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived 
when he hath spoken a thing, I the 
Lord have deceived that prophet, and 
I will stretch out my hand upon him, 
and will destroy him from the midst 
of my people Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the i^unish- 
ment of their iniquity : the punish- 
ment of the prophet shall be even as 
the punishment of him that seeketh 
unto him; 

11 That the house of Israel may go 
no more astray from me, neither be 
polluted any more with all their trans- 
gressions ; but that they may be my 
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people, and I may be their Grod, saith 
• the Lord GrOB, ■ 

12 If The word of the Lord came 
again to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land sin- 
neth against me by trespassing griev- 
niisiy, then will T' stretch out mine 
hand upon it, and will break the staff 
of the bread thereof, and will send 
famine upon it, and will cut off man 
and beast from it : 

14 Though these three men, Koah, 
Daniel, and J ob, were in it, they should 
deliver but their own souls by their 
righteousness, saith the Lord God. 

15 IT If I cause noisome beasts to pass 
through the land, and they spoil it, so 
that it be desolate, that no man may 
pass through because of the beasts :

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, they shall deliver neither son 
nor daughter; they shall hut deliver 
their own souls by their righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord God; 
How much more when I send my four 
sore judgments upon Jerusalem, the 
sword, and the famine, and the noi- 
some beast, and the pestilence, to cut 
off from it man and beast ? 

22 IT Yet, behold, therein shall be 
left a remnant that shall be brought 
forth, both sons and daughters : be- 
hold, they shall come forth unto you, 


and ye shall see their way and their 
doings ; and ye shall be comforted con- 
cerning the. evil that I. have brought . 
upon .Jerusalem,' etw concerning all 
that I have brought upon it. 

23 And they shall comfort you,.' when 
ye see their ways and their • doings ;

33 They give gifts to all whores: 
but thou givest thy gifts to all thy j 
lovers, and hirest them, that they may | 
come unto thee on every side for thy 
whoredom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, where- 
as none followeth thee to commit 
whoredoms : and in that thou givest 
a reward, and no reward is given unto 
thee, therefore thou art contrary. 

35 If Wherefore, 0 harlot, hear the 
word of the Lord : 

36 Thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
cause thy filthiness was poured out, 
and thy nakedness discovered through 
thy whoredoms with thy lovers, and 
with all the idols of thy abominations, 
and by the blood of thy children, which 
thou didst give unto them ;

6 In the day that I lifted up mine 
hand unto them, to bring them forth 
of the land of Egypt into a land that 
I had espied for them, flowing with 
milk and honey, which is the glory of 
all lands: 

7 Then said I unto them, Cast ye 
ayray every man the abominations of 
Ms eyes, and defile not yourselves 
with the idols of Egypt : I am the 
Lord your God. 

8 But they rebelled against me, and 
would not hearken unto me : they did 
not every man cast away the abomi- 
nations of their eyes, neither did they 
forsake the idols of Egypt : then I said, 

I will pour out my fury upon them, 
to accomplish my anger against them 
in the midst of the land of Egypt. 

,B^t I wrought for my name’s sake, 
that it should not be polluted before 
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the heathen, among whom they were^ 
in whose sight I made myself known; 
unto them,. in bringing,, them forth out 

of the land of Egypt. 

10 IF Wherefore I caused them to go 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
brought them into the wilderness. 

11 And I gave them my statutes,:and: 
shewed them my judgments, which if: a,: 
man do, he shall even live in them. 

12 Moreover also I gave them my 
sabbaths, to be a sign between me and 
them, that they might know that I am 
the Lord that sanctify them. 

13 But the house of Israel rebelled 
against me in the wilderness : they 
walked not in my statutes, and they 
despised my judgments, which if a 
man do, he shall even live in them j 
and my sabbaths they greatly pol- 
luted : then I said, I would pour out 
my fury upon them in the wilderness, 
to consume them. 

14 But I wrought for my name’s 
sake, that it should not be polluted 
before the heathen, in whose sight I 
brought them out. 

15 Yet also I lifted up my hand unto 
them in the wilderness, that I would 
not bring them into the land which I 
had given them, flowing with milk and 
honey, which is the glory of all lands ; 

16 Because they despised my judg- 
ments, and walked not in my statutes, 
but polluted my sabbaths: for their 
heart went after their idols. 

17 Nevertheless mine eye spared 
them from destroying them, neither 
did I make an end of them in the wil- 
derness. 

18 But I said unto their children in 
the wilderness, Walk ye not in the 
statutes of your fathers, neither ob- 
serve their judgments, nor defile your- 
selves with their idols : 

19 I am the Lord your God ; walk 
in my statutes, and keep my judg- 
ments, and do them ; 

20 And hallow my sabbaths; and 
they shall be a sign between me and 
you, that ye may know that I am the 
Lord your God. 
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21 Notwithstanding the children re- 
belled against me : they walked not 
in my statutes, neither kept my judg- 
ments to do them, which if a man do, 
he shall even live in them ; they pol- 
luted my sabbaths : then I said, I would 
pour out my fury upon them, to ac- 
complish my anger against them in the 
wildorness. 

22 Nevertheless I withdrew mine 
hand, and wrought for my name’s 
sake, that it should not be polluted in 
the sight of the heathen, in whose sight 
I brought them forth. 

23 I lifted up mine hand unto them 
also in the wilderness, that I would 
scatter them among the heathen, and 
disperse them through the countries ; 

24 Because they had not executed 
my judgments, but had despised my 
statutes, and had polluted my sab- 
baths, and their eyes were after their 
fathers’ idols. 

25 Wherefore I gave them also sta- 
tutes that were not good, and judg- 
ments whereby they should not live ; 

26 And I polluted them in their 
own gifts, in that they caused to pass 
through the fire ail that openeth the 
womb, that I might make them deso- 
late, to the end that they might know 
that I am the Loed. 

27 ^ Therefore, son of man, speak 
unto the house of Israel, and say un- 
to them, Thus saith the Lord God; 
Yet in this your fathers have blas- 
phemed me, in that they have com- 
mitted a trespass against me. 

28 For when I had brought them in- 
to the land, for the which I lifted up 
mine hand to give it to them, then 
they saw every high hill, and all the 
thick trees, and they offered there their 
sacri:dces, and there they presented the 
provocation of their offering: there 
also they made their sweet savour, and 
poured out there their drink offerings. 

29 Then I said unto them, What is 
the high place whereunto ye go ? And 
the naine thereof is called Bamah un- 
to this day, 

30 Wherefore say unto the house of 


Israel, Thus saith the Lord Go.d ; Are 
ye polluted after the manner of your 
fathers? and commit ye whoredom 
after their abominations ? 

31 For when ye offer your gifts, when 
ye make your sons to pass through the 
i' fire, ye pollute yourselves with ail 
I your idols, even unto this day :■ and 

' shall I'be enquired of by you, ,0 house 
of Israel ? As I live, saith the Lord 
God, I will not be enquired of by you. 

32 And that which cometh into your 
mind shall not be at all, that ye say, 
We will be as the heathen, as the fa- 
milies of the countries, to serve wood 
and stone. 

33 *11 As I live, saith the Lord Gob, ■ 
surely with a mighty hand, and with 
a stretched out arm, and with fury 
poured out, will I rule over you : 

" 34 And I will bring you out from the 
people, and will gather you out of the 
countries wherein ye are scattered, 
with a mighty hand, and with a stretch- 
ed out arm, and with fury poured out. 

35 And I will bring you into the 
wilderness of the people, and therO 
will I plead with you face to face. 

36 Like as I pleaded with your fa- 
thers in the wilderness of the land of 
Egypt, so will I plead with you, saith 
the Lord God. 

37 And I will cause you to pass un- 
der the rod, and I will bring you into 
the bond of the covenant : 

38 And I will purge out from among 
you the rebels, and them that trans- 
gress against me : I will bring them 
forth out of the country where they 
sojourn, and they shall not enter into 
the land of Israel: and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

39 As for you, 0 house of Israel, 
thus saith the Lord God ; Go ye, serve 
ye every one his idols, and hereafter 
alsOf if ye will not hearken unto me : 
but pollute ye my holy name no more 
with your gifts, and with your idols. 

40 For in mine holy mountain, in 
the mountain of the height of Israel, 
saith the Lord God, there shall all 
the house of Israel, all of them in the

11 And he hath given it to be fur- 
bished, that it may be handled : this 
sword is sharpened, and it is furbished, 
to give it into the hand of the slayer. 

12 Cry and howl, son of man : for it 
shall be upon my people, it shall be 
upon all the princes of Israel : terrors 
by reason of the sword shall be upon 
my people : smite therefore upon thy 
thigh. 

13 Because it is a trial, and what if 
the sword contomn even the rod? it 
shall be no more^ saith the Lord Gob. , 
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14 Thou therefore, son of man, pro- 
phesy, and smite tkme hands together, 
and let the sword be doubled the third 
time, the sword of the slain : it is the 
sword of the great men that are slain, 
which enteretli into their privy cham- 
bers. 

15 1 have set the point of the sword 
against all their gates, that their heart 
may faint, and their ruins be multi- 
plied : ah ! it is made bright, it is 
wrapped up for the slaughter. 

16 Go thee one way or other, either 
on the right hand, or on the left, whi- 
thersoever thy face is set. 

17 1 'vviil also smite mine hands to- 
gether, and I will cause my fury to 
rest : I the Lord have said 

18 IF The word of the Lord came 
unto me again, saying, 

19 Also, thou son of man, appoint thee 
two ways, that the sword of the king 
of Babylon may come: both twain 
shall come forth out of one land : and 
choose thou a place, choose it at the 
head of the way to the city. 

20 Appoint a way, that the sword 
may come to Eabbath of the Ammon- 
ites, and to Judah in Jerusalem the 
defenced. 

21 For the king of Babylon stood at 
the parting of the %vay, at the head of 
the two ways, to use divination: he 
made his arrows bright, he consulted 
with images, lie looked in the liver. 

22 At his right hand was the divina- 
tion for Jerusalem, to appoint cap- 
tains, to open the mouth in the slaugh- 
ter, to lift up the voice with shouting, 
to appoint battering rams against the 
gates, to cast a mount, and to build a 
fort. 

23 And it shall be unto them as a 
false divination in their sight, to them 
that have sworn oaths ; but he will 
call to remembrance the iniquity, that 
they may be taken. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Because ye have made your ini- 
quity to be remembered, in that your 
transgressions are discovered, so that 
in all your doings your sins do appear;

■25 'If' And thou, profane wicked 
■prince of ' Israel, whose, day : is eoiiie, 
when iniquity shall have an end, 

26 Thus saith the Lord God'; Re- 
move the diadem, and take oft the 
crown : this shall not be the same : 
exalt him that is low, and abase' him 
that is high. 

27 I will overturn, overturn, over- 
turn, it : and it shall be no more, un- 
til he come whose right it is ; and I 
will give it him. 

28 IT And thou, son of man, pro- 
phesy and say, Thus saith the Lord 
God concerning the Ammonites, and 
concerning their reproach; even say 
thou, The sword, the sword is drawn 1 
for the slaughter it is furbished, to 
consume because of the glittering : 

29 Whiles they see vanity unto thee, 
whiles they divine a lie unto thee, to 
bring thee upon the necks of them 
that are slain, of the wicked, whose 
day is come, when their iniquity shaUr 
have an end. 

30 Shall I cause it to return into 
his sheath? I will judge thee in the 
place where thou wast created, in the 
land of thy nativity. 

31 And I will pour out mine indig- 
nation upon thee, I will blow against 
thee in the fire of my wrath, and de- 
liver thee into the hand of brutish 
men, and skilful to destroy. 

32 Thou shalt be for fuel to the fire ; 
thy blood shall be in the midst of the 
land ; thou shalt be no more remem- 
bered: for I the Lord have spoken

7 In thee have they set light by fa- 
ther and mother : in the midst of thee 
have they dealt by oppression with the 
stranger : in thee have they vexed the 
fatherless and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy things, 
and hast profaned my sabbaths. 

9 In thee are men that carry tales 
to shed blood : and in thee they eat 
upon the mountains : in the midst of 
Ihee they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered their 
fathers’ nakedness : in thee have they 
humbled her that was set apart for 
pollution. 

11 And one hath committed abo- 
mination with his neighbour’s wife; 
and another hath lewdly defiled his 
daughter in law ; and another in thee 
hath humbled his sister, his father’s 
daughter.

14 Can thine heart endure, or can 

thine hands be strong, in the days that i 
I shall deal with thee ?

countries, and will, consume thy filthi- 
ness out of thee. 

16 And thou shalt. take thine inhe- 
ritance in thyself in the sight' of the 
heathen, and thou shalt know that I 
am the Lord.

their idols she defiled herself. 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt : for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruised 
the breasts of her virginity, and pour- 
ed their whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her into 
the hand of her lovers, into the hand of 
the Assyrians, upon whom she doted. 

10 These discovered her nakedness : 
they took her sons and her daughters, 
and slew her with the sword : and she 
became famous among women ; for 
they had executed judgment upon her. 

11 And when her sister Aholibah 
saw this, she was more corrupt in her 
inordinate love than she, and in her 
whoredoms more than her sister in 

whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians her 
neighbours, captains and rulers cloth- 
ed most gorgeously, horsemen riding 
upon horses, all of them desirable 
young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And that she increased her whore- 
doms : for when she saw men pourtray- 
ed upon the wall, the images of the 
Chaldeans pourtrayed with vermilion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them piunces to look 
to, after the manner of the Babylo- 
nians of Chaldea, the land of their 
nativity : 

16 And as soon as she saw them with 
her eyes, she doted upon them, and sent 
messengers unto them into Chaldea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and the57’ defiled 
her with their whoredom, and she was 
polluted with them, and her mind was 
alienated from them. 

18 So she discovered her whoredoms, 
and discovered her nakedness ; then 
my mind was alienated from her, like 
as my mind was alienated from her 
sister.

49 And they shall recompense your 
lewdness upon .you, and ye shall bear 
the: sins of your idols : and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 24. 

again in ■ the ninth year, in the 
-Yl. tenth month, in the tenth day of 
the month, the word of the, LoED came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, write thee the name 
of the day , eve?i of this same day : the 
king ; of Babylon set himself against 
Jerusalem this same day. 


3 And utter a parable unto the vebel- 
lious house, and say , unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God ; Set on a pot, set 
it on, and' also pour water into it : .

6 IT Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Woe to the bloody city, to the 
pot whose scum is therein, and whose 
scum is not gone out of it ! bring it out 
piece by piece ; let no lot fall upon it. 

7 For her blood is in the midst of her ; 
she set it upon the top of a rock ; she 
poured it not upon the ground, to cover 
it with dust; 

8 That it might cause fury to come 
up to take vengeance ; I have set her 
blood upon the top of a rock, that it 
should not be covered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Woe to the bloody city I I will even 
make the pile for fire great. 

10 Heap onwvood, kindle the fire, 
consume the flesh, and spice ifc well, 
and let the bones be burned. 

1 1 Then set it empty upon the coals 
thereof, that the brass of it may be hot, 
and may burn, and that the filthiness 
of it may be molten in it, that the scum 
of it may be consumed. 

1 2 She hath wearied herself with lies, 
and her great scum went not forth out 
of her : her scum shall be in the lire. 

13 In thy filthiness is lewdness : be- 
cause I have purged thee, and thou 
wast not purged, thou shalt not be 
purged from thy filthiness any more, 
till I have caused my fury to rest up- 
on thee. 

14 I the Lord, have spoken it: it 
shall come to pass, and I will do it ; I 
will not go back, neither will I spare, 
neither will I repent ; according to thy 
ways, and according to thy doings, 
shall they judge thee, saith the Lord 
God. , ■

15 IF Also the word of the Lord came 
imto me, saying, 

16 Son of man, behold, I take away

ing for the dead, bind the tire of thine 
head upon thee, and put on thy shoes 
upon thy feet, and cover not thy lips, 
and' eat not the bread of men. 

18 So I spake imto the people in the 
morning : and at even my wife died ;

7 Behold, therefore I will stretch out 
mine hand upon thee, and will deliver 
thee for a spoil to the heathen ; and I 
will cut thee off from the people, and 
I will cause thee to perish out of the 
countries : I will destroy thee ; and 
thou shalt know that 1 am the Lord. 

8 IT Thus saith the Lord God ; Be- 
cause that Moab and Seir do say, Be- 
hold, the house of Judah is like unto 
all the heathen ; 

9 Therefore, behold, I will open the 
side of Moab from the cities, from Ms 
cities which are on his frontiers, the 
glory of the country, Beth-jeshimoth,

^ 2 Son of man, because that Tyrus 
hath said against Jerusalem, Aha, she 
is broken that was the gates of the peo- 
ple : she Is turned unto me : 1 shall be

Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
BehoIA I against thee, O Tyrus, 
and will cause many nations to come : 
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tions. 

6 And her daughters which are in the 
field shall be slain by the sword ; and 
they shall know that I am the Lord. 

7 % For thus saith the Lord God ; 
Behold, I will bring upon Tyrus Ne- 
buchadrezzar king of Babylon, a king 
of kings, from the north, with horses, 
and with chariots, and with horsemen, 
and companies, and much people. 

8 He shall slay with the sword thy 
daughters in the field : and he shall 
make a fort against thee, and cast a 
mount against thee, and lift up the 
buckler against thee. 

9 And he shall set engines of war a- 
gainst thy walls, and with his axes he 
shall break down thy towers. 

10 By reason of the abundance of his 
horses their dust shall cover thee : thy 
walls shall shake at the noise of the 
horsemen, and of the wheels, and of 
the chariots, when he shall enter into 
thy gates, as men enter into a city 
wherein is made a breach. 

1 1 With the hoofs of his horses shall 
he tread down all thy streets : he shall 
slay thy people by the sword, and thy 
strong garrisons shall go down to the 
ground. 

12 And they shall make a spoil of 
thy riches, and make a prey of thy 
merchandise : and they shall break 
down thy walls, and destroy thy plea- 
sant houses: and they shall lay thy 
stones and thy timber and thy dust in 
the midst of the water. 

13 . And I will cause the noise of thy 
songs to cease; and the sound of thy 
harps shall be no more heard. 

14 And I will make thee like the 
top of a rock : thou shalt be a place to 
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spread nets upon ; thou shalt be built 
no more : for I the Lord have spoken 
it^ saith the Lord God. 

15 IF Thus saith the Lord God to Ty- 
Tus; Shall not the isles shake at the 
sound of thy fall, when the wounded 
cry, when the, slaughter is made in the 
midst of thee ? 

16- Then all the ■■ princes of the sea 
shall come down from their thrones, 
and lay away their robes, and put off 
their broidered garments : they shall 
clothe themselves with trembling ; 
they shall sit upon the ground, and 
shall tremble at every moment, and be 
astonished at thee. 

1 7 And they shall take up a lamen- 
tation for thee, and say to thee, How 
art thou destroyed, that wast inhabit- 
ed of seafaring men, the renowned 
city, which wast strong in the sea, she 
and her inhabitants, which cause their 
terror to he on all that haunt it ! 

18 Now shall the isles tremble in the 
day of thy fall ; yea, the isles that are 
in the sea shall be troubled at thy de- 
parture. 

19 For thus saith the Lord God; 
When I shall make thee a desolate city, 
like the cities that are not inhabited; 
when I shall bring up the deep upon 
thee, and great waters shall cover thee; 

20 When I shall bring thee down 
with them that descend into the pit, 
with the people of old time, and shall 
set thee in the low parts of the earth, 
in places desolate of old, with them 
that go down to the pit, that thou be 
not inhabited ; and I shall set glory 
in the land of the living ; 

21 I will make thee a terror, and 
thou shalt he no more : though thou 
be sought for, yet shalt thou never be 
found again, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 27. 

rriHE word of the Lord came again 
-i- unto me, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, take up a 
lamentation for Tyrus ; 

3 And sasr unto Tyrus, O thou that 
art situate at the entry of the sea, 
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which art a merchant of the people 
for' - many isles, Thus saith the Lori 
God ; O' Tyrus^ ' thou hast said, ! am 

of perfect beauty. 

4 Thy borders are in the midst of 
the seas, thy builders have perfected 
thy beauty. 

5 They have made all thy ship boards 
of fir trees of Senir: they have taken 
cedars from Lebanon to make masts 
for thee. 

6 Of the oaks of Bashan have they 
made thine oars ; the company of the 
Ashurites have made thy benches of 
ivory, brought out of the isles of 
Chittim. 

7 Fine linen with broidered work 
from Egypt was that which thou 
spreadest forth to be thy sail; blue 
and purple from the isles of Eiishah 
was that which covered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zidon and Ar- 
vad were thy mariners : thy wise men^ 
O Tyrus, that were in thee, were thy 
pilots. 

9 The ancients of Gebal and the wise 
men thereof were in thee thy calkers ; 
all the ships of the sea with their ma- 
riners were in thee to occupy thy mer- 
chandise. 

10 They of Persia and of Lud and of 
Phut were in thine army, thy men of 
war: they hanged the shield and helmet 
in thee-; they set forth thy comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with thine 
army were upon thy walls round a- 
bout, and the Gammadims were in thy 
towers : they hanged their shields up- 
on thy walls round about ; they have 
made thy beauty perfect. 

12 Tarshish was thy merchant by 
reason of the multitude of all Mwc? of 
riches ; with silver, iron, tin, and lead, 
they traded in thy fairs. 

13 Javan, Tubal, and Meshech, they 
were thy merchants : they traded the 
persons of men and vessels of brass in 
thy market. 

14 They of the house of Togarmah 
traded in thy fairs with horses and 
horsemen and mules. 

15, The men of Dedan were thy mer- 
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chants; many isles the mer- 

chandise of thine hand : they brought 
thee for a present horns of ivory and 
ebony. 

16 Syria was thy merchant by reason 
of the multitude of the wares of thy 
making: they occupied in thy fairs with 
emeralds, purple, and broidered work, 
and due linen, and coral, and agate. 

17 Judah, and the land of Israel, they 
were thy merchants : they traded in 
thy market wheat of Minnith, and Pan- 
nag, and honey, and oil, and balm. 

1 8 Damascus was thy merchant in the 
multitude of the wares of thy making, 
for the multitude of all riches ; in the 
wine of Heibon, and white wool. 

19 Dan also and Javan going to and 
fro occupied in thy fairs : bright iron, 
cassia, and calamus, were in thy mar- 
ket. 

20 Dedan teas thy merchant in pre- 
cious clothes for chariots. 

21 Arabia, and ail the princes of Ke- 
dar, they occupied with thee in lambs, 
and rams, and goats : in these were 
they thy merchants. 

22 The merchants of Sheba and Baa- 
mah, they ivere thy merchants : they 
occupied in thy fairs with chief of all 
spices, and with all precious stones, 
and gold. 

23 Haran, and Canneh, and Eden, 
the merchants of Sheba, Asshur, and 
Chilmad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in all 
sorts of things, in blue clothes, and 
broidered work, and in chests of rich 
apparel, bound with cords, and made 
of cedar, among thy merchandise. 

25 The ships of Tarshish did sing of 
thee in thy market : and thou wast re- 
plenished, and made very glorious in 
the midst of the seas. 

26 ^ Thy rowers have brought thee 
into great waters : the east wind hath 
broken thee in the midst of the seas. 

27 Thy riches, and thy fairs, thy mer- 
chandise, thy mariners, and thy pilots, 
thy calkers, and the occupiers of thy 
merchandise, and all thy men of war, 
that are in thee, and in ail thy com- 


pany ■which in the midst of thee, 
shall fall into the midst of the seas in 
the day of thy ruin. 

28 The ' suburbs shall shake at the 
sound of the cry of thy pilots. 

■ 29 And. ail that handle the oar, the 
mariners, and all the pilots of the sea, 
shall come down from their ships, they 
shall stand upon the land ; 

30 And' shall cause their voice to be 
heard against thee, and shall cry bitter- 
ly, and shall cast up dust upon their 
heads, they shall wallow theinselves 
in the ashes : 

31 And they shall make themselves 
utterly bald for thee, and gird them 
with sackcloth, and they shall weep 
for thee with bitterness of heart and 
bitter wailing. 

32 And in their wailing they shall 
take up a lamentation for thee, and la- 
ment over thee, saying. What city is 
like Tyrus, like the destroyed in the 
midst of the sea ? 

33 When thy wares went forth out of 
the seas, thou filledst many people ; 
thou didst enrich the kings of the earth 
with the multitude of thy riches and 
of thy merchandise. 

34 In the time token thou shait be 
broken by the seas in the depths of the 
waters thy merchandise and ail thy 
company in the midst of thee shall fall. 

35 All the inhabitants of the isles 
shall be astonished at thee, and their 
kings shall be sore afraid, they shall 
be troubled in their countenance. 

36 The merchants among the people 
shall hiss at thee; thou shait be a 
terror, and noYev shait he any more. 

CHAPTER 28. ' ' 

T he word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, say unto the prince 
of Tyrus, Thus saith the Lord G-od ; 
Because thine heart is lifted up, and 
thou hast said, I a God, I sit in 
the seat of God, in the midst of the 
seas ; yet thou art a man, and not 
God, though thou set thine heart as 
the heart of God : 
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3 Beliold, thou art wiser than Daniel ; 
there is no secret that they can hide 
from thee,: 

....4' ■With thy wisdom and with thine 
mnderstanding thou hast gotten thee 
riches, and hast gotten gold and silver 
into thy, treasures : 

5 By thy great wisdom and by thy 
traffick hast thou increased thy riches, 
and thine heart is lifted up because of 
thy riches : , 

6 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because thou hast set thine heart as 
the heart of God ; 

7 Behold, therefore I will bring stran- 
gers upon thee, the terrible of the na- 
tions: and they shall draw their swords 
against the beauty of thy wisdom, and 
they shall defile thy brightness. 

8 They shall bring thee down to the 
pit, and thou shalt die the deaths of 
them that are slain in the midst of the 


9 Wilt thou yet say before him that 
siayeth thee, I am God ? but thou shalt 
de a man, and no God, in the hand of 
Mm that siayeth thee. 

10 Thou shalt die the deaths of the 
uncircumeised by the hand of stran- 
gers: for I have spoken ity saith the 
Lord God. 

1 1 IT Moreover the word of the Loed 
came unto me, saying, 

12 Son of man, take up a lamentation 
upon the king of Tyrus, and say unto 
Mm, Thus saith the Lord God ; Thou 
sealest up the sum, full of wisdom, and 
perfect in beauty. 

13 Thou hast been in Eden the garden 
of God ; every precious stone tvas thy 
covering, the sardius, topaz, and the 
diamond, the beryl, the onyx, and the 
jasper, the sapphire, the emerald, and 
the carbuncle, and gold: the workman- 
ship of thy tabrets and of thy pipes 
was prepared in thee in the day that 
thou wast created. 

14 Thou art the anointed cherub 
that covereth ; and I have set thee so : 
thou wast upon the holy mountain of 
God; thou hast w'alked up and down 
in the midst of the stones of fire. 


15 Thou wast perfect in thy ways 
from the day that thou wast created, 

till iniquity was found in thee. 

16 By the multitude of thy merchan- 
dise they have filled the midst of thee' 
with violence, and thou hast sinned : 
therefore I will cast thee as profane 
out of the mountain of God : and I 
will destroy thee, O covering cherub, 
from the midst of the stones of fire. 

17 Thine heart was lifted up because 
of thy beauty, thou hast corrupted thy 
wisdom by reason of thy brightness : 
I will cast thee to the ground, I will 
lay thee before kings, that they may 
behold thee. 

18 Thou hast defiled thy sanctuaries 
by the multitude of thine iniquities, 
by the iniquity of thy traffick ; there- 
fore will I bring forth a fire from the 
midst of thee, it shall devour thee, and 
I will bring thee to ashes upon the earth 
in the sight of all them that behold 
thee. 

19 All they that know thee among 
the people shall be astonished at thee : 
thou shalt be a terror, and never shalt 
thou be any more. 

20 IF Again the word of the Loed 
came unto me, saying, 

21 Son of man, set thy face against 
Zidon, and prophesy against it, 

22 And say, Thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I am against thee, 0 
Zidon ; and I will be glorified in the 
midst of thee : and they shall know that 
I am the Loed, when I shall have exe- 
cuted judgments in her, and shall be 
sanctified in her. 

23 For I will send into her pestilence, 
and blood into her streets ; and the 
wounded shall be judged in the midst 
of her by the sword upon her on every 
side; and they shall know that law 
the Loed. 

24 “IF And there shall be no more a 
pricking brier unto the house of Israel, 
nor any grieving thorn of ail that are 
round about them, that despised them ; 
and they shall know that I arn the Lord 
God. 

25 Thus saith the Lord God ; When 
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I shall have gathered the house of Is- 
rael from the people among whom they 
are scattered, and shall be sanctified 
in them in the sight of the heathen, 
then shall they dwell in their land that 
I have given to my servant Jacob. 

20 And they shall dwell safely there- 
in, and shall build houses, and plant 
vineyards ; yea, they shall dwell with 
confidence, when I have executed judg- 
ments upon all those that despise them 
round about them ; and they shall know 
that I am the Loed their God. 

CHAPTER 29. 

I N the tenth year, in the tenth months 
in the twelfth day of the month, the 
word of the Loed came unto me, say- 

2 Son of man, set thy face against 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and prophesy 
against him, and against ail Egypt : 

3 Speak, and say, Thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I am against thee, Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt, the great dragon 
that lieth in the midst of his rivers, 
which hath said, My river is mine own, 
and I have made it for myself. 

4 But I will put hooks in thy jaws, and 
I will cause the fish of thy rivers to 
stick unto thy scales, and I will bring 
thee up out of the midst of thy rivers, 
and all the fish of thy rivers shall stick 
unto thy scales. 

5 And I will leave thee tkroivn into 
the wilderness, thee and all the fish of 
thy rivers : thou shalt fall upon the 
open fields; thou shalt not be brought 
together, nor gathered : I have given 
thee for meat to the beasts of the field 
and to the fowls of the heaven, 

0 And all the inhabitants of Egypt 
shall know that I am the Loed, because 
they have been a staff of reed to the 
house of Israel. 

7 When they took hold of thee by thy 
hand, thou didst break, and rend all 
their shoulder: and when they leaned 
upon thee, thou brakest, and madest 
all their loins to be at a stand. 

B If Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I will bring a sword 
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Upon thee, and cut off man and beast 
out of thee. 

9 And the land of Egypt shall be deso- 
late and waste ; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord ; because he hath 
said, The river is mine, and I have 
made it, 

10 Behold, therefore I am against 
thee, and against thy rivers, and I will 
make the land of Egypt utterly v/aste 
and desolate, from the tower of Syene 
even unto the border of Ethiopia. 

1 1 No foot of man shall pass through 
it, nor foot of beast shall pass through 
it, neither shall it be inhabited forty 
years. 

12 And I will make the land of Egypt 
desolate in the midst of the countries 
that are desolate, and her cities among 
the cities that are laid waste shall be 
desolate forty years : and I will scatter 
the Egyptians among the nations, and 
will disperse them through the coun- 
tries. ■ 

13 If Yet thus saith the Lord God ; 
At the end of forty years wdli I gather 
the Egyptians from the people whither 
they were scattered : 

14 And I will bring again the cap- 
tivity of Egypt, and will cause them 
to return into the land of Pathros, in- 
to the land of their habitation ; and 
they shall be there a base kingdom. 

15 It shall be the basest of the king- 
doms ; neither shall it exalt itself any 
more above the nations : for I will di- 
minish them, that they shall no moi’e 
rule over the nations. 

16 And it shall be no more the con- 
fidence of the house of Israel, which 
bringeth their iniquity to remem - 
brance, when they shall look after 
them : but they shall know that I am 
the Lord God. 

1 7 IT And it came to pass in the seven 
and twentieth year, in the first month, 
in the first day of the month, the word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon caused his army to serve 
a great service against Tyrus : every 
head was made bald, and every shoul- 
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of Egypt^ together 

der was peeled : yet had lie no wages, 
nor his 'army, for Tyriis, for .the ser- 
¥ice that' he had served, .against ^ it : 

19' Therefore thus saith the Lord 
OoD ; Behold, T, will give the land of 
Egypt , unto Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon; and he shall take her. mul- 
titude,, and take her spoil, and take her 
prey ; and it shall be the wages for his 
army*.; v'.; 

' 20 ;I 'have, given him the land of E- 
gypt/or Ms labour wherewith he serv- 
ed against it, because they wought for 
me, saith the Lord G-od. 

21 IT In that day will I cause the horn 
of the house of Israel to bud forth, and 
I will give thee the opening of the 
mouth in the midst of them ; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER 30. 

T he word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy and say, 
Thus saith the Lord God ; Howl ye. 
Woe worth the day I 
3 For the day is near, even the day 
of the Lord is near, a cloudy day ; it 
shall be the time of the heathen. 

4 And the sword shall come upon 
Egypt, and great pain shall be in E- 
thiopia, when the slain shall fall in 
Egypt, and they shall take away her 
multitude, and her foundations shall 
be broken down. 

5 Ethiopia, and Libya, and Lydia, and 
all the mingled people, and Chub, and 
the men of the land that is in league, 
shall fall with them by the sword. 

6 Thus saith the Lord ; They also 
that uphold Egypt shall fall ; and the 
pride of her power shall come down : 
from the tower of Syene shall they fall 
in it by the sword, saith the Lord God. 
7 And they shall be desolate in the 
midst of the countries that are deso- 
late, and her cities shall be in the midst 
of the cities that are wasted. 

8 And they shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have set a fire in Egypt, 
and when all her helpers shall be de- 
stroyed. 


with her helpers^ 

9 In that day shall messengers go 
forth from me in ships to make the 
careless Ethiopians afraid, and great 
pain shall come upon them, as in the 
day of Egypt : for, lo, it cometh. 

10 Thus saith the Lord God ; I will 
also make the multitude of Egypt to 
cease by the hand of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon. 

1 1 He and his people with him, the 
terrible of the nations, shall be brought 
to destroy the land : and they shall 
draw their swords against Egypt, and 
fill the land with the slain. ^

1 5 And I will pour my fury upon Sin, 
the strength of Egypt ; and I will cut 
off the multitude of No. 

16 And I will set fire in Egypt : Sin 
shall have great pain, and No shall 
be rent asunder, and Noph shall have 
distresses daily. 

17 The young men of Aven and of 
Pi-beseth shall fall by the sword ; and 
these cities shall go into captivity. 

18 At Tehaphnehes also the day shall 
be darkened, when I shall break there 
the yokes of Egypt : and the pomp of 
her strength shall cease in her: as for 
her, a cloud shall cover her, and her 
daughters shall go into captivity. 

19 Thus will I execute judgments in 
Egypt : and they shall know' that I am 
the Lord. 

20 And it came to pass in the ele- 
venth year, in the first in the 

seventh day of the month, the 
word of the Lord came unto me, say- 
ing, 
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21 Son of man, I have broken the 
arm of Phai*aoh king of Egypt ; and, 
lo, it shall not be bound up to be heal- 
ed, to put a roller to bind it, to make 
it strong to hold the sword. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
G-od ; Behold, I am against Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and will break his arms, 
the strong, and that which was broken; 
and I will cause the sword to fall out 
of his hand, '■ 

23 And I will scatter the Egyptians 
among the nations, and will disperse 
them through the countries. 

24 And I will strengthen the arms 
of the king of Babylon, and put my 
sword in his hand : but I will break 
Pharaoh’s arms, and he shall groan 
before him with the groanings of a 
deadly wounded man. 

25 But I will strengthen the arms of 
the king of Babylon, and the arms of 
Pharaoh shall fall down; and they 
shall know that I am the Loeb, when 
I shall put my sword into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, and he shall 
stretch it out upon the land of Egypt. 

26 And I will scatter the Egyptians 
among the nations, and disperse them 
among the countries ; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER 31. 

AND it came to pass in the eleventh 
•iA year, in the third mouthy in the 
first day of the month, that the word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, speak unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and to his multitude ; 
Whom art thou like in thy greatness? 

3 ®!r Behold, the Assyrian was a cedar 
in Lebanon with fair branches, and 
with a shadowing shroud, and of an 
high stature ; and his top was among 
the thick boughs. 

4 The waters made him great, the 
deep set him up on high with her 
rivers running round about his plants, 
and sent out her little rivers unto all 
the trees of the field. 

5 Therefore his height was exalted 
above all the trees of the field, and 


his boughs were multiplied, and his 
branches became long because of the 
multitude of waters,: when' he. shot 
forth. 

■0 All the, fowls of heaven made their 
nests in his boughs, and under his 
branches' did all the beasts of the field 
bring forth their young, and under Ms 
shadow dwelt all great nations. 

7 Thus' was he fair in Ms greatness, 
in the length of his branches : for his 
root was by great waters. 

8 The cedars in the garden of God 
could not hide him : the fir trees were 
not like his boughs, and the chesnut 
trees were not like his branches ; nor 
any tree in the garden of God was 
like unto him in his beauty. 

9 I have made him fair by the mul- 
titude of his branches: so that all the 
trees of Eden, that werem the garden 
of God, envied him. 

10 If Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Because thou hast lifted up thy- 
self in height, and he hath shot up his 
top among the thick boughs, and his 
heart is lifted up in his height ; 

111 have therefore delivered him into 
the hand of the mighty one of the hea- 
then ; he shall surely deal with him : I 
have driven him out for his wickedness. 

12 And strangers, the terrible of the 
nations, have cut him off, and have 
left Mm : upon the mountains and in 
ail the valleys his branches are fallen, 
and his boughs are broken by all the 
rivers of the land ; and all the people 
of the earth are gone down from his 
shadow, and have left him. 

1 3 Upon his ruin shall all the fowls of 
the heaven remain, and all the beasts of 
the field shall be upon his branches: 

14 To the end that none of all the 
trees by the waters exalt themselves 
for their height, neither shoot up their 
top among the thick boughs, neither 
their trees stand up in their height, ail 
that drink water : for they are all de- 
livered unto death, to the nether parts 
of the earth, in the midst of the chil- 
dren of men, with them that go down 
to the pit. 
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sal til the Iiord G-od' ; In the ‘ 
day, when he went down tO' the .grave 
i": caused a mournmg:. I covered the 
deep for him, and I restrained the 
ioods thereof, and the great waters 
were stayed : and I caused Lebanon to 
mourn for Mm, and ail the trees of the 
field fainted for him. 

1'6 I' made the nations to shake at the 
sound of Ms fall, when I cast him down 
to : heir with them that descend into 
the pit : and all the trees of Eden, the 
choice and best of Lebanon, all that 
drink water, shall be comforted in the 
nether parts of the earth. 

17 They also went down into hell 
with him unto them that he slain with 
the sword ; and they that were his arm, 
that dwelt under his shadow in the 
midst of the heathen, 

18 IT To whom art thou thus like in 
glory and in greatness among the trees 
of Eden? yet shalt thou be brought 
down with the trees of Eden unto the 
nether parts of the earth : thou shalt 
lie in the midst of the uncircumcised 
with that he slain by the sword. 
This Pharaoh and all his multitude, 
saith the Lord God. 

^ CHAPTER 32. 

4ND it came to pass in the twelfth 
year, in the twelfth month, in the 
first day of the month, that the word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, take up a lamentation 
for Pharaoh king of Egypt, and say 
unto him, Thou art like a young lion of 
the nations, and thou art as a whale in 
the seas : and thou earnest forth with 
thy rivers, and troubledst the waters 
with thy feet, and fouiedst their rivers. 

3 Thus saith the Lord God; I will 
therefore spread out my net over thee 
with a company of many people; and 
they shall bring thee up in my net.

7 And when I shall put thee out, I 
will cover the heaven, and make the 
stars thereof dark; I will cover the 
sun with a cloud, and the moon shall, 
not give her light. 

8 All the bright lights of heaven will 
I make dark over thee, and set dark- 
ness upon thy land, saith the Lord God. 

9 I will also vex the hearts of many 
people, when I shall bring thy de- 
struction among the nations, into the 
countries which thou hast not known. 

10 Yea, I will make many people a- 
mazed at thee, and their kings shall be 
horribly afraid for thee, when I shall 
brandish my sword before them ; and 
they shall tremble at every moment, 
every man for his owm life, in the day 
of thy fall. 

11 IT For thus saith the Lord God ; 
The sword of the king of Babylon shall 
come upon thee. 

12 By the swords of the mighty will 
I cause thy multitude to fall, the ter- 
rible of the nations, all of them : and 
they shall spoil the pomp of Egypt, 
and all the multitude thereof shall be 
destroyed. 

13 I will destroy also all the beaste 
thereof from beside the great waters ; 
neither shall the foot of man trouble 
them.any more, nor the hoofs of beasts, 
trouble them. 

14 Then will I make , their' , waters 
deep, and cause their rivers to run like 
oil, saith the Lord God. 

15 When I shall make the land of 
Egypt desolate, and the country shall 
be destitute of that whereof it was 
full, when I shall smite all them that 
dwdl therein, then shall they know 
that I am the Lord. 

16 This is the lamentation w'-herewith 
they shall lament her : the daughters 
of the nations shall lament her : they 
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sliall lament for her, even for Egypt, 
and for ail her multitude, saith the 
Lord God. 

17 H It came to pass also in the 
twelfth year, in the fifteenth day of 
the month, that the word of the Loed 
^came unto me, saying,. , , 

18 Son of man, wail for the multitude 
of Egypt, and cast them down, even 
her, and the daughters of the famous na- 
tions, unto the nether parts of the earth, 
with them that go down into the pit. 

19 Whom dost thou pass in beauty ? 
go down, and be thou laid with the 
uneireumcised. 

20 They shall fall in the midst of 
them that are slain by the sword; she 
is delivered to the sword ; draw her 
and all her multitudes. 

21 The strong among the mighty 
shall speak to Mm out of the midst of 
hell with them that help him : they are 
gone down,, they lie uncircumcised, 
slain by the sword. 

22 Asshur is there and all her com- 
pany : his graves are about him : all 
of them slain, fallen by the sword ; 

23 Whose graves are set in the sides 
of the pit, and her company is round 
about her grave : all of them slain, 
fallen by the sword, which caused ter- 
ror in the land of the living. 

24 There is Elam and all her multi- 
tude round about her grave, all of 
them slain, fallen by the sword, wMch 
are gone down uncircumcised into the 
nether parts of the earth, which caused 
their terror in the land of the living ; 
yet have they borne their shame with 
them that go down to the pit. 

25 They have set her a bed in the 
midst of the slain with all her multi- 
tude : her graves are round about him : 
all of them uneireumcised, slain by 
the sword : though their terror was 
caused in the land of the living, yet 
have they borne their shame with them 
that go down to the pit : he is put in 
the midst of them that be slain, 

26 There is Meshech, Tubal, and all ■ 
her multitude : her graves are vovmA | 
about him : all of them uncircumcised, | 
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slain by the sword, though they .caused 
their terror in the land of the living. 

27 And they shall not lie with the 
mighty that are fallen of the uncir- 
cumcised, which are gone down to hell 
with their weapons of war : and they 
have laid their swords under their 
heads, but their iniquities shall be up- 
on their bones, though they wei^e the 
terror of the mighty in the land of the 
living. 

28 Yea, thou shalt be broken in the 
midst of the uncircumcised, and shalt 
lie with them that are slain with the 
sword. 

29 There is Edom, her kings, and all 
her princes, which with their might are 
laid by them that ivere slain by the 
sword : they shall lie with the imcir- 
cumcised, and with them that go down 
to the pit. : ■ 

30 There the princes of the north, 
all of them, and all the Zidonians, 
which are gone down with the slain ; 
with their terror they are ashamed of 
their might '; and they lie uneireum- 
cised with ' that be slain, by the 
sword, and bear their shame with them 
that go do%Vn to the pit. 

31 Pharaoh shall see them, and shall 
be comforted over all his multitude, 
even Pharaoh and all his army slain 
by the sword, saith the Lord God. 

32 For I have caused my terror in the ' 
land of the living : and he shall be laid ' 
in the midst of the uneireumcised with " 
them that are slsdn with the sword, 
even Pharaoh and all his multitude,

8 IT After many days thou shalt be 
visited ; in the latter years thou shalt 
come into the land that iS' brought 
back from the sword, and gathered 
out of many people, against the moun- 
tains of Israel, which have been always 
waste : but it is brought forth out of 
the nations, and they shall dwell safely 
ail of them.

15 And thou shalt come from thy 
place out of the north parts, thou, and 
many people with thee, all of them 
riding upon horses, a great company, 
and a mighty army : 

16 And thou shalt come up against 
my people of Israel, as a cloud to co- 
ver the land ; it shall be in the latter 
days, and I will bring thee against 
my land, that the heathen may know 
me, when I shall be sanctified in thee, 
O Gog, before their eyes. 

17 Thus saith the Lord God; Art 
thou he of whom I have spoken in old 
time by iny servants the prophets of 
Israel, which prophesied in those days 
many years that I would bring thee 
against them ? 

IS And it shall come to pass at the 
same time when Gog shall come against 
the land of Israel, saith the Lord God, 
that my fury shall come up in my face. 
19 For in my jealousy and in the 


fire of my wrath have I spoken, Sure- 
ly in that day there shall be a great 
shaking in the land of Israel ; 

20 So that the' fishes of the sea, and 
the fowls of the heaven, and the beasts 
of the field, and all creeping things 
that creep upon the earth, and all the 
men that are upon the face of the 
earth, shall shake at my presence, and 
the mountains shall be thrown down, 
and the steep places shall fall j and 
every wall shall fall to the ground.

4 Thou shalt fall upon the mountains 
of Israel, thou, and all thy bands, and 
the people that is with thee: I wHl 
give thee unto the ravenous birds of 
every sort, and io the beasts of the 
field to be devoured. 

5 Thou shalt fall upon the open field : 
for I have spoken saith the Lord 
God. 

6 And I will send a fire on Magog, 
and among them that dwell carelessly 
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ill the, isles : ■ and they shall know that 
l am the Lord. , ■ 

7 . .'So., will" I make my holy name 
known in the midst of my people .Is- 
■rael; and I will notlet them pollute 
my holy name any more : and the hea- 
then shall know that I am the Lord, 
the Holy One in Israel. 

8 IT Behold, it is come, and it is done, 
saith the Lord OoD; this is the day 
i^hereof I have spoken. 

9 And they that dwell in the cities 
of Israel shall go forth, and shall set 
on fire and burn the w^eapons, both the 
shields and the bucklers, the bows and 
the arrows, and the handstaves, and 
the spears, and they shall burn them 
with fire seven years : 

10 So that they shall take no wood 
out of the field, neither cut down any 
out of the forests ; for they shall burn 
the weapons with fire : and they shall 
spoil those that spoiled them, and rob 
those that robbed them, saith the Lord 
CrOD. 

11 IT And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will give unto Gog a 
place there of graves in Israel, the val- 
ley of the passengers on the east of the 
sea ; and it shall stop the noses of the 
passengers : and there shall they bury 
Gog and all his multitude : and they 
shall call it The valley of Hamon-gog. 

12 And seven months shall the house 
of Israel be burying of them, that they 
may cleanse the land. 

13 Yea, all the people of the land 
shall bury them; and it shall be to 
them a renown the day that I shall be 
glorified, saith the Lord God. 

14 And they shall sever out men 
of continual employment, passing 
through the land to bury with the 
passengers those that remain upon the 
face of the earth, to cleanse it : after 
the end of seven months shall they 
search. 

15 And the passengers that pass 
through the land, when any seeth a 
man’s bone, then shall he set up a 
sign by it, till the buriers have buried 
it in the valley of Hamon-gog 
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16 And also the name of the city 
shall he Hamonah. Thus shall they 
cleanse the land. 

17 IT And, thou son of man, thus 
saith the Lord God ; Speak unto every 
feathered fowl, and to every beast of 
the field, Assemble yourselves, and 
come ; gather yourselves on every side 
to my sacrifice that I do sacrifice for 
you, even a great sacrifice upon the 
'mountains of Israel, that ye may eat 
flesh, and drink blood. 

18 Ye shall eat the flesh of the migh- 
ty, and drink the blood of the princes 
of the earth, of rams, of lambs, and of 
goats, of bullocks, all of them failings 
of Bashan. 

19 And ye shall eat fat till ye be full, 
and drink blood till ye be drunken, of 
my sacrifice which I have sacrificed 
for you. 

20 Thus ye shall be filled at my table 
with horses and chariots, wdth mighty 
men, and with all men of war, saith 
the Lord God. 

21 And I will set my glory among 
the heathen, and all the heathen shall 
see my judgment that I have executed, 
and my hand that I have laid upon 
them. 

22 So the house of Israel shall know 
that I am the Lord their God from 
that day and forward. 

23 ^ And the heathen shall know 
that the house of Israel went into cap- 
tivity for their iniquity : because they 
trespassed against me, therefore hid I 
my face from them, and gave them in- 
to the hand of their enemies : so fell 
they all by the sword. 

24 According to their uncleanness 
and according to their transgressions 
have I done unto them, and Md iny 
face from them. 

25 Therefore thus saith the Loi’d 
God ; Now will I bring again the cap- 
tivity of Jacob, and have mercy upon 
the whole house of Israel, and -will be 
jealous for my holy name ; 

26 After that they have borne their 

shame, and all their trespasses whiere- 
by they have trespassed against me, 
f7 Ff 
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when they dwelt safely in their land, 
and none made if/iew afraid,. 

27 When I have brought them again 
from the people, and gathered them 
out of their enemies’ lands, and am 
sanctified in them in the sight of many 
nations 

28 Then shall they know that I am 
the Loed their Ood, which caused 
them to be led into captivity among 
the heathen ; but I have gathered them 
unto their own land, and have left 
none of them any more there. 

29 Neither will I hide my face any 
more from them : for I have poured 
out my spirit upon the house of Israel, 
saith the Lord G-od. 

CHAPTER 40. 

TN the five and twentieth year of our 
-1- captivity, in the beginning of the 
year, in the tenth day of the month, 
in the fourteenth year after that the 
city ■was smitten, in the selfsame day 
the hand of the Lord was upon me, 
and brought me thither. 

2 In the visions of God brought he 
me iuto the land of Israel, and set me 
upon a very high mountain, by which 
loas as the frame of a city on the south. 

3 And he brought me thither, and, 
behold, there was a man, who'se ap- 
pearance ‘Was like the appearance of 
brass, v/ith a line of flax in his hand, 
and a measuring reed j and he stood 
in the gate. 

4 And the man said unto me, Son of 
man, behold with thine eyes, and hear 
with thine ears, and set thine heart 
upon ail that I shall shew thee ; for 
to the intent that I might shew theoii 
unto thee art thou brought hither: 
declare all that thou seest to the house 
of Israel. 

5 And behold a wall on the outside 
of the house round about, and in the 
man’s hand a measuring reed of six 
cubits lo7ig by the cubit and an hand 
breadth : so he measured the breadth 
of the building, one reed ; and the 
height, one reed. 

6 % Then came he unto the gate 


which looketh toward the east, and 
went up the stairs thereof, and mea- 
sured the threshold of the gate, which 
was one reed broad ; and the other 
threshold of the gate^ which ivas one 
reed broad. 

7 And every little chamber was one 
reed long, and one, reed broad ; and 
between the little chambers were five 
cubits; and the threshold of the gate 
by the porch of the gate witliiii was 
one reed, 

8 He measured also the porch of the 
gate within, one reed. 

9 Then measured he the porch of the 
gate, eight cubits ; and the posts there- 
of, two cubits; and the porch of the 
gate ivas inward. 

10 And the little chambers of the 
gate eastward were three on this side, 
and three on that side ; they three 
ivere of one measure J and the posts 
had one measui’e on this side and on 
that side. 

11 And he measured the breadth of 
the entry of the gate, ten cubits ; and 
the length of the gate, thirteen cubits. 

12 The space also before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this side^ 
and the space was one cubit on that 
side : and the little chambers were six 
cubits on this side, and six cubits on 
that side. 

13 He measured then the gate from 
the roof of one little eham&r to the 
roof of another : the breadth was five 
and twenty cubits, door against door. 

14 He made also posts of threescore 
cubits, even. unto the post of .the court 
round about the gate, 

15 And from the face of tlie gate of 
the entrance unto the face of the porch 
of the inner gate were fifty cubits. 

16 And there were narrow windows 
to the little chambers, and to their 
posts w.ithin the gate round about, and 
likewise fco the arches: and windows 
were round about inward : and upon 
each post were palm trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the out- 
ward court, and, lo, there tvcre cham- 
bers, and a pavement made for the 
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■eourt round about : " thirty .chambers 
were upon the pavement. 

1.8 And the pavement by the side of 
the gates over against the^ length of 
the gates the lower pavement. 
■19 Then , he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, an hundred cubits eastward 
and northward. ■ 

20 ^ And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the. north, he 
measured the length thereof, and the 
breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof 
were three on this side and three on 
that' side;., and the posts thereof and 
the arches thereof were after the mea- 
sure of the first gate : the length there- 
of was fifty cubits, and the breadth 
five and twenty cubits. 

22 And their windows, and their 
.arches, and their palm trees, toere after 
the measure of the gate that looketh 
toward^ the east; and they went up 
unto it by seven steps ; and the arches 
thereof were before'* them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
was OYZT against the gate toward the 
north, and toward the east ; and he 
.measured .from gate to gate .an hun- 
dred cubits. 

24 Affcer that he brought me to- 
ward the south, and behold a gate to- 
ward the south : ■ and he measured the 
posts thereof and the arches thereof 
according to these measures. 

^ 25 And there were windows in it and 
in the arches thereof round about, like 
those windows : the length was .fifty 
cubits, and the breadth five and twenty 
cubits. 

26 And there ivere seven steps to go 
up to 'it, and the arches thereof were 
before them : and it had palm trees, 
one on this side, and another on that 
side, upon the posts thereof. 

27 And there ivas a gate in the inner 
court tov/ard the south : and he mea- 
sured from gate to gate toward the 
south an hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner 


'eourt;by ..the south gate: aB.d. he mea- 
, sured the south gate according to these 

measures; 

29 And the little chambers thereof, 

, .and the posts thereof, and the arches 

thereof, ■■ according to these measures : 
and there xvere windows in it and in 
the arches thereof round about : it was 
fifty cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about

3 And I set my face unto the Lord 
God, to seek by prayer and supplica- 
tions, with fasting, and sackcloth, and 
ashes : ' .

God, and made my confession, and 
said, 0 Lord, the great and dreadful 
God, keeping the covenant and mercy 
to them that love him, and to them 
that keep his commandments ; 

5 We have sinned, and have com- 
mitted iniquity, and have done wick- 
edly, and have rebelled, even by de- 
parting from thy precepts and from 
thy judgments ; 

6 Neither have we hearkened unto 
thy servants the prophets, which spake 
in thy name to our kings, our princes, 
and our fathers, and to all the people 
of the land. 

7 O Lord, righteousness belmigeth 
unto thee, but unto us confusion of 
faces, as at this day ; to the men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem, and unto all Israel, that are 
near, and that are far off, through all 
the countries whither thou hast driven I 
them, because of their trespass that 
they have trespassed against thee. 

8 0 Lord, to us belong eth confusion 
of face, to our kings, to our princes, 
and to our fathers, because we have 
sinned against thee. 

9 To the Lord our God belong mer- 
cies and forgivenesses, though we have 
rebelled against him ; 

10 Neither have we obeyed the voice 
of the Lord our God, to walk in his 
laws, which he set before us by his 
servants the prophets. 

11 Yea, all Israel have transgressed 
thy law, even by departing, that they 
might not obey thy voice ; therefore 
the curse is poured upon us, and the 


oath; that is ■ written ■ in the law of 
Moses the servant of God, because we 
have sinned' against Mm. ■ 

■ 12 And he hath confirmed Ms words, 
which he spake against us, and against 
our judges that judged us, by bringing 
upon us a great evil: for under the 
whole heaven hath not been done as 
hath been done upon Jerusalem. 

13 As it is written in the law of 
Moses, all this evil is come upon us : 
yet made we not our prayer before the 
Lord our God, that we might turn 
from our iniquities, and understand 
thy truth. 

14 Therefore hath the Lord watch- 
ed upon the evil, and brought it upon 
us : for the Lord our God is righteous 
in all his works which he doeth ; for 
we obeyed not Ms voice. 

15 And now, O Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy people forth out of 
the land of Egypt with a mighty hand, 
and hast gotten thee renown, as at 
this day; we have sinned, we have 
done wickedly. 

16 IF 0 Lord, according to all thy 
righteousness, I beseech thee, let thine 
anger and thy fury be turned away 
from thy city Jerusalem, thy holy 
mountain ; because for our sins, and 
for the iniquities of our fathers, Jeru- 
salem and thy people are become 
reproach to ail that arc about us. 

17 Now therefore, O our God, hear 
the prayer of thy servant, and Ms sup- 
plications, and cause thy face to shine 
upon thy sanctuary that is desolate, 
for the Lord’s sake.

21 Yea, 'whiles I was. speaking in 
prayer, even the man .

22 And he informed me, and talked 
with me, and said, O Daniel, I am now 
come forth to give thee skill and im- 
derstandiiig. 

23 At the beginning of thy supplica- 
tions the commandment came forth, 
and I am come to shew thee ; for thou 
art greatly beloved : therefore under- 
stand the matter, and consider the 
vision. 

24 Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy holy 
city, to finish the transgression, and 
to make an end of sins, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, and 
to seal up the vision and prophecy, and 
to anoint the most Holy. 

25 Know therefore and understand, 
that from the going forth of the com- 
mandment to restore and to build Je- 
rusalem unto the Messiah the Prince 
shall he seven v/eeks, and threescore 
and two weeks : the street shall be 
built again, and the wall, even in 
troublous times.

And God said unto 
him, Call her name Lo-ruhaiiiah ; for 
I will no more have mercy upon the 
house of Israel ; but I will utterly take 
them away. 

7 But I will have mercy upon the 
house of Judah, and will save them 
by the Lord their God, and will not 
save them by bow, nor by sword, nor 
by battle, by horses, nor by horsemen. 

8 IF Now when she had weaned Lo- 
ruhamah, she conceived, and bare a 
son. 

9 Then said God^ Call his name Lo- 
ammi : for ye are not my people, and 
I will not be your God, 

10 IT Yet the number of the children 
of Israel shall be as the sand of the 
sea, which cannot be measured nor 
numbered ; and it shall come to pass, 
that in the place where it was said un- 
to them, Ye are not my people, there 
it shall be said unto them, Ye are the 
sons of the living God.

7 As they were increased, so they 
sinned against me: therefore will I 
change their glory into shame. 

8 They eat up the sin of Jiiy peo- 
ple, and they set their heart on their 
iniquity. 

9 And there shall be, like people, like 
priest: and I wdil punish them for their 
ways, and reward them their doings. 

10 For they shall eat, and not have 
enough: they shall commit whoredom, 
and shall not increase : because they 
have left off to take heed to the Lord, 

11 Whoredom and wine and new 
wine take away the heart, 

12 IF My people ask counsel at their 
stocks, and their staff declareth unto 
them : for the spirit of whoredoms 
hath caused them to err, and they have 
gone a whoring from under their God. 

13 They sacriffce upon the tops oil 
the mountains, and burn incense up- 
on the hills, under oaks and poplars 
and elms, because the shadow thereof 
is good : therefore your daughters shalL 
commit whoredom, and your spouses 
shall commit adultery. 

14 1 will not punish your daughters 
when they commit whoredom, nor 
your spouses when they commit a- 
dultery : for themselves are separated 
with whores, and they sacrifice with 
harlots : therefore the people that doth 
not understand shall fall. 

15 IF Though thou, Israel, play the 
harlot, yet let not Judah offend ; and 
come not ye unto Gilgal, neither go 
ye up to Beth-aven, nor swear, The 
Lord liveth. 

16 For Israel slideth back as a back- 
sliding heifer : now the Lord will feed 
them as a lamb in a large place. 

1 7 Ephraim is j oined to idols t let 
him alone. 
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18 Their drink is sour: they have 

committed whoredom continually: her 
rulers with do love, Give ye.' 

19 The wind hath bound her up in 
her wings, and they shall be ashamed 
because of their sacrifices. 

CHAPTER 5.. 

TJE AR ye this, 0 priests; and heark- 
Xl en, ye house of Israel ; and give 
ye ear, 0 house of the king ; for judg- 
ment is toward you, because ye have 
been a snare on Mizpah, and a net 
spread upon Tabor. 

2 And the revolters are profound to 
make slaughter, though I have been a 
rebuker of them all, 

3 I know Ephraim, and Israel is not 
hid from me : for now, 0 Ephraim, 
thou committest whoredom, and Is- 
rael is defiled. 

4 They will not frame their doings to 
turn unto their God : for the spirit of 
whoredoms is in the midst of them, 
and they have not known the LoED.

CHAPTER 6. 

C OME, and let us return unto the 
Lord ; for he hath torn, and he 
will heal us ; he hath smitten, and he 
will bind us up.

9 They have deeply corrupted them- 
selves^ as in the days of Gibeah : there- 
fore he will remember their iniquity, 
he will visit their sins. 

10 I found Israel like grapes in the 
wilderness ; I saw your fathers as the 
firstripe in the fig tree at her first 
time : hut they went to Baal-peor, 
and separated themselves unto that 
shame ; and their abominations were 
according as they loved . 

1 1 As for Ephraim, their glory shall 
fly away like a bird, from the birth, 
and from the womb, and from the con- 
ception. 

12 Though they bring up their chil- 
dren, yet will I bereave them, that 
there shall not be a man left: yea, 
woe also to them when I depart from 
them ! 

13 Ephraim, as I sawTyrus, is plant- 
ed in a pleasant place : but Ephraim 
shall bring forth his children to the 
murderer.

16 Ephraim is smitten, their root 
is dried up, they shall bear no fruit : 
yea, though they bring forth, yet will 
I slay even the beloved fruit of their 
womb.

8" Again, the devil taketh him up in- 
to an exceeding high mountain, and 
sheweth him all the kingdoms of the 
world, and the glory of them ; 

9 And saith unto him, Ail these 

things will I give thee, if thou v/ilt 
fall down and worship me. ^ ^ 

10 Then saith Jesus mito him, Get 
thee hence, Satan : for it is written, 
Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and him only shalt thou serve. 

11 Then the devil leaveth him, and, 
behold, angels came and ministered 
unto him. 

12 IF Now when Jesus had hea,ri that 
I John was cast into prison, he departed 
I into Galilee ;

23 IF And Jesus went about all Gali- 
lee, teaching in their synagogues, and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom, 
and healing all manner of sickness 
and all manner of disease among the 
people. 

24 And his fame went throughout all 
Syria .* and they brought unto him all 
sick people that were taken with divers 
diseases and torments, and those which 
were possessed with devils, and those 
which were lunatick, and those that 
had the palsy ; and he healed them. 

25 And there followed him great mui- 
titude_s of people from Galilee, and 
from Decapolis, and Jerusalem, 
and from Judaea, and from beyond 
Jordan.

26 Verily I say unto thee, Thou shalt 
by no means come out thence, till thou 
hast paid the uttermost farthing.

28 But I say unto you, That whoso- 
ever looketh on a woman to lust after 
her hath committed adultery with her 
already in his heart. • .

33 IF Again, ye have heard that it 
hath been said by them of old time. 
Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but 
shalt perform unto the Lord thirxe 
oaths : 

34 But I say unto you, Swear not at 
all ; neither by heaven ; for it is Bod’s 
throne : 

35 Nor by the earth; for it is his 
footstool : neither by Jerusalem ; for 
it is the city of the great King. 

36 Neither shalt thou swear by thy 
head, because thou canst not make 
one hair white or black. 

37 But let your communication be. 
Yea, yea; Nay, nay; for w^hatsoever 
is more than these cometh of evil. 

38 IF Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, An eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth: 

39 But I say unto you, That ye re- 
sist not evil; but whosoever shall 
smite thee on thy right cheek, turn to 
him the other also.

5 II And when thou prayest, thou 
shalt not be as the hypocrites are : for 
they love to pray standing in the syna- 
gogues and in the corners of the 
streets, that they may be seen of men. 
Yeialy I say unto you, They have 
their reward. 

^ 6 But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast shut 
thy door, pray to thy Father which is 
in secret ; and thy Father which seeth 
in secret shall reward thee openly. ^ | 


7'; But when ye pray, use not ; vain 
repetitions, ' as the ; heathen do : for 
they think , that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking. 

8 ■ Be not ye therefore like unto them : 
for 'your Father Imo we th' what things 
ye have need of, before ye ask him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray 
ye : . Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallow^ed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thsr; will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil : For thine is 
the kingdom, and the pouter, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father will also 
forgive you : 

15 But if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses. 

16 If Moreover when ye fast, be not, 
as the hypocrites, of a sad counte- 
nance : for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily I say unto you, They 
have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, an- 
oint thine head, and wash thy face ; 

18 That thou appear not unto men 
to fast, but unto thy Father which is 
in secret : and thj^ Father, which seeth 
in secret, shall reward thee openly. 

19 IF Lay not up for yourselves trea- 
sures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal: 

20 But lay up for yourselves trea- 
sures in heaven, where neither moth nor 
rust doth corrupt, and w^here thieves 
do not break through nor steal : 

21 For v/here your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

22 The light of the body is the eye : 
if therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy whole 
body shall be MI of darkness. If 
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tiierefore the light that is in thee 'be 
darkness, how ..great is that darkness! 

24 If No man can serve two masters : 
for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other ; or else he will hold to the 
one, and despise the other. ' Ye can- 
not serve God and mammon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you, Take 
no thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat, or, what ye shall drink ; nor yet for 
your body, w’hat ye shall put on. Is 
not the life more than meat, and the 
body than raiment ? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for 
they sov/ not, neither do they reap.

And 
when they were come out, they went 
into the herd of swine ; and, behold, 
the whole herd of swine ran violently 
down a steep place into the sea, and 
perished in the waters. 

33 And they that kept them fled, and 
went their ways into the city, and told 
every thing, and what was befallen to 
the possessed of the devils. 

34 And, behold, the whole city came 
out to meet Jesus : and when they 
saw Mm, they besought /am that he 
would depart out of their coasts. 

CHAPTER 9. 

A nd he entered into a ship, and 
- passed over, and came into** his 
own city. 

2 And, behold, they brought to Mm 
a man sick of the palsy, lying on a 
bed : and Jesus seeing their faith said 
unto the sick of the palsy ; Son, be of 
good cheer ; thy sins be forgiven thee. 

3 And, behold, certain of the scribes 
said within themselves, This man blas- 
phemeth. 

4 And Jesus knowing their thoughts 
said, Wherefore think ye evil in your 
hearts? 

5 For whether is easier, to say, Thy 
sins be forgiven thee ; or to say, Arise, 
and walk? 

6 But that ye may know that the Son 
of man hath power on earth to forgive 
sins, (then saith he to the sick of the 
palsy,) Arise, take up thy bed, and go 
unto thine house. 

7 And he arose, and departed to his 
house. 

8 But when the multitudes saw it^ 
they marvelled, and glorified God, 
which had given such power unto men. 
9 ^ And as Jesus passed forth from 
thence, he sav/a man, named Matthew, 
sitting at the receipt of custom : and 
he saith unto Mm, Follow me. And 
he arose, and followed him . 

. 10 % And it came ' to,: pass, as Jesus 
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sat at meat in the house, behold, many 
pnblicaiis ' and' sinners ' came and . sat 
dov/n with ■him and his disciples. 

11 And ; when the Pharisees saw 
they said nnto his disciples, Why eat- 
eth your Master with publicans and 
sinners? 

12 But when J esus heard that, he said 
unto them, They that be whole need 
not a physician, but they that are sick. 

13 But go ye and learn what that 
ineaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice : for I am not come to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repentance. 

14 IF Then came to him the disciples 
of John, saying, Why do we and the 
Pharisees fast oft, but thy disciples 
fast not ? 

15 And Jesus said unto them, Can 
the children of the bridechamber 
mourn, as long as the bridegroom is 
with them ? but the days will come, 
when the bridegroom shall be taken 
from them, and then shall they fast. 

16 No man putteth a piece of new 
cloth unto an old garment, for that 
which is put in to fill it up taketh from 
the garment, and the rent is made 
worse. 

17 Neither do men put new wine in- 
to old bottles : else the bottles break, 
and the wine runneth out, and the 
bottles perish : but they put new wine 
into new bottles, and both are pre- 
served. 

18 IF While he spake these things 
unto them, behold, there came a cer- 
tain ruler, and worshipped him, say- 
ing, My daughter is even now dead : 
but come and lay thy hand upon her, 
and she shall live. 

19 And Jesus arose, and followed 
him, and so did his disciples. 

20 IF And, behold, a woman, which 
was diseased with an issue of blood 
twelve years, came behind him, and 
touched the hem of ' Ms garment : 

21 For she said within herself, If I 
may but touch his garment, I shall be 
whole. 

22 But J esus turned him about, and 
when he saw her, he said, Daughter, 


be of good' comfort ; thy faith .hath, 
made, thee whole. And the womaU' 
was made' whole from that hour, . 

23 And when Jesus came into the 
riileFs "house, and saw the minstrels 
and the people making a noise, 

24 He 'said unto them, .G-ive place : 
for the maid is not dead, but sleepeth. 
And they laughed him to scorn. 

' 25 But' when the people were ' put 
forth, he went in, and took her by the 
hand, and the maid arose. 

26 And the fame hereof went abroad 
into all that land. 

27 IF And when Jesus departed 
thence, two blind men followed him, 
crying, and saying, Thou son of Da- 
vid, have mercy on us. 

28 And when he was come into the 
house, the blind men came to him : and 
Jesus saith unto them. Believe ye that 
I am able to do this I They said unto 
him, Yea, Lord. 

29 Then touched he their eyes, say- 
ing, According to your faith be it unto 
you. 

30 And their eyes were opened ; and 
Jesus straitly charged them, saying, 
See that no man know it, 

31 But they, when they were depart- 
ed, spread abroad his fame in all that 
country. 

32 IF As they went out, behold, they 
brought to him a dumb man possess- 
ed with a devil. 

33 And when the devil was cast out, 
the dumb spake : and the multitudes 
marvelled, saying, It was never, so 
seen in Israel. 

34 But the Pharisees said, Pie cast- 
eth out devils through the prince of 
the devils. 

35 And J esus went about all the cities 
and villages, teaching in their syna- 
gogues, and preaching the gospel of the 
kingdom, and healing every sickness 
and every disease among the people. 

36 *11 But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with compassion 
on them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep having 
no shepherd. 
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37 Then saith he unto, Ms disciples, 
The harvest truly, is plenteous, but the 
labourers are. few ; . 

38 Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth la- 
bourers into his harvest.

34 Think not that I am come to send 
peace on earth: I came not to send 
peace, but a sword.

36 And a man^s foes shall he they 
of his own household.

A prophet? yea, I say unto you, and 
more than a prophet. 

10 For this is Ac, of whom it is 
written, Behold, I send my messenger 
before thy face, which shall prepare 
thy way before thee. 

11 Verily I say unto you, Among 
them that are born of women there 
■ hath not risen a greater than John 
the Baptist : notwithstanding he that 
is least in the kingdom of heaven is 
greater than he. 

12 And from the days of John the 
Baptist until now the kingdom of hea- 
ven suffereth violence, and the violent 
take it by force.

AT that time Jesus went on the sab-

20 IT Then began he to upbraid the 
cities wherein most of his mighty works 
were done, because they repented not : 

21 Woe unto thee, Chorazin ! woe 
unto thee, Bethsaida ! for if the migh- 
ty works, which were done in you, had 
been done in Tyre and Sidon, they 
would have repented long ago in sack- 
cloth and ashes i 

22 But I say unto you, It shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at 
the day of judgment, than for you. • 

23 And thou, Capernaum, which art 
exalted unto heaven, shalt be brought 
down to hell : for if the mighty works, 
which have been done in thee, had 
been done in Sodom, it would have 
remained until this day. 

24 But I say unto you, That it shall 
be more tolerable for the land of Sodom 
in the day of judgment, than for thee. 

25AF At that time Jesus answered and 
said, I thank thee, 0 Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, because thou hast 
hid these things from the wise and 
prudent, and hast revealed them unto 
babes. ■, „ 

26 Even so. Father : ' for so it seem- 
ed good in thy sight. 

27 All things are delivered unto me 
of my Father : and no man knoweth 
the Son, but the Father ; neither know- 


said unto him, Behold, thy disciples 
do that which is not lawful to do up- 
on the sabbath day. 

3 But he said unto them, Have ye not 
read what David did, when he was an 
hungred, and they that were with him ; 

4 How he entered into the house of 
God, and did eat the shev/bread, which 
was not lawful for him to eat, neither 
for them which were with him, but 
only for the priests ? 

5 Or have ye not read in the law, how 
that on the sabbath days the priests in 
the temple profane the sabbath, and 
are blameless ? 

6 But I say unto you, That in this 
place is one greater than the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have condemn- 
ed the guiltless. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord even 
of the sabbath day. 

9 And when he was departed thence, 
he went into their synagogue : 

10 If And, behold, there v^as a man 
which had his hand withered. And 
they asked him, saying, Is it lawful to 
heal on the sabbath days ? that they 
might accuse him. 

1 1 And he said unto them, What man 
shall there be among you, that shall 
have one sheep, and if it fall into a 
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pit on the sabbath day, will he not lay 
hold on itj, and lift out ? 

12 'Ho V/ much then is a man bette-p 
than a sheep? Where'f ore it 'is lawful 
to do well oil: the sabbath. days, . . 

13 Then saith he to the m.an,' Stretch 
forth thine hand. ■ And he stretched 
it forth ; and it was restored whole, 
like as , the other. 

14 IF Then the Pharisees Y.-ent out, 
and held a council against him, how 
they might destroy him. 

15 But when Jesus knew it^ he with- 
drew himself from thence : and great 
multitudes f ollowed him, and he heal- 
ed them all ; 

16 And charged them that they 
should not make him known : 

17 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, 

18 Behold my servant, whom I have 

chosen ; my beloved, in whom my soul 
is well pleased : I will put my spirit 
upon him, and he shall shew jud^ent 
to the Gentiles. : ' 

19 He shall not strive^ ndr cry ; nei- 
ther shall any man hear his voice in 
the streets. 

20 A bruised reed shall he not brsak, 
and smoking fiax shall he not'q;Uench^^ 
till he send forth judgment unto vic- 
tory. 

21 And in his name shall the Gen- 
tiles trust. 

22 IF Then was brought unto him 
one possessed with a devil, blind, and 
dumb : and he healed him, insomuch 
that the blind and dumb both spake 
and saw. 

23 And all the people were amaz- 
ed, and said, Is not this the son of 
David ? 

24 But when the Pharisees heard iU 
they said, This fellow doth not cast 
out devils, but by Beelzebub the prince 
of the devils. . 

25 .' And Jesus knew their thoughts, 
and said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to 
desolation ; and every city or house 
..divided, against itself shall not stand: 


26 , And if Satan , cast out Satan, he 
is divided against, himself ; how aliail 
then "his kingdom, sta'nd ? 

27 And if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children' cast 
them ,out ? therefore they shall be your 
judges. 

28 But if I cast' out devils by the 
Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is come, unto you. 

29 Or else how can one enter into a 
strong man’s house, and spoil his goods, 

I except he first bind the strong man ? 
and then he will spoil his house. 

30 He that is not with me is against 
me; and he that gathereth not with 
me scattereth abroad. 

31 f Wherefore I say unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall 
be forgiven unto men : but the blas- 
phemy against the HbZ|/ Ghost shall 
not be forgiven unto men. 

, 32 And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be 
forgwen him ; but whosoever speak- 
eth against the Holy Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him, neither in this 
world, neither in the woHcl to come. 

33 Either make the tree good, and 
Ms imit good ; or else make the tree 
-corrupt, and his fruit corrupt : for the 
tree is known by his fruit. 

34 0 generation of vipers, how can 
ye, being evil, speak good things ? for 
out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh. 

35 A good man out of the good trea- 
sure of the heart bringeth forth good 
things : and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure bringeth forth evil thing’s. 

, ^36 But I say unto you, That every 
idle' word that men sliaii speak, they 
shall give account thereof in, the day 
of judgment. 

' 37 For by thy words thou, shalt.„be 
justified, and, by thy words 'thou.shalt " 
be condemned. 

38 IF Then certain of the scribes and 
of the Pharisees ansv/ered, saying, 
Master, we would see' a sign from thee. 
39' But he answered and said. unto 
the.,ni', An evil and adulterous genera- 
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tioii '.seeketli. after' a sign'; and there 
shall no sign be .given to it, but the 
sign of the p,ropliet Jonas ; ■ 

40 For as Jonas was three clays and 
three nights in the whale’s belly; so 
shall the Son of man be three days 
and three nights in the heart of the 
earth. , 

41 The men of Nineveh shall rise in 
jiidginent with this generation, and 
shall condemn it : because they repent- 
ed at the preaching of Jonas ; and, be- 
hold, a . greater than Jonas is here. 

42 The queen of the south shall rise 
up in the judgment with this genera- 
tion, and shall condemn it : for she 
came from the uttermost parts of the 


CHAPTER 13., 

T he same day went J esus out of the 
house, and sat by the sea side.' 

2 And great multitudes were ga- 
thered together unto him, so that he 
went into a ship, and sat; and the 
whole multitude stood on the shore. 

3 And he spake many things unto 
them in parables, saying, Behold, a 
sower went forth to sow ; 

4 And when he sowed, some seeds 
fell by the way side, and the fowls 
came and devoured them up : 

5 Some fell upon stony places, where 
they had not much earth : and forth- 
with they sprung up, because they 


earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon ; had no deepness of earth : 


and, behold, a greater than Solomon 
is here. 

43 When the unclean spirit is gone 
out of a man, he waiketh through 
dry places, seeking rest, and findeth 
none. 

44 Then he saith, I will return into 
my house from whence I came out ; 
and when he is come, he hndeth it 
empty, swept, and garnished. 

45 Then goeth he, and teketh with 
himself seven other spirits more wick- 
ed than himself, and they enter in 
and dwell there : and the last state of 
that man is worse than the first. Even 
so shall it be also unto this wicked 
generation. 

46 IT While he yet talked to the peo- 
ple, behold, his mother and his bre- 
thren stood without, desiring to speak 
with Mm. 

47 Then one said unto him, Behold, 
thy mother and thy brethren stand 
without, desiring to .speak with thee. 

4B But he answered and said unto 
him: that told him, Who is my mother ? 
and' who are iny brethren ? 

■' 49 And he stretched forth liis hand 
toward his disciples, and said, Behold 
my mother and ' my brethren I 
■ 50 For whosoever shall do the will 
of my Father which is in heaven, the 
same is my brother, and sister, and 
mother. 


6 And when the sun was up, they 
were scorched ; and because they had 
no root, they withered away. 

7 And some fell among thorns ; and 
the thorns sprung up, and choked them: 

8 But other fell into good ground, 
and brought forth fruit, some an hun- 
dredfold, some sixty fold, some thirty- 
fold. 

9 Who hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 And the disciples came, and said 
unto him, Why speakest thou unto 
them in parables ? 

11 He answered and said unto them, 
Because it is given unto you to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of hea- 
ven, but to them it is not given. 

12 For whosoever hath, to him shall 
foe given, and he shall have more a- 
bundance: but whosoever hath not, 
from him shall be taken away even 
that he hath. 

1 3 Therefore speak I to them in para- 
bles : because they seeing see not ; and 
hearing they hear not, neither do they 
understand. 

14 And in them is fulfilled the pro- 
phecy of Esaias, which saith, By hear-, 
ing ye shall hear, and shall not under- 
stand ; and seeing ye shall see, and 
shall not perceive : 

• 15 'For this people’s .heart is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hear- 
ing, and their eyes they have cios- 
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ed; lest at my time they should see 
wifch their eyes, and hear with their 
ears, and should understand with their 
heai^t, and should be converted, and I 
should heal them. 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for 
they see : and your ears, for they hear. 

17 For verily I say unto you, That | 
many prophets and righteous men 
have desired to see those things which 
ye see, and have not seen them; and 
to hear those things which. ye hear, 
and have not heard them. 

18 IF Hear ye therefore the parable 
of the sower. 

19 When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and imderstandeth it 
not, then cometh the wicked one, and 
catcheth away that which was sown 
in his heart. This is he which received 
seed by the way side. 

20 But he that received the seed in- 
to stony places, the same is he that 
heareth the word, and anon with joy 
receiveth it ; 

21 Yet hath he not Toot in himself, 
but dureth for awhile s for when tribu- 
lation or persecution ariseth because 
of the word, by and by he is offended. 

22 He also that received seed among 
the thorns is he that heareth the word ; 
and the care of this world, and the de- 
ceitfulness of riches, choke the word, 
and he becometh unfruitful. 

23 But he that received seed into 
the good ground is he that heareth 
the word, and understandeth it ; which 
also heareth fruit, and bringeth forth, 
some an hundredfold, some sixty, some 
thirty. 

24 IF Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is likened unto a man which 
sowed good seed in his field : 

25 But while men slept, his enemy 
came and so-wed tares among the wheat, 
and went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung 
up, and brought forth fruit, then ap- 
peared the tares also. 

27 So the servants of the householder 
came and said unto him, Sir, didst not 


thou sow good' seed in thy field? from 
whence then hath it tares ■? 

■28 He said unto them, An enemy 
hath done this. The servants said un- 
to him, Wilt thou then that we go and 
gather them up ? 

29 But he said, Nay ; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also 
the wheat with them. 

30 Let both grow together until the 
harvest : and in the time of harvest I 
will say to the reapers, Gather ye to- 
gether first the tares, and bind them 
in bundles to burn them : but gather 
the wheat into my barn. 

31 IF Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a graiii of mustard 
seed, which a man took, and sowed in 
his field : 

.32 Which indeed is the least of ail 
seeds : but when it is grown, it is the 
greatest among herbs, and becometh a 
tree, so that the birds of the air come 
and lodge in the branches thereof. 

33 IF Another parable spake he un- 
to them ; The kingdom of heaven is 
like unto leaven, which a woman took, 
and hid in three measures of meal, till 
the whole was leavened. 

34 All these things spake Jesus unto 
the multitude in parables ; and with- 
out a parable spake he not unto them ; 

35 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, saying, I 
will open my mouth in parables ; I 
will utter things which have been kept 
secret fi*om the foundation of the 
world. 

36 Then Jesus sent the multitude 
away, and went into the house: and 
his disciples came unto Mm, saying, 
Declare unto us the ' parable of the 
tares of the field. 

37 He answered, and said" unto them, 
'He that soweth the good seed is the 
Son of man ; 

38 The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom ; 
but the tares are the children of the 
wicked one ; 

' 39 The enemy that sowed them is 
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tlie-cle.vi!.;.„ :the, harvest is the- end' of ' 
the world; and ,tiie ' reapers are the 
angels. 

40 As therefore the tares are gather- 
ed and, burned in the hre ; so shall it 
be ill the end of this world. 

41 The Son of man shall send forth 
his angels, and they shall gather out 
of Ms kingdom all things that offend, 
and them which do iniquity ; 

:42 And shall cast them. into a fur- 
nace of fire : there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

. 4'3 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, 
let Mm hear. 

44 IF Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto treasure hid in a field ; 
the which when a man hath found, he 
hidetli, and for joy thereof goeth and 
selleth all that he hath, and buyeth 
that field, 

^ 45 IF Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a merchant man, seeking 
goodly pearls ; 

46 Who, when he had found one 
pearl of great price, went and sold all 
that he had, and bought it. 

47 *fF Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a net, that was east into 
the sea, and gathe©§d of every kind : 

48 Which, when it was full, they 
drew to shore, and sat down, and ga- 
thered the good into vessels, but cast 
the bad away. 

49 So shall it be at the end of the 
world: the angels shall come forth, 
and sever the wicked from among the 
just, 

50 And shall cast them into the fur- 
nace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

51 Jesus saith unto them, Have ye 
understood all these things? They 
say unto him, Yea, Lord. 

52 Then said he unto them, There- 
fore every scribe which is instructed 
imto the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man that is mi householder, 
which bringeth forth out of his trea- 

'sure things new and old. 


53 IF And it came to pass, that when 
Jesus ' had finished these parables,' he 
departed thence. 

54 And when he was come into his 
own country, he taught them in their 
synagogue, insomuch that they wei*e 
astonished, and said, Whence hath 
this man this wisdom, and these migh- 
ty works? 

55 Is not this the carpenter’s son? 
is not his mother called Mary? and 
his brethren, James, and Joses, and 
Simon, and Judas ? 

56 And his sisters, are they not all 
with us ? Whence then hath this man 
all these things ? 

57 And they were offended in him. 
But J esiis said unto them, A prophet 
is not without honour, save in Ms own 
country, and in his own house. 

58 And he did not many mighty 
works there because of their unbelief, 

CHAPTER 14„ 

A t that time Herod the tetrarch 
■ heard of the fame of Jesus, 

2 And said unto his servants, This 
is John the Baptist; he is risen from 
the dead ; and therefore mighty works 
do shew forth themselves in him. 

3 ^ For Herod had laid hold on J obn, 
and bound him, and put him in prison 
for Herodias’ sake, his brother Philip’s 
wife. 

4 For John said unto him, It is not 
lawful for thee to have her. 

5 And when he would have put Mm 
to death, he feared the multitude, be- 
cause they counted him as a prophet. 
6 But when Herod’s birthday was 
kept, the daughter of Herodias danced 
before them, and pleased Herod. 

7 Whereupon he promised v/ith an 
oath to give her whatsoever she would 
ask. 

8 And she, being before instructed 
of her mother, said, Give me here John 
Baptist’s head in a charger. 

9 And the king was sorry: never- 
theless for the oath’s sake, and them 
which sat with him at meat, he com- 
manded it to be given her. 
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1.0 And he sent,, and beheaded John 
ill the prison. ' 

11 And his head was brought in a> 
charger, and given to the damsel : and 
she brought it to her mother. 

12 And his disciples came, and took 
lip ' the body, and buried it, and went 
and told Jesus. 

13 If When Jesus heard of he de- 
parted thence by ship into a desert 
place apart : and when the people had 
heard thereof , ihej followed him on 
foot out of the cities. 

14 And Jesus went forth, and saw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
compassion toward them, and he heal- 
ed their sick. 

15 IT And when it was evening, his 
disciples came to him, saying, This is 
a desert place, and the time is now 
past; send the multitude away, that 
they may go into the villages, and buy 
themselves victuals. 

16 But Jesus said unto them. They 
need not depart; give ye them to eat. 

1 7 And they say unto him, We have 
here but five loaves, and two fishes, 

1 8 He said, Bring them hither to me. 

19 And he commanded the multitude 
to sit down on the grass, and took the 
five loaves, and the two fishes, and look- 
ing up to heaven, he blessed, and brake, 
and gave the loaves to his disciples, 
and the disciples to the multitude. 

20 And they did all eat, and were fill- 
ed : and they took up of the fragments 
that remained twelve baskets full. 

21 And they that had eaten were 
about five thousand men, beside wo- 
men and children. 

22 IT And straightway Jesus con- 
strained his disciples to get into a ship, 
and to go before bimunto the other side, 
v/hile he sent the multitudes away. 

23 And when he had sent the multi- 
tudes away, he went up into a moun- 
tain apart to pray : and when the even- 
ing was come, he was there alone. 

24 But the ship was now in the midst 
of the sea, tossed with waves : for the 
wind was contrary . 

25 And in the fourth watch of the 


Bight Jesus went untobhein, walking 
Oil the sea. 

26 And when the disciples saw him 
walking on the sea, , they were trou- 
bled, saying, It is a spirit; and they"' 
cried out for fear. 

27 But straightway Jesus spake un- 
to them, saying, Be of good, cheer ; it ■' 
is I ; be not afraid. 

28 And Peter answered him and said, 
Lord, if it be thou, bid me come unto, 
thee on the water. 

29 And he said, Come. And w'hen , 
Peter was come down out of the ship, 
he walked on the water, to go to Jesus. 

30 But when he saw the wind bois- 
terous, he was afraid ; and beginning 
to sink, he cried, saying, Lord, save me. 

31 And immediately Jesus stretched" 
forth his hand, and caught him, and ' 
said unto him, 0 thou of little faith, 
wherefore didst thou doubt 1 

32 And when they were come into 
the ship, the wind ceased. 

33 Then they that were in the ship 
came and worshipped him, sayiiig, Of 
a truth thou art the Son of (xod. 

34 If And when they were gone over, 
they came into the land of GrennesareiD. 

35 And when the men of that place 
had knowledge of him, they sent out 
into all that country round about*, 
and brought unto him all that were 
diseased ; 

36 And besought him that they might 
only touch the hem of his garment ; 
and as many as touched were made 
perfectly whole. 

; ‘ CHAPTER 

T hen came to Jesus scribes and' 
Pharisees, which were of Jerusa- 
lem, saying, 

2 Why do, thy , disciples' transgress the 
' tradition of the elders ? for they wash 
not their hands when the.y .eat bread., 

! 3 But he ansv/ered and said unto' 
them, Why do ye also transgress': the 
commandment of O-od by your tra- 
dition? 

4 For (rod commanded, saying, Ho- 
nour thy father and mother: and, He 
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tliat cupsetli father or mother,, let him 
die the death. 

, 5 Blit .ye say. Whosoever shall say 
to Ms father or. Ms mother, is 
gift, by whatsoever' thou iiiightest be 
profited by me ; 

6 And honour not his father or his 
mother, he shall be free. Thus have 
ye made the commandment of God of 
none effect by your tradition. 

. 7 Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias pro-' 
'phesy of you, saying, 

8 This people draweth nigh unto me 
'W.itli their mouth, and lionoureth me 
with their lips ; but their heart is far 
from me. 

9 But in vain they do worship me, 
teaching for doctrines the command- 
ments of men. 

10 IT And he called the multitude, 
and said unto them, Hear, and under- 
stand : 

11 Not , that v/hich goeth into the 
mouth defileth a man ; but that which 
cometh out of the mouth, this defileth 
a man. 

; 12 Then came his disciples, and said 
unto Mm, Knowest thou that the Pha- 
risees were offended, after they heard 
this saying ? 

13 But he answered and said, Every 
plant, which my heavenly Father hath 
not planted, shall be rooted up. 

14 Let them alone i they be blind 
leaders of the blind. And if the blind 
lead the blind, both shall fall into the 
'ditch. 

15 Then answered Peter and said un- 
to him, Declare unto us this parable. 

, 16 And Jesus said, Are ye' also yet 
v/ithoiit ' understanding '? 

.' 17'' Do not ye yet understand, that 
whatsoever entereth in at the mouth 
goeth into, the belly, and is cast out 
'.in to.:. the draught? 

18 ' : But those things which proceed 
out of the mouth .come forth from the 
heartland they. "Aefiie. the man. 

. ^19', For. out of the heart proceed evil 
thoughts, murders',' adulteries,' fornica- 
tions, thefts, false witness, blasphe- 
'miesS'; ■: 


20 These are the things which defile .', 
a man : but to eat with unwashen 
hands defileth not a man. 

21 Then Jesus went thence, and 
departed into the coasts of Tyre and 
Sidon. 

22 And, behold, a woman of Canaan 
came out of the same coasts, and. cried 
unto him, saying, Have mercy on me, : 
O Lord, thou son of David ; ' my daugh- " 
ter is grievously vexed with a devil. 

23 But. he answered her not a word. 
And his disciples came and besought 
him, saying, Send her away ; for she 
crieth after us. 

24 But he answered and said, I am 
not sent but unto the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel. 

» 2,5 Then came she and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord, help me. 

26 But he answered and said, It is 
not meet to take the children’s bread, 
and to cast to dogs. 

27 And she said, Truth, Lord : yet 
the dogs eat of the crumbs which fall 
from their masters’ table. 

28 Then Jesus answered and said un- 
to her, 0 woman, great is thy faith : 
be it unto thee even as thou wilt. And 
her daughter was made w hole from 
that very hour. 

29 And Jesus departed from thence, 
and came nigh unto the sea of Galilee ; 
and went up into a mountain, and sat 
down there. 

30 And great multitudes came unto 
him, having with them those that werC' 
lame, blind, dumb, maimed, and many 
others, and cast them down at Jesus’ 
feet ; and he healed them : 

31 Insomuch that the multitude 
wondered, when they saw the dumb to 
speak, the maimed to be whole, the 
lame to walk, and the blind to see : and 
they glorified the God of Israel. 

32 ^ Then Jesus called his disciples 
unto Mm, and said, I have compassion 
on the multitude, because they con- 
tinue' with me nov/ three days, 'and 
have nothing to eat : and I will not 
send them away fasting, lest they faint 
in the way. 
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33' Aiici: his disciples say unto Mm, 
Whence should we have so mnch bread 
in the wilderness, as to fill so great a 
multitude 

34 And Jesus saith unto them, How 
many loaves have ye ? And they said, 
Seven, and a few little hshes. 
t35 And he commanded the multitude 
to sit down on the ground. 

36 And he took the seven loaves and 
the fishes, and gave thanks, and brake 
them^ and gave to his disciples, and 
the disciples to the multitude. 

37 And they did all eat, and were 
filled : and they took up of the broken 
meat that was left seven baskets full. 

38 And they that did eat were four 
thousand men, beside women and ehil- 
dren. 

39 And he sent away the multi- 
tude, and took ship, and came into the 
coasts of Magdaia. 

CHAPTER 16. 

T he Pharisees also with the Sad- 
ducees came, and tempting desired 
him that he would shev/ them a sign 
from heaven. 

2 He answered and said unto them, 
When it is evening, ye say, It will he 
fair weather : for the sky is red. 

3 And in the morning, It tvill hs 
foul weather to day : for the sky is 
red and lowring. G ye hypocrites, ye 
can discern the face of the sky ; but 
can ye not discern the signs of the 
times 

4 A wicked and adulterous genera- 
tion seeketh after a sign ; and there 
shall no sign be given unto it, but the 
sign of the prophet Jonas. And he 
left them, and departed. 

5 And when his disciples were come 
to the other side, they had forgotten to 
take bread. 

6 IF Then Jesus said unto them, Take 
heed and beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

7 And they reasoned among them- 
selves, saying, It is because we have 
taken no bread. 

8 Which when Jesus perceived, he 


said unto them, 0 ye, of little . faith, 
why reason ye among yourselves, .be- 
cause ye have brought no bread ? ■ 

9 Do ye not yet understand, neither 
remember the five loaves of the five 
thousand, and how, many baskets ye 
took up? 

10 Neither the seven loaves, of thO' 
four thousand, and how many baskets 
ye took up? 

11 How is it that ye do not under- 
stand that I spake it not to you con- 
cerning bread, that ye should beware 
of the leaven of the Pharisees and of 
the Sadducees ? 

12 Then understood they how that 
he bade them not beware of the lea- 
ven of bread, but of the doctrine of 
the Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

13 sfj When Jesus came into the 
' coasts of Caesarea Philippi, he asked 

his disciples, saying, Whom do men 
say that I the Son of man am % 

14 And they said, Some say that thou 
art John the Baptist: some, Elias; 
and others, Jeremias, or one of the 
prophets. 

1 5 He saith unto them, But whom say 
ye that I am? 

16 And Simon Peter answered and 
said, Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living G-od. 

17 And Jesus answered and said un- 
to him, Blessed art thou, Simon Bar- 
jona : for flesh and blood hath not re- 
vealed unto thee, but my Father 
which is in heaven. 

18 And I say also unto thee, That 
thou art Peter, and upon this rock I 
will build my church ; and the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it. 

19 And I will give unto thee the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven : and 
whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth 
shall be bound in heaven : and what- 
soever thou shalt loose on earth shall 
be loosed in heaven. 

20 Then charged he his disciples 
that they should tell no man that he 
waS' Jesus the Christ. 

21 IF From that time forth began 
Jesus to shew unto his disciples, how

26 Peter saith unto Mm, Of stran- 
gers. Jesus saith unto him, Then are 
the children free. 

27 Notwithstanding, lest we should 
offend them, go thou to the sea, and 
cast an hook, and take up the fish that 
first cometh up ; and when thou hast 
opened his mouth, thou shait find a 
piece of money: that take, and give 
unto them for me and thee. 

CHAPTER 18, 

at the same time came the disciples 
jLl- unto Jesus, saying^ Who is the 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven ? 

2 And Jesus called a little child un- 
to him, and set him in the midst of 
them, . ■, 

3 And said, Verily I say unto you, 
Except ye be converted, and become 
as little children, ye shall not enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. 

4 Whosoever therefore shall nuinble 
himself as this little child, the same is 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 

5 And whoso shall receive one such 
little child in my name reeeiveth me. 


6 But whoso, shall off end one of these, 
little ones which believe in me, it were 
better for. him that a millstone werev 
hanged about Ms neck, and that he 
were drowned in the depth of the sea, 

7 il Woe unto the world because of 
offences ! for it must needs be that 
offences come ; but woe to that man 
by whom the offence cometh ! 

8 Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot 
offend thee, cut them off, and cast 
them from thee : it is better for thee 
to enter into life halt or maiiiied, 
rather than having two hands or two- 
feet to be cast into everlasting fire. 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out, and cast it from thee: it is 
better for thee to enter into life with 
one eye, rather than having two eyes 
to be cast into hell fire. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not one- 
of these little ones; for i say unto 
you, That in heaven their angels do 
always behold the face of my Father 
which is in heaven. 

11 For the Son of man is come to 
save that which was lost. 

12 How think ye ? if a man have an 
hundred sheep, and one of them be 
gone astray, doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and goeth into the 
mountains, and seeketh that which is 
gone astray ? 

13 And if so be that he find it, verily 
I say unto you, he rejoiceth more of 
that sheep, than of the ninety and 
nine which went not astray . 

14 Even so it is not the will of your 
Father v/Mch is in heaven, that one 
of these little ones should perish. 

15 Moreover if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell him 
Ms fault between thee and him alone : 
if he shall hear thee, thou hast gained 
thy brother. 

16 But if he v/ili not hear thes, then 
take with thee one or tv/o more, that 
in the mouth of two or three witnesses 
every word may be established. 

17 And if he snail neglect to hear 
them, tell fiiinto the church: but if 
he neglect to hear the church, let Mm 
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be. unto tliee as.an heatlieii man and a 
publican.,, 

,1 8 V erily I say unto you. Whatsoever 
ye shall bind on earth shall be bound 
in heaven: and whatsoever ye shall 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven. 

■ 19 Again I say unto you. That if two 
of you shall agree on earth as touch- 
ing any thing that they shall ask, it 
shall be done for them of my Father 
which is in heaven. 

20 For where two or three are ga- 
thered together in my name, there am 
I in the midst of them. 

21 ^f 'Then came Peter to him, and 
said, Lord, how oft shall my brother 
sin against me, and I forgive him? 
till seven times ? 

22 Jesus saith unto him, I say not 
unto thee, Until seven times : but, Un- 
til seventy times seven. 

23 IF Therefore is the kingdom of hea- 
ven likened unto a certain king, which 
would take account of his servants. 

24 And when he had begun to rec- 
kon, one was brought unto him, which 
owed him ten thousand talents. 

25 But forasmuch as he had not to 
pay, his lord commanded him to be 
sold, and his wife, and children, and all 
that he had, and payment to be made. 

26 The servant therefore fell down, 
and worshipped him, saying, Lord, 
have patience with me, and I will pay 
thee all. 

27 Then the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave him the debt. 

28 But the same servant went out, 

and found one of his fellowservants, 
which owed him an hundred pence: 
and he , laid hands on him, and took 
Mm,;, by ■ the throat, saying, Pay me \ 
that' thou 'Owest. . ' ' . j 

29 And his f^llowservant fell downi 
at Ms feet, and besought him, saying, 
Have patience 'with me,, and I will pay 
thee all. ' 

30' And he would not : but went and 
cast him into prison, till he should pay 
the debt. 

31 So when his fellowservants saw 


what was done,, they were very sorry, ^ 
and came and told unto their lord all 
that was done, 

32 Then his lord, after that he had 
called him, said unto Mm, O thou 
wicked servant, I forgave thee all that 
debt, because thou desiredst me : 

33 Shouldest not thou also have had 
compassion on thy feliowservant, even 
as I had pity on thee? 

34 And his lord was wroth, and de- 
livered him to the tormentors, till he 
should pay all that was due unto him. 

35 So likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye from 
your hearts forgive not every one his 
brother their trespasses. 

CIIA.PTER 19. 

AND it came to pass, that when Je- 
sus had finished these sayings, he 
departed from G-alilee, and came into 
the coasts of Judasa beyond Jordan; 

2 And great multitudes followed him ; 
and he healed them there. 

3 % The Pharisees also came unto 
Mm, tempting him, and saying unto 
him, Is it lawful for a man to put a- 
way Ms wife for every cause ? 

4 And he answered and said unto 
them, Have ye not read, that he which 
made them at the beginning made 
them male and female, 

5 And said, For this cause shall a 
man leave father and mother, and 
shall cleave to his wife: and they 
twain shall be one flesh ? 

6 Wherefore they are no more twain, 
but one flesh. What therefore God 
hath joined together, let not man put 
asunder. 

7 They say unto him, Why did Mo- 
ses then command to give a writing 
of divorcement, and to put her away ? 

8 He- saith unto them, Moses be- 
cause of the hardness of your hearts 
suffered you to put away your wives : 
but from the beginning it was not so.

6 And the chief priests took the sil- 
ver pieces, and said, It is not lawful 
for to put them into the treasury, be- 
cause it is the price of blood, 

7 And they took counsel, and bought 
with them the potter’s field, to bury 
strangers in. 

8 Wherefore that field was called, 
The field of blood, unto this day. 

9 Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremy the prophet, say- 
ing, And they took the thirty pieces 
of silver, the price of him that was 
valued, whom they of the children of 
Israel did value ; 

TO And gave them for the potter’s 
field, as the Lord appointed me. 

11 And Jesus stood before the go- 
vernor : and the governor asked him. 
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saying, Art tlioii the King of the Jews ? 
.And Jesus said unto him. Thou sayest. 

12 And .when he was, accused of the 
chief priests and elders, he answered 
nothing.

20 But the chief priests and elders 
persuaded the multitude that they 
should ask Barabbas, and destroy Je- 
sus. 

21 The governor answered and said 
unto them, Whether of the twain will 
ye- that I release unto you ? They 
said, Barabbas. 

22 Pilate saith unto them, What 
shall I do then with Jesus which is 
called Christ ? They all say unto him, 
Let him be crucified. 

23 And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they 
cried out the more, saying, Let him be 
crucified. 

24 .*fF When Pilate saw that he could 
prevail nothing, but rather a tu- 
mult was made, he took water, and 
washed his hands before the multi- 
tude, saying, I am, innocent of the 
blood of this just person : see ye to it. 

25 Then answered all the people, and

36 And sitting down they watched 
him there ; 

37 And set up over his head his ac- 
cusation written, THIS IS JESUS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

38 Then were there two thieves cru- 
cified with him, one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. 

39 IF And they that passed by reviled 
him, wagging their heads, 

' 40 And saying, Thou that destroyest 
the temple, and buildest it in three 
days, save thyself. If thou be the Son 
of God, come down from the cross. 
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■ 41 Likewise ;aiso tlie chief .priests 
inockiiig ,/wm, with ' the scribes and^ 
elders,. said, ' 

42. He saved others ; himself he can- 
not save. If he be the King of Israel, 
let Mm now come down from the cross, 
and we will believe him. 

43 He trusted in G-od ; let him de- 
liver him now, if he will have him :

44 The thieves, also, which were cru- 
cified with Mm, east the same in .his 
teeth. 

45 Now from the sixth hour there 
was darkness over all the land unto 
the ninth hour. 

46 And about the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, 
Eli, lama sabachthani ? that is to say, 
My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me ? 

47 Some of them that stood there, 
when they heard ihat^ said, This man 
calieth for Elias. 

48 And straightway one of them ran, 
and took a spunge, and filled it with 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink. 

49 The rest said, Let be, let us see 
whether Elias will come to save him. 

50 IT J esus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the ghost. 

51 And, behold, the veil of the tem- 
ple was rent in twain from the top to 
the bottom ; and the earth did qua,ke, 
and the rocks rent ; 

52 And the graves w'-ere opened ; and 
many bodies of the saints which slept 
arose, 

53 And came out of the graves after 
his resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many.

60 And laid it in his own iiewr tomb, 
v/hich he had hewn out in the rock : 
and he rolled a great stone to the door 
of the sepulchre, and departed. 

61 And there was Mary Magdalene, 
and the other Mary, sitting over a- 
gainst the sepulchre. 

62 ®[T Now the next day, that fol- 
lowed the day of the preparation, the 
chief priests and Pharisees came to- 
gether unto Pilate, 

63 Saying, Sir, we remember that that 
deceiver said, while he was yet alive, 
After three days I will rise again. 

64 Gomniand therefore that the se- 
pulchre be made sure until the third 
day, lest Ms disciples come by night, 
and steal him aw’ay, and say unto the 
people. He is risen from the dead : so 
the last error shall be worse than the 
first. 

65 Pilate said unto them, Ye have 
a w^atch : go your w^ay, make it as 
sure as ye can. 

66 So they went, and made the se- 
pulchre' sure, sealing the stone, and 
setting a watch. 

CHAPTER 28/.' 

I N the end of the sabbath,, as it began 
to dawn toward the first day of the 
week, came Mary Magdalene and the 
other Mary to see the sepulchre. V 
2 And, behold, there was. a great 
earthquake :■ for the angel of the Lord ■. 
descended from heaven, and. came and.

and sat upon it. 

3 His countenance was like lightning, 
and his raiment white as snow : 
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4 And for fear of the keepers

6 He is not here : for he is risen, as 
he said.

haA^e told you. 

8 And they departed quickly from 
the sepulchre Avith fear and great joy ; 
and did run to bring his disciples Avord. 

9 IT And as they went to tell his dis- 
ciples, behold, Jesus met them, say- 
ing, All hail. And they came and held 
him by the feet, and worshipped him. 

10 Then said Jesus unto them, Be 
not afraid : go tell my brethren that 
they go into Galilee, and there shall 
they see me. 

11 ®iT Noav when they were going, 
behold, some of the watch came into 
the city, and shewed unto the chief 
priests all the things that were done. 

12 And when they were assembled

soldiers, 

13 Saying, Say ye, His disciples came 
by night, and stole him .amag while 
we slept. 

14 And if this 'tjoine to the goA^er- 
nor’s ears, we AAdil persuade 'him, and 
secure you. 

15 So they took the money, and did^ 
as they were taught : and this saying 
is commonly reported among the Jews 
until this day. 

16 IF Then the eleven' disciples went 
aAvay into Galilee, into a mountain 
Avliere Jesus had appointed them. 

17 And Avhen they saAv him, they^ 
worshipped him : but some doubted. 

18 And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, All poAver is given unto 
me in heaven and in earth. 

19 Go ye therefore, and teach aU 
nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost : 

20 Teaching them to obseiwe all 
things whatsoever I have coniniaiided 
you : and, io, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world. A-

0HA.PTER 1. 

T he beginning of the gospel of Je- 
sus Christ, the Son of God ; 

2 As it is Avritten in the prophets, 
.'Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face,' which shall prepare thy way 
before thee., 

3 The voice of one crying in the wil- 
■derness,. Prepare' ye the way of the 
Lord, make Ms paths straight. 

4 John did baptize in the wilderness, 
and preach the baptism of repentance 
for the . remission of ' sins. 

5 And there went out unto him all 
the land of Judaea, and they of Jeru- 


salem, and were all baptized of him in 
the riA^er of Jordan, confessing their 
sins. 

6 And John was clothed with ca- 
mePs hair, and with a girdle of a skin 
about Ms loins ; and he did eat locusts 
and Avild honey ; 

7 And preached, saying, There com- 
eth one mightier than I after me, the 
latchet of whose shoes I am not Avorthy 
to stoop doAvn and unloose. 

8 I indeed have baptized you witk 
water : but he shall baptize yon with 
the Holy Ghost. 

9 And it came to pass in those days,^ 
that Jesus came from Nazareth of 
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(xaliiee, and' was' bai>tized of Joim in 
Joi?dan.' : ' ; ■ ^ . 

10 And straiglitway coming up out 
of tbo water, lie saw the heavens 
opened, ' and the Spirit like a dove de- 
scending upon him : 

11' And there came a voice from 
heaven, saying^ Thou art my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

12 And immediately the Spirit driv- 
8th him into the wilderness. 

13 And he was there in the wilder- 
ness forty days, tempted of Satan; 
and was with the "wild beasts ; and the 
angels ministered unto him. 

14 Now after that John was put in 
prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom 
of God, 

15 And saying, The time is fulfilled, 
and the kingdom of God is at hand : 
repent ye, and believe the gospel, 

16 Now as he walked by the sea of 
Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew his 
brother casting a net into the sea : for 
they were fishers. 

17 And Jesus said unto them, Come 
ye after me, and I will make you to 
become fishers of men, 

18 And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed him. 

19 And when he had gone a little 
farther thence, he saw James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, who 
also were in the ship mending their 
nets. 

20 And straightway he called them : 
and they left their father Zebedee in 
the ship with the hired servants, and 
went after him. 

21 And they went into Capernaum ; 
and straightway on the sabbath day 
he entered into the synagogue, and 
taught. 

22 And they were astonished at his 
doctrine : for lie taught them as one 
that had authority, and not as the 
scribes. 

23 And there was in their synagogue 
a man with an unclean spirit ; and he 
cried out, 

24 Saying, Let tis alone ; what have 


we to do with thee, thou Jesus of Na- 
zareth ? art thou come to destroy us ? 

I know thee who thou art, the . Holy 
One of God, 

25 And Jesus rebuked. Mm, saying, 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 

26 And when the unclean spirit: had 
torn Mm, and cried with a loud voice, 
he came out of him. 

27 And they were all amazed, iiiso- ' 
much that they questioned among 
themselves, saying, What thing is 
this ? what new doctrine is this f for 
with authority commandeth he even 
the unclean spirits, and they do obey 
him, 

28 And immediately his fame spread 
abroad throughout all the region round 
about Galilee. 

29 And forthwith, when they were 
come out of the synagogue, they en- 
tered into the house of Simon and An- 
drew, with James and John. 

30 But Simon’s wife’s mother lay 
sick of a fever, and anon they tell him 
of her. 

31 And he came and took her by the 
hand, and lifted her up ; and imme- 
diately the fever left her, and she 
ministered unto them. 

32 And at even, when the sun did 
set, they brought unto him all that 
were diseased, and them that were pos- 
sessed with devils. 

33 And all the city was gathered to- 
gether at the door. 

34 And he healed many that were 
sick of divers diseases, and cast out 
many devils ; and suffered not the de- 
vils to speak, because they knew Mm. 

35 And in the morning, rising up a 
great while before day, he went out, 
and departed into a solitary place, and 
there prayed. 

36 And Simon and they that were 
with Mm followed after Mm. 

37 And when they had found him, 
they said unto Mm, All mew seek for 
thee, . 

38 And he said unto them, Let us go 
into the next towns, that I may preach 
there also : for therefore came I forth. 
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■:39 Anci he pimche in their syiia- | 
gogiies. tlironghout ail ,G-aIiIee, .and i 
east out devils. 'I 

■ 40 And , there came a leper to him, I 
beseeching him, ■ and ' kneeling down I 
to Mm, and saying unto him, If thon 
wilt, thon canst make me clean. 

41 And J esns, moved with compas- 
sion, put forth Ms hand, and touch- 
ed him, and saith unto him, I will ; be 
thoii clean. 

42 And as soon as he had spoken, 

immediately the leprosy departed from 
him, and he was cleansed. | 

43 And he straitly charged him, and ; 

forthwith sent him away ; I 

44 And saith unto him, See thou say | 
nothing to any man : but go thy way, ^ 
shew thyself to the priest, and offer 
for thy cleansing those things which 
Moses commanded, for a testimony 
unto them. 

45 But he went out, and began to 
publish it much, and to blaze abroad 
the matter, insomuch that Jesus could 
no more openly enter into the city, 
but was without in desert places : and 
they came to him from every quarter. 

" 'CHAPTER 2. 

A nd again he entered into Caper- 
- iiaum after some days ; and it was 
noised that he was in the house. 

2 And straightway many were ga- 
thered together, insomuch that there 
was no room to receive them, no, not 
so much as about the door ; and he 
preached the word unto them. 

3 And they come unto him, bringing 
one sick of the palsy, which was borne 
of four. 

4 And when they could not come nigh 
unto him for the press, they uncovered 
the roof where he was : and when they 
had broken it up, they let down the 
bed wherein the sick of the palsy lay. 
5 When Jesus saw their faith, he said 
unto the sick of the palsy, Son, thy 
sins be forgiven thee. 

6 But there were certain of the scribes 
sitting there, and reasoning in their 
hearts, 


7 Why doth this ma^i thus speak 
blasphemies 1 who can forgive sins but 
Grodonly? 

8 And immediately when Jesus per- 
ceived in his spirit that they so rea- 
soned within themselves, he said unto 
them, Why reason ye these things in 
your hearts? 

9 Whether is it easier to say to the 
sick of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven 
thee; or to say, Arise, and take up 
thy bed, and walk? 

10 But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath power on earth to 
forgive sins, {he saith to the sick of 
the palsy,) 

111 say unto thee, Arise, and take 
up thy bed, and go thy way into thine 
house. 

12 And immediately he arose, took 
up the bed, and went forth before them 
all ; insomuch that they were all a- 
mazed, and glorified God, saying, We 
never saw it on this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again by the 
sea side ; and all the multitude resort- 
ed unto him, and he taught them. 

14 And as he passed by, he saw Levi 
the son of Alphaeus sitting at the re- 
ceipt of custom, and said unto him, 
Follow me. And he arose and followed 
him. 

15 And it came to pass, that, as Jesus 
sat at meat in his house, many publi- 
cans and sinners sat also together with 
Jesus and his disciples : for there were 
many, and they followed him. 

16 And when the scribes and Phari- 
sees saw him eat with publicans and 
sinners, they said imto his disciples, 
How is it that he eateth and drinketh 
with publicans and sinners ? 

17 When Jesus heard it^ he saith 
unto them. They that are whole have 
no need of the physician, but they that 
I are sick : I came not to call the righ- 
teous, but sinners to repentance. 

18 And the disciples of John and of 
the Pharisees used to fast : and they 
come and say unto him, Why do the 
disciples of John and of the Pharisees 
fast, but thy disciples fast not ?

19 And Jesus '.said unto them, ■Can ' 
the children of the brideehamber fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them? 
as long as they' have the bridegroom 
with them, they cannot fast. 

20 But the days will come, when the 

bridegroom shall be taken away from I 
them, and then shall they fast in those ! 
days. ' 

21 No nmii.also seweth a piece of new 
cloth on an old garment : else the new 
piece that filled it up taketh away from 
the old, and the rent is made worse. 

22 And no man piitteth new wine 
into old bottles : else the new wine 
doth burst the bottles, and the wine is 
spilled, and the bottles will be marred : 
but new wine must be put into new 
bottles. 

23 And it came to pass, that he went 
through the corn fields on the sabbath 
day ; and his disciples began, as they 
went, to pluck the ears of corn. 

24 And the Pharisees said unto him, 
Behold, why do they on the sabbath 
clay that which is not lawful ? 

25 And he said unto them, Have ye 
never read what David did, when he 
had need, and was an hungr^, he, and 
they that were with him ? 

26 Hoxv he went into the house of 
God in the days of Abiathar the high 
priest, ^ and did eat the shewbread, 
which is not lawful to eat but for the 
priests, and gave also to them which 
were with Mm ? 

27 And he said unto them, The sab- 
bath was made for man, and not man 
for the sabbath : 

28 Therefore the Son of man is Lord 
also of the sabbath.

how that the blind see, the lame walk, 
the lepers are cleansed, the deaf hear, 
the dead are raised, to the poor the 
gospel is preached. 

23 And blessed is he^ whosoever shall 
not be offended in me. 

24 11 And when the messengers of 
John were departed, he began to speak 
unto the people concerning John, What 
went ye out into the wilderness for to 
see? A reed shaken with the wind ? 

25 But Vvdiat went ye out for to see ? 
A man clothed in soft raiment ? Be- 
hold, they which are gorgeously ap- 
parelled, and live delicately, are in 
kings’ courts. 

26 But what vrent ye out for to see ? 
A prophet ? Yea, I say unto you, and 
much more than a prophet. 

27 This is Jie^ of whom it is written, 
Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face, which shall prepare thy way 

i- before thee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among those 
^ that ^*e born of women there is not a 

prophet than J ohn the Baptist : 
but he that is least in the kingdom of 
; God is gi'eater than he. 

\ 29 And ail the people that heard him, 

1 , and the publicans, justified God, being 

! baptized with the baptism of John. 

• 30 But the Pharisees and lawyers 

I rejected the counsel of God against 
I themselves, being not baptized of him. 

31 IT And the Lord said, Whereun- 
j to then shall I liken the men of this 

1 generation? and to what are they 

j like ? 

i 32 They are like unto children sitting 

; in the marketplace, and calling one 
to another, and saying, We have piped 
unto you, and ye have not danced ; 
we have mourned to you, and ye have 
not wept. 

33 For John the Baptist came nei- 
; ther eating bread nor drinking wine ; 

and ye say, He hath a devil. 

34 The Son of man is come eating 
and drinking ; and ye say, Behold a 


gluttonous man, and a winebibber, a 
friend of publicans and sinners ! 

35 But wisdom is justified of all her 
children. 

36 IF And one of the Pharisees de- 
sired him that he would eat with him. 
And he went into the Pharisee’s house, 
and sat down to meat. 

37 And, behold, a woman in the city, 
which was a sinner, when she knew 
that Jesus s&t at meat in the Phari- 
see’s house, brought an alabaster box 
of ointment, 

38 And stood at his feet behind 
weeping, and began to wash his feet 
with tears, and did wipe them with the 
hairs of her head, and kissed Ms feet, 
and anointed them with the ointment. 

39 Now when the Pharisee which had 
bidden him saw it, he spake within 
himself, saying, This man, if he were 
a prophet, would have known who and 
what manner of woman this that 
toucheth him : for she is a sinner. 

40 And Jesus answering said unto 
him, Simon, I have somewhat to say 
unto thee. And he saith. Master, 
say on. 

41 There was a certain creditor which 
had two debtors : the one owed five 
hundred pence, and the other fifty. 

42 And when they had nothing to 
pay, he frankly forgave them both. 
Tell me therefore, which of them will 
love him most ? 

43 Simon answered and said, I sup- 
pose that he, to whom he forgave 
most. ^ And he said unto him, Thou 
hast rightly j udged . 

44 And he turned to the woman, 
and said unto Simon, Seest thou this 
woman? I entered into thine house, 
thou gavest me no water for my feet: 
but she hath washed my feet with 
tears, and v/iped them with the hairs 
of her head. 

45 Thou gavest me no kiss : but this 
woman since the time I came in hath 
not ceased to kiss my feet. 

46 My head with oil thou didst not 
anoint : but this w^oman hath anoint- 
ed my feet with ointment. 
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47 Wherefore I say iinto, thee. Her 
sins, whieh. are iiiaiiy, are forgiven; 
for she loved much :: but to whom lit- 
tle is forgiven, the same loveth little. 

48 And he said unto her, Thy sins 
are forgiven. . 

49 And they that sat at meat with 
him began to say within themselves, 
Who is this that forgiveth sins also? 

50 And he said to the woman, Thy 
faith' hath saved thee; go in peace. 

CHAPTER 8. 

AND it came to pass after-ward, that 

L he went throughout every city and 
village, preaching and shewing the 
glad tidings of the kingdom of God : 
and the twelve were with him, 

2 And certain women, which had 
been healed of evil spirits and infir- 
mities, Mary called Magdalene, out of 
whom went seven devils, 

3 And Joanna the wife of Chuza 
Herod’s steward, and Susanna, and 
many others, which ministered unto 
him of their substance. 

4 IT And when much people were 
gathered together, and were come to 
him out of every city, he spake by a 
pai’able: 

5 A sower went out to sow his seed: 
and as he sowed, some fell by the way 
side ; and it was trodden down, and 
the fowls of the air devoured it. 

6 And some fell upon a rock ; and as 
soon as it was sprung up, it withered 
away, because it lacked moisture. 

7 And some fell among thorns ; and 
the thorns sprang up with it, and 
choked it. 

8 And other fell on good ground, and 
sprang up, and bare fruit an hundred- 
fold. And when he had said these 
things, he cried, He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear. 

9 And his disciples asked him, say- 
ing, What might this parable be? 

10 And he said, Fnto you it is given 
to know the mysteries of the kingdom 
of God: but to others in parables; 
that seeing they might not see, and 
hearing they might not understand. 


11 Now the parable is this; The 
seed is the word of God. 

12 Those' by the way side are^ they 
that hear; then cometh the devil, and 
taketh away the word out of their 
hearts, lest they should believe and be 
saved. 

13 They on the rock are they, -which, 
when they hear, receive the word with 
joy; and these have no root, -^.vhich 
for a while believe, and in time of 
temptation fall aw^ay. 

14 And that which fell among thorns 
are they, %vhich, when they have heard, 
go forth, and are choked •^vith cares 
and riches and pleasures of pits life, 
and bring no fruit to perfection. 

15 But that on the good ground are 
they, which in an honest and good 
heart, having heard the word, keep it, 
and bring forth fruit with patience. 

16 IF No man, when he hath lighted 
a candle, covereth it with a vessel, or 
putteth it under a bed ; but setteth it 
on a candlestick, that they which en- 
ter in ma,y see the light. 

17 For nothing is secret, that shall 
not be made manifest ; neither a^iy 
thing hid, that shall not be known 
and come abroad. 

18 Take heed therefore how ye hear ; 
for whosoever hath, to him shall be 
given ; and whosoever hath not, from 
him shall be taken even that which 
he seemeth to have. 

19 IF Then came to him his mother 
and his brethren, and could not come 
at him for the press. 

20 And it was told him by certain 
which said. Thy mother and thy bre- 
thren stand without, desiring to see 
thee. 

21 And he answered and said unto 
them, My mother and my brethren 
are these which hear the word of God, 
and do it. 

22 % Now it came to pass on a cp- 
tain day, that he went into a ship with 
his disciples : and he said unto them, 
Let us go over unto the other side of 
the lake. And they launched forth. 

23 But as they sailed he fell asleep: 
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and there caBie down a storm of wind what was done, they fled, and went and: ■ 


on the lake ; and they were filled with 
%vate)% and were in jeopardy. 

24 ' And. they came to him, and a- 
woke'Mm, saying, Master, master, we 
perish. Then he arose, and rebuked 
the wind and the raging of the water : 
and they ceased, and there was. a calm. 

25 And he said unto them, Where is 
your faith? And they being afraid 
wondered, saying one to another, What 
manner of man is this ! for he com- 
mandeth even the winds and water, 
and they obey him. 

26 IT And they arrived at the coun- 
try of the Gadarenes, which is over 
against Galilee. 

27 And when he went forth to land, 
there met him out of the city a certain 
man, which had devils long time, and 
ware no clothes, neither abode in any 
house, but in the tombs. 

28 When he saw Jesus, he cried out, 
and fell down before him, and with a 
loud voice said, What have I to do 
with thee, Jesus, thou Son of God 
most high ? I beseech thee, torment 
me not. 

29 (For he had commanded the un- 
clean spirit to come out of the man. 
For oftentimes it had caught him : and 
he was kept bound with chains and in 
fetters ; and he brake the bands, and 
was driven of the devil into the wil- 
derness.) 

30 And Jesus asked him, saying. 
What is thy name ? And he said. Le- 
gion I because many devils were en- 
tered into him. 

31 And they besought him that he 
would not command them to go out 
into the deep. 

32 And there was there an herd of 
many swine feeding on the mountain : 
and they besought him that he would 
suffer them to enter into them. And 
he suffered them. 

33 Then went the devils out of the 
man, and entered into the swine : and 
the herd ran violently down a steep 
place into the lake, and were choked. 

34 When they that fed them saw

38 Now the man out of whom the 
devils were departed besought him that 
he might be with him : but Jesus sent 
him away, saying, 

39 Return to thine own house, and 
shew how great things God hath done 
unto thee. And he went his way, and 
published throughout the whole city 
how great things Jesus had done unto 
him. 

40 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jesus was returned, the people gladly 
received him: for they were all wait- 
ing for him. 

41 If And, behold, there came a man 
named Jairus, and he was a ruler of 
the synagogue: and he fell down at 
Jesus’ feet, and besought him that he 
would come into his house : 

42 For he had one only daughter, 
about twelve years of age, and she lay 
a dying. But as he went the people 
thronged him. 

43 And a woman having an issue 
of blood twelve years, which had spent 
all her living upon physicians, neither 
could be healed of any, 

44 Came behind him^ and touched 
the border of his garment : and imme- 
diately her issue of blood stanched.

24 For whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it : but whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake, the same shall 
save it. 

25 For what is a man advantaged, 
if he gain the whole world, and lose 
himself, or be cast away ? 

26 For whosoever shall be ashamed 
of me and of my words, of him shall 
the Son of man be ashamed, when he 
shall come in his own glory, and in 
his Father’s, and of the holy angels. 

27 But I tell you of a truth, there be 
some standing here, which shall not 
taste of death, till they see the king- 
dom of God. 

28 IF And it came to pass about an 
eight days after these sayings, he took 
Peter and John and James, and went 
up into a mountain to pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the fashion of 
Ills countenance was altered, and Ms 
raiment was white and glistering. 

30 And, behold, there talked with him 
two men, which were Moses and Elias : 

31 Who appeared in glory, and spake 


of his decease which he should accom- 
plish at J erusalem. 

32 But Peter and they that were 
him were heavy with sleep : and when 
they were awake,., they 'saw his glory, 
and the two men that stood with him.

39 And, io, a spirit taketh him, and 
he suddenly crieth out ; and it teareth 
him that he foameth again, and bruis- 
ing him hardly departeth from Mm. 

40 And I besought thy disciples to 
cast Mm out ; and they could not. 

41 And Jesus answering said, 0 
faithless and perverse generation, how 
long shall I be with you, and suifer 
you ? Bring thy son hither. 

42 And as he was yet a coming, the 
devil threw him down, and tare him. 
And Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit, 
and healed the child, and delivered 
Mm again to his father. 

43 ^ And they were all amazed at 
the mighty power of God. But while 
they wondered every one at all things 
which Jesus did, he said unto his dis- 
ciples,

they perceived it not : and they fear-

46 IF Then there arose a ,re,asoning

47 And Jesus, perceivingthe thought 
of their heart, took a child, and set 
Mm by him, 

48 And said unto them. Whosoever 
shall receive this child in my name 
receiveth me : and whosoever shall re- 
ceive me receiveth him that sent me : 
for he that is least among you all, 
the same shall be great. 

49 IF And John answered and said, 
Master, we saw one casting out devils 
ill thy name ; and we forbad him, be- 
cause he folio weth not with us, 

50 And Jesus said unto him, Forbid 
him not : for he that is not against us 
is for us. 

51 IF And it came to pass, when the 
time was come that he should be re- 
ceived up, he stedfastly set his face 
to go to Jerusalem, 

52 And sent messengers before his 
face : and they went, and entered into 
a village of the Samaritans, to make 
ready for him, 

53 And they did not receive him, be- 
cause his face was as though he would 
go to Jerusalem. 

54 And when his disciples James and 
John saw this, they said, Lord, wilt 
thou that we command fire to come 
down from heaven, and consume them, 
..even as Elias did ? 

55 But he turned, and rebuked them, 
and said, Ye know not what manner 
of spirit ye are of. 

56 For the Son of man is not come to 
destroy men’s lives, but to save i/iew. 
And they went to another village. 

57 *1F And it came to pass, that, as 
they went in the way, a certain man 
said unto him, Lord, I will follow thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 


The seventy sent forth, 

58 And Jesus said unto him, Foxes 
have holes, and birds of the air have 
nests; but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay head. 

59 And he said unto another, Follow 
me. But he said, Lord, suffer me first 
to go and bury my father, 

60 Jesus said unto him, Let the 
dead bury their dead : but go thou and 
preach the kingdom of God. 

61 And anotiher also said,. Lord, I 
will follow thee; but let me first go 
bid them farewell, which are at home 
at my house. 

62 And Jesus said unto him, No 
man, having put his hand to the 
plough, and looking back, is lit for 
the kingdom of God. 

CHAPTER 10. 

AFTER these things the Lord ap- 
iX pointed other seventy also, and 
sent them two and two before his face 
into every city and place, whither he 
himself would come. 

2 Therefore said he unto them, The 
harvest truly is great, hut the labour- 
ers are few: pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that he would 
send forth labourers into his harvest. 

3 Go your ways : behold, I send you 
forth as lambs among wolves. 

4 Carry neither purse, nor scrip, nor 
shoes ; and salute no man by the way. 

5 And into whatsoever house ye en- 
ter, first say, Peace he to this house. 

6 And if the son of peace be there, 
your peace shall rest upon it : if not, 
it shall turn to you again, 

7 And in the same house remain, eat- 
ing and drinking such things as they 
give : for the labourer is worthy of Ms 
hire. Go not from house to house. 

8 And into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you, eat such things 
as are set before you : 

9 And heal the sick that are therein, 
and say unto them, The kingdom of 
God is come nigh unto you. 

10 But into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you not, go your ways 
I out into the streets of the same, and say, 
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11 Even the very dust of your city, 
■which cleaveth on ns, we do wipe off 
against yon : notwithstanding be ye 
s tire of this, that the kingdom of Grod 
is. come nigh nnto yon. 

12 But I say nnto yon, that it shall 
be more tolerable in that day for So- 
dom, than for that city. 

13 Woe nnto thee, Chorazin! woe 
nnto thee, Bethsaida ! for if the migh- 
ty works had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, which have been done in yon, 
they had a great while ago repented, 
sitting in sackcloth and ashes. 

14 Bnt it shall be more tolerable for !

Satan as lightning fall from heaven. 

19 Behold, I give unto you power to 
tread on serpents and scorpions, and 
over all the power of the enemy: 
and nothing shall by any means hurt 
you. 

20 Notwithstanding in this rejoice 
not, that the spirits are subject unto 
you ; but rather rejoice, because your 
names are written in heaven. 

21 IF In that hour Jesus rejoiced in 
spirit, and said, I thank thee, O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, that thou 
hast hid these things from the wise 
and prudent, and hast revealed them 
unto babes : even so, Father ; for so 
it seemed good in thy sight. 

22 All things are delivered to me of 
my Father : and no man knoweth who 
the Son is, but the Father ; and who 
the Father is, but the Son, and he to 
whom the Son will reveal him, 

23 IT And he turned him unto 
disciples, and said privately, Blessed 
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mind; and thy neighbour as thjrself. 

28 And he said unto him, Thou hast 
answered right: this do, and thou 
shalt live. 

29 But he, willing to justify him- 
self, said unto Jesus, And who is my 
neighbour? 

30 And Jesus answering said, A cer- 
tain man went down from Jerusalem 
to Jericho, and fell among thieves, 
which stripped him of his raiment, and 
wounded him, and departed, leaving 
him half dead. 

31 And by chance there came down a 
certain priest that way: and when he 
saw him, he passed by on the other side.

10 It was Mary Magdalene, and Jo- 
anna, and Mary the mother of Janies, 
and other women tha t were with, them, 
which told these things unto the a- 
postles. 

1 1 And their words seemed to them as 
idle tales, and they believed them not. 

12 Then arose Peter, and ran unto 
the sepulchre ; and stooping down, he 
beheld the linen clothes laid by them- 
selves, and departed, wondering in 
himself at that which was come to pass. 

13 IF And, behold, two of them went 
that same day to a village called 
Emmaus, which was from Jerusalem 
about threescore furlongs. 

14 And they talked together of all 
these things which had happened. 

15 And it came to pass, that, while 
they communed toge ther and reasoned, 
Jesus himself drew near, and went 
with them.

A FTER this there was a feast of the

the Hebrew tongue Bethesda, having 
five porches. 

^ 3 In these lay a great multitude of 
Impotent folk, of blind, halt, withered, 
waiting for the moving of the water. 

4 For an angel went down at a certain 
season into the pool, and troubled the 
water : whosoever then first after the 
troubling of the water stepped in was 
made whole of whatsoever disease he 
had. 

5 And a certain man was there, 
which had an infirmity thirty and 
eight years. 

6 When Jesus saw him lie, and knew 
that he had been now a long time in 
that case, h.e saith unto him, Wilt 
thou be made whole ? 

7 The impotent man answered him, 
Sir, I have no man, when the water 
is troubled, to put me into the pool: 
but while I am coming, another step- 
peth down before me.

21 For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them ; even so 
the Son quickeneth whom he will.

23 That all men should honour the 
Son, even as they honour the Father, 
He that honoureth not the Son ho- 
noureth not the Father which hath 
sent him.

Ye have neither heard his voice 
at any time, nor seen his shape. 

38 And ye have not his v/ord abiding 
in you : for whom he hath sent, him 
ye believe not.

47 But if ye believe not his writings, 
how shall ye believe my words? 

CHAPTER 6. 

A FTER these things Jesus went over 
Xx the sea of Galilee, which is the 
sea of Tiberias. 

2 And a great multitude followed 
him, because they saw his miracles 
which he did on them that were dis- 
eased.

8 One of his disciples, Andrew, Si- 
mon Peter’s brother, saith unto him, 

9 There is a lad here, which hath five 
barley loaves, and two small fishes 5 
but what are they among so many ? 
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,10', And Jesus said, Make the men sit 
down.. Now there was much grass in. 
the , place. ' So the men sat down, in 
Biimber. about, hve thousand. 

11 And Jesus took the loaves ; and 
when he had given thanks, he distri- 
buted to. the disciples, and the disei- 
pjes'' to them that were set down ; and 
likewise of the fishes as much as they 
would.' 

12 When they were filled, he said 
unto his disciples, G-ather up the frag- 
ments that remain, that nothing be 
lost. , 

13 Therefore they gathered them to- 
gether, and filled twelve baskets with 
the fragments of the five barley loaves, 
which remained over and above unto 
them that had eaten. 

14 Then those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Jesus did, said. 
This is of a truth that prophet that 
should come into the world. 

15 IF W'hen Jesus therefore perceiv- 
ed that they would come and take him 
by force, to make him a king, he de- 
parted again into a mountain himself 
alone. 

16 And when even was now come, 
his disciples went down unto the sea, 

17 And entered into a ship, and 
went over the sea toward Capernaum, t 
And it was now dark, and Jesus was 
not come to them. 

18 And the sea arose by reason of a 
great wind that blew. 

19 So when they had rowed about 
five and twenty or thirty furlongs, 
they see Jesus walking on the sea, and 
drawing nigh unto the ship : and they 
were afraid. 

' 20;, But he saith unto them, It is I; 
be not afraid. 

21 Then they willingly received him 
into the ship : and immediately the 
ship was at the land whither they 
went. 

22 IT The day following, when the 
people which stood on the other side 
of the sea saw that there was none 
other boat there, save that one where- 
into his disciples were entered, and

24 When the people therefore saw 
that Jesus was not there, neither his 
disciples, they also took shipping, and 
came to Capernaum, seeking for Jesus. 

25 And when they had found him 
on the other side of the sea, they said 
unto Mm, Rabbi, when earnest thou 
hither ? 

26 Jesus answered them and said, 
Yerily, verily, I say unto you, Ye seek 
me, not because ye saw the miracles, 
but because ye did eat of the loaves, 
and were filled. 

27 Labour not for the meat which 
perisheth, but for that meat which en- 
dureth unto everlasting life, which the 
Son of man shall give unto you : for 
him hath God the Father sealed. 

28 Then said they unto him, What 
shall we do, that we might work the 
works of God? 

29 Jesus answered and said unto 
them. This is the work of God, that 
ye believe on him whom he hath sent. 

30 They said therefore unto him, 
What sign shewest thou then, that we 
may see, and believe thee? what dost 
thou work ? 

31 Our fathers did eat manna in the 
desert ; as it is written, He gave them 
bread from heaven to eat. 

32 Then Jesus said unto them, Ye- 
rily, verily, I say unto you, Moses 
gave you not that bread from heaven ;

bread from heaven. 

33 For the bread of God is he which 
cometh down from heaven, and giveth 
life unto the world. 

34 Then said they unto Mm, Lord, 
evermore give us this bread. 

35 And Jesus said unto them, I am 
the bread of life : he that cometh to 
me shall never hunger; and he that 
believeth on me shall never thirst. 
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36 But I said unto you, That ye also' I 
have seen me, and believe not. 

37 All that the Father giveth me 
shall come to me ; and him that com- 
etli to me I will in no wise' cast out. 

38 For I came down from heaven, 
not to do mine own will, but the will : 
of iiim that sent me. 

39 And this is the Father’s will ; 
which hath sent me, that of all which I 
he hath given me I should lose no- | 
thing, but should raise it up again at 
the last day. 

40 And this is the will of him that 
sent me, that every one which seeth 
the Son, and believeth on him, may 
have everlasting life : and I will raise 
him up at the last day. 

41 The Jews then murmured at him, 
because he said, I am the bread which 
came down from heaven. 

42 And they said, Is not this Jesus, 
the son of Joseph, whose father and 
mother we know ? how is it then that 
he saith, I came down from heaven % 

43 Jesus therefore answered and said 
unto them, Murmur not among your- 
selves. 

44 No man can come to me, except 
the Father which hath sent me draw 
him : and I will raise him up at the 
last day. 

45 It is written in the prophets. 
And they shall be all taught of God. 
Every man therefore that hath heard, 
and hath learned of the Father, com- 
eth unto me. 

46 Not that any man hath seen the 
Father, save he which is of God, he 
hath seen the Father. 

47 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that believeth on me hath ever- 
lasting life. 

48 I am that bread of life. 

49 Your fathers did eat manna in 
the wilderness, and are dead. 

50 This is the bread which cometh 
down from heaven, that a man may 
eat thereof, and not die. 

51 I am the living bread which came 
down from heaven : if any man eat of 
this bread, he shall live for ever : and 


the bread that I will give is my flesh, 
which I will give for the life' of,, the 
world. 

52 The Jews therefore strove among 
themselves, saying. How can- this man 
give us his flesh to eat ? 

53 Then Jesus said unto them, Ve- 
rily, verily, I say unto you, Except ye 
eat the flesh of the Son of man, and 
drink his blood, ye have no life in you. 

54 Whoso eateth my flesh, and drink- 
eth my blood, hath eternal life ; and I 
will raise him up at the last day. 

55 For my flesh is meat indeed, and 
my blood is drink indeed. 

56 He that eateth my flesh, and 
drinketh my blood, dwelleth in me, 
and I in him. 

57 As the living Father hath sent me, 
and I live by the Father ; so he that 
eateth me, even he shall live by me. 

58 This is that bread which came 
down from heaven: not as your fathers 
did eat manna, and are dead : he that 
eateth of this bread shall live for ever, 

59 These things said he in the syna- 
gogue, as he taught in Capernaum. 

60 Many therefore of his disciples, 
when they had heard this^ said, This 
is an hard saying ; who can hear it 1 

61 When Jesus knew in himself that

27 Peace I leave with you, my peace I 
give unto you : not as the world giveth, 
give I unto you. Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be afraid. 

28 Ye have heard how I said unto 
you, I go away, and come apam unto 
you. If ye loved me, ye would rej oice, 
because I said, I go unto the Father : 
for my Father is greater than I. 

29 And now I have told you before 
it come to pass, that, when it is come 
to pass, ye might believe. 

30 Hereafter I will not talk much 
with you : for the prince of this world 
cometh, and hath nothing in me. 

31 But that the world may know that 
I love the Father ; and as the Father 
gave me commandment, even so I do. 
Arise, let us go hence. 

^ 15. 

I AM the true vine, and my Father 
is the husbandman. 

2 Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit he taketh away : and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth 
it, that it may bring forth more fruit. 


3 Now ye are clean through the word,, 
which I have spoken unto you. ^ 

4 Abide in me, and I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, ex- 
cept it abide in the vine ; po more can 
ye, except ye abide in me. 

5 I am the vine, ye are the branches ■: 
He that abideth in me, and I in Mm^ 
the same bringetli forth much fruit: 
for without me ye can do nothing. 

6 If a man abide not in me, he is cast 
forth as a branch, and is withered; 
and men gather them, and cast them 
into the fire, and they are burned. 

7 If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will^ 
and it shall be done unto you. 

8 Herein is my Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit ; so shall ye be my 
disciples. 

9 As the Father hath loved me, so have 
I loved you: continue ye in my love. 

10 If ye keep my commandments, 
ye shall abide in my love ; even as I 
have kept my Father’s command- 
ments, and abide in his love. 

11 These things have I spoken unto 
you, that my joy might remain in you, 
and that your joy might be full. 

1 2 This is my commandment, That ye 
love one another, as I have loved you. 

13 Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life for 
his friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye do what- 
soever I command you. 

15 Henceforth I call you not ser- 
vants; for the servant knoweth not 
what his lord doeth : but I have call- 
ed you friends ; for all things that I 
have heard of my Father I have made 
known unto you. 

16 Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you, that ye 
should go and bring forth fruit, and 
that your fruit should remain: that 
whatsoever ye shall ask of the Father 
in my name, he may give it you, 

17 These things I command yon, 
that ye love one another. 

18 If the world hate yon, ye know* 
that it hated me before hated yonu 
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10 If ye were of the world, the world 
would love his own : but because ye 
are not of the world, but I have cho- 
sen you out of the world, therefore the 
world hateth you. 

20 Remember the word that I said 
unto you, The servant is not greater 
than his lord. If they have persecuted 
me, they will also persecute you ; if 
they have kept my saying, they will 
keep your’s also. 

21 But ail these things will they do 
unto you for my name’s sake, because 
they know not him that sent me. 

22 If I had not come and spoken un- 
to them, they had not had sin : but 
now they have no cloke for their sin. 

23 He that hateth me hateth my 
Father also. 

24 If I had not done among them 
the works which none other man did, 
they had not had sin : but now have 
they both seen and hated both me and 
my Father. 

25 But this corns til to pass, that the 
word might be fulfilled that is written 
in their law, They hated me without a 
cause. 

26 But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, which 
proeeedeth from the Father, he shall 
testify of me : 

27 And ye also shall bear witness, 
because ye have been with me from 
the beginning. 

CHAPTER IB, 

T hese things have I spoken unto 
you, that ye should not be oiTended. 
2 They shall put you out of the syna- 
gogues: yea, the time cometh, that 
whosoever killeth you will think that 
he doeth God service. 

3 And these things will they do unto 
you, because they have not known the 
Father, nor me. 

4 But these things have I told you, 
that when the time shall come, ye may 
remember that I told you of them. 
And these things I said not unto you at

8 And when he is come, he will re- 
prove the world of sin, and of righte- 
ousness, and of judgment : 

9 Of sin, because they believe not 
on me ; 

10 Of righteousness, because I go to 
my Father, and ye see me no more; 

11 Of judgment, because the prince 
of this world is judged. 

12 1 have yet many things to say 
unto you, but ye cannot bear them 
now. 

13 Howbeit when he, the Spirit bf 
truth, is come, he will guide you into 
ail truth: for he shall not speak of 
himself ; but whatsoever he shall hear, 
that shall he speak : and he will shew 
you things to come. 

14 He shall glorify me : for he shall.':; 
receive of mine, and shall shew it unto': ' 
you. 

15 All things that the Father hath 
are mine : therefore said I, that he shali 
take of mine, and shall shew it unto : 
you. 

16 A little while, and ye shall not see 
me : and again, a little while, and ye 
shall see m e, because I go to the Father. 

17 Then said so7ne of his disciples 
among themselves, What is this that 
he saith unto us, A little while, and 
ye shall not see me : and again, a little 
while, and ye shall see me : and, Be- 
cause I go to, the . Father ? 

18 They said therefore, What is this 

that he saith, A little while ? we can- 
not tell what hO' saith.;'.; ' ;; 

19 Now J estts knew that they w^ere 
desirous to ask him, and said unto 

„ ^ them, Do ye enquire among your- 

thebeginning, because I was with you. : selves of that I said, A little while, 
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and ye shall not see me : and again, 
a little while, and ye shall see me ? 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
That ye shall, weep and lament, but 
the world shall rejoice : and ye shall 
be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be 
turned into joy. 

21 A woman when shejs in ti'avail 
hath sorrow, because her hour is come : ! 
but as soon as she is delivered of the 
child, she remembereth no more the 
anguish, for joy that a man is born 
into the world. 

22 And ye now therefore have sor- 
row : but I will see you again, and 
your heart shall rejoice, and your joy 
no man taketh from you. 

23 And in that day ye shall ask me 
nothing. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Whatsoever ye shall ask the 
Father in my name, he will give it 
you. 

24 Hitherto have ye asked nothing 
in my name : ask, and ye shall re- 
ceive, that your joy may be full. 

25 These things have I spoken unto 
you in proverbs: but the time com- 
eth, when I shall no more speak unto 
you in proverbs, but I shall shew you 
plainly of the Father. 

26 At that day ye shall ask in my 
name : and I say not unto you, that 
I will pray the Father for you : 

27 For the Father himself lovethyou, 
because ye have loved me, and have 
believed that I came out fi»om God. 

28 I came forth from the Father, and 
am come into the world : again, I leave 
the world, and go to the Father. 

29 His disciples said unto him, Lo, 
now speakest thou plainly, and speak- 
est no proverb. 

30 Nov/ are we sure that thou know- 
est all things, and needest not that 
any man should ask thee: by this we 
believe that thou earnest forth from 
God. 

31 Jesus answered them, Bo ye now 
believe? 

32 Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is 
now come, that ye shall be scattered, 
every man to his own, and shall leave 


me alone: and yet I am not alone^ 
because the Father is with me. 

33 These things I have spoken unto 
you, that in me ye might have peace. 
In the world ye shall have tribulation s 
but be of good cheer ; I have overcome 
the world. 

CHAPTER 17. 

T hese words spake Jesus, and 
lifted up his eyes to heaven, and 
said, Father, thp hour is come ; glorify 
thy Son, that thy Son also may glorify 
thee : 

2 As thou hast given him power over 
all flesh, that he should give eternal 
life .to as many as thou hast given him. 

3 And this is life eternal, that they 
might know thee the only true God, 
and J esus Christ, whom thou hast sent. 
4 I have glorified thee on the earth: 

I have finished the work which thou 
gavest me to do. 

5 And now, 0 Father, glorify thoif 
me with thine own self with the glory 
which I had with thee before the world 
was. 

6 I have manifested thy name unto 
the men which thou gavest me cut of 
the world : thine they were, and thou 
gavest them me ; and they have kept 
thy word. 

7 Now they have known that all 
things whatsoever thou hast given me 
are of thee. 

8 For I have given unto them the 
i words which thou gavest me ; and they 
have received them, and have known 
surely that I came out from thee, and 
they have believed that thou didst 
send me. | 

9 I pray for them ; I pray not for the 
world, but for them which thou hast 
given me ; for they are thine. 

10 And all mine are thine, and thine 
are mine; and I am glorified in them. 

11 And now I am no more in the 
world, but these are in the world, and 
I come to thee. Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, that they may be 


one, as we are. 
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12 While I was with them in the 
world, I kept them in thy name : those 
that thou gavest me I have kept, and 
none of them is lost, hut the son of 
perdition ; that the scripture might be 
fulfilled. 

13 And now come I to thee; and 
these things I speak in the world, that 
they might have my joy fulfilled in | 
themselves. 

14 I have given them thy word ; and 
the world hath hated them, because 
they are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world. 

15 I pray not that thou shouldest 
take them out of the world, but that 
thou shouldest keep them from, the 
evil. 

16 They are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. 

17 Sanctify them through thy truth : 
thy word is truth. 

18 As thou hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also sent them 
into tlie world. 

19 And for their sakes I sanctify 
myself, that they also might be sanc- 
tified through the truth. 

20 Neither pray I for these alone, 
but for them also which shall believe 
on me through their word ; 

21 That they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be one in us : that 
the world may believe that thou hast 
sent me. 

22 And the glory which thou gavest 
me I have given them ; that they may 
be one, even as we are one : 

23 I in them, and thou in me, that 
they may be made perfect in one; and 
that the world may know that thou 
hast sent me, and hast loved them, as 
thou hast loved me. 

24 Father, I will that they also, 
whom thou hast given me, be with me 
where I am ; that they may behold my 
glory, which thou hast given me : for 
thou lovedst me before the founda- 
tion of the world. 

25 O righteous Father, the world 
hath not known thee: but I have 


known : thee, .and ■ these have known 
that thou hast sent 'me. 

26 And I have declared unto them 
thy name, and will declare it : that 
the love wherewith thou hast loved 
me may be in them, and I in them, 

CHAPTER 18* 

W HEN Jesus had spoken these 
' words, he went forth with his 
disciples over the brook Cedron, where 
was a garden, into the which he en- 
tered, and his disciples. 

2 And Judas also, which betrayed him, 
knew the place: for Jesus ofttimes 
resorted thither with his disciples. 

3 Judas then, having received a band 
£)/ men and officers from the chief 
priests and Pharisees, cometh thither 
with lanterns and torches and weapons. 
4 J esus therefore, knowing all things 
that should come upon him, went forth, 
and said unto them, Whom seek ye? 
5 They answered him, Jesus of Na- 
zareth. Jesus saith unto them, I am 
he. And Judas also, which betrayed 
him, stood with them. 

6 As soon then as he had said unto 
them, I am he, they went backward, 
and fell to the ground. 

7 Then asked he them again, Whom 
seek ye ? And they said, J esus of Na- 
zareth. 

8 Jesus answered, I have told you 
that I am he : if therefore ye seek me, 
let these go their way : 

9 That the saying might be fulfilled, 
which he spake, Of them which thou 
gavest me have I lost none. 

10 Then Simon Peter having a sword 
drew it, and smote the high priest’s 
servant, and cut off Ms right ear. 
The servant’ s name was Malchus . 

1 1 Then said Jesus unto Peter, Put 
up thy sword into the sheath : the 
cup which my Father hath given me, 
shall I not drink it ? 

12 Then the band and the captain 
and officers of the Jews took Jesus, 
and bound him, 

13 And led him away to Annas first; 
for he was father in law to Caiaphas, 
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whicti was the high priest,. that same 
year, . 

14 Now. Gaiaphas w'as he, which gave 
counsel to the, Jews, that it was ex- 
pedient , that one man should die for 
the people. 

15 If And .Simon Peter followed Je- 
sus, and so did another disciple : that 
disciple was known imto^ the high 
priest, and went in with Jesus into 
the palace of the high priest. 

16 But Peter stood at the door with- 
out. Then went out that other disci- 
ple, which was known unto the high 
priest, and spake unto her that kept 
the door, and brought in Peter. 

17 Then saith the damsel that kept 
the door unto Peter, Art not thou also 
one of this man’s disciples ? He saith, 
1 am not. 

18 And the servants and officers 
stood there, who had made a fire of 
coals ; for it was cold : and they 
warmed themselves : and Peter stood 
with them, and warmed himself. 

19 IF The high priest then asked Jesus 
of his disciples, and of his doctrine. 

20 Jesus answered him, I spake open- 
ly to the world ; I ever taught in the 
synagogue, and in the temple, whither 
the J ews always resort ; and in secret 
have I said nothing. 

21 Why askest thou me ? ask them 
which heard me, what I have said un- 
to them ; behold, they know what I 
said. 

22 And when he had thus spoken, 
one of the officers which stood by 
struck Jesus with the palm of his 
hand, saying, Answerest thou the high 
priest so ? 

■23 . Jesus answered him, If I have 
spoken evil, bear witness of the evil : 
but if well, why smitest thou me ? 

24 Now Annas had sent him bound 
unto Gaiaphas the high priest. 

25 And Simon Peter stood and warm- 
ed himself. They said therefore unto 
him, Art not thou also one of his dis- 
ciples ? He denied isf, and said, I am 
not. 

26 One of the servants of the high 


priest, being his kinsman whose ear 
Peter cut' off, saith, Did not I see thee 
in the garden with him 

27 Peter then denied again ; and 
immediately the cock crew, 

28 IT Then led they Jesus from Gaia- 
phas unto the hall of judgment : and 
it vras early ; and they themselves 
went not into the judgment hall, lest 
they should be defiled ; but that they 
might eat the passover. 

29 Pilate then went out unto them, 
and said, What accusation bring ye 
against this man 1 

30 They answ^ered and said unto him , 
If he were not a malefactor, we would 
not have delivered him up unto thee, 

31 Then said Pilate unto them, Take 
ye him, and judge him according to 
your law. The Jews therefore said 
unto him, It is not lawful for us to 
put any man to death : 

32 That the saying of Jesus might 
be fulfilled, which he spake, signify- 
ing what death he should die. 

33 Then Pilate entered into the judg- 
ment hall again, and called Jesus, and 
said unto him, Art thou the King of 
the Jews? 

34 Jesus answered him, Sayest thou 
this thing of thyself, or did others tell 
it thee of me ? 

35 Pilate answered, Am I a Jew ? 
Thine own nation and the chief priests 
have delivered thee unto me : what 
hast thou done ? 

36 Jesus answered, My kingdom is 
not of this world : if my kingdom were 
of this world, then would my servants 
fight, that I should not be delivered 
to the Jews : but now is my kingdom 
not from hence. 

37 Pilate therefore said unto him. Art 
thou a king then? Jesus answered, 
Thou sayest that I am a king. To 
this end was I born, and for this cause 
came I into the world, that I should 
bear witness unto the truth. Every 
one that is of the truth heareth my 
voice. 

38 Pilate saith unto Mm, What is 
truth? And when he had said thisj 
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he went out again unto the JewSj and 
saith unto them, I find in him no 
fault at all, 

39 But ye have a custom, that I 
should release unto you one at the 
passover : will ye therefore that I re- 
lease unto you the King of the Jews? 

40 Then cried they all again, saying, 
Not this man, but Barabbas. Now 
Barabbas was a robber. 

CHAPTER 19. ' 

T hen mate therefore took Jesus, 
and scourged him. . 

2 And the soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put on his head, and 
they put on him a purple robe, 

3 And said, Hail, King of the Jews ! 
and they smote him with their hands. 
4 Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith unto them. Behold, I bring 
him forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fault in him. 

5 Then came Jesus forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them, 
Behold the man !

11 Jesus answered, Thou couldest

T he former treatise have I made, 
0 Theophilus, of all that Jesus 
began both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was ta- 
ken up, after that he through the Holy 
Ghost had given commandments unto 
the apostles whom he had chosen : 

3 To whom also he shewed himself 
alive after his passion by many infal- 
lible proofs, being seen of them forty 
days, and speaking of the things per- 
taining to the kingdom of God : 

4 And, being assembled together with 
them^ commanded them that they 
should not depart from Jerusalem, but 
wait for the promise of the Father, 
which, saith he, ye have heard of me. 

5 For John truly baptized with wa- 
ter; but ye shall be baptized, with the 
Holy Ghost not many days hence. 

6 When they therefore were come 
together, they asked of him, saying. 
Lord, wilt thou at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Israel ? 

7 And he said unto them, It is not 
for you to know the times or the sea- 
sons, which the Father hath put in his 
own power. 

8 But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all Ju- 
dsea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. 

0 And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, he was taken 
up; and a cloud received him out of 
their sight.

10 Then fell she down straightway 
at his feet, and yielded up the ghost s 
and the young men came in, and 
found her dead, and, carrying her 
forth, buried her hy her husband. 

11 And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard 
these things. 

12 ^ And by the hands of the apos- 
tles were many signs and wonders 
wrought among the people; (and they. 
were all with one accord in Solomon’s 
porch. 

13 And of the rest durst no man 
join himself to them: but the people 
magnified them. 

14 And believers were the more add- 
ed to the Lord, multitudes both of men 
and women.) 

15 Insomuch that they brought forth 
the sick into the streets, and laid them 
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on beds and conches, that at the least 
the shadow of Peter passing by might 
overshadow some of them. 

16 There came also a multitude out 
of the cities round about unto Jeru- 
salem, bringing sick folks, and them 
which were vexed with unclean spirits: 
and they were healed every one.

9 And the patriarchs, moved with 
envy, sold Joseph into Egypt: but 
God was with him, 

10 And delivered him out of all his 
afflictions, and gave him favour and 
wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt ; and he made him governor 
over Egypt and all his house. 

i i Now there came a dearth over all 
the land of Egypt and Chanaan, and 
great affliction: and our fathers found 
no sustenance. 

12 But when Jacob heard that there 
was corn in Egypt, he sent out our 
fathers first. 

13 And at the second time Joseph 
was made known to his brethren ; and 
Joseph’s kindred was made known un- 
to Pharaoh. 

14 Then sent Joseph, and called Ms 
father Jacob to Hm, and all his kin- 
dred, threescore and fifteen souls. 

15 So Jacob went down into Egypt, 
and died, he, and our fathers, 

1 6 And were carried over into Sychem, 
and laid in the sepulchre that Abra- 
ham bought for a sum of money of the 
sons of Emmor the father of Sychem. 

17 But when the time of the pro- 
mise drew nigh, which God had sworn 
to Abraham, the people grew and mul- 
tiplied in Egypt, ' 

18 Till another king arose, which 
knew not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilly with our 
kindred, and evil entreated our fa- 
thers, so that they cast out their young 
children, to the end they might not live. 

20 In which time Moses was born, 
‘and was exceeding fair, and nourished 
up in his father’s house three months : 

21 And when he was cast out, Pha- 
raoh’s daughter took him up, and 
nourished him for her own son. I 
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22 And Moses,, was: learned. in all the ::: 
wisdom of the ■' Egyptians, ■ and ^ was ■ 
mighty in words and in deeds. 

23 And when he Was full forty years 
old, it came into Ms heart to visit his 
brethren the children of Israel. 

24 ' And seeing one of them niifier 
wrong, he defended Mm, and avenged 
him that was oppressed, and smote 
the Egyptian : 

25 For he supposed his brethren would ' 
have understood how that God by his 
hand would deliver them; but they 
understood not. 

26 And the next day he shewed him- 
self unto them as they strove, and 
would have set them at one again, 
saying, Sirs, ye are brethren ; why do 
ye wrong one to another I 

27 But he that did his neighbour 
wrong thrust him away, saying, Who 
made thee a ruler and a judge over us ? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou diddest 
the Egyptian yesterday ? 

29 Then fled Moses at this saying, 
and was a stranger in the land of 
Madian, where he begat two sons. 

30 And when forty years were ex- 
pired, there appeared to him in the 
wilderness of mount Sina an angel of 
the Lord in a flame of fire in a bush. 

31 When Moses saw it, he wondered 
at the sight : and as he drew near to 
behold the voice of the Lord came 
unto him, 

32 Saying, I am the God of thy fa- 
thers, the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 
Then Moses trembled, and durst not 
behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him, Put ofi 
thy shoes from thy feet : for the place 
where thou standest is holy ground. 

34 I have seen, I have seen the afflic- 
tion of my people which is in Egypt, 
and I have heard their groaning, and 
am come down to deliver them. And 
now come, I v/ill send tSiee into Egypt, 

35 This Moses whom they refused, 
saying, Who made thee a ruler and a 
judge? the same did God send to he 
a ruler and a deliverer by the hand of 
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the angel which appeared to Mm in 
the bush. ' 

36' He brought them out, after 'that 
he had shewed wonders and signs in 
the land ^ of Egypt, and in the Red sea, 
and ill tlie wilderness forty years. ■ 

37 IT This is that Moses, which said 
niito, the 'children of Israel, A prophet 
shall the Lord your 'Grod raise up unto 
you of your brethren, like unto me ; 
him shall ye hear. ' 

38 This is he, that was in the church 
in the wilderness with the angel which 
spake to him in the mount Sina, and 
with our fathers : who received the 
lively oracles to give unto us : 

39 To whom our fathers would not 
obey, but thrust /wm from them, and 
in their hearts turned back again in- 
to Egypt, 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make us gods 
to go before us : for as fo'c this Moses, 
which brought us out of the land of E- 
gypt, we wot not what is become of him. 

41 And they made a calf in those 
days, and offered sacrifice unto the 
idol, and rejoiced in the works of their 
own hands. 

42 Then God turned, and gave them 
up to worship the host of heaven ; as it 
is written in the book of the prophets, 
O ye house of Israel, have ye offered to 
me slain beasts and saerihees by the 
space of forty years in the wilderness ? 

43 Yea, yc took up the tabernacle 
of Moloch, and the star of your god 
Remphan, figures which ye made to 
worship them: and I will carry you 
away beyond Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle of 
witness in the wilderness, as he had 
apjiointed, speaking unto Moses, that 
he should make it according to the 
fashion that he had seen. 

45 Which also our fathers that came 
after brought in with Jesus into the 
possession of the Gentiles, whom God 
drave out before the face of our fa- 
thers, unto the days of David ; 

46 Who found favour before God, 
and desired to find a tabernacle for 
the God of Jacob. 


47 But Solomon built him an house.

51 IT Ye stiffnecked and iineircuin- 
cised in heart and ears, ye do always 
resist the Holy Ghost : as your fa- 
thers didy so do ye. . 

52 Which of the prophets have net 
your fathers persecuted? and they 
have slain them which shewed before 
of the coming of the Just One; of 
whom ye have been now the betrayers 
and murderers : 

53 Who have received the law by 
the disposition of angels, and have not 
kept it. 

54 H When they heard these things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 
gnashed on him with their teeth. 

55 But he, being full of the Holy 
Ghost, looked up stedfasfcly into hea- 
ven, and saw the glory of God, and Je- 
sus standing on the right hand of God, 

56. And said, Behold, I see the hea- 
vens opened, and the Son of man 
standing on the right hand of God. 

57 Then they cried out with a loud 
I voice, and stopped their ears, and ran 
I upon him with one accord, 

I 58 And cast him out of the city, and

59 And they stoned Stephen, calling 
upon God, and saying, Lord Jesus, 
receive my spirit. 

60 And he kneeled do wn, and cried 
with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this 
sin to their charge. And when he had 
said this, he fell asleep.

except the apostles. 

■ 2 ' And' devout men carried Stephen 
to Ms burial^ and made great lamen- 
tation over Mm. 

3 As for Saul, he made havock of: 
the church, entering into every house, | 
and haling men and women commit- 
ted them to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went every where preaching 
the word. 

5 Then Philip went down to the 
city of Samaria, and preached Christ 
unto them. 

6 And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those tMngs which 
Philip spake, hearing and seeing the 
miracles which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, crying vdth 
loud voice, came out of many that 
were possessed with them : and many 
taken with palsies, and that were lame, 
were healed. 

8 And there was great joy in that city. 

9 But there was a certain man, call- 
ed Simon, which beforetiine in the 
same city used sorcery, and bewitch- 
ed the people of Samaria, giving out 
that himself was some great one : 

10 To whom they all gave heed, from 
the least to the greatest, saying, This 
man is the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, 
because that of long time he had be- 
witched them with sorceries. 

12 But when they believed Philip 
preaching the things concerning the 
Idngdom of G-od, and the name of Je- 
sus Christ, they were baptized, both 
men and women. 

13 Then Simon himself believed also : 
and when he was baptized, he conti- 
nued with Philip, and wondered, be- 
holding the miracles and signs which 
were done. 

14 'Now when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Samaria 
had received the word of God, they 
sent unto them Peter and John : 


1 5 Who, when they %vere come down, 
prayed for them, that they might re- 
ceive: the Holy Ghost : , 

1 6 (For ' as yet he^ was fallen upon 
none of them : only they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord, Jesus.) 

17 Then laid they their hands on 
them, and they received the ' Holy 
Ghost. 

1 8 And when Simon saw that through 
laying on of the apostles’ hands the 
Holy Ghost was given, he offered them 
money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this power, 
that on whomsoever I lay hands, he 
may receive the Holy Ghost. 

I 20 But Peter said unto him, Thy 
I money perish with thee, because thou 
hast thought that the gift of God may 
be purchased with money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor lot 
in this matter: for thy heart is not 
right in the sight of God. 

22 Repent therefore of this thy wick- 
edness, and pray God, if perhaps the 
thought of thine heart may be for- 
given thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou art in 
the gall of bitterness, and in the bond 
of iniquity. 

24 Then answered Simon, and said. 
Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none 
of these things which ye have spoken 
come upon me. 

25 And they, when they had testified 
and preached the word of the Lord, 
returned to Jerusalem, and preached 
the gospel in many villages of the 
Samaritans. 

26 And the angel of the Lord spake 
unto Philip, saying, Arise, and go to- 
ward the south unto the way that go- 
eth down from Jerusalem unto Gaza, 
which is desert. 

27 And he arose and went : and, be- 
hold, a man of EtMopia, an eunuch of 
great authority under Candace queen 
of the Ethiopians, who had the charge 
of ail her treasure, and had come to 
Jerusalem for to worship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting in his 
chariot read Esaias the prophet. 
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29 Tlien the. Spirit ■ said unto' Philip, 
Go near, and join thyself to this chariot. 

30 .And Philip ran thitherto and 
heard Mm read the prophet Esalas, 
and said, Understandest ' thou what 
thou readest f 

31 And he said, How can I, except 
some man' should' guide me I And he 
desired Philip that he would come up 
and sit with him. 

32 The place of the scripture which 
he read was this, He was led as a sheep 
to the slaughter ; and like a lamb dumb 
before Ms shearer, so opened he not his 
mouth : . 

33 In Ms humiliation his judgment 
was taken away ; and who shall de- 
clare Ms generation I for Ms life is 
taken from the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered Philip, 
and said, I pray thee, of whom speak- 
eth the prophet this 1 of himself, or of 
some other man ? 

8 b Then Philip opened Ms mouth, 
and began at the same scripture, and 
preached unto Mm Jesus. 

36 And as they went on their way, 
they came unto a certain water : and 
the eunuch said, See, here is water ; 
what doth hinder me to be baptized ? 

37 And Philip said, If thorn believ- 
est with all thine heart, thou mayest. 
And he answered and said, I believe 
that Jesus Christ is the Son of God. 

38 And he commanded the chariot 
to stand still : and they went down 
both into the water, both Philip and 
the eunuch ; and he baptized Mm. 

39 And when they were come up out 
of the water, the Spirit of the Lord 
caught away Philip, that the eunuch 
saw Mm no more : and he went on Ms 
way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at Azotus : 
and passing through he preached in 
all the cities, till he came to Caesarea. 

CHAPTER 9. 

J ND Saul, yet breathing out threat- 
- enings and slaughter against the 
disciples of the Lord, went unto the 
Mgh priest, 


' 2 And' desired of Mm letters to Da- 
mascus to the synagogues, that - if he 
found any of this way, whether they 
were 'men or women, he might bring 
them bound unto Jerusalem. 

3 And as he journeyed, he; came near 
Damascus : and suddenly there shined 
round about him a light from heaven : 

4 And he fell to the earth, and heard 
a voice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me % 

5 And he said, Who art thou, Lord ^ 
And the Lord said, I am Jesus whom 
thou persecutest : it is hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks. 

6 And he trembling and astonished 
said, Lord, what wilt thou have me 
to do ? And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the city, and it shall 
be told thee what thou must do. 

7 And the men which journeyed with 
Mm stood speechless, hearing a voice, 
but seeing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth ; and 
when Ms eyes were opened, he saw no 
man : but they led him by the hand, 
and brought him into Damascus. 

9 And he was three days without 
sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

10 IT And there was a certain dis- 
ciple at Damascus, named Ananias; 
and to Mm said the Lord in a vision, 
Ananias. And he said, Behold, lam 

Lord. 

1 1 And the Lord said unto him, A- 
rise, and go into the street which is 
called Straight, and enquire in the 
house of Judas for one called Saul, of 
Tarsus : for, behold, he prayeth, 

12 And hath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias coming in, and put- 
ting his hand on him, that he might 
receive Ms sight. 

I 13 Then Ananias answered, Lord, I 
have heard by many of this man, how 
much evil he hath done to thy saints 
at Jerusalem: 

14 And here he hath authority from 
the chief priests to bind all that call 
on thy name. 

15 But the Lord said unto him. Go 
thy way: for he is a chosen vessel 
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imto me, to bear my name before the 
Gentiles, and Mugs, and the children 
, of Israel: 

Tor I will shew Mm how great 
things' he must suffer for my name’s . 
;sake. 

■ 17 And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the house; and putting 
his hands on him said, Brother Saul, 
the Lord, even Jesus, that appeared 
unto thee in the way as thou earnest, 
hath sent me, that thou mightest re- 
ceive thy sight, and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. 

1 8 And immedifc,;tely there fell from 
his eyes as it had been scales ; and he 
received sight forthwith, and arose, 
and was baptized. 

19 And when he had received meat, 
he was strengthened. Then was Saul 
certain days with the disciples wMch 
were at Damascus. 

20 And straightway he preached 
Christ in the synagogues, that he is 
the Son of God. 

21 But ail that heard him were a- 
mazed, and said ; Is not this he that 
destroyed them which called on this 
name in Jerusalem, and came hither 
for that intent, that he might bring 
them bound unto the chief priests ? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving 
that this is very Christ. 

23 IT And after that many days were 
fulfilled, the Jews took counsel to MU 
him : 

24 But their laying await was known 
of Saul. And they watched the gates 
day and night to kill him. 

25 Then the disciples took him by 
night, and let him down by the wall in 
a basket. 

26 And when Saul was come to Je- ^ 
rusalem, he assayed to join himself to 
the disciples : but they were all afraid 
of Mm, and believed not that he was 
a disciple, 

27 But Barnabas took him, and 
brought Mm to the apostles, and de- 
clared unto them how he had seen the 


Lord in the way,,:andthat he had.spok-:: 
^en to .'him, and how he had preached ' 
boldly at Damascus in the name of 
Jesus. 

28 And he was' with them coming in 
and going out at Jerusalem. 

29 And he spake boldly in the name 
of the Lord J esus, and disputed against 
the Grecians : but they went about to 
slay Mm. 

30 Which when the brethren knew, 
they brought him down to Gsesarea, 
and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

31 Then had the churches rest 
throughout all Judaea and Galilee and 
Samaria, and were edified ; and walk- 
ing in the fear of the Lord, and In 
the comfort of the Holy Ghost, were 
multiplied. 

32 *fr And it came to pass, as Peter 
passed, throughout all quarters^ he 
came down also to the saints which 
dwelt at Lydda. 

33 And there he found a certain man 
named JEneas, which had kept Ms bed 
eight years, and was sick of the palsy, 

34 And Peter said unto him, uSJneas, 
Jesus Christ maketh thee whole: a- 
rise, and make thy bed. And he arose 
immediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lydda and 
Saron saw him, and turned to the 
Lord. 

36 IT Now there was at Joppa a cer- 
tain disciple named Tabitlia, which by 
interpretation is called Dorcas : this 
woman was full of good works and 
almsdeeds which she did. 

! 37 And it came to pass in those days, 
that she was sick, and died : whom 
when they had washed, they laid Aer 
in an upper chamber. 

38 And forasmuch as Lydda was nigh 
to Joppa, and the disciples had heard 
that Peter was there, they sent unto 
him two men, desiring Mm that he 
would not delay to come to them. 

39 Then Peter arose and went with 
them. When he was come, they 
brought Mm into the upper chamber: 
and ail the widows stood by Mm weep- 
ing, and shewing the coats and gar- 
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iiients wMch 'Dorcas made, while she

4 And when he looked on him, he 
was afraid, ^ and said, What is it, Lord ? 
And he said unto him, Thy prayers 
and thine alms are come up for a me- 
morial before God. 

6 And now send men to Joppa, and 
call for one Simon, whose surname is 
Peter : 

6 He lodgeth with one Simon a tan- 
ner, whose house is by the sea side: 
he shall tell thee what thou oughtest 
to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake 
unto Cornelius was departed, he called 
two of his household servants, and a 

■' devout soldier of them that waited on 
Mm' continually ; ; 

8 And when he had declared ail these 
things unto them, he sent them to 
Joppa. 

9 f On the morrow, as they went on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto the 


city, Peter went' up upon the house- 
top to pray about the sixth hour s ' ' ' 
10 And he became very hungry , and 
would have eaten: but, while they 
made ready, he fell into a trance, 

.11 And saw heaven opened, and a 
certain vessel descending unto him, as 
it had been a great sheet knit at the 
four corners, and let dov.m to the 
earth : 

12 Wherein were all manner of four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping’ things, and fowls 
of the air. 

13 And there came a voice to him, 
Rise, Peter; kill, and eat. 

14 But Peter said, Not so, Lord ; for 
I have never eaten any thing that is 
common or unclean. 

^be voice spake unto him 
again the second time, What God hath 
cleansed, call not 4hou common. 

16 This was done thrice ; and the 
vessel was received up again into hea- 
ven. 

17 Now while Peter doubted in him- 
self what this vision which he had seen 
should mean, behold, the men which' 
were sent from Cornelius had made 
enquiry for Simon’s house, and stood 
before the gate, 

18 And called, and asked whether 
Simon, which was surnamed Peter, 
were lodged there. 

I 19 While Peter thought on the 
vision, the Spirit said unto him, Be- 
hold, three men seek thee. 

20 Arise therefore, and get thee dowiij 
and go with them, doubting nothing ; 
for I have sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the men 
which were sent unto him from Cor- 
nelius ; and said, Behold, I am he whom 
ye seek : what is the cause wherefore 
ye are come? 

22 And they said, Cornelius the cen- 
turion, a just man, and one that fear- 
eth God, and of good report among all 
the nation of the Jews, was warned 
from God by an holy angel to send for 
thee into Ms house, and to hear words 
of thee. 
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23 Then called he them in, and lodged 
them. And on the morrow Peter went 
away with them, and certain brethren 
from Joppa accompanied him. 

24 And the morrow after they en- 
tered into Caesarea. And Cornelius 
waited for them, and had called toge- 
ther his kinsmen and near friends. 

25 And as Peter was coming in, Cor- 
nelius met him, and fell down at his 
feet, and worshipped him, 

26 But Peter took him up, saying, 
Stand up ; I myself also am a man. 

^ 27 And as he talked with him, he went 
in, and found many that were come 
together. 

28 And he said unto them, Ye know 
how that it is an unlawful thing for 
a, man that is a Jew to keep company, 
or come unto one of another nation ; 
but God hath shewed me that I should 
not call any man common or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you with- 
out gainsaying, as soon as I was sent 
for: I ask therefore for what intent 
ye have sent for me ? 

30 And Cornelius said, Four days ago 
I was fasting until this hour ; and at 
the ninth hour I prayed in my house, 
and, behold, a man stood before me 
in bright clothing, 

31 And said, Cox’iielius, thy prayer is 
beard, and thine alms are had in re- 
membrance in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whose surname is Peter; 
be is lodged in the house of one Simon 
a tanner by the sea side: who, when 
he cometh, shall speak unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I sent to 
thee; and thou hast well done that 
thou art come. Now therefore are we 
all here present before God, to hear 
all things that are commanded thee of 
God.; 

34 IF Then Peter opened mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons : 

35 But in every nation he that fear- 
eth Mm, and worketh righteousness, 
is accepted with him. 

36 The word which God sent unto 


the : children : of Israel, preaching peace ■ 
by Jesus Christ : (he is Lord of all :) 

37 That word, 1 say^ ye know, which 
was published throughout all Judaea, 
and began from Galilee, after the bap- 
tism which John preached; 

38 How God anointed Jesus of Na- 
zareth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power : who went about doing good, 
and healing ail that were oppressed of 
the devil ; for God was with him. 

39 And we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the land of the 
Jews, and in Jerusalem ; ' whom they 
slew and hanged on a tree : 

40 Him God raised up the third day, 
and shewed him openly ; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto 
witnesses chosen before of God, even 
to us, who did eat and drink with him 
after he rose from the dead. 

42 And he commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to testify that it 
is he which was ordained of God to be 
the Judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name who- 
soever belie veth in him shall receive 
remission of sins. 

44 IF While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them 
which heard the word. 

45 And they of the circumcision wMch 
believed were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then 
answered Peter, 

47, Can any man forbid water, that ; 
these should not be baptized, which 
have received the Holy Ghost as well 
as we ? 

48 And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord. 
Then prayed they Mm to tarry cer- 
tain days. 

CHAPTER 11., :

7 And I heard a voice saying unto 
me, Arise, Peter ; slay and eat. 

R But I said, Not so, Lord : for no- 
thing common or unclean hath at any 
time entered into my mouth. 

^9 But the voice answered me again 
from heaven, What God hath cleans- 
ed, thdt call not thou common. 

10 And this was done three times : 
and all were drawn up again into 
■heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there 
were three men already come unto the 
house where I was, sent from Ceesarea 
unto me. 

12 And the Spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover 
these six brethren accompanied me, 
and we entered into, the man’s house : 

13 And he shewed us how he had seen 
an angel in his house, which stood and 
said unto him, Send men to Joppa, 
^d call for Simon, whose surname is 
Peter; 

1 4 IVho shall tell thee words, where- 
by thou and ail thy house shall be 
saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, the 
Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us at 
the beginning. 

16 Then remembered I the word of 
the Lord, how that he mid, John in- 
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t j’ljrus and Gyrene, which, when they 
were come to Antioch, spake unto the 
Grecians, preaching the Lord Jesus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was 
with them : and a great number be- 
lieved, and turned unto the Lord. 

22 ^ Then tidings of these things 
came unto the ears of the church which 
was in Jerusalem : and they sent forth 
Barnabas, that he should go as far as 
Antioch. 

23 Who, when he came, and had 
seen the grace of God, was glad, and ex- 
horted them all, that with purpose of 
heart they would cleave unto the Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full 
of the Holy Ghost and of faith : and 
much people was added unto the Lord, 

25 Then departed Barnabas to Tar- 
sus, for to seek Saul : 

26 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it 
came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled themselves with the church, 
and taught much people. And the 
disciples were called Christians first 
in Antioch. 

27 IT And in these days came pro- 
phets from Jerusalem unto Antioch, 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named Agabus, and signified by the 
Spirit that there should be great dearth 
throughout all the world : which came 
to pass in the days of Claudius Csesar. 


Pete r s deliverance 
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from the prison. 


29 Then the disciples, every man ac- 
cording to his ability, determined to 
send relief unto the brethren which 
dwelt in Judsea : 

30 Which also they did, and sent it 
to the eiders by the hands of Barna- 
bas and Saul. 

CHAPTER 12. 

l^OW about that time Herod the 
king stretched forth his hands to 
vex certain of the church. 

' 2 And he killed James the brother 
of John with the sword. 

3 And because he saw it pleased the 
Jews, he proceeded further to take 
Peter also. (Then were the days of 
unleavened bread.) 

4 And when he had apprehended him, 
he put kirn in prison, and delivered 
him to four quaternions of soldiers to 
keep Mm ; intending after Easter to 
bring him forth to the people. 

5 Peter therefore was kept in prison : 
but prayer was made without ceasing 
of the church unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the same night Pe- 
ter was sleeping between two soldiers, 
bound with two chains : and the keep- 
ers before the door kept the prison. 

7 And, behold, the angel of the Lord 
came upon him, and a light shined in 
the prison t and he smote Peter on 
the side, and raised him up, saying, 
Arise up quickly. And his chains fell 
olf from his hands. 

8 And the angel said unto him, Gird 
thyself, and bind on thy sandals. And 
so he did. And he saith unto him, Cast 
thy garment about thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed him ; 
and wist not that it was true which 
was done by the angel ; but thought 
he saw a vision. 

10 When they were past the first 
and the second ward, they came unto 
the iron gate that leadeth unto the 
city ; which opened to them of his own 
accord : and they went out, and passed 
on through one street ; and forthwith 
the angel departed from him. 
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11 And' when Peter was come to him- 
seif, he said. Now I know of a surety, 
that the Lord hath sent Ms angel, and 
hath delivered me out of the hand of 
Herod,' and' from all the ■expectation 
of the people of the Jews. 

12 And when 'he had considered the 
thing, he came to the house of Mary 
the mother of John, %vhose surname 
was Mark ; where many were gather- 
ed together praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at the door 
of the gate, a damsel came to hearken, 
named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter^s voice, 
she opened not the gate for gladness, 
but ran in, and told how Peter stood 
before the gate. 

15 And they said unto her, Thou art 
mad. But she constantly affirmed 
that it was even so. Then said they, 
It is his angel. 

16 But Peter continued knocking: 
and when they had opened the door, 
and saw him, they were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto them 
with the hand to hold their peace, de- 
clared unto them how the Lord had 
brought him out of the prison. And 
he said, Go shew these things unto 
James, and to the brethren. And he 
departed, and went into another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day, thei'e 
was no small stir among the soldiers, 
what was become of Peter, 

19 And when Herod had sought for 
him, and found him not, he examined 
the keepers, and commanded tha>t they 
should be put to death. And he went 
down from Judsea to Caesarea, and 
there abode. 

20 IF And Herod was highly dis- 
pleased with them of Tyre and Sidon : 
but they came with one accord to 
him, and, having made Blastus the 
king’s chamberlain their friend, de- 
sired peace ; because their country was 
nourished by the king’s country, 

21 And upon a set day Herod, array- 
ed in royal apparel, sat upon his throne, 
and made an oration unto them. 

22 And the people gave a shout, 
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' saying y It is the voice of 'a ' god, and 
■not of a man. , 

, 23 And immediately the angel of 
the Lord smote Mm, because he gave 
not God, the glory. : and 'he v/as eaten 
of worms, and gave up the ghost. 

; , 24. IF .Biit'.the word of God grew and 
multiplied, . 

25 And Barnabac! and Saul returned 
from Jerusalem, when they had ful-. 
filled their ministry, and took with 
them John, whose surname was Mark. 

CHAPTER. 13„ 

^ OW there were in the church that 
was at Antioch certain prophets 
and teachers ; as Barnabas, and Simeon 
that was called Niger, and Lucius of 
Cyrene, and Manaen, which had been 
brought up with Herod the tetrarch, 
and Saul. ■ 

2 As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Se- 
parate me Barnabas and Saul for the 
work whereunto I have called them. 

3 And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them av^^ay. 

4 So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost, departed unto Seleueia ; 
and from thence they sailed to Cyprus. 

5 And when they were at Saiamis, 
they preached the word of God in the 
synagogues of the Jews ; and they 
had also John to their minister. 

6 And when they had gone through 
the isle unto Paphos, they found a cer- 
tain sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, 
whose name Bar-jesus: 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
man; who called for Barnabas and 
Saul, and desired to hear the word of 
God, 

8 But Elymac the sorcerer (for so is 
his name by interpretation) withstood 
them, seeking to turn away the deputy 
from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also is called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, set 
Ms eyes on him, 

10 And said, O full of all subtilty 


and all mischief, child of the 
devil, thou .enemy of all righteousness, 
wilt thou not cease to pervert the right ' 
ways of the Lord ? 

11. And now, behold, the hand of 
the Lord is upon' the'e, ;and thou slialt 
be blind, not seeing the sun for a 
season. And immediately there fell 
on him a mist and a darkness ; and lie 
went about seeking some to lead him 
by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he sav/ 
what was done, believed, being asto- 
nished at the doctrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and Ms company 
loosed from Paphos, they came to Per- 
ga in Pamphyiia : and John departing 
from them returned to Jerusalem. 

14 *[[ But when they departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in Pi- 
sidia, and went into the synagogue on 
the sabbath day, and sat down, 

15 And after the reading of the law 
and the prophets the rulers of the 
synagogue sent unto them, saying, Ye 
men arid brethren, if ye have any word 
of exhortation for the people, say on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beckon- 
ing with his hand said, Men of Israel, 
and ye that fear God, give audience. 

17 The God of this people of Israel 
chose our fathers, and exalted the 
people when they dwelt as strangers 
in the land of Egypt, and with an ' 
high arm brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty years 
suffered he their manners in the Vvdl- 
derness. 

19 And v/hen he had destroyed se- 
ven nations in the land of Chanaan, 
he divided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave unto them 
judges about the space of four hun- 
dred and fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired a king: 
and God gave unto them Saul the son 
of Cis, a man of the tribe of Benjamin, 
by the space of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed Mm, 
he raised up unto them David to be 
their king ; to whom also he gave testi“ 
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Paul preacheth that 

mony, and said, I have found David 
the son of Jesse, a man after mine own 
heart, which shall fulfil all my will, 

23 Of this man’s seed hath &od ac- 
cording to his promise ' raised unto 
' Israel' a Saviour, Jesus r 

24 When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of re- 
pentance to all the people of Israel. 

25 And as John fulfilled his course, 
he said, Whom think ye that I am? 
I am not he. But, behold, there com- 
eth one after me, whose shoes of his 
feet I am not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of 
the stock of Abraham, and whosoever 
among you feareth God, to you is the 
word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, because .they knew 
him not, nor yet the voices of the 
prophets which are read every sabbath 
day, they have fulfilled them in con- 
demning him. 

28 And though they found no cause 
of death in him^ yet desired they Pi- 
late that he should be slain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took 
him down from the tree, and laid him 
in a sepulchre. 

30 But God raised him from the dead : 

31 And he was seen many days of 
’them which came up with him from 

Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his wit- 
nesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise which 
was made unto the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same unto 
us their children, in that he hath raised 
up Jesus again ; as it is also written in 
the second psalm, Thou art my Son, 
this day have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no more to 
return to corruption, he said on this 
wise, I will give you the siire mercies 
of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in an- 
other psalm^ Thou shalt not suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. 


36. For ' David, ■ ..after, he had 'served,:, ' 
his own generation by the will of God, ' 
fell on sleep, and was laid unto Ms 
fathers, and saw corruption : 

37 . But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 

38 ®II Be it known unto you there- 
fore, men and brethren, that through 
tMs man is preached unto you the for- 
giveness of sins : 

39 And by him ail that believe are 
justified from all things, from which, 
ye could not be justified by the law 
of Moses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that com© 
upon you, wMch is spoken of in the 
prophetsj 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and perish : for I work a work in your 
days, a work which ye shall in no wise 
believe, though a man declare it unto 
you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone 
out of the synagogue, the Gentiles 
besought that these words might be 
preached to them the next sabbath. 

43 Now when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and re- 
ligious proselytes followed Paul and 
Barnabas : who, speaking to them, 
persuaded them to continue in the 
grace of God. 

44 ^ And the next sabbath day came 
almost the whole city together to hear 
the word of God. 

45 But when the Jews saw the mul- 
titudes, they were filled with envy, 
and spake against those things which 
were spoken by Paul, contradicting 
and blaspheming. 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and said, It was necessary that 
the word of God should first have been 
spoken to you : but seeing ye put it 
from you, and judge yourselves un- 
worthy of everlasting life, io, we turn 
to the Gentiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord commanded 
us, saying^ I have set thee to be a light 
of the Gentiles, that thou shouldest be 
for salvation unto the ends of the earth. 

48 And when the Gentiles heard this. 
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they were glad,' and glorified the; word 
of the Lord: and as many as were or- 
dained to eternal life believed., 

■ ,49 And the, word of the Lord was 
published throughont all the region. 

50 Blit the Jews stirred up the de- 
vout and honourable women, and the 
chief men of the city, ' and raised per- 
secution against Paul and Barnabas, 
and expelled them out of their coasts. 

51 But they shook off the dust of 
their feet against them, and came un- 
to Iconium. 

52 And the disciples were filled with 
joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER 14. 

A nd it came to pass in Iconium, that 
- they went both together into the 
synagogue of the Jews, and so spake, 
that a great multitude both of the J ews 
and also of the Greeks believed. 

2 But the unbelieving Jews stirred 
up the Gentiles, and made their minds 
evil affected against the brethren. 

3 Long time therefore abode they 
speaking boldly in the Lord, which 
gave testimony unto the word of his 
grace, and granted signs and winders 
to be done by their hands. 

4 But the multitude of the city was 
divided : and part held with the Jews, 
and part with the apostles. 

5 And when there was an assault 
made both of the Gentiles, and also of 
the Jews with their rulers, to use them 
despitefully, and to stone them, 

6 They were ware of it, and fled un- 
to Lystra and Derbe, cities of Lyca- 
onia, and unto the region that lieth 
round about : , 

7 And there they preached the gospel. 
8 IT And there sat a certain man at 
Lystra, impotent in his feet, being a 
cripple from his mother’s womb, who 
never had walked : 

9 The same heard Paul speak : who 
stedfastly beholding him, and perceiv- 
ing that he had faith to be healed, 

10 Said wdth a loud voice, Stand up- 
right oil thy feet. And he leaped and 
walked. 


'11 And .when the people saw what 
Paul had done, .they lifted up their 
voices, saying in the speech of Lyca- 
onia, The gods are come down to us 
in the likeness of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Jupi- 
ter ; and Paul, Mercurius, because he 
wms the chief speaker, 

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, wliicli 
was before their city, brought oxen and 
garlands unto the gates, and would 
have done sacrifice with the people. 

14 Which when the apostles, Barna- 
bas and Paul, heard of, they rent their 
clothes, and ran in among the people^ 
crying out, 

15 And saying, Sirs, w^-hy do ye these 
things ? We also are men of like pas- 
sions with you, and preach unto you 
that ye should turn from these vani- 
ties unto the living God, wrhich made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, and ali 
things that are therein: 

16 Who in times past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own w^ays. 

17 Nevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did good, 
and gave us rain from heaven, and 
fruitful seasons, filling our hearts with 
food and gladness. 

18 And with these sayings scarce 
restrained they the people, that they* 
had not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 IT And there came thither cer- 
tain Jews from Antioch and Iconium, 
who persuaded the people, and, having 
stoned Paul, drew Am out of the city, 
supposing he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood 
I round about him, he rose up, and came 

into the city : and the next day he de- 
parted with Barnabas to Derbe. 

21 And when they had preached the 
gospel to that city, and had taught 
many, they returned again to Lystra, 
and to Iconium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the souls of the dis- 
ciples, and exhorting them to con- 
tinue in the faith, and that we must 
through much tribulation enter into 
the kingdom of God. 

23 And when they had ordained them 
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eiders in evei'y church, and had prayed 
with fasting, they commended them to 
the Lord, on whom they believed. 

24 And afterthey had passed through- 
out Pisidia, they came to Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached the 
word in Perga, they went down into 
A.ttalia * 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, 
from whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God for the 
work which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and 
had gathered the church together, they 
rehearsed all that God had done with 
them, and how he had opened the door 
of faith unto the Gentiles, 

28 And there they abode long time 
mth the disciples. 

CHAPTER 15. 

'A ND certain men which came down 
Tk. from Jud^a taught the brethren, 
and said. Except ye be circumcised 
after the manner of Moses, ye cannot 
foe saved, 

2 When therefore Paul and Barna- 
bas had no small dissension and dis- 
putation with them, they determined 
that Paul and Barnabas, and certain 
other of them, should go up to Jeru- 
salem unto the apostles and elders a- 
bout this question. 

3 And being brought on their way 
by the church, they passed through 
Pheniee and Samaria, declaring the 
conversion of the Gentiles : and they 
caused great joy unto all the bretlmen. 

4 And when they were come to Je- 
rusalem, they were received of the 
church, and of the apostles and eiders, 
and they declared ail things that God 
had done with them. 

5 But there rose up certain of the 
sect of the Pharisees which believed, 
saying, That it was needful to circum- 
cise them, and to command them to 
keep the law of Moses. 

6 If And the apostles and eiders came 
together for to consider of this matter. 

7 And when there had been much 
disputing, Peter rose up, and said un- 


to them, Men and brethren, ye know 
bow that a good while ago God made 
choice among us, that the Gentiles by 
nij' mouth should hear the word of the 
■gospel, and believe.

1 4 'Simeon hath declared how God at 
the first did visit the Gentiles, to take 
out of them a people for his name.

19 Wherefore my sentence is, that 
we trouble not them, which from a- 
mong the Gentiles are turned to God : 

20 But that we write unto them, 
that they abstain from pollutions of 
idols, and from fornication, and from 
things strangled, and from blood. 

21 For Moses of old time hath in 
every city them that preach him, being 
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read in the synagogues every sabbath 
day. 

22 Then pleased it the apostles and 
elders, with the whole church, to send 
chosen men of their own company 
to Antioch with Paul and ■ Barnabas ; 
namely^ J udas surnamed Barsabas, and 
Silas, chief men among the brethren : 

23 And they wrote letters by them 
after this manner ; The apostles and 
elders and brethren send greeting un- 
to the brethren which are of the Gen- 
tiles in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia : 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, that 
certain -which went out from us have 
troubled you with words, subverting 
your souls, saying, Ye must be circum- 
cised, and keep the law : to whom we 
gave no such commandment : 

25 It seemed good unto us, being 
assembled with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you with our be- 
loved Barnabas and Paul, 

26 Men that have hazarded their lives 
for the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore Judas 
and Silas, v/ho shall also tell you the 
same things by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no 
greater burden than these necessary 
things; 

29 That ye abstain from meats offer- 
ed to idols, and from blood, and from 
things strangled, and from fornication: 
from which if ye keep yourselves, ye 
shall do well. Fare ye well. 

30 So v/hen they were dismissed, 
they came to Antioch : and when they 
had gathered the multitude together, 
they delivered the epistle : 

31 Which when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the consolation, 

32 And Judas and Silas, being pro- 
phets also themselves, exhorted the 
brethren with many words, and con- 
firmed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there 
a space, they were let go in peace from 
the brethren unto the apostles. 

34 Notwithstanding it pleased Silas 
to abide there still. 
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35 Paul also and Barnabas continued 
in Antioch, teaching and preaching 
the word of the Lord, mth many others 
also. 

36 IF' And some days after Paul said 
unto Barnabas, Let us go, again and 
visit our brethren in every city where 
we have preached the word of the 
Lord, and see how they do. 

37 And Barnabas determined to take 
-with them John, whose surname was 
Mark.'" 

38 But Paul thought not good to 
take him with them, who departed 
from them from Pamphylia, and went 
not with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp 
between them, that they departed a- 
sunder one from the other: and so 
Barnabas took Mark, and sailed unto 
Cyprus; 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and de- 
parted, being recommended by the 
brethren unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the churches. 

CHAPTER 16. 

T hen came he to Derbe and Lys- 
tra : and, behold, a certain disci- 
ple was there, named Timotheus, the 
son of a certain woman, which was a 
Jewess, and believed ; but his father 
was a Greek : 

2 Which was v/ell reported of by the 
brethren that were at Lystra and 
Iconium. 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him ; and took and circumcised 
Mm because of the Jews which were 
in those quarters : for they knew all 
that Ms father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the decrees 
for to keep, that were ordained of the 
apostles and elders which w^ere at Je- 
rusalem. 

5 And so were the churches esta- 
blished in the faith, and increased in 
number daily. 

6 Now .when they had' gone through- 
out Phrygia and the region of Galatia^ 
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and ¥/ere forbidden of tlie Holy Ghost 
to preach the word in Asia, 

V After they were come to Mysia, 
they assayed to go into Bithynia : but 
the:. Spirit sulfered them not. 

8 And they passing by Mysia came 
^down to Troas. . 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul in 
the night ; There stood a man of Mace- 
donia, and prayed him, saying. Come 
over into Macedonia, and help us. 

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavoured to go in- 
to Macedonia, assuredly gathering that 
the Lord had called us for to preach 
the gospel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Troas, we 
came with a straight course to Sa-'| 
mothracia, and the next day to Nea- 
polis ; 

12 And from thence to Philippi, 
which is the chief city of that part of 
Macedonia, and a colony : and we were 
in that city abiding certain days. 

13 And on the sabbath we went out 
of the city by a river side, where 
prayer was wont to be made ; and we 
sat down, and spake unto the women 
which resorted thither, 

14 And a certain woman named 

Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city 
of Thyatira, which worshipped God, 
heard m : whose heart the Lord open- 
ed, that she attended unto the things 
which were spoken of Paul. | 

15 And when she was baptized, and 
her household, she besought us, say- | 
ing, If ye have judged me to be faithful 
to the Lord, come into my house, and 
abide there. And she constrained us. 

16 IT And it came to pass, as we 
went to prayer, a certain damsel pos- 
sessed with a spirit of divination met 
us, which brought her masters much 
gain by soothsaying : 

17 The same followed Paul and us, 
and cried, saying. These men are the 
servants of the most high God, which 
shew unto us the way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. But 
Paul, being grieved, turned and said 
to the spirit, I command thee in the 




name of Jesus. Ghrist'to come out of 
her. ■ And he came out' the same' hour. 

19 ^ And when her masters, saw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
caught Paul and' Silas, and drew 
into the marketplace unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis- 
trates, saying, These men, being Jews, 
do exceedingly trouble our city, 

21 And teach 'customs," which are 
not lawful for us to receive, neither 
to observe, being Bomans. 

22 And the multitude rose up to- 
gether against them : and the magis- 
trates rent off their clothes, and com- 
manded to beat t/iem. 

23 And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them, they cast them in- 
to prison, charging the jailor to keep 
them safely : 

24 Who, having received such a 
charge, thrust them into the inner 
prison, and made their feet fast in the 
stocks. 

25 IT And at midnight Paul and Si- 
las prayed, and sang praises unto God ; 
and the prisoners heard them. 

26 And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations 
of the prison were shaken : and im- 
mediately all the doors were opened, 
and every one’s bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison a- 
waking out of his sleep, and seeing 
the prison doors open, he drew out 
his sword, and would have killed him- 
self, supposing that the prisoners had 
been fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Do thyself no harm : for we 
are all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, and 
sprang in, and came trembling, and 
fell down before Paul and Silas, 

30 And brought them out, and said, 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved ! 

31 And they said, Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved, and thy house. 

32 And they spake unto him the ^vord 
of the Lord, and to all that were in 
his house.

37 But Paul said unto them, They 
have beaten us openly uncondemned, 
being Romans, and have cast us into 
prison ; and now do they thrust us out 
privily ? nay verily ; but let them come 
themselves and fetch us out. 

38 And the serjeants told these words 
unto the magistrates : and they fear- 
ed, when they heard that they were 
Romans. 

39 And they came and besought 
them, and brought them out, and de- 
sired them to depart out of the city. 

40 And they went out of the prison, 
and entered into the house of Lydia : 
and when they had seen the brethren, 
they comforted them, and departed, j 

CHAPTER 17. 

GW when they had passed through 
Amphipolis and Apolionia, they 
came to Thessalonica, where was a sy- 
nagogue of the Jews : 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, went 
in unto them, and three sabbath days 
reasoned with them out of the scrip- 
tures, 

3 Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead ; and that this 
Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and 
consorted with Paul and Silas ; and of 
the devout Greeks a great multitude, 
and of the chief women not a few. 

5 % But the Jews which believed 


notj moved with envy, took unto them 
certain lewd fellows of the baser sort^ 
and gathered a. company, and set all 
the city on an uproar, and assaulted 
the house of Jason, and sought to bring 
them out to the people. 

6 And when they found them not, 
they drew Jason and certain brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying, 
These that have turned the world up- 
side down are come hither also ; 

7 Whom Jason hath received : and 
these all do contrary to the decrees 
of C^sar, saying that there is another 
king, one Jesus. 

8 And they troubled the people and 
the rulers of the city, when they heard 
these things. 

9 And when they had taken security 
of Jason, and of the other, they let 
them go. 

10 IT And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Silas by night 
unto Berea : who coming thither went 
into the synagogue of the J ews. 

1 1 These were more noble than those 
j in Thessalonica, in that they received 
the word with all readiness of mind, 
and searched the scriptures daily, 
whether those things were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believed ; 
also of honourable women which were 
Greeks, and of men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thessa- 
lonica had knowledge that the word 
of God was preached of Paul at Berea, 
they came thither also, and stirred up 
the people.

24 God that made the world and all 
things therein, seeing that he is Lord 
of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in 
temples made with hands ; 

25 Neither is worshipped with men’s 
hands, as though he needed any thing, 
seeing he giveth to all life, and breath, 
and all things ; 

26 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on ail the 
face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and the 
bounds of their habitation ; 

^ 27 That they should seek the Lord, 
if haply they might feel after him, and 
find Mm, though he be not far from 
every one of us : 

28 For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being; as certain also 
of your own poets have said, For we | 
are also Ms offspring.

my voice against them, 

11 And I punished them oft in 
every synagogue, and compelled them 
to blaspheme ; and being exceedingly 
mad against them, I persecuted them 
even unto strange cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Damas- 
cus with authority and commission 
from the chief priests, 

13 At midday, O king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining round 
about me and them which journeyed 
with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to 
the earth, I heard a voice speaking 
unto me, and saying in the Hebrew 
tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me ? it is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou. Lord ? 
And he said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy feet ; 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and 
a witness both of these things which 
thou hast seen, and of those things in 
the which I will appear unto thee ; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gentiles, unto whom 
now I send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and from 
the power of Satan unto God, that 
they may receive forgiveness of sins, 
and inheritance among them which 
are sanctified by faith that is in me. 

19 Whereupon, 0 king Agrippa, I 
was not disobedient unto the heavenly 
vision: 

20 But shewed first unto them of 


Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and

should repent and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance* 

2 1 For these causes the J ews caught 
me in the temple, and went about to 
kill me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help 
of God, I continue unto this day, 
■witnessing both to small and great, 
saying none other things than those 
which the prophets and Moses did say 
should come : 

23 That Christ should suffer, and 
that he should be the first that should 
rise from the dead, and should shew 
light unto the people, and to the Gen- 
tiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for him- 
self, Festus said with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art beside thyself; much 
learning doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, I am not mad, most 
noble Festus; but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these 
things, before whom also I speak free- 
ly : for I am persuaded that none of 
these things are hidden from Mm; for 
this thing was not done in a corner. 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou the 
prophets ? I know that thou believest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Almost thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to God, 
that not only thou, but also all that 
hear me this day, were both almost, 
and altogether such as I am, except 
these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, the 
king i*ose up, and the governor, and 
Bernice, and they that sat with them : 

31 And when they were gone aside, 
they talked between themselves, say- 
ing, This man doeth nothing worthy 
of death or of bonds. 

82; Then said: Agrippa unto Festus, 
This man might have been set at 
liberty, if he had not appealed unto 
Casar.;

Aristarclius, a Macedonian of Thes- 
salonica, being with us. 

8 And the next we touched at 
Diaon. And Julius courteously en- 
treated Paul, and gave Mm liberty to 
go unto his friends to refresh himself. 
4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, be- 
cause the winds were contrary .

13 And when the south wind Mew 
pftly,. opposing that they had ob- 
tained their purpose, loosing thence. 
they sailed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, called 
ituroelydon. 

15 And when the ship was caught, 
and could not bear up into the wind, 
we let her drive. 

16 And running under a certain is- 
land which is called Glauda, we had 
much work to come by the boat : 

1 i Which when they had taken up, 
they used helps, undergirding the 
ship ; and, fearing lest they should 
tail into the quicksands, strake sail, 
and so were driven.

8 And, hardly passing it, came unto a 
place which is called The fair havens ;

y blow when much time was spent, 

and when sailing was now dangerous, 
because the fast was now already past, 
Paul admonished them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I per- 
ceive that this voyage will be with 
hurt and much damage, not only of the 
lading and ship, but also of our lives. 

11 Nevertheless the centurion be- 
lieved^ the master and the owner of 
the ship, more than those things which 
were spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more 
part advised to depart thence also, if 
by ally means they might attain to 
Phenice, and there to winter ; which 
%s an haven of Crete, and iieth toward 
the south west and north west. 
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19 And the third dayvre cast out with 
the tackling of the ship, 
^ 20 And when neither sun nor stars 
m many days appeared, and no small 
tempest lay on us, ail hope that we 
should be saved was then taken away. 

21 ^But after long abstinence Paul 
stood forth in the midst of them, and 
said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened 
unto me, and not have loosed from 
Crete, and to have gained this harm 
and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of 
good cheer : for there shall be no loss 
of any man^s life among you, but of 
the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night 
the angel of God, whose I am, and 
whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Csesar : and, 
lo, God hath given thee ail them that 
sail with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer i 
for I believe God, that it shall be even 
as it was told me, 

26 Howbeit we must be cast upon a 
certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night 
was come, as we were driven up and 
down in Adria, about midnight the 
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Paul is skipwreekecly THE ACTS, 28. but comes safe to land, 

shipmen deemed that they drew near 
to some country ; 

28 And sonnded, and found twenty 
fathoms : and when they had gone a 
little further, they sounded again, and 
found it fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should have 
fallen upon rocks, they cast four an- 
chors out of the stern, and wished for 
the day. 

30 And as the shipmen were about 
to flee out of the ship, when they had 
let down the boat into the sea, under 
colour as though they would have cast 
anchors out of the foreship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and to 
the soldiers, Except these abide in the 
ship, ye cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off the ropes 
of the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And while the day was coming 
on, Paul besought them all to take 
meat, saying, This day is the four- 
teenth day that ye have tarried and 
continued fasting, having taken no- 
thing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
some meat : for this is for your health : 
for there shall not an hair fall from 
the head of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus spoken, he 
took bread, and gave thanks to God 
in presence of them all : and when he 
had broken he began to eat. 

36 Then were they ail of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat. 

37 And we were in all in the ship 
two hundred threescore and sixteen 
souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ship, and cast out 
the wheat into the sea. 

39 And when it was day, they knew 
not the land : but they discovered a 
certain creek with a shore, into the 
which they were minded, if it were 
possible, to thrust in the ship. 

40 And when they had taken up the 
anchors, they committed themselves 
unto the sea, and loosed the rudder 
bands, and hoised up the mainsail to 
the wind, and made toward shore< 


41 And falling into a place where 
two seas met, they rail the ship a- 
ground ; and, the forepart stuck fast,'';: 
and remained unmoveable, but the 
hinder part was. broken , with,' the vio- 
lence of the waves. 

42 And the : soldiers.’ counsel was to 
kill the prisoners, lest : any of . them '.:; 
should swim out, and escape. 

43 But the centurion, v/iliing to save 
Paul, kept them from their purpose; 
and commanded that they which could 
swim should cast themselves -Q-vsi into 
the sea, and get to land : 

44 And the rest, some on boards, and 
some on broken pieces of the ship. 
And so it came to pass, that they es- 
caped all safe to land. 

CHAPTER 28. 

AND when they were escaped, then 
-A. they knew" that the island was 
called Melita. 

2 And the barbarous people shewed 
us no little kindness ; for they kin- 
dled a fire, and received us every one, 
because of the present rain, and be- 
cause of the cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a 
bundle of sticks, and laid them on the 
fire, there came a viper out of the 
heat, and fastened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians saw the 

beast hang on Ms hand, 
they said among themselves, No doubt 
this man is a murderer, whom, though 
he hath escaped the sea, yet vengeance 
suffereth not to live. 

5 And he shook off the beast into the 
fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit they looked when he 
should have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly : but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no 
harm come to him, they changed their 
minds, and said that he was a god. 

7 In the same quarters were pos- 
sessions of the chief man of the is- 
land, whose name was Publius ; who 
received us, and lodged us three days 
courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the fa- 
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ther of Publras lay sick of a fever and 
of a bloody flux':, to: whom Taal en- 
tered iiij , and ■ prayed, and , laid his 
hands ,011 him, 'and healed him. 

, 9' So when this was done, others also, 
which had diseases in the island, came, 
and' were .healed,; ^ 

10 Who also honoured us with many 
honours ; and when we departed, they 
laded US' with such things as were 
necessary. 

11 And after three months we de- 
parted in a ship of Alexandria, which 
had wintered in the isle, whose sign 
was Castor and Pollux. 

12 And landing at Syracuse, we tar- 
ried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched a 
compass, and came to Rhegium : and 
after one day the south wind blew, and 
we came the next day to Puteoli ; 

14 Where we found brethren, and 
were desired to tarry with them seven 
days ; and so we went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the bre- 
thren heard of us, they came to meet 
us as far as Appii forum, and The 
three taverns ; whom when Paul saw, 
he thanked God, and took courage. 

16 And when we came to Rome, the 
centurion delivered the prisoners to 
the captain of the guard ; but Paul 
was suffered to dwell by himself with 
a soldier that kept him. 

1 7 And it came to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of the 
Jews together : and when they were 
come together, he said unto them, j 
Men and brethren, though I have com- 
mitted nothing against the people, or 
customs of our fathers, yet was I de- 
livered prisoner from Jerusalem into 
the hands of the Romans. 

18 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, because 
there was no cause of death in me. 

19 But when the Jews spake against 
itf I was constrained to appeal unto 
Caesar ; not that I had ought to accuse 
my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, to see you^ and to speak 


with you : because that for the hope of 
Israel I am, bound with this chain. 

21 And' they said unto ' him, We 
neither received letters out of Judaea 
concerning thee, neither any of the 
brethren that came shewed or spake 
any harm of thee. 

22 But we desire to hear of thee 
what thou thinkest : for as concern- 
ing this sect, we know that every 
where it is spoken against. 

23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to him 
into his lodging; to whom he ex- 
pounded and testified the kingdom of 
God, persuading them concerning Je- 
sus, both out of the law of Moses, and 
out of the prophets, from morning till 
evening. 

24 And some believed the things 
which were spoken, and some believed 
not. 

25 And when they agreed not a- 
mong themselves, they departed, after 
that Paul had spoken one word, Weil 
spake the Holy Ghost by Esaias the 
prophet unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and 
say, Hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
not understand; and seeing ye shall 
see, and not perceive ; 

27 For the heart of this people is 
waxed gross, and their ears are dull 
of hearing, and their eyes have they 
closed ; lest they should see with their 
eyes, and hear with their ears, and un- 
derstand with their heart, and should 
be converted, and I should heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto you, 
that the salvation of God is sent un- 
to the Gentiles, and that they will 
hear it; 

29 And when he had said these words, 
the Jews departed, and had great rea- 
soning among themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole years 
in Ms own hired house, and received 
all that came in unto him, 

31 Preaching the kingdom of God, 
and teaching those things which con- 
cern the Lord Jesus Christ, with al. 
confidence, no man forbidding him. 
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THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

ROMANS. 


CHAPTER 1, 

T>AUL, a servant of Jesus Christ, 
AT called to he an apostle, separated 
unto the gospel of G-od, 

2 (Which he had promised afore by 
his prophets in the holy scriptures,) 

3 Concerning his Son Jesus Christ 
our Lord, which was made of the seed 
of David according to the flesh ; 

4 And declared to he the Son of God 
with power, according to the spirit of 
holiness, by the resurrection from the 
dead ; 

5 By whom we have received grace 
and apostleship, for obedience to the | 
faith among all nations, for his name : 

6 Among whom are ye also the called 
of Jesus Christ : 

7 To all that be in Rome, beloved of 
God, called to he saints : Grace to you 
and peace from God our Father, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ for you all, that your 
faith is spoken of throughout the 
whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I 
serve with my spirit in the gospel of 
his Son, that without ceasing I make 
mention of you always in my prayers ; 

10 Making request, if by any means 
now at length I might have a pros- 
perous journey by the will of God to 
come unto you. 

11 For I long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, 
to the end ye may be established ; 

12 That is, that I may be comforted 
together with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you igno- 
rant, brethren, that oftentimes I pur- 
posed to come unto you, (but was let 
hitherto,)^ that I might have some 
fruit among you also, even as among 
other Gentiles. 

14 I am debtor both to the Greeks, 


and to the Barbarians; both to the 
wise, and to the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you 
that are at Rome also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ : for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that belie veth ; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteousness of 
God revealed from faith to faith : as it 
is written, The just shall live by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who hold 
the truth in unrighteousness ; 

19 Because that which may be known 
of God is manifest in them ; for God 
hath shewed it unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by the 
things that are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead ; so that they are 
without excuse : 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were thankful; but became 
vain in their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the un- 
corruptible God into an image made 
like to corruptible man, and to birds, 
and fourfooted beasts, and creeping 
things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them 
up to uncleanness through the lusts of 
their own hearts, to dishonour their 
own bodies between themselves : 

25 Who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and w'Drshipped and served 
the creature more than the Creator, 
who is blessed for ever.

21 Therefore let no man glory in 
men. For all things are your’s ; 

22 Whether Paul, or Apolios, or Ce- 
phas, or the world, or life, or death, 
or things present, or tMngs to come ; 
ail are your’s ; 

23 And ye are Christ’s ; and Christ 
God’s. 

CHAPTER 4. 

T ET a man so account of us, as 
-S-J of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover it is required in stewards, 
that a man be found faithful. 

3 But with me it is a very small 
thing that I should be judged of you, 
or of man’s judgment : yea, I judge 
not mine own self. 

4 For I know nothing by myself; 
yet am I not hereby justified : but he 
that judgeth me is the Lord. 

5 Therefore judge nothing before the 
time, until the Lord come, who both 
will bring to light the hidden things of 
darkness, and will make manifest the 
counsels of the hearts : and then shall 
every man have praise of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, I have 
in a figure transferred to myself and to 
Apolios for your sakes ; that ye might 
learn in us not to think of men above 
that which is written, that no oneof you 
be puffed up for one against another. 

7 For who maketh thee to differ /rom 
another'^ and what hast thou that 
thou didst not receive ? now if thou 
didst receive why dost thou glory, 
as if thou hadst not received it ^ 

8 How ye are full, now ye are rich, 
ye have reigned as kings without us ; 
and I would to God ye did reign, that 
we also might reign with you. 


9 ■ For l' thmk that God hath set forth ' 
us the apostles, last,, as it were appoint- 
ed' to, death: for we are made a spec- 
tacle unto the 'World, and to, angels, ' 
and to men. 

10 We are fools for Ghiist’s sake, 
but ye are wise in Christ.; we are 
weak, but ye are strong ; ye csr® ho- 
nourable, but we are despised. 

11 Even unto this present hour we 
both hunger, and thirst, and are na- 
ked, and are buffeted, and have no 
certain dwellingplace ; 

12 And labour, working with our own 
hands ; being reviled, we bless ; being 
persecuted, we suffer it : 

13 Being defamed, we intreat : we are 
made as the filth of the world, and 
are the offscouring of ail things unto 
this day. 

14 I write not these things to shame 
you, but as my beloved sons I warn f ow. 

15 For though ye have ten thousand 
instrueters in Christ, yet have ye not 
many fathers : for in Christ Jesus I 
have begotten you through the gospel. 

16 Wherefore I beseech you, be ye 
followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto 
you Timotheus, who is my beloved son, 
and faithful in the Lord, who shall 
bring you into remembrance of my 
ways which be in Christ, as I teach 
every where in every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as though 
I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, if 
the Lord will, and will know, not the 
speech of them which are puffed up, 
but the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not in 
word, but in power. 

21 What will ye ? shall I come unto 
you with a rod, or in love, and in the 
spirit of meekness ? 

CHAPTER 5, 

I T is reported commonly that there 
is fornication among you, and such 
fornication as is not so much as named 
among the Gentiles, that one should 
have his father’s wife.

2 And ye are puffed up, and have not 
rather mourned, that he that hath 
done this deed might be taken away 
from among you. ' ' 

3 For I verily, as absent in body, but _ 
present in spirit, have judged already, | 


as though I were present, concerning 
Mmhhat hath so done this deed, 

4 In the name of our Lord Jesus 

Christ, when ye are gathered together, 
and my spirit, with the power of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, I 

5 To deliver such an one unto Satan 1 
for the destruction of the flesh, that 
the spirit may be saved in the day of 
the Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know 
ye not that a little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump ? 

7 Purge out therefore the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye are 
unleavened. For even Christ om* pass- 
over is sacrificed for us : 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, not 
with old leaven, neither with the lea- 
ven of malice and wickedness; but 
with the unleavened bread oi sincerity 
and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an epistle not 
to company with fornicators : 

10 Yet not altogether with the for- 
nicators of this world, or with the 
covetous, or extortioners, or with idol- 
aters ; for then must ye needs go out 
of the world. 

1 1 But now I have written unto you 
not to keep company, if any man that 
is called a brother be a fornicator, or 
covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or 
a drunkard, or an extortioner ; with 
such an one no not to eat.' . 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without ? do not ye 
judge them that are within ? 

13 But them that are without G-od 
judgeth. Therefore put away from a- 
mong yourselves that wicked person. 

CHAPTER 6. 

T\ ARE any of you, having a matter 
against another, go to law before 
the unjust, and not before the saints? 


2 Do ye not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? said if the 
world shall be judged by you, are ye 
unworthy to judge the smallest mat- 
ters? 

. 3- Know ye not that we .shall judge . 
angels? how much more things that 
pertain to this life ? 

4 If then ye have judgments of things 
pertaining to this life, set them to 
judge who are least esteemed in the 
church. 

5 I speak to your shame. Is it so, 
that there is not a wise man among 
you ? no, not one that shall be able to 
judge between his brethren ? 

6 But brother goeth to law with 
brother, and that before the unbe- 
lievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, because ye go to law 
one with another. Why do ye not ra- 
ther take wrong ? why do ye not rather 
suffer yourselves to be defrauded ? 

8 Nay, ye do m‘ong, and defraud,, 
and that your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God ? 
Be not deceived : neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor ef- 
feminate, nor abusers of themselves 
with mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortion- 
ers, shall inherit the kingdom of God. 

11 And such were some of you _: but 
ye are washed, but ye are sanctified, 
but ye are justified in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our 
God. 

12 All things are lawful unto me, but 
all things are not expedient : all things 
are lawful for me, but I will not be 
brought under the power of any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the belly 
for meats : but God shall destroy both 
it and them. Now the body is not 
for fornication, but for the Lord; and 
the Lord for the body. 

14 And God hath both raised up the 
Lord, and will also raise up us by Ms 
own power. 
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15 Know ye not that your bodies are 
the members of Christ ? shall I then 
take the members of Christ, and make 
them the members of an harlot ? God 
forbid. 

16 What % know ye not' that he which 
is joined to an harlot is one body ? for 
two, saith he, shall be one flesh. 

17 Blit he that is joined unto the 
Lord is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that 
a man doeth is without the body ; but 
he that committetb fornication sin- 
neth against his own body. 

19 What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own ? 

20 For ye are bought with a price : 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God’s. 

CHAPTER 7. 

1^ GW concerning the things where- 
T 1 of ye wrote unto me ; It is good 
for a man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, to avoid fornication, 
let every man have his own wife, and 
let every woman have her own hus- 
band. 

3 Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence : and likewise 
also the wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her own 
body, but the husband : and likewise 
also the husband hath not pow’'er of his 
own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, ex- 
cept it he with consent for a time, that 
ye may give yourselves to fasting and 
prayer ; and come together again,. that 
Satan tempt you not for your incon- 
tinency. 

6 But I speak this by permission, 
und not of commandment. 

7 FoiT would that all men were even 
as I myself. But every man hath his 
proper gift of God, one after this man- 
ner, and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried 
a .:d widows, It is good for them if they 

> abide even as I. 


9 But if they cannot • contain, let 
them marry : for it is better to marry 
than to burn. 

10 And unto the married I command, 
yet not I, but the Lord, Let not the 
wife depart from her husband : 

1 1 But and if she depart, let her re- 
main unmarried, or be reconciled to 
her husband : and let not the husband 
put away his wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord : If any brother hath a wife that 
beiieveth not, and she be pleased to 
dwell with him, let him hot put her 
away, 

13 And the woman which hath an 
husband that beiieveth not, and if he 
be pleased to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him. 

14 For the unbelieving husband is 
sanctified by the wife, and the unbe- 
lieving wife is sanctified by the hus- 
band : else were your children unclean; 
but now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, let 
him depart. A brother or a sister is 
not under bondage in such cases : but 
God hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, 0 wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy husband ? 
or how knowest thou, 0 man, whether 
thou shalt save thy wife ? 

17 But as God hath distributed to 
every man, as the Lord hath called 
every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all churches. 

18 Is any man called being circum- 
cised ? let him not become uncircum- 
cised. Is any called in uncircumci- 
sion ? let him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, and im- 
circumcision is nothing, but the keep- 
ing of the commandments of God. 

20^ Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein he was called. 

21 Art thou called being a servant ? 
care not for it : but if thou mayest be 
made free, use it rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
being a servant, is the Lord’s freeman : 
likewise also he that is called, being 
free, is Christ’s servant. 
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23 Ye are bought with a price; be . virgin, if she pass the flower of her 

not .ye; the servants of men. j .age, - and need so .recjuire, let him do 

24 Brethren, let every man, v/herein what he will, he sinneth not : let them 
he is 'called, therem abide with God. I marry. 

25; Now ooncermng virgins I have j 37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
no commandment of the Lord: yet 1 1 stedfast in his heart, having no reces- 
give ^ my judgment, as one that hath sity, but hath power over his own will,

26 I suppose therefore that this is 
good for the present distress, I say ^ 
that it is good for a man so to be. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife ? seek 
not to be loosed. Art thou loosed from 
a vhfe ? seek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou maiTj/^, thou hast 


not sinned ; and if a virgin marry, she the Lord 


and hath so decreed in his heart that 
he will keep his virgin, doeth well. 

38 So then he that giveth her in 
marriage doeth well ; but he that gi^”- 
eth her not in marriage doeth l^etter. 

39 The wife is bound by the law as 
long as her husband iiveth ; but if her 
husband be dead, she is at liberty to 
be married to whom she will ; only in 


hath not sinned. Nevertheless such 
shall have trouble in the flesh : but I 
spare you. 

29 But this I say, brethren, the time 
is short : it remaineth, that both they 
that have v4ves be as though they had 
none ; 

30 And they that weep, as though 
they wept not ; and they that rejoice, 
as though they rejoiced not ; and they 
that buy, as though they possessed not; 

31 And they that use this world, as 
not abusing it : for the fashion of this 
world passeth aw'ay. 

32 But I would have you without 
carefulness. He that is unmarried car- 
eth for the things that belong to the 
Lord, how he may please the Lord : 

33 But he that is married careth for 
the things that are of the world, how 
be may please his wife. 

34 There is difference also betv/een 
a wife and a virgin. The unmarried 
woman careth for the things of the 
Lord, that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit : but she that is mar- 
ried careth for the things of the world, 
how she may please her husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
proflt ; not that I may cast a snare up- 
on jrou, but for that which is comely, 
and that ye may attend upon the Lord 
without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he be- 
haveth himself uncomely toward Ms 


40 But she is happier if she so abide, 
after my judgment : and I think also 
that I have the Spirit of God. 

CHAPTER 8- 

IV OW as touching things* offered 
I > unto idols, we know that we all 
have knov/ledge. Knowledge puffeth 
up, but charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he 
knoweth any thing, he knoweth no- 
thing yet as he ought to know, 

3 But if any man love God, the same 
is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eating 
of those things that are offered in sa- 
crifice unto idols, we know that an 
idol is nothing in the world, and that 
there is none other God but one. 

5 For though there be that are called 
gods, whether in heaven or in earth, 
(as there be gods many, and lords 
many,) 

6 But to us there is but one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we in him ; and one Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom arc all things, and 
we by him. 

7 Howbeit t/iere is not in every man 
that knowledge : for some with con- 
science of the idol unto this hour eat 
it as a thing offered unto an idol ; and 
their conscience being weak is defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God : for neither, if we eat, are we the

better ; neitlierj if we eat not, are we 
the worse. 

0 But take heed lest by any means 
this liberty of your’s become a stum- 
blingblock to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which 
hast knowledge sit at meat in the idol’s 
temple, shall not the conscience of him 
which is weak be emboldened to eat 
those things which are offered to idols ; 

1 1 And through thy knowledge shall 
the weak brother perish, for whom 
Christ died ? 

12 But when ye sin so against the 
brethren, and wound their weak con- 
science, ye sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no flesh 
while the world standeth, lest I make 
my brother to offend. 

CHAPTER 9. 

AM I not an apostle ? am I not free ? 

have I not seen Jesus Christ our 
Lord ? are not ye my work in the Lord? 

2 If I he not an apostle unto others, 
yet doubtless I am to you : for the 
seal of mine apostleship are ye in the 
Lord. 

3 Mine answer to ^them that do ex- 
amine me is this, 

4 Have we not power to eat and to 
drink? 

5 Have we not power to lead about 
a sister, a wife, as well as other apos- 
tles, and as the brethren of the Lord, 
and Cephas ? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, have not 
we power to forbear working ? 

7 Who goeth a warfare any time at 
his own charges ? who planteth a vine- 
yard, and eateth not of the fruit there- 
of ? or who feedeth a flock, and eateth 
not of the milk of the flock? 

8 Say I these things as a man? or 
saith not the law the same also ? 

9 For it is written in the law of Moses, 
Thou shait not muzzle the mouth of the 
ox that treadeth out the corn. Doth 
God take care for oxen ? 

10 Or saith he it altogether for our 
, sakes ? For our sakes, no doubt, this 


is written : that he that ploweth should 
plow in hope ; and that he that , thresh- ■ 
eth in hope should be partaker of Ms ' 
hope. 

1 1 If we have sown unto you spiritual 
things,, is it a great' thing if we shall : 
reap your carnal things ? 

12 If others be partakers of this 
power over you, are not we rather ? 
Nevertheless we have not used this 
power; but suffer all things, lest we 
should hinder the gospel of Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that they which 
minister about holy things live of the 
things of the temple ? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with 
the altar? 

14 Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of these 
things: neither have I wiitten these 
things, that it should be so done unto 
me : for it were better for me to die, 
than that any man should make my 
glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, I 
have nothing to glory of : for necessity 
is laid upon me ; yea, woe is unto me, 
if I preach not the gospel ! 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, 
I have a reward: but if against my 
will, a dispensation of the gospel is 
committed unto me, 

1 8 What is my reward then ? Verily 
that, when I preach the gospel, I may 
make the gospel of Christ without 
charge, that I abuse not my power in 
the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all men^ 
yet have I made myself servant unto 
all, that I might gain the more. 

20 And unto the Jews I became as a 
Jew, that I might gain the Jews ; to 
them that are under the law, as under 
the law, that I might gain them that 
are under the law ; 

21. To them that are without law, as 
without law, (being not without law 
to God, but under the law to Christ,) 
that I might gain them that are with- 
out law. 
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22 To the weak ^ became I as -weak, , 
that ! might gain the weak, : I am made 
all things 'to, all men^ that I might by 
all means save some. 

23 And tiiisl do for the gospel’s sake, 
that I might be partaker thereof with 
you. 

^ 24 ' Know ye not that, they which rim 
in a race run ail, but one reeeiveth the 
prize ? So run, that ye may obtain. 

25 And every man that strivetli for 
the mastery is temperate in all things. 
Now they do it to obtain a corruptible 
crown ; but we an incorruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, not as uncer- 
tainly ; so fight I, not as one that beat- 
eththeair: 

27 But I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection : lest that by 
any means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a castaway. 

CHAPTER 10. 

ll^OREOVER, brethren, I would 
XYi not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under the 
cloud, and all passed through the sea ; 

^ 2 And were all baptized unto Moses 
in the cloud and in the sea ; 

3 And did all eat the same spiritual 
■meat ; 

4 And did all drink the same spi- 
ritual drink : for they drank of that 
spiritual Rock that followed them : 
and that Rock was Christ. 

5 But with many of them God was 
not well pleased : for they were over- 
thrown in the wilderness. 

6 Now these things were our exam- 
ples, to the intent we should not lust 1 
after evil things, as they also lusted. 

7 Neither be ye idolaters, as w.ere] 
some of them; as it is written, The 
people sat down to eat and drink, and 
rose up to play. 

8 Neither let us commit fornication, 
as some of them committed, and fell 
in one day three and twenty thousand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as 
some of them also tempted, and were 
destroyed of serpents. 

10 Neither murmur ye, as some of 


:t,hem also' murmured, and were de- il 
stroyed of the destroyer. ' 

.11 Now ail. these things happened ■ s-i 
unto - them , for ensamples : - and they 
are written for our admonition, upon 
whom the ends of the world are come. 

12 Wherefore let him that bliinketli 
he standeth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man : 
but God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temptation 
also make a way to escape, that ye may 

be able to bear it i 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, 

flee from idolatry. > 

15 I speak as to wise men; judge 
ye what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing- v/liich we 
bless, is it not the communion of the 
blood of Christ ? The bread which we 
break, is it not the communion of the 
body of Christ I 

17 For we being many are one bread, 

and one body: for we are ail par- 
takers of that one bread. < 

18 Behold Israel after the flesh : are I 
not they which eat of the sacrifices .:|i 
partakers of the altar ? 

19 What say I then ? that the idol 
is any thing, or that which is offered 
in sacrifice to idols is any thing? 

20 But I say ^ that the things which |

7 But the manifestation of the Spirit 
is given to every man to profit withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wisdom ; to another the word 
of knowledge by the same Spirit ; 

9 To another faith by the same 
Spirit; to another the gifts of heal- 
ing by the same Spirit ; 

10 To another the working of mira- 
cles ; to another prophecy ; to another 
discerning of spirits ; to another di- 
vers kinds of tongues; to another the 
interpretation of tongues ; 

11 But all these worketh that one 
and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will, 

12 For as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the members 
of that one body, being many, are one 
body : so also is Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body, Whether we Be 
Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond 
or free ; and have been all made to 
drink into one Spirit, 

14 For the body is not one member, 
but many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Because I am 
not the hand, I am not of the body ; 
is it therefore not of the body ? 

16 And if the ear shall say, Because 
I am not the eye, l am not of the body ; 
is it therefore not of the body ? 

17 If the whole body were an eye, 
where were the hearing ? If the whole 

hearing, where ere the smelling! 

18 But now hath God set the mem- 
bers every one of them in the body, 
as it hath pleased him, 

19 And if they were all one mem- 
ber, where w?ere the body ? 

20 But now are ^^e^ many members, 
yet but one body. 


That the Lord Jesus the same night in 
which he was betrayed took bread : 

24' And when he had given thanks, 
hebrake and said, Take, eat;; this 
is my body, which is broken for you; 
this ;do; in .remembrance of me. . ' ' ' . 

25 After the same manner also he 
took th.Q cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new testament 
in my blood : this do ye, as oft as ye 
drink it^ in remembrance of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat 
this bread, and drink cup of the 
Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of 
the body and blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh dam- 
nation to himself, not discerning the 
Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are weak and 
sickly among you, and many sleep. ^ 

31 For if we would judge ourselves, 
we should not be judged. 

32 But when we are judged, we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we should 
not be condemned with the world. 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry one for 
another. 

34 And if any man hunger, let him 
eat at home ; that yo come not to- 
gether unto condemnation. And the 
rest will I set in order when I come. 

CHAPTER 12. 

IVp O W concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you 
ignorant. 

2 Ye know that ye were Gentiles, 
carried away unto these dumb idols, 
even as ye were led, 

3 Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed ; 
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21 And the eye cannot say unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee: nor 
again the head to the feet, I have no 
need of you. 

22 Nay, much more those members 
of the body, which seem to be more 
feeble, are necessary : 

2*3 And those memSer® of the body, 
which we think to be less honourable, 
upon these we bestow more abundant 
honour; and our uncomely have 
more abundant comeliness.

26 And whether one member suffer, 
all the members suffer with it ; or one 
member be honoured, all the members 
rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. 

28 And Grod hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily pro- 
phets, thirdly teachers, after that mi- 
racles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues. 

29 Are all apostles ? are all prophets ? 
are all teachers? are all workers of 
miracles? 

30 Have all the gifts of healing? 
do all speak with tongues ? do all in- 
teipret ? 

31 But covet earnestly the best gifts ; 
and yet shew I unto you a more ex- 
cellent way. 

CHAPTER 13.

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the consolation where’vi^'ith he was 
comforted in you, wdien he told us 
your earnest desire, your mourning, 
your fervent mind toward me; so 
that I rejoiced the more. 

8 For though I made you sorry with 
a letter, I do not repent, though I did 
repent : for I perceive that the same 
epistle hath made you sorry, though 
it were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorroived to 
repentance : for ye were made sorry 
after a godly manner, that ye might 
receive damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh repent* 
ance to salvation not to be repented 
of : but the sorrow of the work! work- 
eth death. 

11 For behold this selfsame thing, 
that ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, yea, 
what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, 
yea, w/iait revenge ! In all things ye 
have approved yourselves to be clear 
in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, I did it not for his cause that 
had done the wrong, nor for his cause 
that suffered wrong, but that our care 
for you in the sight of God might 
appear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted in 
your comfort : yea, and exceedingly 
the more joyed we for the joy of Ti- 
tus, because his spirit was refreshed 
by you all. 

14 For if I have boasted' any thing to 
him- of you, I am not ashamed ; but

as we spake all things to you in truth, 
even so our boasting, which I made 
before Titus, is found a truth. 

15 And his inward affection is more 
abundant toward you, whilst he re- 
membereth the obedience of you all, 
how with fear and trembling ye. re-

16 I rejoice therefore that I have 
confidence in you in all things. 

■ CHAPTER ' 8. 
TyrOEEOVER, brethren, we do you 
jJiA. to wit of the grace of God be- 
stowed on the churches of Macedo- 
nia; 

2 How that in a great trial of afflic- 
tion the abundance of their joy and 
their deep poverty abounded unto the 
riches of their liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear record, 
yea, and beyond their power they 
tvere willing of themselves ; 

4 Prajring us with much intrea.ty 
that we would receive the gift, and 
take upon the fellowship of the 
ministering to the saints. 

5 And this they did^ not as we 
hoped, but first gave their own selves 
to the Lord, and unto us by the will 
of God. 

6 Insomuch that we desired Titus, 
that as he had begun, so he would also 
finish in you the same grace also. 

7 Therefore, as ye abound in every 
thing ^ in faith, and utterance, and 
knowledge, and in all diligence, and 
in your love to us, see that ye abound 
in this grace also. 

8 I speak not by commandment, but 
by occasion of the forwardness of 
others, and to prove the sincerity of 
your love. 

9 For ye know the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, that 
ye through his poverty might be rich. 

10 And herein I give my advice : for 
this is expedient for you, who have 
begun before, not only to do, but also 
to be forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform the doing 


of it ; that as there was a readiness to 
will, so there may &£? a performance 
also out of that which ye have. 

12 For . if' there ■ be first a willing 
mind, it is accepted according to that 
a man hath, and not according to that ■ 
he hath not. 

13 For I mean not that other men 
be eased, and ye burdened : 

14 But by an equality, now at 
this time your abundance may he a 
supply for their want, that their abun- 
dance also may he a supply for your 
want : that there may be equality ; 

15 As it is written, He that pa- 
i/icrec? much had nothing over; and he 
that had gathered little had no lack. 

16 But thanks be to God, which put 
the same earnest care into the heart 
of Titus for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the exhor- 
tation ; but being more forward, of his 
own accord he went unto you. 

18 And we have sent with him the 
brother, whose praise is in the gospel 
throughout all the churches ; 

19 And not that only, but who was 
also chosen of the churches to travel 
with us with this grace, which is ad- 
ministered by us to the glory of the 
same Lord, and declaration of your 
ready mind : 

20 Avoiding this, that no man should 
blame us in this abundance which is 
administered by us : 

21 Providing for honest things, not 
only in the sight of the Lord, but also 
in the sight of men. 

22 And we have sent with them our 
brother, w'hom we have oftentimes 
proved diligent in many things, but 
nowmuch more diligent, upon the great 
confidence which I have in you. 

23 Whether any do enquire of Titus, 
he is my partner and fellowhelper con- 
cerning you : or our brethren be en- 
quired of they are the messengers of 
the churches, and the glory of Chidst, 

24 Wherefore shew ye to them, and 
before the churches, the proof of your 
love, and of our boasting on your be- 
half.

3 Yet have I sent the brethren, lest 
oui* boasting of you should be in vain 
in this behalf ; that, as I said, ye may 
be ready: 

4 Lest haply if they of Macedonia 
come with me, and And you unpre- 
pared, we (that we say not, ye) should 
be ashamed in this same confident 
boasting. 

5 Therefore I thought it necessary to 
exhort the brethren, that they would 
go before unto you, and make up be- 
forehand your bounty, whereof ye had 
notice before, that the same might be 
ready, as a matter of bounty, and not 
as of covetousness . 

6 But this I say, He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly; 
and he which soweth bountifully shall 
reap also bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so let Mm give / 
not grudgingly, or of necessity : for 
Hod loveth a cheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you ; that ye, always 
having all sufficiency in all tMngs, 
may abound to every good work : 

9 (As it is written, He hath dis- 
persed abroad; he hath given to the 
poor : his righteousness remaineth for 
ever. 

10 Now' he that minis tereth seed to 
the sower both minister bread for your 
food, and multiply your seed sown, 
and increase the fruits of your righte- 
ousness ;) 

11 Being enriched in every thing 
to all bountifulness, which causeth 
through us thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of this ser- 
vice not only supplieth the want of the 
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saints, bukis abundant also by main’' 
thanksgivings unto God ; ‘ 

13^ Whiles by the experiment of this 
ministration they glorify God for your 
prc^essed subjection unto the gospel 
of Christ, and for yoUr liberal distri- 
bution unto them, and unto all men ; 

M And by their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the exceed- 
ing gi'ace of God in you. 

I 15 Thanks he unto God for his iin- 
j speakable gift. 

CHAPTER 10. 

TNT ^ Paul myself beseech you 
^ »y the meekness and gentleness 
of Christ, who in presence am base 
among you, but being absent am bold 
toward you : 

^ beseech you, that I may not 
be bold when I am present wdth that 
confidence, wherewith I think to be 
bold against some, w^hich think of us 
as if we walked according to the flesh. 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh ; 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare are 
not carnal, but mighty through God to 
the pulling down of strong holds ;) 

5 Casting dowm imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ ; 

6 And having in a readiness to re- 
venge ail disobedience, when your obe- 
dience is fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the 
outward appearance? If any man 
trust to himself that he is Christ’s, 
let him of himself think this again, 
that, as he Christ’s, even so are w'e 
Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast some- 
what more of our authority, which the 
Lord hath given us for edification, and 
not for your destruction, I should not 
be ashamed; 

9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrify you by letters. 

10 For Ms letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful ; but Ms bodily 
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presence is weak, and his speech con- 
temptible. 

1 1 Let such an one tliiiik this, that, 
such as we;' are in word by letters when 
we are absent, such will we he also in 
deed when we ax’e present. 

12 For we dare not • make , ourselves 
of the imniber, or compare ourselves 
with some that commend themselves : 
but they measuring themselves by 
themselves, and comparing themselves 
among themselves, are not wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, but according 
to the measure of the rule which God 
hath distributed to us, a measure to 
reach even unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves be- 
yond OUT measure y as though we reach- 
ed not unto you : for we are come as 
far as to you also in preaching the 
gospel of Christ : 

15 Not boasting of things without 
our measme, that is, of other men’s 
labours ; but having hope, when your 
faith is increased, that we shall be 
enlarged by you according to our rule 
abundantly, 

10 To preach the gospel in the re- 
gions beyond you, and not to boast in 
another man’s line of things made 
ready to our hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. 

1 8 For not he that commendeth him- 
self is approved, but wdiom the Lord 
commendeth. 

CHAPTER 11.

9 And when I was present with you, 
and wanted, I was chargeable to no 
man : for that which was lacking to 
me the brethren which came from 
Macedonia supplied : and in all things 
I have kept myself from being bur- 
densome unto you, and so will 1 keep 
myself. 

10 As the truth of Christ is in me, 
no man shall stop me of this boasting 
ill the regions of Achaia. 

11 Wherefore? because I love you 
not ? God knoweth. 

12 But what I do, that I v/iil do, 
that I may cut off occasion from them 
which desire occasion; that wherein 
they gloiy, they may be found even 
as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming them- 
selves into the apostles of Christ.

■ OHAPTERJ. 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, to the saints 
which are at Ephesus, and to the faith- 
ful in Christ Jesus : 

2 Grace he to you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed he the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath bless- 
ed us with ail spiritual blessings in 
heavenly places in Christ : 

4 According as he hath chosen us in 
him before the foundation of the world, 
that we should be holy and without 
blame before him in love :

CHAPTER h 

P AUL and Timotheus, the servants 
of Jesus Christ, to all the saints 
in Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, 
with the bishops and deacons : 

2 Grace be unto you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 I thank my God upon every re- 
membrance of you, 

. 4 Always i.n every prayer, of, mine 
for ' you all making request with 

joy. 

5 For your felio'wship in the gospel 
from the first day until now ; 

6 Being confident of this very thing, 
that he which hath begun a good work 
ill you will perform it until the day 
of Jesus Christ : 

7 Even as it is meet for me to think 
this of yon ail, because I have you in 
my. heart ; ';m.asmueli ,,as both, in. my 
bonds, and in the defence and confir- 
mation of the gospel, ye all are par- 
takers of my grace, 

8 E'er God is my record, how greatly 


I long after you all in the bowels of 
Jesus Christ. 

9 And this I pray, that your love 
may abound yet more and more in 
knowledge and m all judgment ; 

10 That ye may approve things that 
are excellent ; that ye may be sincere 
and without offence till the day of 
Christ ; 

1 1 Being filled with the fruits of righ- 
teousness, which are by Jesus Christ, 
unto the glory and praise of God. 

12 But I would ye should under- 
stand, brethren, that the things which 
happened unto me have fallen out 
rather unto the furtherance of the 
gospel; 

13 So that my bonds in Christ are 
manifest in all the palace, and in all 
other places ; 

14 And many of the brethren in the 
Lord, waxing confident by my bonds, 
are much more bold to speak the word 
without fear. 

1 5 Some indeed preach Christ even 
of envy and strife ; and some also of 
good 
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1(5 The one preach Christ of conten- I 
tion, not sincerely, supposing to add 
affliction to my bonds : 

17 But the other of love, knowing 
that I am set for the defence of the 
gospel. 

18 What then? notwithstanding, 
every way, whether in pretence, or in 
truth, Christ is preached ; and I there- 
in do rejoice, yea, and will rejoice. 

19 For I know that this shall turn to 
my salvation through your prayer, and 
the supply of the Spirit of Jesus Christ, 

20 According to my earnest expecta- 
tion and hope, that in nothing ! 
shall be ashamed, but that with all 
boldness, as always, so now also Christ 
shall be magnified in my body, whe- 
ther it he by life, or by death. 

21 For to me to live is Christ, and 
to die is gain. 

22 But if I live in the flesh, this is 

the fruit of my labour: yet what I 
shall choose I wot not. " 

23 For I am in a strait betwixt two, 
having a desire to depart, and to be 
with Christ ; which is far better : 

24 Nevertheless to abide in the flesh 
is more needful for you. 

25 And having this confidence, I 
know that I shall abide and continue 
with you all for your furtherance and 
joy of faith; 

26 That your rejoicing may be more 
abundant in Jesus Christ for me by 
my coming to you again. 

27 Only let your conversation be as 
it beconieth the gospel of Christ : that 
whether I come and see you, or else 
be absent, I may hear of your affairs, 
that ye stand fast in one spirit, with 
one mind striving together for the faith 
of the gospel ; 

28 And in nothing terrified by your 
adversaries : which is to them an evi- 
dent token of perdition, but to you of 
salvation, and that of (lod. 

29 For unto yon ij is given in the 
behalf of Christ, not only to believe 
on him, but also to suffer for his sake ; 

30 Having the same conflict which ye 
saw in me, and now hear to be in me. 


' CHAPTER '2.:, 

I F there he therefore any consolation 
in Christ, if any comfort of love,

13 For it is God which worketh in 
you both to will and tc do of his good 
pleasure. 

14 Do all things without murmur- 
iiigs and disputings : 

15 That ye may be blameless and 
harmless, the sons of God, without re- 
buke, in the midst of a crooked and 
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perverse nation, among whom ye shine 
:aS', lights , ill the world ; 

,16 'Holding 'forth the word of life; 
that I may rejoice in the day of Christ, 
that I; have not run in vain, neither 
laboured in .vain. 

17 ' Yea, and if I be offered upon the 
sacrifice and service of your faith, I 
joy, and rejoice with you all. 

18 For the same cause also do ye 
.and. rej oice with .me. ' 

19 But I trust in the Lord Jesus to 
send Timotheus shortly unto you, that 
I also may be of good comfort, when 
I know your state. 

20 For I have no man likeinind- 
ed, who will naturally care for your 
state. 

21 For all seek their own, not the 
things which are Jesus Christ’s- 

22 But ye know the proof of him, 
that, as a son with the father, he hath 
served with me in the gospel. 

23 Him therefore I hope to send pre- 
sently, so soon as I shall see how it 
will go with me. 

24 But I trust in the Lord that I 
also myself shall come shortly. 

25 Yet I supposed it necessary to 
send to you Epaphroditus, my brother, 
and companion in labour, and fellow- 
soldier, but your messenger, and he 
that ministered to my wants, 

26 For he longed after you all, and 
was full of heaviness, because that ye 
had heard that he had been sick. 

27 For indeed he was sick nigh unto 
death : but Grod had mercy on him ; 
and not on Mm only, but on me also, 
lest I should have sorrow upon sor- 
rovr. 

28 I sent him therefore the more 
carefully , that, when ye see him again, 
ye may rejoice, and that I may be the 
less sorrowful. 

29 Receive him therefore in the Lord 
with all gladness ; and hold such in 
reputation : 

30 Because for the work of Christ he 
was nigh unto death, not regarding his 
life, to supply your lack of service 
toward me.

2 For kings, and /or all that are in 
authority ; that we may leaJ a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness and 
honesty. 

3 For this is good and acceptable in 
the sight of God our Saviour ; 

4 Who will have all men to be saved, 
and to come unto the knowledge of 
the truth. 

5 there is one God, and one me- 
diator between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus; 

6 Who gave himself a ransom for 
all, to be testified in due time. 

7 Whereunto I am ordained a preach- 
er, and an apostle, (I speak the truth 
in Christ, and lie not ;) a teacher of 
the Gentiles in faith and verity. 

8 1 will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands, without 
wrath and doubting. 

9 In like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, 
with shanieiacediiess and sobriety ; not 
■with broided hair, or gold, ; or pearls, | 
or costly array ; 
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10 ■ But (wMch becometh, wouien pi’o-' 
fessing, godliness) with good works. 

11 Let ' the woman learn in silence 
with all subjection. ■ 

1,2 But I suffer not a woman to teach,, 
nor to usurp authority over the man, 
but to be in silence. 

13 For' Adam was first formed, then 
Eve. , 

14 ' And Adam was not deceived, but 
the woman being deceived was in the 
transgression. 

15 Notwithstanding she shall be 
saved in childbearing, if they continue 
in faith and charity and holiness with 
sobriety. 

CHAPTERS, 

T his is a true saying, If a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he 
desireth a good work. 

2 A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, so- 
ber, of good behaviour, given to hos- 
pitality, apt to teach ; 

3 Not given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre; but patient, 
not a brawler, not covetous ; 

4 One that ruleth well his own house, 
having his children in subjection with 
all gravity ; . 

5 (For if a man know not how to 
rule his own house, how shall he take 
care of the church of God ?) 

6 Not a novice, lest being lifted up 
with pride he fall into the condemna- 
tion of the devil. 

7 Moreover he must have a good re- 
port of them which are without ; lest 
he fall into reproach and the snare of 
the devil. 

■ ■ SLikewisemM^^the deacons grave, 
not doubietongued, not given to much 
wine, not greedy of filthy lucre ; 

9 Holding the mystery of the faith 
in a pur© conscience. 

10 And let these also first be proved ; 

' then let them ^ use the office of a dea- 
con, being fo^md blameless. 

11 Even so must their wives 
grave, not slanderers, sober, faithful 
In ail fehings. ■ 


12 Let the deacons be the husbands 
of one wife, ruling their ehildren and 
their own houses well. 

1 3 For they that have used the office 
of a deacon well purchase to them- . 
selves a good degree, and great boldness 
in the faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

14^ These things wite 1 unto thee, 
hoping to come unto thee shortly ; 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to 
behave thyself in the house of God, 
which is the church of the living God, 
the pillar and ground of the truth, 

16 And without conti*oversy great 
is the mystery of godliness : God was 
manifest in the flesh, Justified in the 
Spirit, seen of angels, preached unto 
the Gentiles, believed on in the world, 
received up into glory. 

CHAPTBR 4. 

N OW the Spirit speaketh express- 
ly, that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the" faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines 
of devils ; 

2 Speaking lies in hypocrisy ; having 
their conscience seared with a hot iron ; 

3 Forbidding to marry, and com- 
manding to abstain from meats, which 
God hath created to be received with 
thanksgiving of them which believe 
and know the truth. 

4 For every creature of God is good, 
and nothing to be refused, if it be re- 
ceived with thanksgiving : 

5 For it is sanctified by the word of 
God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in remem- 
brance of these things, thou shaft be a 
good minister of Jesus Christ, nourish- 
ed up in the words of faith and of good 
doctrine, whereuntothou hast attained. 
7 But refuse profane and old wives’ 
fables, and exercise thyself rather un- 
to godliness. 

8 Fo bodily exercise profiteth lit- 
tle: Mt godliness is profitable unto 
all things, having promise of the life 
that now is, and of that which is to 
come.

9 This is a falthftii saying and wor- 
thy of all acceptation. 

10' Tor 'therefore we both labour and 
suffer reproach, because we trust in 
the IMng Ct-od, who is the Saviour., 
of all men, specially of those that be- 
■iieve'. 

... ^ ' li These things command and teach. 

12 Let BO man,, despise thy youth; 
but' be' thou : an example of the be- 
lievers, in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in "'Spirit, in faith, in purity, 
is Till I. come, give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, to doctrine. 

14 Neglect not the gift that is in 
thee, which was given thee by pro- 
phecy, with the laying on of the hands 
of the presbytery.. 

15 Meditate upon these things ; give 
^ thyself wholly to them; that thy pro- 

hting may appear to all. 

16 Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine ; continue in them : for 
in doing this thou shalt both save thy- 
self, and them that hear thee 

'chapters. 

R ebuke not an eider, but intreat 
Mm as a father ; the younger 
men as brethren ; 

2 The eider women as mother's; the 
younger as sisters, with all purity. 

8 Honour widows that are widows 
indeed. 

4 But if any widow have children or 
nephews, let them learn drst to shew 
piety at home, and to requite their 
parents: for that is good and accept- 
able before G-od. 

5 Now she that is a widow indeed, 
and desolate, trusteth in God, and con- 
tin ueth in supplications and prayers 
night and day. 

6 But she that liveth in pleasure is 
dead while she liveth. 

7 And these' things give in charge, 
that they may be blameless. 

8 But if any provide not for his 
own, and specially for those of his 
own house, he hath denied the faith, 
and is worse than an infidel. 

9 Let not a widow be taken into the 


number under ■ threescore , y ears.: : old, 
having been the wife of onO' man, ■ 

10 Well reported of for good works; 
if -she have brought up cMld,ren, if 
she have lodged strangers, if she have 
washed the saints’ feet,: if she have' 
relieved the afflicted, if she have dili- 
gently foliov/ed every good work. 

11 But the younger . widows re- 
fuse: for when' they have begun to 
wax wanton against Christ, they, will 
marry; 

12 Having* damnation, because they 
have cast off their first faith. 

13 And withal they learn to be idle, 
wandering about from house to house; 
and not only idle, but tattlers also 
andbusybodies, speaking things which 
they ought not. 

14 I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, guide 
the house, give none occasion to the 
adversary to speak reproachfully. 

15 For some are already turned a- 
side after Satan. 

16 If any man or w^oman that be- 
lieveth have widows, let them relieve 
them, and let not the church be 
charged ; that it may relieve them 
that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honour, es~ 
13ecially they who labour in the word 
and doctrine, 

18 For the scripture saith. Thou 
shalt not muzzle the ox that treadeth 
! out the corn. And, The labourer is 
worthy of his reward. 

19 Against an elder I'eceive' not an 
accusation, but before two or three 
witnesses. 

20 Them that sin rebuke 'before ali,; 
that others also may fear. 

21 I charge thee before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the elect an- 
gels, that thou observe these things 
without preferring one before another, 
doing nothing by partiality. 

22 Lay hands suddenly on ...no , man, 
neither be partaker of other men’s 
sins : keep thyself pure. 

23 Drink no longer water, but use a 
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Duti/ ■ of serva^tSj 1' TIMOTHY,. 6. The goodfghtf 


little wlBe for thy stomach’s sake and 
^ thine often infirmities. ' 

24 Some, men’s sins, are open' before- 
hand, going before to judgment ; and 
some men they follow after. 

'25 Likewise also the good works ■ of 
some are manifest beforehand *, and 
they that are otherwise cannot be hid. 

CHAPTER :'a ■ 

I ET as many ' servants as are under 
i the yoke count their own masters 
worthy of all honour, that the name 
of Rod and Ms doctrine be not blas- 
phemed. 

2 And they that have believing mas- 
ters, let them not despise them^ be- 
cause they are brethren ; but rather do 
them service, because they are faith- 
ful and beloved, partakers of the bene- 
fit. These things teach and exhort. 

S If any man teach othermse, and 
consent not to wholesome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and to the doctrine which is according 
to godliness ; 

4 He is proud, knowing nothing, 
but doting about questions and strifes 
of words, whereof cometh envy, strife, 
railings, evil surmisings, 

5 Perverse disputings of men of cor- 
rupt minds, and destitute of the truth, 
supposing that gain is godliness : from 
such withdraw thyself. 

6 But godliness with contentment is 
great gain. . 

7 For we brought nothing into this 
world, and it is certain we can carry 
nothing out. ' 

8 And having food and raiment let 
us be therewith content. 

9 But they that will be rich fall in- 
to temptation and a snare, and into 
many foolish and hurtful lusts, which 
drown men in destruction and perdi- 
';ti'on. 

10 For the love of money is the root 
' of all evil ; which while some coveted 
after, they have erred from the faith, 


and pierced thesnselves through with 
many scrrows. 

11 But thou, 0 man of Rod, fiee 
these things ; and follow after righ- 
teousness, godliness, faith, love, pa- 
tience, meekness. 

12 Fight the good 'light of faith, lay 
hold on eternal life, whereunto thou art 
also called, and hast professed a' good 
profession before many, witnesses. 

13 1 give thee charge in the sight of 
Rod, who quickeneth all things, and 
before Christ Jesus, who before Pon- 
tius Pilate witnessed a good confes- 
sion ; 

14 That thou keep this command- 
ment without spot, unrebukeable, un- 
til the appearing of our Lord Jesus 
Christ : 

15 Which in his times he shall shew, 
who is the blessed and only Potentate, 
the King of kings, and Lord of lords; 

16 Who only hath immortality, 
dwelling in the light which no man 
can approach unto; whom no man 
hath seen, nor can see ; to whom be 
honour and power everlasting. Amen. 

17 Charge them that are rich ki this 
world, that they be not highmindecl, 
nor trust in uncertain riches, but in 
the living Rod, who giveth us richly 
all things to enjoy ; 

18 That they do good, that they be 
rich in good works, ready to distri- 
bute, willing to communicate ; 

19 Laying up in store for themselves 
a good foundation against the time to 
come, that they may lay hold on eter- 
nal life. 

20 0 Timothy, keep that which is 
committed to thy trust, avoiding pro- 
fane vain babblings, and opposi- 
tions of science falsely so called : 

21 "V^ich some professing have erred 
concerning the faith. Grace be with 
thee. Amen. 

The first to Timothy was written 
from Laodlcea, which is the chief- 
est city of Phrygia Pacatiana.

chaptbR' i. . ■; | 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of G-od, according to 
the promise of life which is in Christ 
Jesus, ' ■ 

2 To Timothy, my dearly beloved 
son : Grace, mercy, amr peace, from 
God the Father and Christ Jesus our 
Lord. 

3 I thank God, whom I serve from 
my forefathers with pure conscience, 
that without ceasing I have remem- 
brance of thee in my prayers night 
and day; 

4 Greatly desiring to see thee, being 
mindful of thy tears, that I may be 
filled with joy ; 

5 When I call to remembrance the 
unfeigned faith that is in thee, which 
dwelt first in thy grandmother Lois, 
and thy mother Eunice ; and I am 
persuaded that ill thee also. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remem- 
brance that thou stir up the gift of 
God, which is in thee by the putting 
on of my hands. 

7 For God hath not given us the 
spirit of fear; but of power, and of 
love, and of a sound mind. 

8 Be not thou therefore ashamed of 
the testimony of our Lord, nor of me 
his prisoner : but be thou partaker of 
the afflictions of the gospel according 
to the power of God ; 

9 Who hath saved us, and called us 
with an holy calling, not according to 
our works, but according to his own 
purpose and grace, which was given 
us in Christ Jesus before the world 
began, 

10 But is now made manifest by the 
appearing of our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
who hath abolished death, and hath 
brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel : 

11 Whereunto I am appointed a 


preacher, and an apostle, and a teacher 
of the Gentiles. 

12 For the which cause I also , suffer 
these things : nevertheless I am not 
ashamed: for I know whom I have 
believed, and am persuaded that he is 
able to keep that which I have com- 
mitted unto him against that day. 

13 Hold fast the form of sound words, 
which thou hast heard of me, in faith 
and love which is in Christ Jesus. 

14 That good thing which was com- 
mitted unto thee keep by the Holy 
Ghost which dwelleth in us. 

15 This thou knowest, that all they 
which are in Asia be turned away 
from me; of whom are Phygellus and 
Herraogenes. 

16 The Lord give mercy unto the 
house of Onesiphorus ; for he oft re- 
freshed me, and was not ashamed of 
my chain: 

17 But, when he was in Borne, he 
sought me out very diligently, and 
found me. 

18 The Lord grant unto Mm that he 
may find mercy of the Lord in that 
day : and in how many things he mi- 
nistered unto me at Ephesus, thou 
knowest very well. 

CHAPTER, 2.' 

T hou therefore, my son, be strong 
in the grace that is in Christ Jesus. 
2 And the things that thou hast 
heard of me among many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faithful men, 
who shall be able to teach others also. 
3 Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 

4 No man that warreth entaiigleth 
himself with the affairs of life; 
that he may please him who hath cho- 
sen him to be a soldier. 

. 5 And if ,a man also strive .for mas- ' 
teries, yet is he not crowned, except 
he strive lawfully.

,6\The hnsbandinan „ that lahoureth- 
must be, first partaker' of -the fruits. 

7 ■ Consider what I say ; and ' the 
Lord give thee imderstandiiig in ail 
things. ' 

8 Remember that J esus Christ of the 
seed, of : David was raised from the 
dead according to my gospel : 

9 Wherein I sniffer trouble, as an 
evil doer, even unto bonds; but the 
word of God is not bound. 

10 Therefore T endure all things for 
the elect’s sakes, that they may also 
obtain the salvation which is in Christ 
Jesus with eternal glory. 

1 1 It is a faithful saying : For if we 
be dead with him, we shall also live 
with him : 

12 If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him : if we deny him, he also 
will deny us: 

13 If we believe not, yet he abideth 
faithful : he cannot deny himself. 

14 Of these things put them in re- 
membrance, charging them before the 
Lord that they strive not about words 
to no profit, but to the subverting of 
the hearers. 

15 Study to shew thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth. 

16 But shun profane and vain bab- 
blings : for they will increase unto 
more ungodliness. 

17 And their word will eat as doth 
a canker : of whom is Hymenseus and 
Phiietus; ■ 

18 Who concerning the truth have 
erred, saying that the resurrection is 
past already ; and overthrow the faith 
of some. 

19 Nevertheless the foundation of 
God standeth sure, having this seal, 
The Lord knoweth them that are 
his. And, Let every one that nameth 
the name of Christ depart from ini- 
quity. 

20 But in a great house there are not 
only vessels of gold and of silver, but 
also of wood and of earth ; and some 
to honour, and some to dishonour. 


21 If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall be a vessel unto 
honour, sanctified, and meet for the 
master’s use, a7id prepared unto every 
good work. 

22 Flee also youthful lusts : but 
follow righteousness, faith, charity, 
peace, with them that call on the 
Lord out of a pure heart. 

23 But foolish and unlearned ques- 
tions avoid, knowing that they do 
gender strifes. 

24 And the servant of the Lord must 
not strive ; but be gentle unto all 
men, apt to teach, patient, 

25 In meekness instructing those 
that oppose themselves ; if God per- 
adventure will give them repentance 
to the acknowledging of the truth ; 

26 And that they may recover them- 
selves out of the snare of the devil, 
who are taken captive by him at Ms 
will. 

CHAPTER 3. 

T his know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. 

2 For men shall be lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unholy, 

3 Without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of those that are

OW of the things which we have 
spoken this is the sum : We have 
such an high priest, who is set on 
the right hand of the throne of the 
Majesty in the heavens ;

10 Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and car- 
nal ordinances, imposed on them until 
the time of I’eformation. 

11 But Christ being come an high 
priest of good things to come, by a . 
greater and more perfect tabernacle, 
not made with hands, that is to say, 
not of this building ; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he enter- 
ed in once into the holy place, having 
obtained eternal redemption /or us, 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purif^ng of the flesh : 

14 How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot to 
God, purge your conscience from dead 
v/orks to serve the living God ?■ 

15 And for this cause he is the me- 

diator of the new testament, that by 
means of death, for the redemption 
of the- transgressions that ivere under 
the first testament, they which are 
called might receive the .promise of 
eternal inheritance. ^ I 

16' For where a testament ' iS,, ■there 
must also of necessity be the death of 
the testator. 

17 For a testament is of force after 
men are dead: otherwise it is -of no 
strength -at ail while the testator livefcM 


once for all. 


Christ was sacrificed H E B RE W S , 10. 


18 Wkereiipon neither the hrst tes- 
tament was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken every 
precept to all the people according to 
the law, he took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water, and scarlet 
wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled both 
the book, and all the people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood of the 
testament which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled with blood 
both the tabernacle, and all the ves- 
sels of the ministry. 

22 And almost ail things are by the 
law purged with blood ; and without 
shedding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the heavens 
should be purified with these ; but the 
heavenly things themselves with bet- 
ter sacrifices than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which 
are the figures of the true ; but into 
heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us : 

25 Nor yet that he should offer him- 
self often, as the high priest entereth 
into the holy place every year with 
blood of others ; 

26 For then must he often have suf- 
fered since the foundation of the world : 
but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away sin by 
the sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men 

once to die, but after this the judg- 
ment : ' , 

28 So Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many ; and unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. 

CHAPTER 10.' . 

T^OR the law having a shadow of 
X good things to eomey and not the 
very image of the things, can never 
with those sacrifices which they offer- 
ed year by year continually make the 
comers thereunto perfect. 

2 For then would they not have 


ceased to be offered ? because that the 
worshippers once purged should have 
had no more conscience of sins. 

3 But in those sacrifices there is a 
remembrance again made of sins every 
year. 

4 For it is not possible that the blood 
of bulls and of goats should take away 
sins. 

5 Wherefore when he cometh into the 
world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but a body hast 
thou prepared me : 

6 In burnt olSenngs and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had ho pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the vo- 
lume of the book it is written of me,) 
to do thy will, O God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
oftering and burnt offerings and offer- 
ing for sin thou wouldest not, neither 
hadst pleasure therein; which are 
offered by the law ; 

9 Then Said he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, 0 God. He taketh av’-ay the first, 
that he may establish the second. 

10 By the which will we are sancti- 
fied through the offering of the body of 
Jesus Christ once for alL 

1 1 And every priest standeth daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins : 

12 But this man, after he had offer- 
ed one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat 
down on the right hand of God ; 

13 From henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made his footstool. 

14 For by one offering he hath per- 
fected forever them that are sanctified. 

15 Whereof the Holy Ghost also is 
a witness to us : for after that he had 
said before, 

16 This is the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, saith 
the Lord, I will put my laws into their 
hearts, and in their minds will I write 
them; 

17 And their sins and iniquities w'ill 
I remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin. 
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The naiiire of faith. 


19 Having tlieref ore, brethren, bold-- 
.ness to eiiter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, 

20 By a new and living way, which 
he hath consecrated for ns, through 
the veil, that is to say, his flesh ; 

'21 And having an high' priest over 
the honse of God ; ' 

22 Let us draw near with a true heart 
in full assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil con- 
science, and our bodies washed with 
pure water. 

23 Let us hold fast the profession of 
our faith without wavering ; (for he 

faithful that promised ;) 

24 And let us consider one another to 
provoke unto love and to good works : 

25 Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the manner of 
some but exhorting one another : 
and so much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledge of the 
truth, there remaineth no more sacri- 
fice for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries. 

28 He that despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy under two or three 
witnesses : ■ . 

29 Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought wor- 
thy, who hath trodden under foot the 
Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he 
was sanctified, an unholy thing, and 
hath done despite unto the Spirit of 
.grace? 

30 For we know him that hath said, ! 
Vengeance belongetk unto me, I will 
recompense, saith the Lord. And a- 
gain, The Lord shall judge his people. 

31 Jf is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 

- ■ '32 But'Call tO' remembrance the for- 
mer' days, in which, after ye were illu- 
minated, ye endured a great fight of 
, afflictions ; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a 


gazingstock both by reproaches and 
afflictions ; and partly, whilst ye be- 
came companions of them that were 

soused. 

34 For ye had compassion of' me in 
my bonds, and took joyfully the spoil- 
ing of your goods, knowing in your- 
selves that ye have in heaven' a 'better , 
and an enduring substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your con- 
fidence, which hath great reeompence 
of reward. 

36 For ye have need of patience, 
that, after ye have done the vdll of 
God, ye might receive the promise. 

37 For yet a little while, and he that 
shall come will come, and will not 
tarry. 

38 Now the just shall live by faith: 
but if a7ty man draw back, my soul 
shall have no pleasure in him. 

39 But we are not of them who draw 
back unto perdition ; but of them that 
believe to the saving of the souL 

CHAPTER 11. 

N OW faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of 
things not seen. 

2 For by it the elders obtained a good 
report. 

3 Through faith we understand that 
the worlds were framed by the word 
of God, so that things which are seen 
were not made of things which do 
appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered unto God a 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witness that he was 
righteous, God testifying of Ms gifts: 
and by it he being dead yet speaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was translated that 
he should not see death •, and was not 
found, because God had translated 
him; for before his translation he had 
this testimony, that he pleased God. 

6 But without faith impossible 
to please him : for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that diligently 
seek him. 

- 7 By. faith Noah, .being , warned of 


The worthy, frmts 


of faith in the 
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God of things not seen as yet, moved' 
wit’ll fear, prepared an ark to the sav- 
ing of his, house, ; by the which he con- 
demned the world, and became heir of 
the righteousness which is by faith., 

8 By faith .Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which he 
should after receive i'or an inheritance, 
obeyed ; and he went out, not know- 
ing whither he went. 

§ By faith he sojourned in the land 
of promise, as in a strange country, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac and 
Jacob, the heirs with him of the same 
promise: 

10 For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder and 
maker is G-od. 

11 Through faith also Sara herself 
received strength to conceive seed, 
and was delivered of a child when she 
was past age, because she judged him 
faithful who had promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even of 
one, and him as good as dead, so many 
as the stars of the sky in multitude, 
and as the sand which is by the sea 
shore innumerable. 

13 These ail died in faith, not having 
received the promises, but having seen 
them afar off, and were persuaded of 
them^ and embraced them^ and con- 
fessed that they were strangers and 
pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that say such things de- 
clare plainly that they seek a country. 

15 And truly, if they had been mind- 
ful of that cowwiry from whence they 
came out, they might have had oppor- 
tunity to have returned. ■ 

16 But BOW they desii’e a better 
country, that is, an heavenly ; where- 
fore God is not ashamed to be called 
their God : for he hath prepared for 
them ,a eityv ■■ 

■ 17 By faith Abraham, when he was 
tried, offered up Isaac : , and he that 
had received the promises offered up 
his only begotten son, 

18 Of whom it was said, That in 
Isaac shall thy seed be called : 

19 Accounting that God was able to 


raise Mm up, even , from,' the, dead; 
from whence also he received him in a 

figure. 

20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when lie was a 
dying, blessed, both the sons of J oseph ; 
and worshipped, leaning upon the top 
of his staff. 

'22 By faith Joseph, when he died,-, 
made mention of the departing of the 
children of Israel; and gave command- 
ment concerning his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when he was born, 
was hid three months of his parents, 
because they saw he was a proper 
child ; and they were not afraid of the 
king’s commandment. 

24 By faith Moses, when he was 
come to years, refused to be called the 
son of Pharaoh’s daughter ; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer afflic- 
tion with the people of God, than to 
enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season ; 

26 Esteeming the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt : for he had respect unto the 
recompence of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king : for he 
endured, as seeing Mm who is in- 
visible. 

28 Through faith he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of blood, lest 
he that destroyed the firstborn should 
touch them. 

29 By faith they passed through the 
Red sea as by dry land : which the E- 
gyptians assaying to do were drowned. 

. 30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
dov/n, after they were compassed a- 
bout seven days. 

,31 By faith the harlot Eahab perish- 
ed not with them that,: believed not, 
when, she had ,reeeived the spies, ,mth. 
peace, 

32 And what s,hall I more, say,? for 
the, -time would fail me' to tell, of, Ge- 
deon,. and , of Barak, and of Samson, 
and, o/ Jephthae; o/ David also, and 
Samuel, and of the prophets : 

S3 Who through faith subdued king- 
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HEB/REWS,- 12. ' ' Of Godh chastening^ 


ilomSy wroiiglit.,righteonsiiess,, obtain- 
ed . pFomiseSj' stopped ' the months of 

iiOllvSy '■ 

34 Quenched, the violence of lire, es- 
caped the edge of the sword, out of 
weakness were made strong, . waxed 
valiant' in' fight, turned to light the 
armies of' the aliens. ^ 

35 Women received their dead raised 
to life again; and others were tor- 
tured, not accepting deliverance ; that 
they might obtain a better resurrec- 
tion ; 

36 And others had trial of cruel 
niockings and scourgings, yea, more- 
over of bonds and imprisonment; 

37 They were stoned, they v/ere sawn I 

asunder, were tempted, were slain with I 
the sword ; they wandered about in | 
sheepskins and goatskins ; being des- i 
titute, afflicted, tormented ; | 

38 (Of whom the world was not wor- 1 
thy :) they wandered in deserts, and | 
in mountains, and in dens and caves | 
of the earth. 

39 And these all, having obtained a ’ 

good report through faith, received 
not the promise ; I 

40 Grod having provided some better 
thing for us, that they without us 
should not be made perfect. 

' CHA:PTER 12, ; 

W HEREFOBE seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin wiiich doth 
so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before us, 
2 Looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith ; who for the joy 
that was set before Mm endured the 
cross, despising the shame, and is set 
down at the right hand of the throne, 
of God. 

3 For consider him that endured such 
contradiction of sinners against him- 
self, lest ye be wearied and faint, in 
your minds. 

4 Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, 
striving against sin. 

5 And y© have forgotten the exhorta- 


tion which speaketh unto you as un- 
to 'children, My son, despise not thou 
the chastening of the Lord, nor faint 
when thou art rebuked of Min ; ■ 

6 For whom the Lord loveth he chas- 
teneth, and scourgeth every son whom 
he receiveth. 

7 If ye endure chastening, God deal- 
eth mth you as with sons ; for what son 
is he whom the father chasteneth not I 

8 But if ye be 'without chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had fathers 
of ourilesh which corrected m, and we 
gave t&em reverence ; shall we not ! 
much rather be in subjection unto the 
Father of spirits, and live I 

10 For they verily for a few days 
chastened us after their own pleasure ; 
but he for our profit, that we might 
be part-akers of his holiness. 

1 1 Now no chastening for the present 
seemeth to be joyous, but grievous: 
nevertheless afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 
them which are exercised thereby. 

12 Wherefore lift up the hands which 
hang down, and the feeble knees ; 

13 And make straight paths for your 
feet, lest that which is lame be turned 
out of the way ; but let it rather be 
healed. 

14 Follow peace with all men., and 
holiness, without which no man shall 
see the Lord : 

15 Looking diligently lest any man 
fail of the grace of God; lest any root 
of bitterness springing up trouble you, 
and thereby many be defiled; 

16 Lest there be any fornicator, or 
profane person, as Esau, who for one 
morsel of meat sold Ms birthright. 

17 For ye know how that after- 
ward, when he would have inherited 
the blessing, he was rejected ; for he 
found no place of repentance, though 
he sought it carefully with tears. 

■ 18 For- ye are not com©' unto the 
niount 'that might be touched, and that 
burned with fire, nor unto blackness, 
and darkness, and' tempest.

19 And the sound o£ a trumpet, and the 
Yoiee of words ; which voice they that 
heard intreated that the word should 
not be spoken to them any more : 

20 (For they could not endure that 
which was commanded, And if so 
much as a beast touch the mountain, 
it shall be stoned, or thrust through 
■with a. dart ; ■ ' ■ 

21 And so terrible was the sight, 
that Moses said, I exceedingly fear 
and quake :) 

22 But ye are come unto mount 
Sion, and unto the city of the living 
God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to 
an innumerable company of angels, 

23 To the general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven, and to God the 
Judge of all, and to the spirits of just 
men made perfect, 

24 And to Jesus the mediator of the 
new covenant, and to the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh better things 
than that of Abel, 

25 See that ye refuse not him that 
speaketh. For if they escaped not 
who refused him that spake on earth, 
much more shall not we escape^ if we 
turn away from him that speaketh 
from heaven : 

26 Whose voice then shook the earth ; 
but now he hath promised, saying, 
Yet once more I shake not the earth 
only, but also heaven. 

27 And this wore?, Yet once more, 
signiheth the removing of those things 
that are shaken, as of things that are 
made, that those things which cannot 
be shaken may remain. 

28 Wherefore we receiving a king- 
dom which cannot be moved, let us 
have grace, whereby we may serve 
God acceptably with reverence and 
godly fear : 

29 For our God a consuming fire. 

CHAPTER 13. , 

T ET brotherly love continue. 

AJ 2 Be not forgetful to entertain 
strangers : for thereby some have en- 
tertained angels unawares. 


. 3 Remember them that' are in-bonds, 
as bound with them ; and them ivMch 
suffer adversity, as being 'yourselves 
also in the body. 

4 Marriage honourable in all, and 
the bed undefiied : but whoremongers 
and adulterers God will judge. 

5 Let your conversation he without 
covetousness; and he content with 
such things as ye have : . for he, hath 
said,. I will never leave thee, nor for- 
sake thee. 

6 So that we may boldly say, The 
Lord is my helper, and I will not fear 
what man shall do unto me. 

7 Remember them which have the 
rule over you, who have spoken unto 
you the word of God : whose faith 
follow, considering the end of their 
conversation : 

8 Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and to day, and for ever. 

9 Be not carried about vdth divers 
and strange doctrines. For it is a 
good thing that the heart be esta- 
blished with grace ; not with meats, 
which have not profited them that 
have been occupied therein. 

10 We have an altar, whereof they 
have no right to eat which serve the 
tabernacle. 

11 For the bodies of those beasts, 
whose blood is brought into the sanc- 
tuary by the high priest for sin, are 
burned without the camp. 

12 Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with Ms 
o-^vn blood, suffered without the gate. 

13 Let us go forth therefore unto 
him without the camp, bearing his 
reproach, 

14 For here have we no continuing 
city, but we seek one to come. 

15 By him therefore let us offer the 
sacrifice of praise to God continually, 
that is, the fruit of our lips giving 
thanks to Ms name. 

16 But, to do good and to commum-' 
cate forget not r; for with such ' sacri** 
fices God.is'well pleased, ' 

17 Obey them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves ; for

they watch for your souls, as they that 
Biust give account, that they may do 
it with Joy, and not with grief: for 
that M unprofitable for you. 

18 Pray for us : for we trust , we 
have a good conscience, in ail things 
wdliing to' live honestly. ■ 

19 But I beseech the rather to 
do this, that I may be restored to you 
the sooner. ■ 

20 Now the God of peace, that 
brought again from the dead our 
Liord Jesus, that great Shepherd of 
the sheep, through the blood of the 
everlasting covenant, 

21 Make you perfect in every good 


in time o f temptation. 

work to do his will, working in you 
that which is wellpleasing in his sight, 
through Jesus Clixdst; to whom de 
glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

22 And I beseech you, brethren, suf- 
fer the word of exhortation ; for I have 
written a letter unto you in few words. 

23 Know ye that our brother Timo- 
thy is set at liberty ; with whom, if 
he come shortly, I will see you. 

24 Salute all them that have the rule 
over you, and all the saints. They of 
Italy salute you. 

25 Grace he with you all. Amen.

CHAPTER 1. 

TAMES, a servant of God and of the 
^ Lord Jesus Christ, to the twelve 
tribes which are scattered abroad, 
greeting. 

2 My brethren, count it all joy when 
ye fail into divers temptations ; 

3 Knowing this^ that the trying of 
your faith worketh patience. 

4 But let patience have iacr perfect 
work, that ye may be perfect and 
entire, wanting nothing. 

5 If any of you lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not ; and it 
shall be given him., 

6 But let Mm ask in faith, nothing | 
'.wavering. For he that waverethis 
like : a wave of the sea driven with the 
wind and tossed. 

7 For let not that man think that he 
shall. receive any thing of the Lord. 

8 A double minded man is unstable 
in all his ways. 

0 Let the brother .of low degree re- 
joice in that he is exalted ; ' 

10 But the rich, in that he is made 
low: because as the flower of the grass 
lie shall pass away* 


11 For the sun is no sooner risen 
with a burning heat, but it withereth 
the grass, and the flower thei’eof fall- 
eth, and the grace of the fashion of It 
perisheth : so also shall the rich man 
fade away in his ways. 

12 Blessed is the man that enclureth 
temptation ; for when he is tried, he 
shall receive the crowm of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that 
love Mm. 

13 Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God: for 
God cannot be tempted wdth evil, 
neither tempteth he any man : 

14 But every man is tempted, when 
he is drawn away of his own lust, and 
enticed. 

15 Then when lust hath conceived, 
it bringeth forth sin : and sin, when 
it is finished, bringeth forth death. 

16 Do not err, my beloved brethren. 

17 Every good gift and every per- 
fect gift is from above, and cometli 
down from the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither sha- 
dow of turning. 

18 Of his own will begat he , us with 
the word of truth, that we should be 
a kind of firstfruits of his creatures. 
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19 Wherefore, my beloved brethren, 

let every man be swift to hear, slow 
to speak, slow .to' wrath : . . 

20 For the wrath of man worketh 
not the righteousness of Grod. 

21 Wherefore lay apart all filthiness 
and snperBuity of naughtiness, and 
receive with' meekness the engrafted 
word, which is 'able to save -yonr souls.- 

22 But "be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves.' 

23 For if any be a hearer of the word, 
and not a doer, he is like unto a man 
beholding his natural face in a glass : 

24 For he beholdeth himself, and 
goeth his way, and straightway for- 
getteth what manner of man he was. 

25 But whoso looketh into the per- 
fect law of liberty, and continueth 
therein^ he being not a forgetful 
hearer, but a doer of the work, this 
man shall be blessed in his deed. 

26 If any man among you seem to 
be religious, and bridieth not his 
tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, 
this man’s religion is vain. 

27 Pure religion and undefiled be- 
fore God and the Father is this, To 
visit the fatherless and widows in 
their afHiction, and to kee himself 
unspotted from the world. 

CHAPTEE 2. 

M y brethren, have not the faith of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Lord 
of glory, with respect of persons. 

2 For if there come unto your as- 
sembly a man with a gold ring, in 
goodly apparel, and there come in also 
a poor man in vile raiment ; 

S And ye have respect to him that 
weareth the gay clothing, and say un- 
to him, Sit thou here in a good place ; 
and say to the poor, Stand thou there, 
or sit here under my footstool : 

4 Ai’e ye not then partial in your- 
selves, and are become; judges of evil- 
thoughts? 

5 Hearken, my beloved brethren, 
Hath not God chosen the poor of this 
world rich in faith, and heirs of the 


kingdom which he hath promised to 
them that love him ? - 

6 But ye have despised the poor.-' Do 
not rich men oppress, you, and draw 
you' before the judgment seats ? , 

7 Do not they blaspheme that wor- 
thy name by the which ye are called? 

8 If ye fulfil the royal law according 
to the scripture, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself, ye do well : 

9 But , if , ye have respect to -persons, 
ye commit sin, and are convinced of 
the law as transgressors. 

10 For' whosoever shall, -keep the 
whole law, and yet ofiend in one 

he is guilty of all, 

11 For he that said. Do not commit 
adultery, said also, Do not kill. Now 
if thou commit no adultery, yet if 
thou Idll, thou art become a trans- 
gressor of the law. 

12 So speak ye, and so do, as they 
that shall be judged by the law^ of 
liberty. 

1 3 For he shall have j udgment with- 
out mercy, that hath shewed no mer- 
cy; and mercy rejoiceth againstjudg- 
ment. 

14 What doth it profit, my brethren, 
though a man say he hath faith, and 
have not works ? can faith save him? 

I 15 If a brother or sister be naked, 
j and destitute of daily food, 

I 16 And one of you say unto them, 
Depart in peace, be ye warmed and 
I filled ; notwithstanding ye give them 
I not those things which are needful to 
the body ; what doth it profit ? 

. 17 ■ Even so faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. 

18 Yea, a man may say, Thou hast 
faith, and I have works : shew nae thy 
faith without thy w^orks, and I will 
shew thee my faith by my works. 

19 Thou believest that there is on© 
God; thou doestwell: the devils also 
believe, and ti'emble. 

20 But wilt "thou know, O vain man, 
that faith without works is dead? . ; 

21 Was not Abraham our father jus-; 
tified by works, when he had offered 
Isaac his son upon the altar ? 
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22'^ Seest tlioii how faitli wfoiigfet' 
with ,,Ms works, and by works was 
faith made perfect ? 

23 And the scripture ¥/as fulfilled 
..wMcli saith, Abraham believed G-od, 
and it was imputed unto Mm for 
righteousness : and lie was called the 
Friend, of God. 

24 'Ye see tlien how that by works, 
a, man is justified, and not by faith 
only. ' /■'. 

25 Likewise also was not Rahab the 
harlot justified by works, when she 
had received the messengers, and had 
sent them out another way ? 

26 For as the body without the spi- 
rit is dead, so faith without works is 
dead also. 

CHAPTERS. 

"j^Y brethren, be not many masters, 
LtJL knowing that we shall receive 
the greater condemnation. 

2 For in many things we offend all. 
If any man offend not in word, the 
same is a perfect man, and able also 
to bridle the whole body. 

3 Behold, we put bits in the horses® 
mouths, that they may obey us j and 
we turn about their whole body. 

4 Behold also the ships, which though 
they he so great, and are driven of 
fierce winds, yet are they turned a- 
bout with a very small helm, whither- 
soever the governor iisteth. 

5 Even so the tongue is a little mem- 
ber, and boasteth great things. Be- 
hold, how great a matter a little fire 
Mndleth! 

6 And the tongue is a fire,' a world of 
iniquity: so is the tongue among our 
members, that it defileth the whole 
body, and setteth on fire the course of 
nature ; and it Is set on fire of hell. 

7 For' every kind of beasts, and of 
birds, and of sei*pents, and of tMngs 
in the sea, ' is tamed, and hath been 
■tamed of mankind : ' 

8 But the tongue can no man tame ; it 
is an unruly evil, fullof deadly poison.' 
■:■■ 0 Therewith' bless we, God, even the 
Father ; and therewith curse we men, 


which' are made after the similitude ' 

of God. 

10 Out of the same moutli proeeedetb 
blessing and cursing. My brethren, 
these things ought not so to be. 

1 1 Doth a fountain send forth at the 
same place sweet water and 'bitter I 

■ 12 'Can the fig tree, my brethren, bear 
olive berries ? either a vine, figs I so 
can no fountain both yield salt water 
and fresh. 

13 Who is a wise 'man and endued 
with knowledge among you l let him 
shew out of a good conversation Ms 
works with meekness of v/isdom. 

14 But if ye have bitter envying and 
strife in your hearts, glory not, and 
lie not against the truth, 

15 This wisdom descendeth not from 
above, but is earthly , . sensual, devil- 
ish. 

16 For where envying and strife is^ 
there is confusion and every evil work* 

17 But the wisdom that is from a- 
bove is first pure, then peaceable, gen- 
tle, and easy to be intreated, full oi 
mercy and good fruits, without par- 
tiality, and without hypocrisy. 

18 And the fruit of righteousness is 
sown in peace of them that make peace* 

CHAPTER 4." ■ 

F rom whence come wamand fight- 
ings among you I come they not 
hence, even of your lusts that war in 
yourmembers? 

2 Ye lust, and have not : ye MU, and 
desire to have, and cannot obtain : ye 
fight and war, yet ye have not, because 
ye ask not. 

3 Ye ask, and receive not, because 
ye ask amiss, that ye may consume it 
upon your lusts. 

4 Ye adulterers and adulteresses, 
know je not that the friendsMp of the 
world is enmity with God ? whosoever 
therefore will be a friend of the world 
is the enemy of God. 

5 Do ye think that the scripture saith 
in vain. The spirit , that dwelleth in us 
lusteth to envy ?

Cleanse your hands, ye 
Binners; and purify your hearts, ye 
double minded, 

9 Be afflicted, and mourn, and weep : 
let your laughter be turned to mourn- 
ing, and 2 / 0 w joy to heaviness. 

10 Humble yourselves in the sight of 
the Lord, and he shall lift you up. 

11 Speak not evil one of another, 
brethren. He that speaketli evil of 
his brother, and judgeth his brother, | 
speaketh evil of the law, and judgeth 
the law ; but if thou j udge the law, thou 
art not a doer of the law, but a judge. 

12 There is one lawgiver, who is able 
_ to save and to destroy: who art thou 

that judgest another? 

13 Go to now, ye that say, To day 
or to morrow we will go into such a 
dty, and continue there a year, and 
buy and sell, and get gain : 

14 Whereas ye know not what shall 
he on the morrow. Eor what is your 
life ? It is even a vapour, that ap- 
peareth for a little time, and then 
vanisheth away. 

15 For^hat jq ought to say, If the 
Lord will,' we shall live, and do this, 
or that. 

16 But now ye rejoice in your boast- 
ings; all such rejoicing is evil. 

1 7 Therefore to him that kiio weth 
to do good, and doeth it not, to him 
it' is sin. 

OHAPTEH 5. 

p to now, 2 /^ rich men, weep and 
howl for your miseries that shall 
comempon- 2 /ow.. . 

2 Your riches are corrupted, and 
your garments are motheaten. 

3 Your gold and silver is cankered ; 
and the rust of them shall be a wit- 
ness against you, and shall eat your 
flesh as it were Are. Ye have heaped 
treasure together for the last days. 


4 Behold, the hire of the labourers 
who have reaped down your fields,' 
which is of, y on. kept .back by fraud, ' 
crieth: and the cries of them which 
have reaped .are entered into , the ears 
of the Lord of sabaotli. 

5 Ye have lived in pleasure on the 
earth, and been wanton; ye have 

■ nourished your hearts, as in a day of' 
slaughter. 

' 6 Ye have condemned and killed the 
just ; and he doth not resist you. 

7 Be patient therefore, brethren, un- 
to the coming of the Lord. Behold, 
the husbandman waiteth for the pre- 
cious fruit of the earth, and hath long 
patience for it, until he receive the 
early and latter rain. 

8 Be ye also patient ; stablish your 
hearts: for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 

9 Grudge not one against another, 
brethren, lest ye be condemned : be- 
hold, the judge standeth before the 
door. 

10 Take, my brethren, the prophets, 

who have spoken in the name of the 
Lord, for an example of sulfering af- 
fliction, and of patience. . ■ 

11 Behold, we count them happy 
which endure. Ye have heard of the 
patience of Job, and have seen the 
end of the Lord ; that the Lord is very 
pitiful, and of tender mercy. 

12 But above all things, my bre- 
thren, sv^ear not, neither by heaven, 
neither by. the earth, neither by any 
other oath : but let your yea be yea ; 
and yonr nay, nay ; lest ye fall into 
condemnation. 

13 Is any among yO'U afilleted'? .let, 
him pray. Is any merry ? let him sing 
psalms. 

14 Is any sick among you? let him 
call for the elders of the church ; and 
let them pray over him, anointing him 
with oil in the name of the Lord ; 

15 And the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise Mm 
up ; and if he have committed sins, 
they shall be forgiven him. 

16 Confess yozir faults one to an- 
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other, and , pray one for another, that 
ye may be, healed. The effectual fer- 
vent prayer of a righteous man avail- 
eth much. , 

17 Elias was a man subject to like 
passions as we are, and he prayed ear-' 
nestly that It might not rain : and it 
rained not on the earth by the space 
of three years and, six months. 


hh manifold grace* 

18 And he prayed. again, and the hea- 
ven gave rain, and the earth brought 

forth her fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any of yon do err from 
the truth, and one convert him ; 

20 Let Mm know, that he which con- 
verteth the sinner from the error of 
his way shall save a soul from death, 
and shall hide a multitude of sins. 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF 

PETER. 


;; OHAPTER 1. 

P ETER, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to the strangers scattered through- 
out Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia, 
and Bithynia, 

2 Elect according to the foreknow- 
ledge of God the Father, through sanc- 
tification of the Spirit, unto obedience 
and sprinkling of the blood of Jesus 
Christ: Grace unto you, and peace, be 
multiplied. 

3 Blessed he the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, which according 
to his abundant mercy hath begotten 
us again unto a lively hope by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ from the dead, 
4 To an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not a- 
way, reserved in heaven for you, 

5 are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation ready to 
be revealed in the last time. 

6 Wherein ye greatly rej oice, though 
now for a season, if need be, ye are in 
heaviness through manifold tempta- 
.tions : • 

7 That the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise and honour 
and glory at the appearing of Jesus 
Christ : 

8 Whom having not seen, ye love ; 
in whom, though now' ye see him not, 
yet believing, ye rej oice with joy un- 
speakable and Ml of glory ; 


9 Receiving the end of your faith, 
even the salvation of your souls. 

10 Of which salvation the prophets 
have enquired and searched diligent- 
ly, who prophesied of the grace that 
should come unto you : 

11 Searching what, or what manner 
of time the Spirit of Christ wMch w'as 
in them did signify, when it testified 
beforehand the sufferings of Christ, 
and the glory that should follow. 

12 Unto w4om it w'as revealed, that 
not unto themselves, but unto us they 
did minister the things, which are now 
reported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the 
Holy Ghost sent down from heaven; 
which things the angels desire to look 
into. 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of 
your mind, be sober, and hope to the 
end for the grace that is to be brought 
unto you at the revelation of Jesus 
Christ ; 

14 As obedient children, not fashion- 
ing yourselves according to the former 
lusts in your ignorance : 

15 But as he which hath called you 
is holy, so be ye holy in all manner of 
conversation; 

16 Because it is written, Be ye holy ; 
for I am holy. 

17 And if ye call on the Father, who 
without respect of persons j udgeth ac- 
cording to every man’s work, pass the 
time of your sojourning Jiere in fear: 

18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
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were not redeemed ' with corruptible 
tilings, silver and gold^ from your 
vain conversation received . by tradi-' 
tion from' y bur fatbers ; , ' 

19 Blit with the 'precious blood of 
Christ, as of ,a lamb without blemish 
and without spot - 

20 Who verily' was 'foreordained be- 
fore 'the foundation of the world, but 
was manifest in these last times for 
you, ■ , 

21 Who by him do believe in God, 
that raised him up from the dead, and 
gave him glory ; that your faith and 
hope might be in God. 

22 Seeing ye have purided your souls 
in obeying the truth through the Spi- 
rit unto unfeigned love of the bre- 
thren, see that ye love one another 
with a pure heart fervently : 

23 Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth and 
abideth for ever, 

24 For all desh is as grass, and all 
the glory of man as the dower of 
grass. The grass withereth, and the 
dower thereof faileth away ; 

25 But the v/ord of the Lord endimeth 
for ever. And this is the word which 
by the gospel is preached unto you. 

CHAPTER 2. 

W HEREFORE laying aside all 
malice, and all guile, and hy- 
pocrisies, and envies, and all evil 
speakings, 

2 As newborn babes, desire the sin- 
cere milk of the word, that ye may 
grow^ thereby : 

3 If so be ye have tasted that the 
Lord is gracious. 

4 To whom coming, as unto a living 
stone, disallowed indeed of men, but 
chosen of God, and precious, 

5 Ye also, as lively stones, are built 
up a spiritual house, an holy priest- 
hood, to offer up spiritual sacridces, 
acceptable to God by Jesus Christ. 

6 Wherefore also it is contained in 
the scripture, Behold, I lay in Sion a 
chief corner stone, elect, precious : and 
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he that believeth on Mm .shall not .be/ 
confounded. 

7 Unto, you therefore 'which believe 
he precious :• but unto them .which 
be disobedient, the stone W'-Mch the 
builders disallowed, the same is made 
the head of the corner, . 

. .8 And a stone of stumbling, and .a 
rock of. offence, even tO;^ them ivMch 
stumble at the word, being disobe- 
dient : whereunto also they were ap- 
pointed. 

9 But ye are chosen generation, 
a royal priesthood, an holy nation, a 
peculiar people *, that ye should shew 
forth the praises of him who hath 
called you out of darkness into his 
marvellous light : 

. 10 Which in time past were not a 
people, but are now the people of God ; 
which had not obtained mercy, but 
now have obtained mercy. 

11 Dearly beloved, I beseech you as 
strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly lusts, which war against the 
soul ; 

12 Having your conversation honest 
among the Gentiles : that, whereas 
they speak against you as evildoers, 
they may by your good works, which 
they shall behold, glorify God in the 
day of visitation. 

13 Submit yourselves to every ordi- 
nance of man for the Lord’s sake: 
whether it be to the king, as supreme ; 

14 Or unto governors, as unto them 
that are sent by him for the punish- 
ment of evildoers, and for the praise 
of them that do well. 

15 For so is the will, of God, that 
with well doing ye may put to silence 
the ignorance of foolish men : 

16 As free, and not using "li- 
berty for a cloke of maiiciousness, but 
as the servants of God. 

■17 Honour all men* Love the bro- 
therhood. Fear , God. Honour the 
king. 

18 Servants, he subject to your mas- 
ters with all fear ; not only to the good 
and gentle, but also to the froward. 

19 For tMs is thankworthy, if a man 
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for conscience toward G-od endure 
grief, snfferingvwrongMly.; 

20 For what' glory. ii^ if, when -ye 
be buffeted for your ' faults, ye ' shall 
take, it patiently I but if, %rhen ye do 
well, and suffer /or i% ye take it pa- 
.tieiitly, this '^ acceptable with G-od. 

2i, For eyen , hereunto were ye call- 
ed:' because Christ also suffered for ns, 
leaviiig ns 'an 'example, that ye should 
.follow his steps : . „ 

22 Who did BO sin, neithei* was guile 
found, in' his mouth t • ' 

23 'Who, when he was .reviled, re- 
viled not again ; when he suffered, he 
threatened not; but committed him- 
self to him that judgeth righteously: 

24 Who Ms own self bare our sins 
in Ms own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness : by whose stripes ye 
were healed. 

25 For ye were as sheep going a- 
stray ; but are now returned unto the 
Shepherd and Bishop of your souls. 

CHAPTER 3. 

L ikewise, ye wives, he in subjec- | 
^ tion to your oivn husbands ; that, 
if any obey not the word, they also 
may without the word be won by the 
conversation of the wives ; 

2 While they behold your chaste 
conversation coupled with fear. 

3 Whose adorning let it not be that 
outward adorning of plaiting the hair, 
and of wearing of gold, or of putting 
on of apparel ; ■ 

4 But let it he the hidden man of 
the heart, in that which is not cor- 
ruptible, even the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit, which is in the sight 
'of ' God of great price. 

.,5 ' For after this manner in the old 
time the holy women also, who trusted 
in God, adorned themselves, being in 
subjection unto their own husbands : 
6 Even as Sara obeyed Abraham, 
calling Mm lord : whose daughters ye 
are, as long as ye do well, and are not 
afraid with any amazement. 

7 likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 


.according to knowledge, giving 
honour unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs to- 
gether of the grace of life ; ■ that your , 
prayers be not hindered. 

^ 8 Finally, he ye all "of one mind, hav- 
ing compassion one of another, love as 
brethren, 5a pitiful, 5a courteous : 

9 Not rendering evil for evil, or rail- 
ing for railing: but 'contrariwise bless- 
ing; knowing that ye are thereunto 
called, that ye should inherit a blessing. 

10 For he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his tongue 
from evil, and his lips that they speak 
no guile : 

1 1 Let him eschew evil, and do good ; 
let him seek peace, and ensue it. 

12 For the eyes of the Lord are over 
the righteous, and his ears are open 
unto their prayers: but the face of 
the Lord is against them that do evil. 

13 And who he that will harm 

you, if ye be followers of that which 
is good? - 

14 But and if ye suffer for righte- 
ousness’ sake, happy are ye: and be 
not afraid of their terror, neither bo 
troubled; 

15 But sanctify the Lord God In 
your hearts : and 5c ready always to 
give an answer to every man that ask- 
eth you a reason of the hope that is 
in you with meekness and fear : 

16 Having a good conscience ; that, 
whereas they speak evil of you, as of 
evildoers, they may be ashamed that 
falsely accuse your good conversation 
in Christ. 

17 For it is better, if the will of God 
be so, that ye suffer for well doing, 
than for evil doing. 

18 For Christ also hath once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, that 
he might bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh, but quickened by 
the Spirit : 

19 By which also he went and 
preached unto the spirits in prison ; 

20 Which sometime were disobedi; 
ent, when once the longsuffering of 
God waited in the days of Noah, while 
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7 mifL ’■ 


the ark was a preparing, wherein few, 
that is, eight souls were saved by 
water* 

21 The like figure whereunto even 
baptism doth also now save us (not 
the putting away of the filth of the 
flesh, but the answer of a good con- 
science toward God,) by the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ : , ' ■ 

22 Who is gone into heaven, and is 
on the right hand of God ; angels and 
authorities and powers being made 
subject unto him. 


CHAPTER 4. 


'OORASMFCH then as Christ hath 
-1- suffered for us in the flesh, arm 
yourselves likewise with the same 
mind ; for he that hath suffered in the 
flesh hath ceased from sin; 

2 That he no longer should live the 
rest of his time in the flesh to the lusts 
of men, but to the will of God. 

3 For the time past of owr. life may 
suffice us to have wought the will, of 
the Gentiles, when we walked in las- 
civiousness, lusts, excess of wine, re- 
vellings, banq.uetings, and abominable 
idolatries: 

4 Wherein they think it strange that 
ye run not with them to the same ex- 
cess of riot, speaking evil of you : 

5 Who shall give account to him 
that is ready to judge the quick and 
the dead. 

6 For for this cause was the gospel 
preached also to them that are dead, 
that they might be judged accord- 
ing to men in the flesh, but live ac- 
cording to God in the spirit. 

7 But the end of all things is at 
hand : be ye therefore sober, and watch 
unto' prayer, 

8 ' And, above all things have fervent 
charity 'among yourselves : for charity 
shall cover the multitude, of sins. 

,9 Use hospitality one to another 
without grudging. 

10 As every. man hath received the 
gift, even so minister the same one 
to. another, as good stewards .of the j 
manifold grace of , God. , : i 


11 If any man speak, let Mm speak 
as the. oracles of God; if any man ' 
minister, let Mm do it as of the ability 
which God giveth : that God. in ail 
things may be giorifled through Jesus 
Christ, to whom he praise and do- 
minion for ever and ever. Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try 
you, as though some strange thing 
happened unto you : 

13 But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s sufferings ; that, 
when his glory shall be revealed, ye 
may be glad also with exceeding joy. 

14 If ye be reproached for the name 
of Christ, happy are ye ; for the spi- 
rit of glory and of God resteth upon 
you : on their part he is evil spoken . 
of, but on your part he is glorified, 'f' 

15 But let none of you suffer as a • 
murderer, or as a thief, or as an evil- 
doer, or as a busybody in other men’s 
matters. 

16 Yet if any man suffer as a Chris- 
tian, let him not be ashamed ; but let 
him glorify God on this behalf. 

17 For the time is come that judg- 
ment must begin at the house of God: 
and if it first begin at us, what shall 
the end be of them that obey not the 
gosj)el of God? 

18 And if the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly and 
the sinner appear ? 

19 Wherefore let them that suffer 
according to the will of God commit 
the keeping of their souls to him in 
well doing, as unto a faithful .Creator. 


CHAPTER 5. 

T he elders which are, among you.I ■ 
exhort, who am also an elder, and 
a witness of the sufferings of Christ, 
and also a partaker of the glory that 
shall be revealed : 

2 Feed the flock of God, which is a- 
mong you, taking the oversight there- 
of not by constraint, but willingly; 
not for filthy lucre, but of a ready 
mind; 

3 Neither as being lords over God^s 
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ensamples to the 

. ,4, And when the: chief Shepherd shall

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knowing that the same afflictions are' 
■accomplished in your brethren that 

are m the world. 

10^ But the God of all grace, who”' 
I hath called us unto his eternal glory 
■'by Christ Jesus, after that ye have: 
suiiered a while, make you "perfect, - ■ 
stablmh, strengthen, settle you. 

11 To him be glory and dominion 
lor ever and e\^er. Amen. 

, 12 By Silvaiiiis, a faithful brother 
i h . hyou, as I suppose, I have written 
j briefly, exhorting, and testifying that 
I this is the true grace of God wherein 
I ye stand. 

j 13 l^e church that is at Babylon,

14 Greet ye one another with a kiss 
01 charity. ^ Peace he with you all that 
are in Christ Jesus. Amen.

J UDE, the servant of Jesus Christ, 
and brother of James, to them that 
are sanctified by God the Father, and 
preserved in Jesus Christ, and called :

5 I will therefore put you in remem- 
brance, though ye once knew this, how 
that the Lord, having saved the people 
out of the land of Egypt, afterward 
destroyed them that believed not. 


6 And the angels w’hich kept not 
their first estate, but left their o%vn 
habitation, he hath reserved in ever- 
lasting chains under darkness unto the 
judgment of the great day, 

7 Even as Sodom and Gomorrha, 
and the cities about them in like man- 
ner, giving themselves over to forni- 
cation, and going after strange fiesh, 
are set forth for an example, siiftering 
the vengeance of eternal fire. 

8 Likewise also these ftlthzj dreamers 
defile the flesh, despise dominion, and 
speak evil of dignities. 

9 Yet Michael the archangel, ivhen 
contending with the devil he disputed 
about the body of Moses, durst not 
bring against him a railing accusa- 
tion, but said, The Lord rebuke thee, 

10 But these speak evil of those 
■ things which they know not : but what 
they know naturally, as brute beasts, 
in those things they corrupt them-

and of all their hard which 

ungodly sinners have spoken against 
him. 

16 These are murmurers, complain- 
ers, walking after their own lusts;

ing words^ having men’s persons in 
■admiration, because of' advantage. 

17 But, beloved, remember ye the 
words which were ' spoken before of 
the apostles of our Lord Jesus Christ ; 

18' How that .they told you there 
should be mockers in the' last time^ 
who should walk after their owii' un- 
godly lusts. 

■ 16' These be they who separate them-* 
selves,, sensual, having not the Spirits 
■"20 'But ye, beloved, building up 
yourselves on your most holy faith,
